The  Bishop  Calls 


Youth  Convocation 

Dear  Friends: 

First,  let  me  express  Mrs.  Henley’s  and  my  appreciation 
for  the  gracious  way  in  which  the  delegates  to  the  Annual 
Conference  responded  to  the  invitation  to  the  Open  House 
at  the  Episcopal  Residence.  It  was  a rainy  night  and 
there  was  very  little  space  for  parking  for  so  large  a group. 
In  spite  of  this,  the  entire  house  was  filled  with  good 
Methodist  folk  from  seven  until  a quarter  of  ten.  It  was 
a happy  occasion  for  us  and  one  for  which  we  are  sincere- 
ly thankful. 

And  it  was  a good  Annual  Conference.  There  was  a 
deep  spiritual  note  running  throughout  the  days  we  spent 
together.  The  reports  were  interesting.  The  debates  were 
lively  and  were  carried  on  in  the  spirit  of  Christian  broth- 
erhood. Our  fraternal  delegates  brought  warmth  and  in- 
spiration to  us.  Those  who  addressed  us  were  inspiration- 
al and  instructive.  The  plans  for  next  year  are  challeng- 
ing.

This  was  a great 
gathering  last  year.  I think  the  young  people  felt  that  it 
was  something  worth  all  the  time  and  effort  they  had 
spent  in  order  to  be  on  hand.  This  year  promises  to  be 
as  inspirational  and  as  helpful  as  last  year.  I am  begin- 
ning now  with  this  letter  to  you  to  urge  ministers  and 
laymen  to  plan  for  at  least  two  young  people  from  every 
church  in  the  Conference.  Help  arrange  their  registra- 
tion and  care  for  their  expenses.  Their  coming  will  en- 
rich your  church  back  home.  Have  them  register  as 
quickly  as  registration  blanks  are  distributed.

By  the  way,  just  this  afternoon  I have  been  reading 
from  the  Methodist  Discipline  of  1839.  You  may  be  in- 
terested in  some  of  the  admonitions  given  to  the  young 
ministers  by  the  Bishop.

Be  serious.  Let  your  motto  be  holiness  to  the 
Lord.  Avoid  all  jesting  and  foolish  talk. 

Converse  sparingly,  and  conduct  yourself 
prudently  with  women. 

Take  no  step  toward  marriage  without  first  con- 
sulting your  brethren. 

Believe  evil  of  no  one  without  good  evidence; 
unless  you  see  it  done,  take  heed  how  you  credit  it. 

Put  the  best  construction  on  everything.  You  know

the  judge  is  always  supposed  to  be  on  the  prisoner’s 
side. 

Speak  evil  of  no  one;  because  your  word, 
especially,  would  eat  as  doth  a canker. 

Be  ashamed  of  nothing  hut  sin. 

Observe!  It  is  not  your  business  only  to  preach 
so  many  times,  or  to  take  care  of  this  or  that  society; 
but  to  save  as  many  as  you  can. 

And  here  are  some  questions: 

Will  you  endeavor  not  to  speak  too  long  or  too 
loud? 

Will  you  diligently  instruct  the  children  in  every 
place? 

Will  you  visit  from  house  to  house? 

Under  the  duties  of  a preacher  I read  this: 

To  preach  in  the  morning  where  he  can  get 
hearers.  We  recommend  morning  preaching  at  5:00 
o’clock  in  the  summer,  and  6:00  in  the  winter  where- 
ever  it  is  practicable. 

And  here  are  some  admonitions  concerning  preaching: 

Be  sure  never  to  disappoint  a congregation. 

Begin  at  the  time  appointed. 

Always  suit  your  subject  to  your  audience. 

Choose  the  plainest  text  you  can. 

Take  care  not  to  ramble,  but  keep  to  your  text. 

Take  care  of  anything  awkward  or  affected, 
either  in  your  gesture,  phrase  or  pronunciation. 

Do  not  usually  pray  extempore  above  eight  or 
ten  minutes  (at  most)  without  intermission. 

• 

Well,  I’ve  just  picked  up  some  phrases  from  the  Disci- 
pline of  1839.  They  are  clear,  pungent  and  meaningful. 
Strangely  enough,  a great  deal  of  the  material  of  this  old 
Discipline  is  the  same  as  that  which  is  employed  in  the 
reception  and  admonition  of  ministers  in  the  1964  Disci- 
pline. The  minister  is  a servant  of  God  and  of  God’s 
people.  We  believe  that  a man  is  called  of  God  to  preach 
the  Gospel.  And  however  that  call  comes,  it  constitutes 
a holy  responsibility.  At  the  same  time  the  minister’s 
life  should  be  a happy  one— and  triumphant.  He  is  serv- 
ing individuals  and  communities  at  their  point  of  greatest 
need. 

Thank  you  for  everything  you  have  done  to  make  this 
past  year  a delightful  experience  for  me  and  for  my  dear 
wife.  It  has  been  a joy  to  be  in  your  homes  and  in  your 
churches.  We  have  felt  the  warmth  of  your  Christian 
devotion  and  we  thank  God  for  the  privilege  of  working 
with  you  here  in  Florida.  The  Lord  bless  you  everyone.

New  Budget  Calls 

For  $1,707,428 

A Budget  of  $1,707,428  was  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference  to  finance 
the  Conference’s  general  program.  The  total  amount  is  apportioned  among 
the  Conference’s  580  churches. 

The  budget  is  broken  down  into  five  different  categories,  and  the  total 
figure  was  not  quite  seven  percent  more  than  the  previous  Conference  year’s 
budget 

Here  are  the  five  phases  of  the  budget  for  the  1965-66  Conference  year 
and  the  increase  for  each: 

General— including  World  Service,  $544,676,  up  $3,714. 

Conference— $343,252,  up  $17,133. 

Ten-In-One-$ 126,000,  up  $9,500. 

Educational  Specials— $268,500,  up  $78,500. 

Growth  and  Expansion  (capital  funds)  —$425,000,  no  change. 

The  final  figure  represents  a tremendous  amount  of  work  by  the  World 
Service  and  Finance  Commission,  which  has  had  as  its  chairman,  the  Rev. 
Raymond  A.  Alley  of  Ocala,  now  a member  of  the  Cabinet.  The  new  chair- 
man is  the  Rev.  Robert  M.  Blackburn,  pastor  of  First  Church  in  Jacksonville 
who  has  been  vice  chairman  of  the  commission.

Conference  Year  Just  Gets  Started 
And  Already  There  is  a New  Church! 

The  newest  of  the  new  in  the  Florida  Conference  is  First  Church, 
Steinhatchee— organized  right  after  Annual  Conference,  according  to  the 
Rev.  Robert  C.  Holmes,  Tallahassee,  District  Superintendent. 

The  Rev.  Henry  W.  Blackburn,  Conference  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  has  already  laid  ground- 
work for  a building  by  providing  Mr.  Holmes  with  a check  for  $1,500 
from  his  board.  The  money  will  not  be  used  until  a committee  from  the 
new  Steinhatchee  Church  has  determined  if  an  existing  building  in  that 
area  is  suitable  for  a church. 

Organization  of  the  new  church  so  early  in  the  Conference  year  puts 
the  building  program  a jump  ahead  of  most  all  other  projects. 

Mr.  Holmes  said  that  18  persons  were  present  for  the  initial  meeting 
and  15  expressed  a desire  to  unite  with  20  more  interested  in  joining  the 
Steinhatchee  Church. 

James  McCall  of  Route  1,  Box  179,  Perry,  will  be  the  local  preacher 
serving  the  church.  Most  of  the  initial  work  in  organizing  the  church 
has  been  done  by  the  Rev.  Joe  Ed  McGahey,  pastor  at  the  Cross  City 
Church. 

Organization  of  the  Steinhatchee  Church  will  place  it  in  the  Grace 
charge— of  which  the  Rev.  Leslie  C.  Jackson,  new  minister  at  Grace,  is 
the  pastor  and  Mr.  McCall  will  serve  as  a local  preacher  in  Steinhatchee. 
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Howard  Berg  Re-elected  Lay  Leader 
As  Men  Plan  Stewardship  Program 


The  Board  of  Lay  Activities  of  the  Florida  Conference  is  off  to  a chal- 
lenging start  having  had  the  Annual  Conference  again  elect  R.  Howard 
Berg  of  Melbourne  as  Conference  lay  leader  and  adopt  a Conference 
Stewardship  Plan.

1— District  meetings  of  Church  Lay  Leaders,  presidents  of  Metho- 
dist Men  and  church  secretaries  of  Stewardship  to  develop  a district  pro- 
gram. 


2—  Every  District  represented  at  the  Purdue  National  Conference 
in  July  and  a goal  of  10  or  more  from  each  District  in  attendance  at  the 
JurisdictionaJ  Conference  at  Lake  Junaluska  July  29-30-31  and  August  1. 

3—  Promotion  of  Florida  Southern  College  through  the  Advis- 
ory Council,  to  acquaint  Florida  Methodists  with  their  college,  to  obtain 
more  Florida  Methodist  students  for  next  year  and  to  find  additional 
financial  support.  The  goal  is  a Florida  Southern  College  representative 
in  every  church  and  a Florida  Southern  College  Rally  in  each  district. 

4—  Major  emphasis  this  year  on  Christian  Stewardship.  Allocation 
of  §5,000  of  the  Leesburg  offering  to  help  promote  the  Stewardship 
movement  in  this  Conference. 


5—  Another  great  Bishop’s  Convocation  on  Christian  Stewardship  at 
Florida  Southern  College  on  Saturday,  January  8,  1966  to  be  followed 
by  district  rallies. 

6—  A goal  of  2400  men  in  attendance  this  Fall  at  the  four  sessions 
of  the  Leesburg  Laymen’s  Conference  with  every  church  of  the  Confer- 
ence being  represented  by  at  least  one  man. 

7—  A mid-year  meeting  of  the  full  Conference  Board  February  12, 
1966  at  Tallahassee. 


8—  Increase  the  allocation  of  funds  to  District  Lay  Leaders  from  S150 
to  $250  to  help  finance  the  lay  program  in  the  Districts  and  in  addition 
allocate  $200  from  the  Leesburg  offering  to  each  District  Lay  Leader  to 
help  develop  a more  effective  Stewardship  program  in  each  District.  It 
is  recommended,  also,  that  these  funds  be  supplemented  by  District  funds. 

9—  District  Ftetreats,  or  week-end  rallies,  preferably  in  the  early 
Spring  months. 

10—  Observance  of  Laymen's  Sunday  in  every  church  with  a layman 
speaking  on  a Stewardship  theme.

The  Towers  is  named  for  Francis 
Asbury,  second  bishop  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  and  the  first 
consecrated  in  the  United  States.

Ad- 
ministrator of  the  Towers  is  James 
Suddath. 

Participating  in  the  groundbreak- 
ing were  the  Rev.  Hoyt  Tatum,  pas- 
tor of  First  Church;  the  Rev.  E. 
Frank  Carwithen,  Trinity  Church; 
the.  Rev.  John  Dingley,  Palmetto

"Go  Situation”  Vitally 
Needed  by  Churches 


The  church  today  needs  to  be  in  a 
“go  situation”  if  it  is  to  fulfill  its 
true  mission,  Florida  Methodists 
were  told  by  a Washington,  D.  C., 
minister. 

Pastors  are  placing  too  much  em- 
phasis on  a “come  to  our  church” 
type  of  program  instead  of  leading 
their  members  into  outside  areas  of 
community  witness  and  service,  said 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Edward  W.  Bauman. 

A former  university  and  seminary 
professor  and  now  pastor  of  historic 
Foundry  Methodist  Church  in  the 
nation’s  capital,  Dr.  Bauman  spoke 
at  the  123rd  annual  session  of  the 
Florida  Methodist  Conference  in 
Lakeland. 

In  his  series  of  sermons  as  the  vis- 
iting “conference  preacher,”  he  said: 

• The  word  ‘church’  means  “com- 
munity of  faith”  in  its  original  Greek 
form.  “Today,  we  confuse  this  real 
meaning  with  the  institutional  struc- 
ture.” 

• The  true  church  must  be  more 
than  “a  religious  club,  a back-slap- 
ping, hymn-singing  fellowship,  and 
its  members  must  be  more  than  a bag 
of  marbles  that  coldly  touch  one  an- 
other.” 

• The  decrease  in  church  and 
Sunday  School  attendance,  failure  to 
keep  pace  with  the  population 
growth,  loss  of  interest  among  youth, 
and  the  steady  decline  in  the  number 
of  ministerial  students  in  our  semi- 
naries point  to  “the  death  of  The 
Methodist  Church  if  we  don’t  wake 
up  and  start  preaching,  teaching  and 
living  a contagious  religion.” 

• In  this  nuclear  age  “ministers 
should  preach  with  the  urgency  that 
comes  with  the  knowledge  that  our 
world  may  end  in  the  next  twelve 
minutes.” 

• In  today’s  world  a pastor  “must 
also  be  a human  punching  bag  for 
his  frustrated  parishioners  who  want 
to  hit  out  at  something." 

• “Are  we  doing  the  business  of 
the  church  within  the  context  of  our 
day”  is  the  question  that  ministers 
and  lay  leaders  must  face  up  to. 

• “All  of  us  need  to  do  more 
homework  in  order  to  interpret  our 
religion  simply  and  thoroughly.” 

• “One  of  our  most  serious  prob- 
lems is  that  too  many  church  mem- 
bers and  even  some  ministers— 
have  never  had  a basic  religious  ex- 
perience of  being  born  again.”

(Read  Micah  4:1-14) 

We  are  at  war  in  South  Viet  Nam. 
It  is  undeclared  and  sometimes  un- 
acknowledged to  be  a war,  but  it  is 
one  just  the  same. 

Sometimes  we  find  ourselves  even 
asking  “Can  there  be  peace  on 
earth?”  And  the  record  of  the  past 
is  not  too  encouraging. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  there 
were  only  227  years  of  peace  while 
there  were  3,130  years  of  war  from

1496  B.C.  to  A.D.  1861.  In  the  last 
three  centuries  there  have  been  more 
than  286  wars  in  Europe. 

But  in  spite  of  this  record  modem 
man  is  more  interested  in  peace  than 
at  any  past  period  in  world  history. 
Attempts  to  achieve  it  through  the 
United  Nations  have  not  been  wholly 
unsuccessful.  Something  more  than 
this,  however,  is  evidently  necessary. 

Isaiah,  nearly  2700  years  ago  gave 
us  a recipe  for  peace  that  contains 
the  needed  ingredients.  He  pictures 
all  the  nations  coming  to  Jerusalem 
to  learn  Jehovah’s  Law.  Then  they 
will  return  to  their  own  lands  and 
become  positive  peacemakers. 

Only  as  God  is  exalted  among  the 
nations  will  peace  be  possible.  As 
long  as  man’s  gods  are  economic 
goods,  the  spread  of  political  power, 
and  the  extension  of  national  bound- 
aries, wars  shall  continue. 

The  real  issue  as  Isaiah  saw  it  is 
whether  we  put  God  first.  Even  Plato 
the  wise  man  of  the  distant  past  said 
that  you  could  determine  the  pro- 
gress of  a state  by  noting  which  was 
most  important,  the  Minister  of  Ed- 
ucation of  the  Minister  of  War. 

Law  alone  is  not  enough.  We  al- 
ready have  sufficient  international 
law  to  bring  peace  if  this  is  all  it  took. 
War  has  already  been  “outlawed.” 
Archbishop  Temple  spoke  wisely 
when  he  said  that  “No  Law,  apart 
from  a Lawgiver,  is  a proper  object 
of  reverence.” 

Put  into  simple  terms  it  comes 
down  to  this.  Until  all  men  learn 
that  God  is  their  Father  they  will 
find  it  difficult  to  live  together  as 
brothers  at  peace,  beating  “their 
swords  into  plowshares  and  their 
spears  into  pruning  hooks.”

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Judge  Revels 
Upholds  Plan 

Let  me  give  you  a brief  resume  of 
my  background.  I am  a native  and 
my  parents  before  me  were  natives 
of  Florida.  My  family  has  lived  in 
the  south  for  many  generations.  My 
grandfathers  were  on  the  Confeder- 
ate side  during  the  Civil  War.  I 
have  been  reared  and  trained  in  the 
customs  and  traditions  of  the  South. 
Therefore  what  I say  to  you  today 
will  be  the  thoughts  and  beliefs  of  a 
Methodist  layman  and  a Southerner. 

During  Annual  Conference  Judge  P.  B. 
Revels  spoke  on  the  racial  question  in  a 
manner  which  aided  in  continuing  the 
positive  approach  to  settlement  of  the 
problem  in  a Christian  way. 

Here  is  what  he  said. 

I have  been  deeply  concerned  and 
involved  in  resolving  racial  questions 
on  a county  basis.  We  have  experi- 
enced both  good  success  in  the  mat- 
ter of  maintaining  order,  establishing 
better  understanding  and  good  will 
between  the  races. 

Two  years  ago  Putnam  County 
was  as  segregation  minded  as  most 
any  place,  and,  as  you  know,  it  is 
directly  between  St.  Augustine  and 
Ocala,  and  50  miles  south  of  Jack- 
sonville. While  others  were  having 
strife  and  turmoil  between  the  races, 
we  maintained  peace  and  tranquil- 
ity, even  though  some  of  the  agita- 
tors came  to  Putnam  County  to  open 
a new  front,  because  we  decided  to 
deal  with  the  matter  differently,  be- 
fore hatred  and  emotions  got  out  of 
control.  We  took  positive  action  and 
created  a mixed  committee  to  seek  an 
understanding,  with  all  citizens  of 
the  county,  to  maintain  peace  and 
harmony.  We  inaugurated  a pro- 
gram based  upon  reason,  understand- 
ing and  good  will,  and  thereby  avoid- 
ed racial  strife,  unrest  and  bitter- 
ness. The  problems  that  occurred 
were  settled  successfully  and  satis- 
factorily in  conferences  and  negoti- 
ations. The  junior  college,  public 
schools,  public  accommodations  and 
public  functions  have  been  voluntar- 
ily open  to  all  without  Federal  Court 
order  and  without  racial  unrest  and 
strife.  This  was  the  work  of  dedicat- 
ed people  of  both  races,  who  wanted 
to  do  the  right  thing  in  the  right  way. 
The  results  proved  we  followed  the 
right  course. 

• It  is  our  right  and  prerogative  to 
voluntarily  establish  a procedure  for 
merging  the  two  Florida  Confer-

ences  of  the  Methodist  Church.  It 
is  much  better  that  we  resolve  this 
matter  among  ourselves  than  to  have 
the  General  Conference  to  tell  us 
how  to  do  it.  It  has  been  my  experi- 
ence that  where  members  of  both 
races  meet  and  discuss  their  prob- 
lems as  equals,  w’hether  it  be  com- 
munity, educational  or  religious  af- 
fairs, the  matter  of  both  races  be- 
comes incidental.  I believe  that  the 
Conference  Boards,  Commissions 
and  Committees  could  be  merged  and 
the  business  of  the  Conference  be 
transacted  as  a mixed  organization. 
When  people  of  good  will  of  both 
races  establish  lines  of  communica- 
tion and  start  working  for  the  right, 
great  progress  for  good  can  be  ac- 
complished. However,  I am  firmly 
convinced  that  the  local  churches 
should  be  allowed  to  determine  when 
they  are  ready  to  accept  mixed 
groups.  The  local  church  is  the 
point  of  greatest  danger  and  is  where 
the  greatest  harm  can  be  done  by  at- 
tempting total  merger  without  posi- 
tive and  long  time  planning.  Some 
congregations  may  be  ready  to  ac- 
cept mixed  groups  now,  whereas 
there  are  other  congregations  in  the 
Florida  Conference,  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction,  that  may  never  want  to 
accept  mixed  groups,  and  if  that  is 
their  attitude,  they  should  be  given 
the  right  to  determine  their  own  des- 
tiny and  their  own  fate  in  this  re- 
gard. There  are  congregations  in  the 
Florida  Conference,  Central  Juris- 
diction, who  would  not  want  to  be 
mixed,  they  would  not  feel  comfor- 
table to  be  compelled  to  go  into  a 
hither-to  all  white  congregation. 
Even  the  mode  of  worship  would  be 
vastly  different  from  their  pattern  of 


worship  and  their  accustomed  re- 
ligious practices.  They  would  just 
not  go  to  church.  If  difficult  racial 
problems  of  a community  or  a coun- 
ty can  be  resolved  by  mixed  groups 
meeting  and  working  together,  and 
this  is  being  done,  then  certainly  we, 
as  Christians  in  a great  church,  can 
work  together  for  the  purpose  of 
transacting  the  business  of  the 
church  in  Conference  meetings. 

• If  the  church  functions  satis- 
factorily on  a mixed  basis  on  a Dis- 
trict and  Conference  level  for  a time, 

I believe  that  most  local  churches 
will  fall  in  line  on  a voluntary  basis; 
but  even  if  some  do  not  wish  to  ac- 
cept a mixed  congregation  then  they 
should  not  be  compelled  or  coerced 
to  do  so.  I think  that  we  must  give 
the  rank  and  file  membership  time 
to  become  conditioned  and  recon- 
ciled to  the  idea.  If  this  Conference 
or  the  General  Conference  attempts 
to  force  the  local  churches  to  ac- 
cept total  integration  we  can  expect 
an  explosion  which  will  do  much 
harm  and  cause  the  loss  of  many 
members  and  possibly  some  congre- 
gations. I think  that  if  we  avoid 
tampering  with  the  make-up  of  the 
local  church,  and  this  resolution 
does  not  touch  the  local  church,  we 
can  avoid  an  eruption.  We  should 
be  able,  in  time,  to  reconcile  this 
problem.  We  must  adopt  a positive 
program  of  working  together  to  un- 
derstand mutual  problems  to  the 
point  that  we  recognize  we  are  all 
Christians  and  members  of  this  great 
Methodist  Church. 

My  experience  in  dealing  with  ra- 
cial problems  has  demonstrated  that 
by  mixed  groups  working  together 
these  difficult  problems  can  be  suc- 
cessfully resolved.  When  we  meet 
and  work  with  other  people,  regard- 
less of  race,  or  color  it  becomes  clear 
they  possess  the  same  human  short- 
comings and  values  as  the  rest  of  us, 
and  have  similar  faith,  hope  and  as- 
pirations. 

• The  equalizing  factor  is  devel- 
oped by  getting  to  know  and  under- 
stand the  other  fellow  and  his  prob- 
lems, and  in  so  doing  the  hypocracy 
of  superiority  vanishes.  The  belief 
that  one  race  is  superior  to  another 
is  incorrect  and  falacious.  We  must 
realize  we  are  all  human  beings, 
made  in  the  image  of  God,  and  those 
who  are  lucky  enough  to  pass  through 
the  heavenly  portals  will  find  no  race 
barriers  there. 

This  resolution  sets  a middle  of 
the  road  course  that  most  of  us  can 
accept,  a plan  we  can  work  and  live 
with  and  as  we  do  so  we  will  grow 
and  mature  into  a fact  of  life  that  we 
must  eventually  accept.  I urge  you

For  the  Late  Dr.  Mott 

New  York— (MI)— Memorial  events 
have  been  held  around  the  world  in 
recent  weeks  commemorating  the 
100th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
John  R.  Mott,  Methodist  layman 
and  ecumenical  and  missions  leader 
who  was  known  as  the  “elder  states- 
man of  Protestantism”  before  his 
death  in  1955  at  the  age  of  89.  Dr. 
Mott  was  a Florida  resident  during 
his  latter  years. 

A winner  of  the  1946  Nobel  Peace 
Prize,  Dr.  Mott  is  widely  remember- 
ed for  his  influences  on  lay  activities, 
global  mission  efforts,  the  student 
Christian  movement  and  the  develop- 
ment of  interreligious  accord.  When 
the  World  Council  of  Churches  was 
formed  in  1948  he  was  named  an 
honorary  president  and  held  the  post 


until  his  death.  Dr.  Mott  was  born 
May  25,  1865.

Ft.  Lauderdale  Church  Plans 
Now  for  'Downtown'  Ministry 


Park  Temple  Church,  Ft.  Lauder- 
dale, is  engaged  in  a remodeling  and 
renovation  program,  which  is  expect- 
ed to  be  completed  about  the  middle 
of  July.  In  January  1964,  $150,000 
was  raised  for  this  project  in  a spe- 
cial crusade  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Thomas  Williams  of  the  Board  of 
Missions.  It  involves  the  first  step 
of  an  urban-church  renewal  program. 

The  chancel  area  is  being  com- 
pletely altered  to  allow  more  room 
for  the  enlarged  choir  program  and  to 
enhance  the  beauty  of  this  area  of 
the  church.  Other  extensive  improve- 
ments are  taking  place  in  the  sanc- 
tuary, including  new  stained  glass 
windows,  being  manufactured  and  in- 
stalled by  the  Willets  Stained  Glass 
Studios  of  Philadelphia.  These  will 
be  memorials  and  will  consist  of  four 
large  windows  on  the  north  wall  of 
the  sanctuary.  The  windows  will  be 
known  as:  the  Christ;  the  Pentecost; 
the  Reformation  and  the  Wesley 
Windows.  In  the  balcony  there  will 
be  a round  window  showing  the  three 
bishops  of  the  Uniting  Church  of 
1939.  Six  small  windows  in  the  chap- 
el will  tell  the  story  of  twelve  para- 
bles of  Jesus  New  upholstered  pews 
will  replace  the  present  wooden  ones. 
In  addition  to  the  $150,000  raised  in 
the  crusade,  over  $25,000  have  been 
contributed  as  memorials  and  gifts. 

In  addition  to  the  improvements 
in  the  sanctuary,  a new  church  parlor 
and  a new  youth  room  is  being  added 
as  well  as  extensive  improvements 
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throughout  the  educational  building. 
The  church  kitchen  is  being  com- 
pletely modernized  and  the  social 
hall  has  been  acoustically  treated, 
as  well  as  redecorated.  The  little 
youth  house  on  the  northeast  comer 
of  the  church  property  will  be  tom 
down  and  the  comer  landscaped  and 
beautified  to  make  it  one  of  the  main 
entrances  to  the  sanctuary. 

All  of  this  is  a part  of  the  total 
urban-church  renewal  program  in 
which  the  church  is  engaged,  in  an 
effort  to  meet  the  problems  of  a 
downtown  church.  Within  the  next 
five  years  new  high  rise  apartments 
will  be  constructed  just  across  the 
street  from  the  church  on  the  Ft. 
Lauderdale  High  School  property. 
The  church  is  making  ready  for  this 
new  ministry.

Proposal  Regarding  Transfer 
Of  Conferences  is  Defeated 


A resolution  which  would  have  paved 
the  way  for  transfer  of  Methodist  an- 
nual conferences  in  five  southwestern 
states  from  the  racially  constituted 
Central  Jurisdiction  to  the  geograph- 
ic South  Central  Jurisdiction  ap- 
parently has  failed  to  receive  the  two- 
thirds  majority  in  each  jurisdiction 
required  for  passage. 

According  to  uunoffical  but  com- 
plete returns  released  by  the  two  jur- 
isdictions the  vote  is:  Central  Juris- 
diction — For,  492;  Against,  860; 
South  Central  Jurisdiction  — For, 
3,955;  Against,  298.  Failure  to  get 
a two-thirds  majority  in  either  juris- 
diction defeats  the  proposal. 

Among  other  things,  the  resolution 
would  have  approved  the  tranfer  of 
Central  Jurisdiction  conferences  in 
Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Missouri,  Okla- 
homa and  Texas  to  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction  and  affirmed  that  “each 
annual  conference  in  the  five  states 
declares  its  intent  to  accomplish 
the  merger”  of  all  transferred  Negro 
churches  into  the  geographical  con- 
ferences “not  later  than  1968..”  (Oth- 
er states  in  the  South  Central  Juris- 
diction either  have  no  Central  Juris- 
diction churches  or  have  already 
merged  them  into  the  geographical 
conferences. ) 

In  a separate  resolution,  over- 
whelming approval  was  given  by  both 
jurisdictions  to  the  transfer  of  only 
the  Central  West  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Central  Jurisdiction  to  the 
South  Central  Jurisdiction  and  its 
dissolution  and  transfer  of  churches, 
ministers,  and  church  members  to  the 
geographical  annual  conferences  in 
Missouri.  The  Central  Jurisdiction 
vote  on  this  question  was  1,384  for 
and  5 against  and  the  South  Central 
vote  was  4,023  for  and  9 against. 

The  broader  resolution  was  sup- 
ported strongly  in  all  South  Central 
annual  conferences  except  the  Louisi- 
ana Conference  which  counted  239 
vote  opposed  to  215  in  favor.  Voting 
within  the  Central  Jurisdiction  was 
sharply  divided  with  conferences  in 
the  five  states  affected  strongly  in 
support  and  the  remainder  of  the  jur- 
isdiction’s conferences— with  two  ex- 
ceptions—strongly  opposed. 

Leaders  in  both  the  South  Central 
and  the  primarily  affected  area  of  the 
Central  expressed  regret  and  disap- 
pointment at  the  representatives  of 
both  groups.  Central  Jurisdiction 
leaders  who  opposed  the  resolution 
said  that  it  was  not  in  harmohy  with 


a set  of  guidelines  for  which  such  a< 
tions  set  up  by  the  1964  Jurisdictioi 
al  Conference.

On  the  first  resolution  concemin 
the  transfer  of  the  Southeastern  Are 
of  the  Central  Jurisdiction  to  th 
South  Central  J urisdiction  which  wa 
voted  83  against  with  no  votes  in  th 
affirmative. 

In  a separate  resolution,  approve 
by  a 4,023  to  19  vote  the  Florid 
Conference,  Central  Jurisdiction,  vo 
ed  with  the  majority,  casting  its  8 
votes  for  the  resolution.

'Irresponsible  Critics'Undermine 
Effectiveness  of  Christian  Work 


Dear  Friends: 

I simply  must  take  the  opportunity  of  saying  a word  of 
personal  testimony  concerning  two  Conference-wide  pro- 
grams that  are  just  ahead  of  us. 

First,  the  Pastors’  School  at  the  Youth  Camp  in  Lees- 
burg from  October  4-8.  Here  are  four  full  days  packed 
with  intellectual  and  spiritual  stimulation  and  inspiration. 
Every  preacher  in  the  Conference  should  want  to  be  pres- 
ent. Every  church  will  do  well  to  encourage  its  minister 
to  attend.  Believe  me,  it  isn’t  a vacation.  Of  course,  it  is 
enjoyable.  When  ministers  get  together  they  enter  into 
that  sort  of  fraternal  comradeship  which  is  always  pleas- 
ant and  enriching.  But  the  object  of  this  group  is  to  whet 
the  intellectual  appetites  and  to  deepen  the  spiritual  ex- 
perience of  the  ministerial  leadership  of  the  Conference. 
The  program  this  year  is  excellent.  Many  churches  will 
feel  that  it  is  important  enough  that  they  will  want  to 
give  some  financial  support  to  their  preacher’s  plan  to  at- 
tend the  Pastors’  School. 

The  Laymen’s  Retreats  at  Leesburg  have  become  one 
of  the  most  significant  Conference  projects  in  the  field  of 
lay  activities  in  American  Methodism.  The  speakers  this 
year  are  outstanding.  We  should  be  able  to  have  2400  men 
in  attendance  during  these  four  weekends  in  September 
and  October.  There  is  no  way  to  estimate  the  number  of 
lives  which  have  been  changed  or  strengthened  during 
these  Laymen’s  Retreats.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  minis- 
ters will  give  their  hearty  support  to  the  promotion  of  the 
Retreats.  I shall  , look  forward  personally  to  being  on  hand 
for  every  one  of  them. 

Now,  let  me  say  a word  of  serious  concern.  It  is 
inconceiveable  to  me  that  we  should  have  come  to  a time 
when  men  in  the  name  of  partriotism  can  glibly  spread 
rumors  or  make  unverified  accusations  concerning  the 
church.  This  institution  of  God  was  the  spiritual  source  of 
American  democracy.  It  was  upon  the  religious  faith  of 
our  fathers  that  an  untried  way  of  national  life  was 
ventured  upon.  Religious  conviction  is  the  very  bulwark 
of  American  democracy. 

I know  the  church  in  America  pretty  well.  I know  a 
host  of  its  people,  both  in  places  of  conspicuous  leadership 
and  in  the  ranks  of  its  local  fellowship.  Men  do  not  all 
agree  with  each  other.  They  never  have.  They  never  will. 
That  is,  they  can  not  agree  upon  the  matter  of  application 
of  the  great  principles  which  are  at  the  heart  of  the  faith. 

Every  generation  challenges  its  people  to  apply  their

religious  faith  under  different  circumstances.  There  is  a 
certain  bewilderment  about  it  all.  There  is  no  pat  answer. 
But  the  principles  remain.  The  fundamental  teachings 
are  the  same.  Christ  is  the  same  yesterday,  today  and 
forever. 

I believe  in  this  cburch  of  ours.  I believe  the 
Christian  forces  of  America  are  the  hope  of  America.  I 
do  not  agree  with  every  voice  that  is  raised  within  the 
church,  much  more;  I do  not  agree  with  its  irresponsible 
critics  and  with  those  who,  with  second  hand  information, 
unverified  rumors  and  poisonous  gossip  are  willing  to 
undermine  the  effectiveness  of  Christian  endeavor  in  such 
a perilous  time  as  this. 

These  are  troublous  days.  But  they  are  days  which 
have  within  them  marvelous  opportunities  for  Christian 
witness  and  discipleship.  Let  us  speak  cautiously  and 
only  with  sure  understanding  of  what  we  are  saying.  Let 
us  work  diligently  for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom.  Let 
us  recognize  both  the  right  and  even  the  value  of  differ- 
ence of  opinion— joining  in  the  Wesley  invitation,  “If 
thy  heart  is  as  my  heart,  give  me  thy  hand.” 

May  God  bless  you  all.

Again  a Success 

“We  do  not  choose  to  be  witnesses 
— we  are  witnesses  either  for  or 
against  God.” 

Those  words  struck  the  keystone 
of  the  Twentieth  Annual  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  School 
of  Missions  and  the  Thirtieth  Annual 
Week-End  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  held  at  Florida  Southern  Col- 
lege. 

More  than  750  women  participa- 
ted, including  a record  high  for  the 
Guild  session. 

Based  on  the  Theme:  “Mission — 
The  Christian’s  Calling,”  the  school’s 
goal  was  summed  up  in  the  above 
first  sentence  by  Mrs.  David  J.  Cath- 
cart  of  Cocoa,  faculty  coordinator. 

On  another  point,  emphasis  was 
placed  on  “the  future  is  always  a 
challenge  to  the  past,”  by  Dr.  Rob- 
ert T.  Osborne  of  Duke  University’s 
Department  of  Religion.

Funeral  services  for  R.  Howard 
Berg,  70,  prominent  Methodist  lay- 
man, were  conducted  July  27  at  First 
Methodist  Church,  Melbourne,  Fla., 
by  Bishop  James  W.  Henley  and 
other  ministers. 

He  died  July  24  after  having  suf- 
fered a heart  attack  on  June  26. 

Mr.  Berg  had  been  lay  leader  of 
the  Florida  Conference  (SEJ)  since 
1952,  and  was  president  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Lay  Activities  from 
1960  to  1964. 

He  was  a del- 
egate to  the  last 
four  Methodist 
General  Confer- 
ences, and  at  the 
time  of  his  death 
he  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  Coun- 
cil on  World 
Service  and  Fi- 
nance,  vice 
chairman  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Council, 
a member  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  National  Council  of  Churches, 
and  a trustee  of  Florida  Southern 
College  and  Emory  University. 

A native  of  Hempstead,  Long  Is- 
land, N.  Y.,  Berg  had  lived  in  Flori- 
da since  1912.  For  more  than  40 
years  he  was  active  in  newspaper 
work,  and  was  formerly  owner  and 
publisher  of  newspapers  in  Sanford 
and  Melbourne.' 

Survivors  include  the  widow,  three 
sons  — Howard,  Jr.,  West  Palm 
Beach;  Robert  of  Melbourne,  and 
Bradford  of  Ho-Ho-Kus,  N.  J.,  and  a 
daughter,  Mrs.  Eugene  Sheffield,  Jr., 
Melbourne. 

Assisting  Bishop  Henley  were  the 
Rev.  Monroe  Hatch,  pastor  of  Mr. 


Berg’s  Church,  the  Rev.  Victor 
Hitchcock,  former  pastor  now  at  Cal- 
vary Church,  Lake  Worth  and  the 
Rev.  L.  F.  Vandewater,  Roseland.

Our  Christian  Work 


Is  Needed 


Dear  Friends: 

I am  writing  this  from  my  desk  here  in  Lakeland.  As  I’ve 
been  sitting  here  it  has  occurred  to  me  how  different  life 
is  among  human  beings  that  I heard  about  on  the  news- 
cast a few  minutes  ago.  Negroes  are  marching  in  Spring- 
field,  Massachusetts  while  the  state  militia  provides  a 
human  wall  of  protection.  Two  men  are  soaring  about 
in  an  eliptical  course  ranging  from  a hundred  to  two  hun- 
dred miles  above  the  earth.  All  day  long  and  all  night 
long  one  of  them  is  in  communication  with  scientists 
beneath  them. 

Some  Methodist  boys  from  Florida  are  in  the  Ameri- 
can armed  forces  in  Viet  Nam.  The  newscaster  told  of 
the  action  that  has  taken  place  there  today.  Men  have 
been  killed  and  are  being  killed — Americans  and  Viet 
Cong.  Every  one  of  these  folk  live  in  a different  world 
from  that  which  1 inhabit  right  at  this  moment.  Indeed, 
we  all  live  in  different  worlds.  Every  man  has  a different 
job.  Every  family  has  a different  home.  Every  com- 
munity, every  city,  every  section  of  the  state  is  different. 
And  yet,  we  are  all  very  close  akin.  The  great  funda- 
mental longings  of  the  human  heart  are  identical  from 
man  to  man,  nation  to  nation,  and  race  to  race.  We  all 
know  what  it  means  to  aspire,  to  love,  to  fear,  to  resent, 
to  forgive. 

This  world  of  ours  is  dreadfully  sick  at  heart.  God 
has  provided  enough  resources  for  every  man.  There  is 
enough  work  to  do  to  engage  the  services  of  every  human 
being.  No  man  need  stand  in  want.  No  man  should  live 
in  fear.  No  man  should  be  despised. 

The  message  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  one  of  purity 
and  righteousness  and  justice  and  brotherhood.  It  is  the 
message  of  redemption  whereby  the  hearts  of  those  who 
look  to  him  in  humility  and  in  penitence  are  cleansed 
and  renewed.  Through  the  love  of  Christ  homes  are 
blessed  with  happiness  and  peace.  Through  the  love  of 
Christ  men  who  have  fallen  before  the  temptations  of 
passion,  greed,  or  intemperance  are  given  new  strength  and 
power  to  overcome  and  to  stand  tall  and  straight  again. 
Through  the  love  of  Christ  youth  blossoms  into  radiant 
and  creative  adulthood. 

Maybe  the  world  has  never'been  so  sick  before.  It 
would  seem  so  to  many  of  us.  And  never  did  the  world 
need  the  redemptive  power  which  is  offered  to  it  in  Jesus 
Christ  as  it  needs  it  right  now.  It  is  a time  for  prayer. 


It  is  a time  for  self-examination  and  dedication.  It  i 
the  hour  for  renewal. 

Why  is  it  that  more  is  not  happening  in  and  througl 
our  churches?  Why  are  they  sometimes  dull  and  uninspir 
ing?  Is  it  not  simply  that  we  ourselves  do  not  truly  fee 
that  the  supreme  need  of  our  own  lives,  of  our  homes,  o 
our  communities,  and  the  world  is  the  need  for  the  gospe 
which  we  hear  read  every  Sunday  morning,  and  for  Chris 
tian  discipleship  in  its  truest,  broadest  sense? 

All  too  often  we  are  willing  to  give  to  the  support 
of  missions  in  far  away  places,  but  not  be  involved  in  mis- 
sions within  our  local  communities.  We  find  it  interest- 
ing to  give  for  the  establishment  of  a new  church  in  some 
remote  part  of  the  world,  but  we  are  not  interested  in 
helping  make  surveys  and  plans  for  a new  church  organi- 
zation in  our  own  city.  We  are  outraged  by  injustices  in 
Viet  Nam  but  indifferent  to  injustices  at  our  very  doors. 

You  see,  the  Word  must  become  flesh  today,  as  it  did 
in  Galilee  two  thousand  years  ago.  The  Holy  Spirit 
must  move  us  to  perform  the  work  of  redeeming  love  right 
where  we  are. 

The  commissions  in  our  local  churches  are  beginning 
to  spend  much  time  in  the  preparation  of  programs  for  the 
fall  and  winter  and  spring  which  lie  ahead.  This  is  tre- 
mendously important.  If  we  planned  more  effectively  we 
would  reap  greater  rewards.  But  planning  is  not  enough. 
These  should  be  days  of  spiritual  preparation.  They 
should  be  days  of  prayer.  The  Lord  is  wanting  to  use  us. 
He  would  like  to  become  a part  of  our  lives  and  a part  of 
our  programs.  We  cannot  blow  on  our  hands  and  do  the 
work  alone.  It  is  too  big  for  us. 

My  prayer  is  that  your  church  will  be  a symbol  of 
hope  and  redemption  in  your  community.  My  prayer  is 
that  the  souls  of  men  and  women  and  boys  and  girls  will 
feel  the  cleansing  and  the  saving  grace  of  God’s  love. 
My  prayer  is  that  your  church  will  stand  in  the  com- 
munity for  the  spirit  of  Jesus  in  all  relationships  and  in 
all  the  affairs  of  men.  My  prayer  is  that  your  life  and 
mine  will  be  living  testimonies  of  the  faith  we  declare. 
And  may  the  Lord  bless  you  everyone.

Thus  the  work  of 
le  Latin  Center  could  conceivably  be 
multiplied  in  its  outreach  and  effort 
m make  the  Church  a more  effective 
mission  of  God  in  the  world. 

• A most  important  aspect  of  this 
ew  ministry  is  to  help  urban 
hurches  meet  the  new  challenges 
nd  complexities  involved  in  rapidly 
rowing  Florida  cities.  Many  inner 
ity  churches  are  finding  that  the  ap- 
proaches, forms  and  structures  of 
vangelism  and  congregational  life  of 
wenty-five  years  ago  are  no  longer 
ffective  in  reaching  the  new  city- 
Iweller. 

Many  of  these  churches  find  them- 
elves  surrounded  by  high-rise  apart- 
nents,  businesses,  or  peoples  from 


other  sections,  nations  and  cultures. 
If  such  churches  are  to  survive  they 
must  minister  to  their  primary  par- 
ish, their  immediate  neighborhoods. 

• Fortunately,  several  of  our 
churches  have  Spanish  speaking  con- 
gregations which  are  already  effect- 
ively ministering  to  their  close  neigh- 
bors. It  is  hoped  that  efforts  will  be 
made  to  strengthen  these  inclusive 
churches  by  way  of  team  ministries 
and  group  parishes  or  as  the  Spirit 
leads  the  people  of  God  in  areas  of 
testimony  and  witness.

Another  phase  of  the  program  will 
be  to  help  Anglo  and  Latin  congrega- 
tions and  pastors  understand  and  ap- 
preciate each  other.  A great  deal  of 
progress  has  already  been  made  and 
there  is  good  harmony,  but  barriers 
still  exist  and  total  acceptance  is  yet 
to  come. 

• There  will  continue  to  be  a 
need  for  interpreting  the  work  of  the 
Spanish  Ministry  to  the  churches  of 
the  Florida  Annual  Conference,  who 
have  given  so  generously  to  the  work 
of  the  Cuban  pastors  and  to  the  Latin 
Center.  Mr.  Knox  is  interested  in 
encouraging  advance  special  giving 
for  this  vital  ministry,  and  will  be 
happy  to  communicate  with  pastors, 
commissions  on  missions  and  Wom- 
en’s Societies  in  this  regard. 

As  our  Spanish  Americans  study 
course  showed  us  last  year,  there  are 
nearly  six  million  Spanish  speaking 
people  in  the  United  States  and  only 
one-fourth  of  them  are  being  reached 
by  any  church  including  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church.  Florida  has  over 
270,000  people  of  hispanic  origin.  Mi- 
ami has  become  a permanent  inter- 
national city.  The  Roman  Catholics 


are  developing  a multi-million  dollar 
program  in  a missionary  thrust  in 
Miami  to  win  those  who  were  nomin- 
ally already  in  the  fold.  Surely,  we 
of  the  Evangelical  faith  must  not 
abandon  this  important  mission  field. 

• Although  Cubans  are  not  com- 
ing out  of  Cuba  in  great  waves,  a 
considerable  number  still  arrive  every 
week.  One  of  our  Cuban  pastors  has 
cared  for  three  young  girls  in  his 
home  for  more  than  three  years, 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  their  parents. 
Another  has  maintained  an  entire 
family  in  his  home  for  ten  weeks 
awaiting  the  relocation  of  the  family. 
Still  another  is  preparing  a small  rent- 
ed place  from  meager  funds  of  con- 
gregation and  self  for  a family  arriv- 
ing at  this  writing.  Stories  of  such 
sacrificial  sharing  and  giving  take 
place  very  frequently.  Certainly  our 


N on-churched  reached  through  inter- 
mural program. 


American  congregations  will  want 
this  to  continue  but  they  will  want 
the  program  to  be  expanded  so  as  to 
reach  more  people  in  new  avenues  of 
evangelism  and  mission. 

The  Spanish  ministry  and  the  in- 
ner-city work  could  well  set  the  pace 
for  a challenging  renewal  and  exten- 
sion of  The  Methodist  Church  in  our 
time.

all  four  of  our  homes  for  the  aged,

five  of  the  six  Wesley  Foundations, 
and  all  three  of  our  youth  camps; 
The  Miami  Latin  Center,  The  Geor- 
gia Seagle  Cooperative  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Florida,  The  Central  Treas- 
ury, The  Methodist  Center,  The 
Planning  Commission,  The  Confer- 
ence Loan  Fund,  The  Branscomb 
Building  and  The  Growth  and  Ex- 
pansion Fund. 

• At  the  beginning  of  this  period, 
our  leaders  were  still  under  the  in- 
fluence of  the  dynamic  pioneering 
men  of  God  who  laid  the  foundation 
for  our  great  Conference.  Then  in 
rapid  succession  come  these  develop- 
ments to  give  imputus  to  our  growth 
and  progress:  The  population  explo- 
sion following  World  War  II,  the  in- 
migration  of  retirees,  the  return  of 
thousands  of  young  adults  who  dis- 
covered the  glories  of  Florida  during 
the  war  while  in  military  camps  and 
bases  in  the  state,  the  perfecting  of 
citrus  concentrates,  flood  control  in 
the  Everglades,  advances  in  agron- 
omy and  animal  husbandry,  the  pro- 
gress of  medical  science,  the  arrival 
of  Cuban  refugees  and  Latin  Ameri- 
can capital,  and  the  advent  of  the 
space  age  with  its  industrialization 
of  much  of  our  shite.  Has  Florida 
ever  experienced  such  an  era?  Can 
we  of  this  generation  provide  the  in- 
spiration for  a comparable  period  of 
progress  in  the  future? 

• We  who  enjoy  this  age  of  un- 
precedented prosperity — and  with  it 
the  amazing  privileges  and  oppor- 


tunities afforded  by  Florida  Meth- 
odism— must  realize  that  w'e  are  the 
beneficiaries  of  unearned  increments 
that  place  upon  us  obligations  which 
should  impel  us  to  a worthy  effort  to 
justify  the  investments  of  Almighty 
God  and  of  his  sons  and  daughters 
in  us.  One  trembles,  at  times,  at  the 
terrific  responsibility  which  is  upon 
us  for  sparking  the  imagination  of 
our  children,  and  communicating  to 
them  the  heritage  from  our  fathers 
in  such  a way  as  to  assure  continuous 
and  comparable  growth  and  expan- 
sion for  the  church  in  the  days  that 
lie  ahead. 

• What  could  be  clearer  to  us  than 
the  fact  that  we  should  answer  the 
call  of  our  Planning  Commission  to 
support  the  Growth  and  Expansion 
Fund  of  our  Conference?  This  is  one 
of  the  very  practical  ways  to  express 
our  faith  in  the  future  of  Florida 


Methodism.  Can  we  as  ministers 
and  laymen  of  this  favored  state  do 

less? 

• One  hundred  thousand  dollars 
of  our  Growth  and  Expansion  Fund 
for  this  year  goes  for  church  exten- 
sion— to  help  guarantee  the  purchase 
of  sites  for  new  churches,  first-unit 
buildings  for  young  congregations, 
and  parsonages  for  the  ministers  who 
help  to  establish  Methodism  in  our 
exploding  and  growing  towns  of 
Florida.

Georgia  Methodist  Study  Backs  NCC 


l fact-finding  report  by  a group  of 
rominent  Georgia  Methodists  en- 
orses  95  per  cent  of  the  work  of  the 
Jational  Council  of  Churches. 

A few  days  before  his  death,  the 
ite  Georgia  Supreme  Court  Presid- 
ig  Justice  T.  Grady  Head  completed 
is  report. 

He  had  asked  a group  of  promin- 
nt  Methodist  lay  leaders  and  minis- 
jrs,  including  Bishops  Arthur  J. 
loore  and  John  Owen  Smith,  to  sub- 
mit written  evaluations  of  the  Na- 
onal  Council,  which  is  composed  of 
1 Protestant  and  Orthodox  denom- 
lations. 

The  consensus  of  their  statements, 
s reported  by  the  Wesleyan  Chris- 
an  Advocate,  is  as  follows: 

1.  The  many  divisions  of  Protes- 
intism  need  the  united  Christian 
irust  provided  by  such  an  organiza- 
on  as  the  NCC  A with  its  over 
0 programs  of  evangelism.  (Some 
aid  its  Protestant  unity  helped  to 
latch  on  a world-wide  scale  the 


single-minded  Roman  Catholic  mono- 
lith. ) 

2.  Our  financial  obligations  con- 
stitute about  four  cents  per  Meth- 
odist per  year. 

3.  To  withdraw  support  from  the 
National  Council  would  be  to  throw 
away  the  vast  amount  of  good  the 
Council  does — “like  throwing  out  the 
baby  with  the  bath.” 

4.  We  agree  with  about  95  per 
cent  of  what  the  Council  does.  (This 
statement  was  also  made  by  the 
Jackson,  Miss.,  resident  Methodist 
Bishop  Edward  J.  Pendergrass.) 

5.  We  don’t  agree  with  EVERY- 
THING the  Council  does  any  more 
than  we  agree  with  everything  done 
by  the  U.S.  Government,  the  State 
of  Georgia,  the  City  of  Atlanta,  or 
even  of  our  own  children,  but  we  do 
not  withdraw  support  from  them. 
Nevertheless,  while  we  are  support- 
ing them,  we  will  freely  criticize 
them  when  we  think  they  are  wrong.

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Will  Witnessing  at  Lake  Junaluska 
Men's  Session  Continue  Its  Power?

Living  up  to  its  announced  theme, 
the  Southeastern  Methodist  Lay- 
men’s Conference  at  Lake  Junaluska, 
N.  C.,  July  29  to  August  1,  provided 
an  almost  constant  procession  of  per- 
sons who  talked  about  “One  Witness 
in  One  World.” 

But  as  the  last  hymn  echoed  over 
the  lake  and  the  1,229  delegates 
fanned  out  across  the  nine-state  re- 
gion, homeward  bound,  one  could  not 
help  wondering  if  the  witnessing  that 
came  so  naturally  at  the  conference 
would  continue  its  power  in  the  wait- 
ing world  beyond  the  assembly  gates. 

Was  this  conference,  with  its  many 
moving  moments  and  emotion-filled 
addresses,  simply  an  escape  from  the 
world?  Or  was  it  a rallying  point  for 
renewal— a sort  of  training  camp  for 
the  sure-to-come  bouts  with  “the 
world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil”? 

Who  can  say  for  sure?  Only  time 
will  tell. 

Only  God  can  know  the  long-last- 
ing and  far-reaching  results  of  such 
an  inspirational  gathering. 

But  if  one  may  speculate  on  the 
basis  of  what  he  heard  and  saw  and 
sensed  at  the  Laymen’s  Conference, 
there  are  several  factors  that  seem  to 
give  good  grounds  for  hope: 

• 

1.  Many  high  resolves  were  regis- 
tered and  are  likely  to  be  remem- 
bered. 

One’s  training  in  objective  report- 
ing was  laid  aside  temporarily  sev- 
eral times  during  the  conference,  es- 
pecially at  the  Saturday  night  com- 
mitment service,  as  one  was  caught 
up  in  the  spirit  of  the  meeting. 

One  needed  a handkerchief  more 
than  a notebook  as  he  listened  to 
Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson  of  the 
Birmingham  Area  pour  out  his  pas- 
toral concern  that  his  hearers  be  will- 
ing to  pay  the  price  for  a “lighted 
world.” 

“A  church  that  has  nothing  better 
to  aav  than.  ’Hold  the  fort’  isn’t  go- 
ing anywhere,”  he  declared. 

A lighted  world,  the  bishop  warn- 
ed, is  sure  to  cost— in  conviction,  in 
a sense  of  mission  and  in  personal 
sacrifice. 

At  the  close  of  his  climactic  ad-

dress  there  was  a tremendous  re- 
sponse as  many  came  forward  to 
make  a decision  for  Christ,  for  the 
Christian  ministry  or  for  the  renewal 
of  Christian  commitments. 

Many  high  vows  were  publicly  reg- 
istered, but  one  imagines  . that  even 
more  were  secretly  and  quietly  made 
in  the  hearts  of  those  who  shared  in 
the  service. 

2.  Moving  addresses  made  their 
impression. 

Sharing  with  Bishop  Goodson  the 
honor  of  being  on  the  program  for 
two  addresses  was  another  new  epis- 
copal leader,  Bishop  Edward  J.  Pen- 
dergrass of  the  Jackson  (Miss.) 
Area. 

• 

3.  Prayer  permeated  the  place. 

Conference  lay  leaders  and  other 

laymen  led  frequent  devotional  serv- 
ices, but  more  significant  were  the 
informal  and  often  spontaneous  pray- 
er groups.  On  several  occasions  one 
saw  several  men  with  linked  arms 
and  bowed  heads,  engaged  in  prayer. 

Hotel  managers  and  guests  became 
accustomed  to  prayer  groups  break- 
ing up  at  midnight,  sometimes  with 
the  singing  of  a familiar  hymn.  No 


one  complained  of  being  disturbed. 

• 

4.  Capable  counselors  were  at  work. 

A new  feature  this  year  was  a 

group  of  “witness  counselors,”  easily 
identified  by  a little  ribbon  pinned 
on  their  shirts  and  saying,  “Let’s 
Talk  About  It.”  It  was  obvious  that 
many  sought  out  these  counselors 
and  unburdened  their  needs.  I shall 
never  forget  seeing  one  man,  crying 
as  the  Prodigal  Son  must  have  cried 
when  he  returned  from  the  far  coun- 
try. Seated  beside  him  on  the  bench 
and  listening  as  he  poured  out  his 
confession  was  one  of  the  counselors. 
One  doesn’t  eavesdrop  at  such  times, 
but  I was  near  enough  to  see  and  to 
sense  what  was  going  on. 

• 

5.  Winsome  witnesses  made  a pro- 
found impression. 

Simple  and  sincere  testimonies 
were  often  heard  from  the  platform. 
One  had  a feeling  that  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles  was  being  updated  in  the 
20th  century. 

Among  these  modern-day  disciples 
who  told  of  life-changing  events  were 
a U.  S.  district  attorney,  a public  re- 
lations director,  a preacher-humorist, 
an  author,  a banker,  a young  home- 
maker, a guitar-playing  collegian, 
and  a beauty  queen. 

The  spotlight  fell  especially  on  the 
transformed  membership  of  the  John 
Wesley  Methodist  Church  in  Talla- 
hassee, Fla.,  which  less  than  a year 
ago  was  the  picture  of  discourage- 
ment and  today  is  a vital,  throbbing 
group  of  tithing,  praying  and  wit- 
nessing people,  just  looking  for  more 
things  to  do. 

• 

6.  There  will  be  the  vivid  memory 
of  great  music. 

Bill  Mann  of  Dallas,  the  Memphis 
Music  Men,  and  Glenn  Draper  and 
his  Lake  Junaluska  singers.

7.  Helpful  books  on  deepening 
one’s  spiritual  life  and  increasing  his 
outreach  of  service  were  available 
and  were  in  great  demand.

The  Stewardship  Crusade  for  the 
program  has  been  directed  by  the 
Rev.  W.  Arnem  Roberts,  director  in 
the  Department  of  Finance  and  Field 
Service  of  the  Division  of  National 
Missions  and  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Total  cost  is  estimated  at  $440,000. 
Largest  item  is  the  new  educational 
building  and  social  hall  which  will 
run  a minimum  of  $274,000.

Lake  Junaluska,  N.C.  — (MI)  — 
First  steps  toward  development  of 
a long-range  program  of  church  ex- 
tension to  the  Southeast  were  taken 
here  at  the  closing  session  of  the 
Methodist  Missionary  Conference. 

Inspired  by  an  address  by  Bishop 
Walter  C.  Gum  of  the  Richmond 
(Va.)  Area,  the  conference  recom- 
mended that  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sions propose  to  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdictional  Council  a five-year 
program  to  be  known  as  the  Bishops’ 
Advance  Program  for  the  extension 
of  the  church  in  the  southeast. 

The  Rev.  Henry  M.  Blackburn, 
church  extension  secretary  of  the 
Florida  Conference  and  a member  of 
the  Council,  presided  at  the  work- 
shop on  church  extension. 

To  be  replaced  on  the  Council  is 
a Florida  Conference  member,  the 
late  R.  Howard  Berg  of  Melbourne 
who  had  served  as  vice-president  of 
the  Council  since  1964.  Other  Flor- 
ida members  of  the  Council  are  the 
Rev.  Robert  Holmes,  district  super- 
intendent, Tallahassee;  the  Rev.  John 
J.  Rooks,  district  superintendent, 
Lakeland;  Robert  Mann,  Sefner,  and 
Mrs.  A.  R.  Ivey,  New  Smyrna  Beach. 


The  Southeastern  J urisdictional 
Council  is  scheduled  to  meet  in 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  Oct.  11-12. 

If  approved  by  the  Jurisdiction’s 
Committee  on  Missions  and  the  Jur- 
isdictional Council,  the  proposed 
program  would  involve  such  church 
extension  projects  as: 

• — New  churches. 

• — Area  service  ministries  for 
metropolitan  and  town  and  country 
areas. 

• — Establishment  of  Methodist 
centers  in  suburbs,  inner  city  and 
rural  areas. 

• —Development  of  1,000  trained 
cummunications  teams  under  the  de- 
nomination’s current  “Neighborhood 
One”  program  to  be  available  for 
service  when  called  upon.

(May  24  is  the  anniversary  of 
John  Wesley’s  “heart  warming  ex- 
perience” at  a prayer  meeting  in  Al- 
dersgate  Street  in  London  in  1738.)

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Parlin  Speaks 
On  Church  Status 


(Charts*  C.  Parlin,  noted  Methodist 
layman  who  spoke  at  the  Florida 
Annual  Conference  on  the  Methodism 
and  the  Ecumenical  Movement  just 
addressed  the  Second  Conference  on 
Methodism  in  an  Ecumenical  Age.  The 
following  are  excerpts  from  both  talks) 

• 

At  a recent  meeting  of  the  official 
board  of  my  local  church,  the  chair- 
man of  our  Commission  on  Social 
Concerns,  with  vigor,  reported  what 
was  being  done  to  achieve  racial  in- 
tegration in  our  church  and  our  com- 
munity and  an  Irishman,  chairman 
of  our  pommission  on  Evangelism, 
told  with  enthusiasm  of  effort  to 
bring  into  our  fellowship  the  down- 
trodden and  underprivileged  and  the 
further  down  in  the  social  and  eco- 
nomic scale  of  the  community  the 
Commission  had  found  a church 
prospect  the  happier  the  chairman 
appeared  to  be.  At  the  conclusion  of 
these  two  vigorous  and  enthusiastic 
reports  a very  nice  lady,  one  of  the 
old-time  members  of  the  church, 
sighed  and  said:  “Oh,  is  all  this 

really  necessary?  Just  as  we  are  is  so 
cozy!”  I propose  to  deal  with  these 
“non-cozy”  movements. 

• The  first  is  one  to  keep  our  be- 
loved church  from  becoming  too  self- 
satisfied  and  cozy.  Among  clergy 
and  lay  we  have  strong  and  insistent 
demands  for  “renewal.”  These  have 
been  and  can  be  of  great  worth  and 
importance  if  they  do  not  deterior- 
ate into  merely  sputtering  protests. 

Potentially,  such  movements  can 
remind  us  of  our  rich  Methodist  heri- 
tage, kindle  anew  a zeal  for  evangel- 
ism, stimulate  our  laity  in  the  tithing 
of  their  time  and  aptitudes  as  well  as 
their  paychecks,  fan  to  fever  heat  our 
giving  to  the  great  causes  of  the 
church.  Here  there  is  no  valid  base 
for  controversy. 

Since  Wesley  and  Asbury  broke 
with  the  established  Church  of  Eng- 
land and  the  Methodist  circuit  riders 
on  horseback  accompanied  the  early 
adventuresome  pioneers  into  the  vast 
unexplored  territories  of  what  was  to 
become  our  nation,  adherence  to  the 
status  quo  and  the  cozy  has  never 
had  a place  in  Methodist  doctrine  or 
thought. 

• A second  movement  which  is 
stirring  our  church  is  whether  the 
thrust  of  our  ecumenical  urge  should 


be  toward  groupings  by  communions, 
such  as  Methodists,  Anglican,  Bap- 
tist, Lutheran,  etc.  or  a breaking  of 
these  and  the  forming  of  national 
churches.  The  ecumenical  urge  is 
strong,  and  almost  universal,  but  on 
the  direction  which  we  should  go, 
Methodists  of  the  world,  and  to  some 
extent  in  this  country,  are  divided. 

And  around  the  world  not  all  evi- 
dence points  toward  a disintegration 
of  world  Methodism.  Of  the  five 
groups  which,  at  the  1964  General 
Conference,  asked  for  and  were 
granted  independent,  autonomous 
status  three  have  already  come  back 
and  asked  for  further  consideration 
of  their  move:  Sumatra,  Liberia  and 
Pakistan. 

Our  Annual  Conferences  in  Ger- 
many, Switzerland  and  Scandinavia 
have  made  clear  that  they  are  not 
interested  in  independent,  autono- 
mous status  but  strongly  desire  to 
remain  an  integral  part  of  a world- 
Methodist  church. 

• The  Methodist  Church  is  com- 
mitted to  work  for  and  toward  an 
inclusive  church  and  this  is  the  third 
movement  which  I discuss.  Within 
the  church  our  problem  has  been  not 
exclusively,  but  certainly  primarily, 
one  of  structure.  From  the  day  of 
our  union  in  1939,  the  Central  Juris- 
diction has  been  a problem,  19  of  21 
Negro  Annual  Conferences  which 
were  a part  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  having  voted  against 
union.  After  union,  agitation  con- 
cerning it,  however,  was  more  vocal 
in  white  groups  than  in  the  Central 
Jurisdiction  itself,  which  twice  es- 
tablished study  commission  which 
came  up  without  specific  recommen- 
dation. 

I am  clear  that  the  time  for  demon- 
strations and  angry  or  even  tense 
debate  is  past.  The  time  has  come 
for  reasoning  together  and  a big 
measure  of  understanding  and  Chris- 
tian forebearance  on  the  side  of  both 
whites  and  blacks. 

Here  is  the  problem:  As  we  move 
forward  on  the  second  step  of  the 
Plan  of  Action— namely,  the  merger 
of  Annual  Conferences,  will  not  the 
tendency  be  to  insist  on  the  consoli- 
dating of  small,  part  time  churches 
into  one  of  sufficient  size  to  support 
a full  time  pastor,  at  the  Conference 
annual  salary  minimum;  and  in  re-

placements  in  the  Annual  Conference 
will  not  the  tendency  be  to  accept  as 
pastors  only  those  having  the  mini- 
mal educational  requirements? 

And  if  this  pattern  develops,  may 
we  not  find  ourselves  working  with 
the  Negro  upper-class  only?  Is  such 
a program  capable  of  reaching  the 
great  centers  of  Negro  population 
where,  in  spite  of  all,  today  the  people 
are  in  unskilled  labor  and  low-income 
and  distinctly  underprivileged? 

• The  General  Conference  has  di- 
rected that  approaches  concerning 
union  be  made  to  the  British  Metho- 
dists and  to  the  three  Negro  Metho- 
dist churches— African  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  African  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  Zion,  and  the 
Christian  Methodist  Church.  How 
rapidly  these  moves  will  develop  is 
problematical.  Also,  the  General 
Conference  directed  the  formulation 
of  a definitive  Plan  of  Union  with 
The  Evangelical  United  Brethren 
Church.

Washington,  D.C.  — (MI)  — Re- 
sponse to  a request  for  a Methodist 
horseman  to  duplicate  a historic  cross- 
country horseback  ride  has  been  so 
great  that  sponsors  of  the  event  have 
decided  to  designate  several  riders. 

The  ride,  originally  scheduled  from 
Missouri  to  Baltimore  in  April  as  a 
part  of  the  bi-centennial  of  The 
Methodist  Church  in  America,  at- 
tracted more  than  100  applicants,  ac- 
cording to  the  Rev.  Kenneth  S.  Jones 
of  Washington,  D.C.  Mr.  Jones  is 
chairman  of  the  project  which  has 
been  designated  “Saddlebags  East.” 

Among  the  minister  applicants  are 
champion  calf-ropers,  certified  quar- 
ter horse  judges,  blacksmiths,  ex- 
cavalrymen, members  of  sheriffs’ 
posses,  and  even  a bit-part  movie 
cowboy.

Action  Needed  at  Local  Level 
In  World-Wide  Church  Program 


Here  is  the  last  of  two  stories 
on  "In  Search  of  One  Witness," 
based  upon  the  new  Quadrennial 
Emphasis — One  Nation  in  One 
World.  It  is  written  by  Edwin  H. 
Maynard,  a member  of  the  Quad- 
rennial Program  Committee  of 
The  Methodist  Church.

Planning  there  must  be,  and  the 
work  of  preparation  and  disciplined 
study.  But,  fortunately,  the  trail 
has  been  blazed  in  a study  guide  to 
accompany  the  book  of  Ephesians. 

At  the  request  of  an  official  plan- 
ning group,  Bishop  Roy  H.  Short  of 
Louisville,  Ky.,  has  written  a fast-

Bishop  Short  explores  the  message 
of  Ephesians,  and  he  links  this  study 
with  the  message  in  song,  taken  from 
10  hymns  familiar  to  almost  every 
Methodist. 

Bishop  Short  points  out  in  Chap- 
ter One:  “The  Methodist  Church, 
like  other  Christian  bodies,  is  com- 
mitted without  reservation  to  this

Bishop  Short  spoke  at  the  recent 
sessions  of  the  Florida  Annual 
Conference  on  the  Quarennial 
Emphasis,  bringing  home  the 
need  for  real  action  in  the  pro- 
gram. He  is  a former  bishop  of 
the  Florida  Conference. 

doctrine  of  the  lordship  of  Jesus— 
a doctrine  affirmed  again  and  again 
on  the  pages  of  the  New  Testament 
and  in  the  loved  songs  which  set  to 
music  the  faith  of  Christian  hearts. 
As  Methodists  we  seek  to  discover 
increasingly  what  the  acceptance  of 
the  lordship  of  Jesus  must  mean  for 
the  church,  for  individuals,  and  for 
society  in  particular  situations  and 
in  this  hour  in  history.  We  would 
seek  to  muster  for  our  church  the

courage  actually  to  dare  to  do  what 
the  lordship  of  Jesus  appears  to  de- 
mand for  a particular  situation.” 

• Subsequent  chapters  explore 
the  unity  of  Methodists  within  their 
communion  and  the  wider  unity  of 
all  Christians.  They  explore  the 
specific  problems  of  unity  within  a 
congregation  and  the  problems  en- 
countered in  society  as  we  seek  to 
bear  “One  Witness  Across  All  Bar- 
riers.” 

In  his  final  chapter,  “A  Demon- 
stration of  Oneness,”  Bishop  Short 
has  this  to  say: 

• “The  critical  demands  of  the 
hour  in  which  Methodism  now  finds 
itself  call  for  such  attempts  as  the 
extension  and  enrichment  of  the 
witness  of  the  church  everywhere. 
The  whole  world  is  in  unmatched 
revolution.  Multiplied  thousands  of 
people  in  all  lands  are  untouched  by 
the  Church  or  the  Gospel  . . . New 
doors  of  evangelistic  opportunity 
are  opening  on  every  hand.  The 
whole  world  awaits  the  enrichment 
and  extension  of  the  witness  of  the 
Church.” 

The  next  step  after  study  is  to  re- 
port-first to  the  official  board  for 
local  action,  and  next  to  the  approp- 
riate commission  in  the  annual  con- 
ference, so  that  findings  may  guide 


the  conference  in  meeting  its  own 

needs. 

Self-analysis,  however,  will  be; 
worth  the  effort  only  if  it  leads  to' 
action.  Action  programs  are  envis-l, 
aged  at  three  levels: 

• 1.  Community.  Planning  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  local  church  or 
groups  of  churches  working  together. 
One  of  the  creative  new  ideas  is 
“N-l”— a plan  for  volunteer  service 
for  a year  in  a nearby  church  in  need. 

• Regional.  Planning  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  annual  conference  (or 
possibly  the  district  or  episcopal 
area).  This  will  include  church  ex- 
tension and  other  methods  of  enlarg- 
ing the  witness. 

• World.  The  opportunities  are 
varied,  but  there  is  a global  stress 
upon  church  extension.  Each  church 
is  invited  to  establish  a partnership 
with  a project  in  church  extension, 
at  home  or  overseas.  A guide  book 
to  points  of  critical  need  has  been 
published  under,  the  title,  Church 
Extension  Opportunities. 

As  a congregation  determines  the 
work  it  must  do  first,  the  various 
boards  of  The  Methodist  Church  will 
stand  ready  to  assist  upon  request. 
Their  role,  will  be  to  give  counsel  in 
areas  of  their  special  competence 
when  asked  to  do  so. 

But  until  that  time,  let  prayerful 
self-analysis  be  the  order  of  the  day. 
Let  us  seek  first  the  insights  of  Scrip- 
ture and  the  fruit  of  our  best  collec- 
tive judgment. 

Dr.  Elliott  Fisher  Dies 

Evanston.  III. — (MI) — The  Rev. 
Dr.  Elliott  L.  Fisher,  Evanston,  111., 
general  secretary  of  the  Commission 
on  Promotion  and  Cultivation  of  The 
Methodist  Church  died  in  New  York 
August  16,  apparently  of  a heart  at- 
tack.

Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Vital 


Dear  Friends: 

This  has  been  a busy  summer,  but  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember the  tempo  began  to  pick  up  terrifically.  The  mail 
doubled,  so  did  the  meetings,  and  the  plans  for  the  fall 
which  we  have  been  laying  all  through  the  summer  began 
to  take  shape. 

The  Cabinet  met  in  Lakeland  on  September  6 and  7. 
All  the  District  Superintendents  were  present  and  our  mat- 
ters for  consideration  numbered  fifty-one  items.  During 
our  sessions  we  reviewed  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  the 
respective  districts,  the  prospects  for  new  churches,  Sun- 
day School  attendance,  etc. 

Florida  Southern  College  formally  opened  its  new  year 
with  a church  service  in  Branscomb  Memorial  Auditorium 
on  Sunday  morning.  September  5,  at  eleven  o’clock.  The 
faculty  and  students  were  in  attendance.  The  service  was 
conducted  by  President  Thrift  and  I had  the  privilege  of 
preaching.  For  me  it  was  a very  high  and  meaningful 
occasion. 

The  laymen  of  our  Conference  have  become  very 
much  concerned  with  the  subject  of  Christian  Steward- 
ship. It  is  their  studied  opinion  that  we  have  not  begun 
to  measure  up  to  the  high  calling  of  God  in  the  matter  of 
finances.  The  evidence  seems  to  be  quite  clear.  One 
active  church  with  an  exceedingly  competent,  dedicated 
and  much  beloved  minister  reports  that  51%  of  its  mem- 
bers made  no  contribution  to  the  support  of  the  church 
during  an  entire  quarter.  In  one  church  pledges  have 
been  received  from  only  one-third  of  the  members,  leav- 
ing two-thirds  unrepresented  with  the  exception  of  their 
occasional  unsystematic  contributions. 

This  is  a cause  for  alarm.  What  are  the  statistics  in 
your  church? 

Come.  Join  the  Tithers 

Just  suppose  we  all  followed  the  pattern  of  giving 
recommended  by  our  Lord — the  Tithe.  What  a differ- 
ence it  would  make.  And  the  first  difference  would  be 
in  the  joy  and  the  satisfaction  experienced  in  the  hearts  of 
the  givers.  Most  people  who  ever  tithed  continue  it.  It  is 
the  simplest,  most  reasonable,  and  Biblical  formula  for 
the  stewardship  of  possessions. 

Make  Disciples 

Traditionally  we  have  felt  that  it  was  the  responsibility 


of  the  minister  to  lead  us  in  the  field  of  Evangelism.  That 
is  as  it  should  be.  The  minister  is  called  to  be  an  evan-i 
gelist.  But  so  are  we  who  are  laymen.  It  was  not  a group 
of  preachers  whom  the  Lord  Jesus  sent  into  all  the  world 
to  make  disciples  of  all  nations.  It  was  in  reality  a group 
of  laymen. 

Now  an  evangelist  is  not  one  who  sets  himself  up  as 
an  example  to  be  followed  by  those  who  are  spiritually 
deprived.  The  evangelist  is  a witness  to  what  the  Lord 
has  been  to  him.  He  is  striving  to  be  a worthy  represen- 
tative of  Christ,  but  conscious  of  the  fact  that  he  w’ill 
really  never  become  that.  The  most  he  can  hope  to  do  is 
to  convince  men  of  his  genuineness  as  a follower  of  his 
Lord  by  the  example  of  his  joy,  his  integrity,  his  open- 
mindedness  and  the  desire  to  do  the  Will  of  God  what- 
ever it  may  be  found  to  be,  and  his  love  and  loyalty  to 
the  work  of  the  Kingdom. 

The  layman  can  be  a powerful  evangelist.  And  that 
is  what  he  is  called  to  be  now  in  Florida.  Our  state  con- 
tinues to  grow  at  a fantastic  rate.  Our  church  is  not 
growing  at  a fantastic  rate.  We  are  confronted  with  the 
challenge  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  every  family. 

Our  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism  is  composed  of 
ministers  and  laymen.  It  has  worked  diligently  across 
the  years  and  has  sought  to  lead  us  into  the  most  effective 
methods  for  building  the  Kingdom  and  the  Church.  But 
the  Board  of  Evangelism  cannot  do  this  by  itself.  Neither 
can  the  preacher  in  the  local  church  by  himself.  We  need 
to  unite  in  our  efforts  to  reach  the  last  and  the  least.  We 
need  to  awaken  our  people  who  are  already  in  the  church 
to  the  fact  that  we  have  a Saviour  for  the  lack  of  whom 
men  are  perishing.  We  must  have  a constantly  growing 
church — growing  in  numbers  and  growing  in  spiritual 
depth. 

May  the  Lord  bless  you  in  your  homes,  in  your  busi- 
nesses, at  work  and  at  play  and  make  you  faithful 
ambassadors.

Even  Wall  Street  Journal 
Notes  Shortage  of  Ministers 

Even  secular  publications  are  taking  note  of  the  increasing  shortage 
of  ministers. 

For  example,  the  Wall  Street  Journal  in  a recent  lengthy  story  ob- 
served: 

“A  severe  shortage  of  clergymen  has  by  one  estimate,  left  almost 
69,000  Protestant  and  Jewish  congregations  in  the  U.S.  without  a full- 
time minister  or  rabbi. 

Even  more  alarming  to  religious  leaders  are  indications  the  scarcity 
will  soon  get  worse.  Seminary  enrollments  in  most  faiths  either  are  drop- 
ping or  only  holding  steady  while  population  and  the  number  of  churches 
increase.” 

Florida  Methodists  who  attended  our  1965  Annual  Conference  ses- 
sions will  recall  that  the  growing  shortage  of  ministerial  students  was 
lifted  up  by  Dr.  Edward  W.  Bauman  as  one  of  the  signs  that  our  church 
is  dying. 

The  question  for  every  local  church  is:  How  many  ministers  and 

other  full-time  church  workers  has  our  church  produced? 

A great  many  pulpits  and  other  church  posts  of  10  or  20  years  from 
now  will  be  filled  by  men  and  women  who  are  now  among  the  youth  of 
local  churches.  Is  your  church  in  that  number? 
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Bishop  Henley  Opens  FSC, 
Telling  of  Today  s Challenge

The  Gemini  spacecraft  and  the 
Christian  cross  are  man’s  two  most 
important  symbols  today,  Methodist 
Bishop  James*  W.  Henley  told  Flor- 
ida Southern  College  students  and 
faculty  members  at  the  formal  open- 
ing of  the  school’s  81st  academic 
year. 

“One  stands  for  knowledge,  the 
other  for  faith,  and  the  Cross  is  the 
more  important  of  the  two,”  he  told 
the  1,600  students  plus  faculty  mem- 
bers in  a Sunday  morning  worship 
service  in  Branscomb  Auditorium. 

• Dr.  Charles  T.  Thrift,  Jr.,  presi- 
dent of  the  college,  presided  at  the 
service  which  began  with  a procession 
of  the  faculty  in  academic  robes. 
Special  music  was  provided  by  the 
student  Concert  Choir,  directed  by 
Jack  Houts. 

Man’s  spectacular  exploration  of 
space  and  his  soul-searching  attempts 
to  apply  religious  principles  to  earth- 
ly problems  combine  to  make  this  the 
most  “exciting  and  challenging  age  of 
all,”  Bishop  Henley  told  the  college 
group  on  the  Lakeland  campus. 

“The  world  is  desperately  in  need 
of  the  finest  minds  with  the  finest 
training,”  he  stressed,  “for  this  decade 
is  the  most  unpredictable,  the  most 
revolutionary,  the  most  confused,  and 
the  most  frightening  in  the  history  of 
the  world.” 

• Even  so,  he  observed,  “I’d  rather 
live  now  than  to  have  lived  in  any 
past  age,  and  I’d  rather  live  now  than 
to  risk  any  age  that  is  yet  to  come. 
The  times  may  be  frightening,  con- 
fusing and  revolutionary — but  none 
dares  call  them  dull.  It  is  an  age  of 
adventure.” 

Describing  the  current  “social  revo- 
lution,” Bishop  Henley  said: 

“There  is  a ferment  among  the 
nations.  Political  and  social  ideolo- 
gies are  in  battle  array.  Wars  con- 
tinue when  everyone  knows  they  are 
antiquated  methods  for  solving  basic 
differences  between  men  and  nations. 

“We  dare  not  use  our  most  destruc- 
tive weapons.  So  we  struggle  on  like 
men  who  continue  to  use  bows  and 
arrows  when  they  have  guns  in  their 
tents.  War  belongs  to  history. 

“The  new  age  is  one  of  missionary 
endeavor.  Its  victories  will  be  won 
through  the  conquest  of  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  men. 


“This  age  of  revolution  is  destined 
to  destroy  the  barriers  which  have 
separated  men  and  pitted  them 
against  each  other.  No  nation  or 
race  is  any  longer  to  be  thought  of  as 
inferior  or  superior.  This  is  one 
world.  The  Bible  has  taught  it 
through  the  centuries,  but  men  would 
not  listen. 

“It  is  one  world  and  all  men  are 
one  flesh.  We  are  of  one  blood — the 
children  of  one  Father.  The  Bible 
has  taught  it  and  the  preachers  have 
preached  it.  But  few  have  really 
grasped  the  truth  of  it.” 

Bishop  Henley  urged  the  students 
to  prepare  for  their  careers  ahead  by 
considering  education  “as  the  time 
for  the  examination  of  all  of  life.” 

• A Christian  college,  he  said,  “must 
not  be  an  ivory  tower.”  and  a Chris- 
tian community  “is  no  holier-than- 
thou  assembly  of  prudes  and  religious 
snobs.” 

Instead,  he  stressed,  “the  Christian 
college  campus  should  afford  a mag- 
nificent opportunity  for  objective 
evaluation  and  preparation  . . . for 
the  Christian’s  responsibility  in  the 
community,  state  and  nation  . . . and 


most  of  all.  determining  what  is  God’s 
will  for  your  life.”

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Florida  MSM  Members  Study 
Human  Problems  at  Atlanta  Meeting 


Thk  Florida  Methodist  Student 
Movement  was  represented  at  the 
First  Ecumenical  Regional  Study 
Conference  at  Emory  University,  At- 
lanta, Georgia,  recently,  by  43  stu- 
dents, three  campus  ministers  and 
Conference  Director  of  Campus  Min- 
istry, Miss  Eulalie  Ginn. 

“Called  to  be  Human”  was  the 
theme  of  the  study  conference  con- 
cerning the  impact  of  urbanization 
and  technology  on  twentieth  century 
man.  Throughout  the  week  the  con- 
ference participants  studied,  toured 
and  tramped  the  streets  of  the  city 
and  the  suburbs  in  an  effort  to  better 
understand  people  and  their  prob- 
lems. 

“The  Challenge  to  the  Church” 
and  the  involvement  of  the  campus 
in  the  changing  society  was  the  focus 
of  the  various  approaches  used  in 
discussing  today’s  problems.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Henri  Stines  of  the  Episco- 
pal Society  for  Cultural  and  Racial 
Unity  stated  that,  “the  work  you  are 
sent  to  do  is  what  Christ  was  sent  to 
do — to  serve  the  world,  to  do  the  will 
of  God,  setting  people  on  their  way, 
free  and  rejoicing.”  He  reminded 
that,  “the  church  cannot  always  be 
glorious  and  triumphant,  but  must 
become  the  suffering  servant — out  in 
the  world  where  the  people  are.” 

The  theological  lecturer  for  the 
conference.  Dr.  J.  Archie  Hargraves, 
director  of  Mission  Development, 
Urban  Training  Center  for  Chris- 
tian Mission,  Chicago,  related  the 
church  to  the  problems  of  the  day  by 
saying,  “all  people  are  caught  in  the 
struggle  to  be  human  and  the  church 
must  be  willing  to  say,  ok,  it’s  for 
everybody — nobody  is  excluded.  You 
can’t  drop  out  now;  the  church  must 
go  where  the  action  is,  ‘dig  the  action’ 
and  tell  others  where  the  action  is.” 

Conference  Chaplain,  The  Rev. 
Roland  Perdue,  Presbyterian  Cam- 
pus Minister  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  reminded  the  participants 
through  the  daily  worship  services 
that,  “the  fulfillment  of  worship  is  in 
the  hearing  and  the  responding  to  the 
Word  of  God,  presented  in  sermon 
and  sacrament,  in  the  very  midst  of 
life."  and  that  “life — together  in  the 
Christian  Community  should  enable 
us  to  enter  so  fully  into  life-situations 
that  all  others  may  see  the  Word  be- 
come flesh." 

Other  leaders  of  the  conference  in- 


cluded: Dr.  Raymond  Payne,  pro- 
fessor of  Sociology,  University  of 
Georgia;  Dr.  Robert  Brisbane,  pro- 
fessor of  Political  Science,  More- 
house College  and  Charles  Weltner, 
a member  of  the  U.S.  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives. The  Rev.  Sam  Laird, 
and  the  Rev.  Lou  Chestnutt,  Meth- 
odist ministers  at  Emory  served  as 
local  coordinators  for  the  conference, 
which  was  sponsored  by  the  National 
Student  Christian  Federation.  The 
NSCF  attempts  to  be  an  ecumenical 
instrument  through  which  nine  cam- 
pus Christian  movements  and  the 
mission  board  of  ten  denominations 
promote  Christian  presence  and  par- 
ticipation on  American  college  and 
university  campuses. 

Musicians  Are  Urged 
To  Triple  Membership 

Winston-Salem,  N.C. — (MI) — The 
National  fellowship  of  Methodist 
Musicians  in  its  biennial  convoca- 
tion here  was  urged  to  nearly  triple 
its  membership  to  a total  of  5,000  in 
the  next  two  years.  It  was  the  or- 
ganization’s first  meeting  in  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  and  several 
members  from  the  Florida  Confer- 
ence attended. 

The  current  membership  of  about 
1,750  is  the  largest  ever,  said  Dr.  Ce- 
cil E.  Lapo,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
NaFOMM  executive  secretary,  but 
it  is  relatively  small  considering  that 
The  Methodist  Church  has  approxi- 
mately 39,000  local  churches. 

A major  purpose  of  NaFOMM  is 
“to  unite  Methodist  musicians  in  fel- 
lowship for  promoting  the  exchange 
of  ideas,  material  and  techniques, 
that  their  work  may  redound  to  the 
glory  of  God.”  Its  primary  goal  is 
service  to  the  church  through  music. 

Officers  elected  for  two-year  terms 
were,  president,  Roy  E.  Johnson, 
minister  of  music  at  White  Rock 
Methodist  Church,  Dallas.  Texas; 
vice-president,  Rev.  William  K. 
Burns,  minister  of  music  at  Morrow 
Memorial  Methodist  Church.  Maple- 
wood, N.J.;  and  secretary,  Mrs.  By- 
ron ( Barbara  Bowman)  Blair,  minis- 
ter of  music  at  Congress  Street  Meth- 
odist Church,  Lafayette,  Ind. 

Other  business  at  the  meeting  in- 
cluded a unanimously  adopted  reso- 


lution petitioning  the  Methodis 
Board  of  Publication  to  “give  seriou 
consideration  to  the  discontinuanc 
of  the  publication”  of  The  Cokesbur 
Worship  Hymnal,  Spiritual  Lif 
Songs,  and  Upper  Room  Hymns,  th 
“cessation  of  publication  of  thes 
three  books  to  be  simultaneous  wit) 
the  publication  of”  the  revised  edi 
tion  of  The  Methodist  Hymnal,  whicl 
is  expected  to  be  ready  sometime  f 
the  spring  of  1966. 

The  resolution  said  the  books  ar 
published  by  The  Methodist  Pub 
lishing  House,  which  is  under  the  di 
rection  and  control  of  the  Board  o 
Publication. 

The  revised  edition  of  The  Meth 
odist  Hymnal  will  contain  a “suffi 
cient  variety  of  hymns  which  wil 
make  publication  of  the  precedini 
three  books  unnecessary,”  the  reso 
lution  stated.

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Gainesville  Church.  Helps  Bolivia 
Hospital  to  Honor  Missionary 

A medical  library  at  the  Pfeiffer  Memorial  Hospital  in  La  Paz,  Bolivia, 
the  only  Methodist  hospital  in  Latin  America,  has  been  named  in  honor 
of  the  late  Dr.  Louis  Tatom  III,  a young  Methodist  doctor  from  Gaines- 
ville, Fla.,  who  gave  his  life  in  missionary  service  in  Bolivia. 

The  new  Louis  Tatom  Medical  Library  was  dedicated  recently  by 
Methodist  leaders  in  a special  ceremony  at  the  hospital.  Dr.  Tatom  and 
another  Methodist  missionary,  the  Rev.  Murray  S.  Dickson,  died  in  an 
automobile  collision  high  in  the  Andes  mountains  on  December  16,  1961. 
Dr.  Tatom  was  34  and  Mr.  Dickson,  46. 

Funds  for  the  medical  library  were  provided  by  Dr.  Tatom’s  home 
church,  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Gainesville,  to  which  Mrs.  Tatom 
and  their  two  children  are  related.  Mrs.  Tatom  gave  her  husband’s 
medical  books  to  begin  the  library’s  collection.  Other  books,  as  well  as 
medical  journals,  have  been  added.  The  library  will  provide  a source  of 
information  and  reference  for  medical  students,  interns  and  residents 
affiliated  with  the  Pfeiffer  hospital  and  with  other  institutions. 

A plaque  noting  the  dedication  of  the  medical  library  in  Dr.  Tatom’s 
memory  was  unveiled  by  Dr.  Pablo  Monti,  general  director  of  the  hos- 
pital and  a Methodist  missionary  from  Argentina  to  Bolivia.  Also  taking 
part  in  the  ceremony  were  the  Rev.  Paul  McCleary  of  Bourbonnais,  111., 
missionary  and  superintendent  of  Methodist  work  in  Bolivia,  and  the 
Rev.  Adolfo  Angles,  superintendent  of  the  La  Paz  Methodist  District. 

Dr.  Tatom  went  to  Bolivia  in  1960  to  be  on  the  medical  staff  of  the 
Pfeiffer  Memorial  Hospital.  Born  in  Washington,  D.C.,  he  attended  the 
Duke  University  School  of  Medicine,  Durham,  N.C.,  and  received  the 
M.D.  degree  in  1953.  He  interned  at  the  Denver  (Colo.)  General  Hos- 
pital and  had  a 5-year  residency  in  surgery  at  the  University  of  Colorado 
Medical  Center  in  Denver. 


Race  Relations  Offering  Tops 
Half-Million  Mark,  Sets  Record 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  - (MI)  - 
The  Methodist  Church’s  1965  Place 
Relations  Sunday  offering,  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  denomination, 
was  “a  significant  witness  to  Meth- 
odist faith  in  brotherhood  and  an  in- 
vestment in  education  of  Negro 
youth,”  said  a statement  of  apprecia- 
tion from  the  presidents  of  Metho- 
dist colleges  historically  operated  for 
Negroes. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time  the 
offering  surpassed  the  half-million 
mark.  The  total  was  §514,527  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  May  31. 

Most  of  the  amount  was  contrib- 
uted on  Ftace  Relations  Sunday,  ob- 
served in  churches  last  Feb.  14,  but 
contributions  were  received  during 
the  rest  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Funds  from  the  offering  will  go 
to  12  Methodist-related  colleges  and 
a Christian  student  center  that  have 
been  historically  operated  for  Ne- 
groes. 

The  statement  of  appreciation, 
adopted  recently  by  the  Presidents’ 


Council  of  the  colleges  historically 
operated  for  Negroes,  said  the  offer- 
ing “represented  the  dedicated  efforts 
of  bishops,  district  superintendents, 
pastors  and  lay  members  of  the 
churches.”

Informality  and  homew'ork  wer 
the  most  evident  hallmarks  as  6( 
persons  well  up  in  Protestant  execu 
five  levels  participated  in  the  firs 
program  of  Church  Executive  Lead 
ership  here  recently. 

Arising  out  of  a realization  tha 
few  religious  executives  have  hat 
training  for  their  posts,  or  even  fo 
local  church  administration,  the  de 
velopment  program  was  launched  b.' 
the  National  Council  of  Churches  un 
der  a separate  development  board 
Even  before  the  first  session,  the  de 
mand  for  help  was  so  great  that  twc 
1966  courses  had  been  established- 
Jan.  9-28  at  French  Lick,  Ind.,  anc 
Aug.  14-Sept.  2 at  Wesley  Theologi 
cal  Seminary  and  American  Univer 
sity  here. 

The  “students”  were  15  top  de 
nominational  executives,  15  bishop* 
and  other  regional  leaders  and  3( 
specialists  just  under  the  top  levels 
They  were  selected  from  100  nomi 
nations.  While  national,  state  and  lo- 
cal councils  of  churches  had  a dozer 
participants,  14  denominations  wen 
represented,  with  Baptists  and  Luth 
erans  in  the  largest  numbers. 

Methodists  seemed  embarrassed  al 
their  scarcity.  Only  two  came  frorr 
Methodist  agencies  — the  Rev.  Dr 
Harry  C.  Spencer,  general  secretary 
of  Television,  Radio  and  Film  Com 
mission,  and  the  Rev.  Eugene  L 
Stockwell,  assistant  general  secre- 
tary, World  Division  of  Board  ol 
Missions.  Two  others  were  frorr 
council  groups  — the  Rev.  Williarr 
Fore  of  the  Broadcasting  and  Filrr 
Commission  and  the  Rev.  Grover  L 
Hartman  of  Indiana  Council  ol 
Churches. 

The  first  week  was  spent  in  a “lab 
oratory  for  development  in  interper 
sonal  relations.”  One  participanl 
noted  that  “this  is  the  kind  of  thinf 
the  -churches  consider  themselves  ex- 
pert in  but  perhaps  have  more  prob- 
lems than  any  other  organization.’ 
Several  conferees  reported  these  ses- 
sions to  be  a high  experience  in  theii 
lives.

slew  Movement  in  Communications 
Research  Is  Needed  by  Church 


'he  Top  Executives  of  both  the 
television,  Radio  and  Film  Commis- 
ion  of  The  Methodist  Church  and 
he  World  Association  of  Christian 
Jroadcasting,  speaking  at  a national 
dethodist  meeting  in  New  York, 
ailed  upon  the  church  to  do  more 
esearch  in  the  field  of  communica- 
ions. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Harry  C.  Spencer, 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  TRAFCO  general 
ecretary,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Edwin 
tobertson,  London,  England,  WACB 
xecutive  director,  were  among  sever- 
il  leaders  of  the  church  and  of  the 
ommunications  industry  who  ad- 
Iressed  a Methodist  Communica- 
ions  Consultation. 

“The  Church  in  the  Communica- 
ions  Revolution”  was  the  theme  of 
he  meeting  sponsored  by  TRAFCO, 
md  particular  attention  was  given  to 
adio,  television,  and  audiovisuals. 

“There  is  absolute  necessity  for 
rhe  Methodist  Church  to  begin  a 


great  new  movement  of  communi- 
cations research,”  declared  Dr.  Spen- 
cer. 

Dr.  Spencer  said  the  church  needs 
to  know  what  happens  when  it  com- 
municates with  the  world  and  what 
happens  when  it  fails  to  communi- 
cate. 

The  answers  to  the  questions  are 
complicated  and  the  urgency  for  the 
answers  is  pressing,  he  said. 

Speaking  particularly  about  radio 
and  television,  Dr.  Robertson  said 
the  church  at  large  needs  to  do  some 
“very  serious  research  on  who  is  lis- 
tening and  who  can  listen.” 

Dr.  Robertson  also  called  for  more 
research  on  other  aspects  of  the 
church’s  use  of  the  mass  media. 

Another  speaker,  Mrs.  Judith 
Crist,  drama  and  film  critic  for  the 
New  York  Herald  Tribune,  blasted 
what  she  said  are  typical  movies  be- 
ing shown  in  theaters  today. 

“By  and  large,”  Mrs.  Crist  declar- 


ed, “they  are  offering  you  large 
screen,  large-scale  smut.  . .tawdry, 
sleazy  people  talking  endlessly  of 
adultery— which  they  never  get  to 
commit.  . .sort  of  a brinksmanship.” 

She  pointed  out  that  this  is  not 
generally  true  of  movies  shown  on 
television,  and  one  reason  for  it,  she 
said,  is  that  the  broadcasters’  code 
is  more  restrictive  in  this  respect 
than  that  for  the  theaters. 

In  regard  to  radio  and  television 
fare,  the  Rev.  William  F.  Fore,  New 
York  City,  executive  director, 
Broadcasting  and  Film  Commission, 
National  Council  of  Churches,  said 
church  members  ought  to  feel  re- 
sponsible for  letting  stations  know 
what  they  think  is  in  the  public  in- 
terest. 

Herbert  Carlborg,  director  of  pro- 
gram practices  for  the  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System,  expressed  a 
similar  point  of  view,  as  did  other 
speakers.

Middle  East  Living  Conditions  Said 
Unbelievable  by  New  FSC  Chaplain 


Thk  United  States  is  perhaps  the 
only  nation  that  has  the  “desire, 
means  and  concern”  to  help  the  rest 
of  the  world,  Florida  Southern  Col- 
lege students  were  told  at  their  first 
weekly  chapel  program  of  the  new 
academic  year. 

The  speaker  was  the  Rev.  Stuart  I. 
McRae,  now  FSC  chaplain  who  has 
just  returned  from  a two-month  visit 
to  several  Mediterranean  countries. 

“I  was  shocked  at  the  unbelievable 
living  conditions — the  hunger  and 
filth — throughout  the  Middle  East,” 
he  said.  “These  people  can  do  very 
little  by  themselves  to  change  their 
own  way  of  life.” 

Stressing  needs  and  opportunities 
for  humane  services  in  many  parts  of 
the  world.  Chaplain  McRae  said  “we 
are  most  fortunate  to  live  in  the  Uni- 
ted States  and  we  should  thank  God 
every  day.” 

He  observed  that  “when  man  dis- 
pairs  of  changing  his  world  he  inevit- 
ably retreats — and  today,  if  we  are 
not  concerned  about  the  needs  of 
others,  our  only  retreat  may  be  a fall- 
out shelter.” 

While  abroad.  Chaplain  McRae 
worked  part  of  the  summer  in  Israel 
with  an  archaeological  group  which 
is  excavating  the  ruins  of  an  ancient 
city  of  Old  Testament  times. 

Chaplain  McRae  comes  to  the  col- 


lege from  Orlando,  where  for  two 
years  he  was  associate  pastor  of  the 
First  Methodist  Church.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  LaGrange  College  in 
Georgia  and  Duke  Divinity  School. 


Methodists  Hold 
Space  Monopoly 

Skabrook,  Texas — (MI)  — When  the 
Gemini  5 spacecraft  completed  its 
historic  eight-day  flight  recently  it 
had  carried  one  member  of  the  First 
Methodist  Church  here  to  more  new 
space  records — and  marked  the  third 
mission  in  which  a parishioner  has 
written  a chapter  in  the  world’s  space 
story. 

Both  Lt.  Col.  L.  Gordon  Cooper, 
Jr.,  command  pilot  in  the  latest 
achievement,  and  Major  Edward  H. 
White,  II.  the  nation’s  first  “swim- 
mer” in  space,  are  active  members 
of  the  church  here,  along  with  their 
families.  Both  astronauts  have  given 
frequent  testimony  to  their  religious 
faith,  both,  by  their  church  activities 
and  ih  connection  with  their  space 
voyages. 

Lt.  Col.  Cooper,  one  of  the  seven 
original  astronauts,  went  22  orbits  of 
the  earth  in  1963,  the  longest  flight 
in  space  by  an  American  up  to  that 
time.  This  record  was  broken  June 
3-7  by  Maj.  White  and  Maj.  James 
A.  McDivitt. 

It  was  during  the  June  3-7  flight, 
also,  that  Maj.  White  took  his  “swim” 
in  space. 

Records  set  on  Gemini  5 by  Lt. 
Col.  Cooper  include  being  the  first 
man  to  make  a second  orbital  flight.

He  noted  that  the  20  sites  ac- 
lired  during  the  past  Conference 
;ar  are  valued  at  approximately 
>00,000  which  is  said  to  be  the 
eatest  expenditure  for  sites  in  the 
story  of  the  Conference. 


Secretary  Blackburn  expressed  a 
hope  of  the  Conference  buying  at 
least  18  or  20  of  48  sites  now  being 
examined— providing  Growth  and  Ex- 
pansion Funds  come  in  well,  and  if 
the  District  Apportionments  for 
Church  Extension  are  collected. 

Here  is  the  rundown  on  the  new 
sites: 

Building  under  construction  — 
Deltona,  land  given  by  Deltona 
Corp.;  Faith  Church,  Gainesville, 
purchased  and  given  by  First 
Church,  Gainesville,  and  Samoset, 
near  Bradenton  in  the  Lakeland  dis- 
trict. 

Hope  to  develop  this  year:  Mel- 


bourne district—  Port  St.  John,  and 
Rockledge;  Orlando  district— Bonne- 
ville, Curry  Ford  Road,  Silver  Star 
Road  and  Kirkman  Road;  St.  Peters- 
burg district— Edgemore,  and  South 
New  Port  Richey;  Tampa  district— 
Faith,  and  West  Palm  Beach  District 
—Southwest  in  West  Palm  Beach. 

Remaining  sites  to  be  developed 
in  the  Conference  are:  Lakeland  dis- 
trict-— Wahneta;  Melbourne  district

New  Group  Will 
Start  Mission  Work 

New  York — Following  in  the  foot- 
steps of  17  similar  groups,  a cadre  of 
32  young  men  and  women  are  leaving 
the  United  States  this  autumn  to  be- 
gin three  years  of  special-term  mis- 
sionary service  overseas  for  The 
Methodist  Church. 

The  “3’s,”  as  the  group  are  called, 
will  serve  in  a variety  of  ways  on  mis- 
sionary frontiers  in  13  countries  of 
Africa,  Asia,  and  North  and  South 
America.  This  year’s  group  of  3’s 
brings  to  935  the  number  of  persons 
who  have  served  in  the  overseas  spe- 
cial-term missionary  program  since  it 
was  begun  in  1948.  The  1965  group 
is  not  as  large  as  the  45  who  went  out 
in  1964. 

As  has  been  the  case  with  other 
groups  of  3’s,  the  1965  group  will  do 
various  types  of  work  w'ithin  the  mis- 
sion of  the  church.  Among  the  voca- 
tional specialities  represented  by  the 
young  missionaries  are  nursing,  social 
work,  pastoral  work,  teaching,  Chris- 
tian education,  youth  work,  library 
science  and  agricultural  work. 

This  year,  as  in  1964,  there  is  a spe- 
cial group  within  the  total  group  of 
32.  There  are  two  mobile  mission 
teams  of  six  members  each  who  are 
going  to  Latin  America  to  work  in 
situations  where  the  church  has  had 
little  or  no  Christian  witness  hereto- 
fore. 

'Betsy'  Hits  Two  Churches 

Hurricane  Betsy  put  the  finishing 
touches  to  the  already  condemned 
Florida  City  Church  in  the  Miami 
district.  But  the  district  board  of 
church  location  had  approved  plans 
for  a new  sanctuary  and  education 
building.  So  in  lieu  of  the  estimated 
810,000  repairs  after  Betsy,  the 
church  has  decided  to  go  on  with  its 
building  program  and  in  the  mean- 
time worship  will  be  held  in  a com- 
munity building. 

Also  Betsy  struck  Big  Coppitt  Key 
Church  just  north  of  Key  West  and 
flooded  the  sanctuary  to  a depth  of 
31  inches  of  sea  water.

Four  Lanes  of  Giving  Noted 
As  'Dedication'  of  Conference 


My  dear  friends: 

Some  years  ago  this  missionary 
minded  Conference  set  itself  to  the 
goal  of  having  every  church  within 
its  boundaries  as  contributors  in  all 
Four  Lanes  of  missionary  giving:  1 — 
Methodist  Committee  For  Overseas 
Relief;  2 — World  Mission  Advance 
Specials;  3 — National  Missions  Ad- 
vance Specials;  and  4 — Conference 
Advance  Specials. 

• This  great  venture  has  been  vic- 
toriously accomplished  year  after 
year.  On  two  or  three  occasions  in 
recent  years  there  have  been  a tiny 
fraction  of  our  churches  that  have 
failed  to  contribute  in  all  Four  Lanes. 
However,  this  continues  to  be  our  in- 
tention and  our  good  people  of  Flor- 
ida Methodism  are  dedicated  to  it. 
It  is  our  hope  this  year  that  every 
church  in  the  Conference  will  already 
have  made  some  contribution  in  each 
of  these  Four  Lanes  before  the  Dis- 
trict Conferences  meet  in  December. 
These  Advance  Specials  become  the 
life  line  of  our  missionary  program. 
General  benevolences  are  indispensa- 
ble. Advance  Specials,  which  consti- 
tute the  second  mile  in  missionary 
giving,  enable  the  local  church  to  par- 
ticipate in  specific  fields  of  mission- 
ary concern,  choosing  their  own  ob- 
jectives for  their  giving.  Let  me  urge 
you  to  cooperate  with  your  Commis- 
sion on  Missions  to  the  end  that  by 
District  Conference  time  your  local 
church  will  have  an  encouraging  re- 
port in  all  Four  Lanes. 

• I have  before  me  a letter  from 
Spotty  Spottswood.  He  says,  “The 


advance  of  the  Church  in  Mindanao 
(Philippines)  is  truly  the  work  of 
the  Holy  Spirit — and  eighty-five  per- 
cent of  the  money  that  was  used  in 
making  this  spiritual  growth  possible 
was  given  by  individuals  and 
churches  of  the  Florida  Annual  Con- 
ference!” 

Brother  Spottswood  reports:  “A 
small  group  of  Methodist  ministers, 
supply  pastors,  and  women  workers, 
and  dedicated  laymen  gathered  in 
M’Lang,  Cotabato  in  1955,  and 
Bishop  Jose  L.  Valencia  organized 
the  Mindanao  Provisional  Annual 
Conference.  Nearly  half  of  the  dele- 
gates came  on  foot  or  by  caribao  cart 
over  trails  from  villages  that  had  no 
roads.  From  these  small  beginnings 
the  Church  has  had  an  amazing  rec- 
ord of  growth.  You  who  have  given 
so  generously  of  your  prayers  and 
your  gifts  to  help  make  this  progress 
possible  will  be  thrilled  with  the  sta-

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Annual  Conferences 
Backed  Five  Changes 

Park  Ridge,  111. — (MI) — Five  pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  The  Methodist  Church  appar- 
ently have  all  been  approved  by  the 
annual  conference,  according  to  a sur- 
vey made  by  the  Christian  Advocate 
here. 

Official  results  of  the  balloting  will 
be  announced  in  November  by  the 
Council  of  Bishops. 

The  Advocate,  an  official  bi-week- 
ly publication  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  says  in  its  September  23  edi- 
tion that  reports  from  81  of  the  93 
annual  conferences  in  the  United 
States  show  that  only  one  amend- 
ment met  any  serious  opposition. 

This  amendment  provides  that  all 
six  jurisdictional  conferences  in  the 
United  States  will  meet  at  the  same 
time  at  places  selected  by  the  respec- 
tive jurisdictional  conference  enter- 
tainment committees. 

According  to  the  unofficial,  incom- 
plete figures  in  the  Advocate  survey, 
the  vote  in  81  annual  conferences  was 
15,968  in  favor  and'5,705  opposed.  A 
two-thirds  majority  is  required.  It  is 
believed  that  the  votes  still  outstand- 
ing will  not  be  sufficient  to  defeat  the 
proposition. 

The  proposed  amendment  was 
turned  down  by  more  than  a two-to- 
one  margin  by  the  16  conferences  of 
the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  (4,127 
against  to  1,822  for),  but  favorable 
votes  elsewhere  in  the  country  offset 
this  rejection. 

The  four  other  amendments  re- 
ceived only  scattered  opposition,  ac- 
cording to  the  Advocate  report. 

The  incomplete  figures  show: 

Amendment  No.  14 — 19,660  for, 
1,771  against.  This  proposal  spells 
out  procedures  by  which  bishops 
could  transfer  from  one  jurisdiction 
to  another; 

Amendment  No.  15 — 20,781  for, 
1,136  against.  This  gives  automatic 
annual  conference  membership  to  the 
conference  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  president  and  the 
conference  lay  leader; 

Amendment  No.  16 — 20,699  for, 
1,171  against.  This  allows  each  pas- 
toral charge  as  many  annual  confer- 
ence lay  members  as  it  has  “effective, 
full-time  ministers  in  full  connec- 
tion.” The  previous  limit  was  two  lay 
representatives; 

Amendment  No.  17- — 20,027  for, 
965  against.  This  clears  obsolete  or 
conflicting  provisions  in  constitution- 
al amendment  No.  9 adopted  several 
years  ago.

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Dean  Cannon  Provides  Insi  ght 
Into  Changing  Attitude  of  Pope 


Pope  Paul  VI  is  rapidly  acquiring 
stature  as  one  of  the  world’s  most 
creative  and  accomplished  leaders. 
Until  now,  there  has  been  ambiguity 
as  to  his  purpose  and  policies.  Would 
he  follow  John  XXIII?  Would  he  re- 
vert to  the  traditional  position  rep- 
resented by  the  Syllabus  of  Errors 
and  personified  by  Pius  IX  in  the 
latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century? 

A most  interesting  story  is  related  from 
Rome  bv  Dr.  William  R.  Cannon.  Dean 
of  the  Candler  School  of  Theology  of 
Emory  University  in  Atlanta,  who  is 
one  of  the  Methodist  observers  at  the 
Vatican  Council. 

l: 

Paul  is  by  nature  taciturn  and  re- 
served. He  is  cautious  to  the  point 
of  seeming  at  times  indecisive.  He 
has  a great  respect  for  the  past,  is  un- 
willing to  surrender  the  old  until  he 
is  absolutely  sure  that  the  new  is 
better. 

He  lacks  John’s  intuitive  grasp  of 
a situation,  his  quick  and  native  re- 
sponse to  reality.  But  Paul  knows 
how  to  look  facts,  even  if  they  are 
hard  and  ugly,  squarely  in  the  face, 
and  he  has  the  tenacity  not  to  turn 
aside  from  an  issue  until  it  is  satis- 
factorily solved.  More  than  this,  he 
realizes  that  for  his  solution  and  that 
of  the  Church  to  be  superior  to  solu- 
tions prepared  by  the  social  institu- 
tions, that  solution  must  be  divinely 
inspired  and  spiritually  executed.  It 
cannot  be  based  on  political  expe- 
diency and  mundane  sagacity.  Paul 
is  sincerely  a man  of  God.  This  was 
clearly  revealed  in  his  opening  ad- 
dress at  the  Fourth  Session  of  the 
Second  Vatican  Council  and  the 
action  he  took. 

• I arrived  in  Rome  on  September 
13th.  When  I went  to  register  in  at 
the  Secretariat  for  Christian  Unity, 
I found  new  headquarters,  perhaps 
the  most  expensive  and  beautifully 
furnished  of  any  of  the  concilliar 
agencies.  This  in  itself  is  indiscre- 
tion. In  the  tiny  Vatican  City,  where 
space  is  at  a premium,  this  shows  the 
importance  the  Holy  Father  attached 
to  work  with  the  other  denominations 
and  his  great  love  for  the  separated 
brethren.  In  his  address,  he  spoke 
directly  to  us  and  called  us,  “Revered 
and  Dear  Observers.” 

That  evening  the  Methodist  ob- 
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servers  met  with  our  principal,  Bish- 
op Fred  Pierce  Corson,  the  President 
of  the  World  Methodist  Council. 
There  were  six  of  us,  three  from  the 
United  States,  two  from  the  mission 
field  ( South  American  and  the  Phil- 
ippines) , and  one  from  Great  Britain. 

We  met  promptly  the  next  morning 
at  the  Secretariat  for  Christian  Unity. 
There  we  either  robed  or  put  on  our 
vestments.  I was  given  the  honor  of 
walking  by  the  side  of  Bishop  Cor- 
son into  the  nave  of  St.  Peter’s  Ba- 
silica. The  Bishop  was  magnificently 
vested,  the  most  colorful  and  com- 
mending figure  among  the  observers. 
Bishop  Corson  is  well  known  and 
highly  respected  in  Rome. 

• The  observers  headed  the  proces- 
sion and  were  therefore  the  first  to 
enter  the  basilica.  Likewise,  as  here- 
tofore, we  were  given  the  best  seats. 
My  seat  was  exactly  fifteen  and  a half 
metres  from  the  High  Altar  and  the 
papal  throne.  As  Paul  VI  entered 
the  basilica  he  was  less  than  six  feet 
from  where  I was.  I felt  like  a pupil 
sitting  comfortably  in  a classroom 
before  the  professor’s  desk,  since  I 
was  much  closer  to  the  Pope  than 
most  parisioners  are  to  their  pastor 
as  they  sit  in  church. 

• The  Pope  came  at  the  very  end  of 
the  procession.  For  the  first  time  he 
was  not  carried  aloft  in  the  papal 
chair.  There  were  no  ostrich  feathers 
waved  by  chamberlains  as  in  days 
gone  by.  One  man  remarked  that  the 
Cleopatra  setting  of  Elizabeth  Taylor 
and  Richard  Burton  belongs  in  Saint 
Peter’s  and  the  Vatican  only  to  his- 
tory. If  we  want  to  see  it  again,  we 
will  have  to  look  it  up  in  an  old  pic- 
ture album  or  see  it  in  the  movies 
through  old  news  scenes.  Pius  XII 
and  John  XXIII  used  this  form  of 
pomp  and  circumstance.  Paul  VI 
did,  too,  at  first.  But  this  year  he 
abandoned  it.  He  walked  humbly 
with  his  bishops  and  carried  in  his 
hand  a wooden  staff.  At  the  end  of 
the  service,  when  the  chamberlains 
came  with  the  litter  and  the  papal 
household  prepared  him  to  mount  it, 
he  brushed  it  aside  in  distain.  Once 
again  he  walked  away  with  his 
bishops. 

At  the  end  we  knew  the  reason 
why.  At  the  beginning  we  were  mys- 
tified. Paul  VI  in  the  course  of  his 
address  confessed  that  he  had  learned 


much  from  the  council.  He  said  that 
the  wisdom  of  the  Fathers  had 
prompted  him  to  constitute  a Senate 
of  Bishops  to  advise  him  in  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  church.  This  Senate 
will  be  composed  of  episcopal  mem- 
mers  selected  by  the  various  ecclesi- 
astical provinces.  A province  of  less 
than  fifty  bishops  will  have  one  rep- 
resentative, one  of  more  than  fifty 
but  less  than  one  hundred  will  have 
two  and  so  on  up  until  the  big  prov- 
inces like  the  United  States  will  have 
several. 

• The  Pope,  said  one  prelate,  is  a 
new  man.  He  is  no  longer  uncertain. 
He  is  in  step  with  the  times,  even 
ahead  of  the  times.  Democracy  is 
being  introduced  into  the  papal  mon- 
archy itself.  The  Pope  now  looks  at 
himself  as  one  of  the  bishops.  To  use 
his  own  expression  he  is  a brother 
among  brethren  seeking  brotherly 
support  in  carrying  the  heavy  burden 
of  the  Church. 

Bishop  Fred  P.  Corson  and  I left 
the  church  together.  I was  with  him 
when  he  received  a message  through 
a Roman  Catholic  Bishop  from  the 
Pope.  The  Pope  had  spoken  to  the 
Bishop  on  the  eve  of  the  council  in- 
quiring of  him  the  time  of  Bishop 
Corson’s  arrival  and  the  duration  of 
his  stay  at  the  council.  He  said,  “Tell 
that  good  man  and  brother  in  Christ 
that  I have  come  to  love  him  as  my 
predecessor  Pope  John  loved  him.” 

• This  Methodist  Bishop  has  had 
more  private  audiences  and  conversa- 
tions with  Popes  John  and  Paul  than 
any  other  ecclesiastic  outside  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church.  As  Presi- 
dent of  the  World  Methodist  Council, 
he  has  set  World  Methodism  in  the 
very  center  of  Roman  Catholic  ecu- 
menical concern,  for  which  all  us  in 
the  Methodist  Church  should  be 
grateful.  He  is  without  question  the 
most  influential  observer  in  Rome, 
and  his  comprehension  of  the  total 
situation  and  intuitive  grasp  of  issues 
amount  to  genius.

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A Real  Challenge  Spurs  Tallahassee 
Church  Into  Live  Christian  Action 


“Wanted:  Ten  Brave  Christians.” 

They  were  found,  went  to  work  in  March  and  today  the  harvest  they 
reaped  for  Christ  has  stirred  Tallahassee’s  John  Wesley  Church  into  an  ex- 
ample of  what  Methodists  can  do  when  they  get  tired  of  the  “humdrum,  Sun- 
day-only type  religion”  and  are  challenged  to  do  something  about  it. 

The  “Great  Experiment”  tried  at  John  Wesley  Church  even  drew  the 
-attention  of  Dr.  Arthur  West,  director  of  Methodist  Information  who  referred 
to  it  in  an  article  he  wrote  on  the  Southeastern  Methodist  Laymen’s  Confer- 
ence this  summer  and  reported  in  the  September  I issue  of  The  Florida 
Methodist. 

Dr.  West  said  the  spotlight  of  laymen’s  action  “fell  especially  on  the 
transformed  membership  of  the  John  Wesley  Methodist  Church  in  Tallahassee, 
Fla.,  which  less  than  a year  ago  was  the  picture  of  discouragement  and  today 
is  a vital,  throbbing  group  of  tithing,  praying  and  witnessing  people,  just  look- 
ing for  more  things  to  do.” 

What  happened  is  told  in  full  in  a pamphlet:  “The  John  Wesley  Great 
Experiment,”  by  the  man  who  started  it  all — Sam  E.  Teague,  a Sunday  School 
teacher  at  the  church  who  found — through  prayer — a guide  to  challenge  his 
class  of  young  adults  and  a book,  “The  Life  That  Really  Matters,”  by  the 
Rev.  Danny  E.  Morris,  pastor  at  John  Wesley.  Details  are  obtainable  from 
Mr.  Morris  at  John  Wesley  Church,  1738  Old  St.  Augustine  Road,  Tallahassee. 
The  books  were  printed  by  Spiritual  Life  Publishers. 

Perhaps  the  best  insight  into  how  the  “Great  Experiment”  has  stood  up 
under  the  test  of  time  and  people  can  be  gained  from  a story  appearing  recent- 
ly in  The  Tallahassee  Democrat.  Here  are  the  main  parts  of  the  story: 


• • • 

The  sequel  to  the  story,  as  related 
by  Mr.  Morris,  pastor,  shows  the 
spirit  of  the  challenge  is  far  from 
dwindling,  and  is  still  reaping  rather 
dramatic  results. 

The  minister  made  it  known  that 
the  challenge  to  service  and  its  conse- 
quential impact  on  the  church  and 
community,  came  at  a time  when  the 
“soil  was  ready.”  He  explained  that 
many  loyal  members  of  the  church 
laid  the  foundation  through  their  sup- 
port and  work  for  the  church. 

• For  those  unfamiliar  with  it  the 
“challenge”  was  one  which  Sunday 
School  teacher  and  banker,  Mr.  Sam 
Teague,  posed  before  his  class  of 
young  adults  early  in  March.  During 
the  course  of  a study  of  Christ’s 
teachings,  Mr.  Teague  had  noted  how 
far  he  and  his  class  of  young  adults 
seemed  to  fall  short  of  attaining  those 
standards  which  Christ  called  for. 

Mr.  Teague  called  for  “ten  brave 
Christians  during  March”  who  would 
put  their  faith  in  action  by:  praying, 
reading  the  Bible,  writing  notes  on 
what  the  Scriptures  meant  to  them, 
writing  at  least  one  kind  deed  which 
they  would  do  for  someone  else  that 
day,  attending  prayer  meetings,  wit- 
nessing for  Christ  and  paying  a tithe 
( tenth ) of  their  income  to  the  church. 

The  Sunday  School  teacher  was 
assisted  by  his  class  members  in  com- 


• • • 

piling  the  list  of  services  which  they 
felt  would  help  “build  a life  that 
matters.” 

• The  challenge  was  clearly  out 
lined,  and  a group  of  22  persons 
pledged  to  follow  it  that  first  month. 
Mr.  Teague  noted  that  the  deeds  of 
kindness  for  others  was  perhaps  the 
most  difficult  challenge,  in  this  age  in 
which  “people  are  too  busy  to  prac- 
tice Christianity.” 

Results  began  to  be  seen  as  the 
participants  came  to  a new  under- 
standing of  what  Christ  meant  by 
His  calling  to  be  the  “salt  of  the 
earth”  and  the  “light  of  the  world.” 
They  were  old  Scriptures  with  new 
meaning — put  into  action  by  witness- 
ing, praying  and  helping  others.. 
Church  attendance  grew,  conversions 
were  seen  during  church  services  and 
outside  the  church,  and  there  was  a 
new  ring  of  certainty  in  the  testi- 
monies of  those  who  had  found  Christ 
a more  personal  Saviour. 

• Though  the  experience  of  John 
Wesley  Church  may  be  little  differ- 
ent from  the  results  of  successful  re- 
vivals in  other  churches,  its  spon- 
taneous origin  in  a Sunday  School 
class  is  rather  unique.  Tired  of  their 
humdrum,  Sunday-only  type  religion, 
they  chose  to  accept  the  challenge 
out  of  a spiritual  hunger  and  reason 
rather  than  special  appeal. 


As  Mr.  Teague  pointed  out,  th< 
class  members  realized  for  the  firs 
time  that  “Christianity  is  to  be  live< 
all  the  time  and  must  be  continually 
worked  at.  It  is  not  a kick.” 

Specific  results  of  the  program  o 
faith  in  action  are  many. 

• A Tallahassee  physician,  tired  af 
ter  a long  day  in  the  office,  accepta 
the  challenge  and  decided  to  mak 
calls  for  the  church  one  everting.  On 
of  the  first  doors  he  knocked  on  wa 
that  of  a lady  who  had  tried  to  se 
him  earlier  in  the  day  for  treatmen 
of  flu.  The  doctor  began  to  realiz 
that  the  contacts  of  his  daily  profes 
sion  were  also  opportunities  to  wit 
ness  for  Christ. 

• A man  engaged  in  a success fu 
business  decided  his  work  was  not  o 
sufficient  benefit  to  God  or  humanity 
and  chose  to  leave  his  business  t 
enter  full-time  work  with  a church 
related  vocation. 

• One  young  man  who  had  accepte 
the  challenge  with  his  wife,  told  th 
pastor,  “If  someone  had  said  twi 
months  ago  that  I’d  sit  up  until  ! 
a.m.  talking  about  God,  I would  hav 
thought  he  was  crazy.”

Woman  says,  “Help  me!  ! 

In  my  reading  here  and  there,  I 
have  found  some  thoughts  that  carry 
great  truth.  We  are  in  an  era  today 
when  teen-age  and  adult  crimes  are 
increasing  five  times  as  fast  as  the 
population.  We  have  much  obscen- 
ity, immorality  and  a very  low  grade 
of  moral  standards  in  movies,  in  liter- 
ature, and  in  T V programs. 

Woman,  who  has  made  and  guided 
moral  standards,  the  home  and  ideals 
for  many  generations,  is  finding  it 
more  and  more  difficult  to  fulfill  her 
responsibility.  The  standards  and 
higher  qualities  and  beauty  of  woman 
at  her  best,  do  need  to  be  lifted  to  a 
higher  plane  by  man  in  general,  by  all 
Churches  and  by  public  opinion.

Lay  Schools  of  Theology 
Urged  by  Dr.  Mayfield 


Evanston,  III.—  ( MI)—  More  exten- 
sive and  thorough  training  of  laymen 
in  the  true  mission  of  the  church  to- 
day is  an  imperative  need,  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Lay  Activities  of  The 
Methodist  Church  was  told  here  at 
its  annual  meeting. 

“We  ought  to  be  training  no  fewer 
than  200  to  300  men  per  week  in  this 
concept  of  mission  in  order  that  they 
may  go  back  into  their  annual  confer- 
ences, districts  and  local  churches 
and  challenge  laymen  in  this  new 
realm  of  thinking  and  of  Christian 
service,”  Dr.  Robert  G.  Mayfield  said 
in  his  annual  report  as  general  sec- 
retary of  the  board. 

“It  is  imperative  that  we  move  for- 
ward with  our  plans  in  developing 
lay  schools  of  theology  because  this 
is  an  avenue  through  which  we  can 
train  and  equip  our  laymen  for  this 
ministry  in  the  world.” 

Business  transacted  during  the 
two-day  session  included: 

• Authorization  for  a consultation 
on  men’s  work  to  “bring  the  best 
minds  available  to  bear  on  the  sub- 
ject;” 

• Endorsement  of  tentative  plans 
for  a special  citation  to  an  outstand- 
ing Methodist  layman  each  quadren- 
nium  and  the  granting  of  a scholar- 
ship in  his  name; 

• Structuring  of  a committee  to 
develop  a theological  statement  about 
the  laity; 

• Authorization  for  a Fifth  Na- 
tional Conference  of  Jvlethodist  Men 
in  1969; 

• Requests  to  the  board’s  execu- 
tive committee  to  study  steps  neces- 
sary to  the  establishment  of  lay 
schools  of  theology  and  lay  training 
centers; 

• Approval  of  a proposed  pilot 
project  for  extensive  development  of 
the  new  Methodist  Men  World  Wit- 
ness program; 

• Asking  annual  conference  boards 
of  lay  activities  to  take  initiative  in 
projecting  conference-wide,  self-sup- 
porting stewardship  and  finance  pro- 
grams. 

The  proposed  consultation  on 
men’s  work  would  seek  to  define  the 
purpose,  objectives  and  form  of  such 
activities  within  the  local  church.  It 
is  expected  that  the  session  would  be 
held  next  spring  at  a time  and  place 
to  be  decided  later.  Participants 
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would  include  up  to  18  bishops,  mir 
isters,  and  lay  men  and  women. 

In  presenting  the  tentative  outlin 
for  a quadrennial  citation  to  an  ou 
standing  layman,  it  was  pointed  oi 
that  the  honor  would  be  given  ft 
outstanding  service  at  the  national  c 
world  church  level  and  that  layme 
in  any  country  would  be  eligible  fc 
consideration.  The  scholarship  woul 
go  to  an  outstanding  student  f< 
study  at  a Methodist-related  collej 
or  university. 

The  board  was  told  that  pjogrei 
was  being  made  on  formulation  < 
the  foundation  statement  on  stewan 
ship  requested  by  the  1964  Gener; 
Conference.  A national  seminar  j 
late  1966  or  early  1967  involvir 
seminary  professor  and  others  is  b 
ing  considered  to  provide  basic  m 
terial  for  such  a statement. 

The  board  accepted  an  invitatic 
from  its  Southeastern  Jurisdictic 
representatives  to  hold  its  1966  ai 
nual  meeting  at  Lake  Junalusk 
N.  C.,  in  conjunction  with  the  juri 
diction’s  annual  laymen’s  conferem 
in  late  July.

Other  men  must  consider  “to  what 
extent  we  are  going  to  cybernate  life 
with  all  of  the  dangers  of  dehumaniz- 
ing and  depersonalizing  the  indi- 
viduals involved,”  he  added. 

“The  Bible  provides  the  fundamen- 
tal principles  on  which  the  best  de- 
cisions can  be  made  at  the  moment. 
This  doesn’t  mean  these  decisions 
will  be  ‘right’  in  every  aspect,  but 
they  will  be  the  best  decisions  possi- 
ble at  the  time,”  he  explained.

Young  Adult  Project  To  Really  ‘Get  With  It’ 
in  Program  for  Unchurched  of  Urban  Area 

Nashville,  Tenn. — (MI) — A new  Methodist  Young  Adult  Project  aimed 
at  the  “exploding”  unchurched  young  adult  population  in  the  major 
urban  areas  of  the  United  States  has  been  announced  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Ixxm  M.  Adkins,  Nashville,  an  executive  of  the  Methodist  General  Board 
of  education. 

Dr.  Adkins,  general  secretary  of  the  board’s  Division  of  the  Local 
Church,  also  announced  that  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Mowry  is  now  executive 
secretary  of  the  project  and  on  November  1 the  Rev.  Theodore  Mcllvenna 
will  become  its  consultant-coordinator. 


Mr.  Mowry  will  be  in  Lakeland  on  November  18  to  meet  with  Florida  Confer- 
ence officials  at  the  Methodist  Center,  according  to  the  Rev.  Milton  H.  Wyatt, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Education. 

Dr.  Adkins  also  announced  that,  effective  immediately,  the  Rev.  Earl 
R.  Willford,  Nashville,  staff  member  of  the  board  for  two  years,  has  been 
named  director  of  Young  Adult  Ministry,  responsible  for  assisting  the 
approximately  39,000  Methodist  local  churches  “to  more  effectively 
serve  the  young  men  and  women,  both  single  and  married,  who  turn  to 
them.”  Mr.  Willford  also  was  a member  of  the  Older  Youth/Young 
Adult  Project  staff. 

In  the  new  project  pointed  toward  the  needs,  problems,  and  oppor- 
tunities of  unchurched  urban  young  adults,  Mr.  Mowry  and  Mr.  Mcll- 
venna will  be  developing  a national  ecumenical,  interagency  approach, 
said  Dr.  Adkins. 

“It  is  anticipated,”  he  announced  further,  “that  additional  personnel 
soon  will  join  them  in  the  experimental,  somewhat  freewheeling  project 
which  expresses  a vital  new  role  for  the  church  in  the  contemporary 
urban  culture.”

Dear  Friends: 

Everyone  likes  to  see  a miracle  happen.  And  I’d  like 
to  tell  you  about  one  of  the  ways  through  v^hich  a miracle 
is  happening  within  the  bounds  of  the  Florida  Conference. 
The  Growth  and  Expansion  Fund  is  an  asking  made  by 
the  annual  Conference  from  Florida  Methodists  in  the 
amount  of  $425,000.  This  is  in  addition  to  World  Service. 
It  includes  $100,000  for  Church  Extension  in  the  twelve 
districts  of  this  great  Conference  of  ours.  It  includes 
$155,000  for  Wesley  Foundations— capital  improvements 
and  operation,  $100,000  for  Florida  Southern  College  and 
$70,000  payment  on  two  new  camps  for  the  use  of  Metho- 
dism in  this  Area.  It  all  totals  to  $425,000. 

• We  have  283,000  members  in  the  Florida  Confer- 
ence now.  That  means  that  Growth  and  Expansion  asks 
relatively  little  from  any  single  individual.  But  these 
dollars  work  miracles.  Approximately  125,000  students 
are  enrolled  in  the  colleges  of  Florida.  We  must  minister 
to  them  through  the  Wesley  Foundations.  Florida  South- 
ern College  is  a growing,  vital,  witnessing  arm  of  the 
Church  and  we  must  give  Florida  Southern  our  support. 

The  Growth  and  Expansion  Fund  was  set  up  five  years 
ago  at  the  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Commission  of 
the  Conference.  It  is  important  that  we  underwrite  it 
with  our  dollars.  It  will  be  very  helpful  if  we  can  do 
this  during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

• During  the  past  three  weeks  I have  visited  in  the 
homes  of  the  new  ministers  in  the  DeLand,  Sarasota,  and 
Tampa  Districts:  One  thing  I’ve  been  highly  pleased  with 
is  the  large  number  of  reports  I have  had  on  the  increased 
average  attendance  in  our  Church  Schools.  Many  churches 
are  proving  that  it  can  be  done.  This  also  should  require 
better  prepared  teachers  and  adequate  equipment.  We 
simply  must  not  reduce  our  emphasis  in  this  area.  I 
wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  those  who  are  join- 
ing in  this  crusade.  The  ministers  have  given  their  whole- 
hearted support.  Our  conference  staff  in  the  Board  of 
Education  have  sought  to  assist  us  in  the  achievement  of 
our  purpose.  And  the  great  host  of  the  superintendents, 
teachers  and  officers  in  local  churches  are  bringing  about 
the  results  which  we  have  longed  for.  This  is  a continuing 
task. 

• I have  been  in  attendance  at  the  first  two  of  the 
Laymen’s  Retreats  at  Leesburg.  As  usual,  they  have  been 


inspiring  in  every  regard.  Some  of  the  finest  laymen  i 
Methodism  gather  there.  It  is  there  that  a considerab 
amount  of  soul  searching  goes  on.  There  is  consideratic 
of  the  work  of  the  Church  and  of  the  place  of  the  layme 
in  that  work.  I really  believe  that  our  entire  Conferenc 
profits  year  by  year  in  the  religious  experiences  whic 
come  from  these  Retreats.  Every  local  church  should  b 
represented  and  every  delegate  should  be  given  an  oppo 
tunity  to  contribute  to  his  own  people  something  of  th 
Leesburg  inspiration  on  his  return. 

• On  September  26  I presided  at  the  dedication  c 
the  educational  building  of  the  Sarah  Spencer  Methodis 
Church  in  Tampa.  It  was  really  a day  of  achievemen 
and  victory.  We  had  dinner  after  the  morning  service  am 
then  visited  the  new  parsonage.  The  minister  and  peopl 
are  to  be  congratulated.  In  the  afternoon  at  four  o’clocl 
I participated  in  the  dedication  service  of  the  new  Harden 
Fielding  Memorial  Chapel  in  Trinity  Methodist  Church 
Lakeland.  The  congregation  of  Trinity  Church  are  to  b< 
congratulated  on  a very  lovely  plant.  This  Chapel  is  < 
fine  addition  to  their  facilities  for  worship  and  praise. 

• On  October  3rd  I had  the  privilege  of  visiting  w'itl 
and  preaching  to  the  congregation  of  our  Cocoa  Bead 
Methodist  Church.  They  have  a magnificent  new  sanc- 
tuary and  education  building.  Sunday  School  went  up 
25%  the  first  day  they  entered  their  new  facilities.  Tht 
day  of  my  visit  was  World  Wide  Communion  Sunday.  1 
shall  always  be  grateful  for  the  experience  I enjoyed  with 
the  minister  and  people  that  day.  In  the  afternoon  Mrs 
Henley  and  I,  along  with  the  Alleys,  visited  Frank  Smitl 
and  the  officials  of  his  church  at  Satellite  Beach.  Thej 
have  a splendid  new  plant  under  construction  there.  It’s 
a great  congregation  and  the  future  is  bright. 

I continue  in  daily  prayer  for  the  work  of  the  Kingdom 
that  is  under  way  in  all  the  districts  and  local  communities 
of  Florida  Methodism.  May  the  Lord  richly  bless  you 
everyone  as  you  seek  to  fulfill  His  purposes  and  to  extend 
the  ministry  of  His  Church.

Special  Offering  Established  to 
Aid  Hurricane  Damaged'Churches 

Evanston,  III.— (MI)— Acting  in  the  wake  of  what  is  called  the  most 
damaging  hurricane  in  the  history  of  America,  The  Methodist  Church 
is  setting  up  a special  fund  to  assist  in'  the  repairing  and  rebuilding  of 
church  property  and  has  designated  the  receiving  of  a special  offering 
in  churches  across  the  nation. 

In  the  Florida  Conference  the  date  for  a communion  offering  has  been  set 
for  November  7. 


As  Hurricane  Betsy  swept  across  Florida  and  on  into  Louisiana  and 
Mississippi  on  September  9 and  10,  many  Methodist  churches  and  in- 
stitutions sustained  heavy  damage— at  least  five  churches  alone  being 
beyond  repair— from  the  wind  and  resulting  tidal  wave.  Upwards  of 
$1,000,000  of  the  damage  is  an  uninsurable  water  loss. 

On  the  basis  of  reports  from  church  officials  in  Louisiana  and  a 
special  team  sent  in  by  the  National  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
the  Council  of  Bishops  and  the  Council  of  World  Service  and  Finance 
have  approved  the  church-wide  funds  appeal. 


Unity  In  Renewal  Is  Key  to  Reformation  Day  Emphasis 


new  spriUT  of  unity  will  animate 
e observance  of  Reformation  Sun- 
y in  the  Protestant  churches  of 
nerica  on  October  31. 

Special  services  will  be  held  in 
ndreds  of  communities  across  the 
id,  as  they  have  been  for  the  past 
years,  but  with  a new  emphasis. 
This  is  a Sunday  which  tradition- 
y celebrates  the  great  Reformation 
ivement,  dating  back  to  Martin 
ither  (1517)  and  the  valiant  re- 
amers who  followed,  including  Cal- 
i,  John  Hus,  Zwingli  and  Wyclif. 
Now  thoughts  of  unity  are  stirring 
urch  circles  around  the  world,  and 
aewal,  reformation,  up-dating  are 
ing  called  for  by  all  churches  as 
ey  were  stressed  by  the  late  Pope 
>hn  XXIII  and  the  Vatican  Coun- 
convened  to  modernize  the  Catho- 
: Church. 

“So,  Protestants  will  dedicate  the 
y this  year  to  a new  search  for  un- 
r in  renewal,”  comments  the  Rev. 
r.  Ralph  M.  Holdeman,  associate 
rector  of  the  National  Council  of 
lurches’  Commission  on  Evangel- 
n,  which  sponsors  the  observance. 
The  call,  issued  by  the  National 
luncil,  points  out  that  the  Reforma- 
)n  of  the  16th  century  gave  a new 
rection  to  men’s  search  for  God.  Its 
aders  were  concerned  about  the 


problems  of  man’s  religious  needs 
and  were  keenly  sensitive  to  the  “des- 
perate heart-hunger”  of  their  time. 
They  emphasized  the  truth  that  the 
essence  of  religion  is  the  free  com- 
munion of  man’s  spirit  with  God— 
directly,  not  through  an  intermediary. 

They  also  preached  the  great  Re- 
formation doctrine  of  the  priesthood 
of  all  believers,  which  calls  on  each 
Christian,  saved  by  faith,  to  carry  out 
a lifelong  mandate  to  render  spiritual 
service  to  others  by  life,  word  and 
deed. 

As  the  Reformation  spread,  diver- 
sity developed,  along  with  many  di- 
visions and  many  expressions  of  dis- 
unity: Zwingli  in  Zurich  set-up  a “re- 
formed” society;  Calvin  in  Geneva 
established  a group  of  “Calvinists”; 
Anabaptists  made  a complete  break 
with  any  government  connection; 
Puritans  demanded  reform  according 
to  the  rule  of  God’s  word;  Anglicans 
in  England— and  so  forth. 

Today  many  church  leaders  ask 
with  Dr.  Holdeman:  “Does  the 

church  need  to  take  a fresh  look  at 
itself,  and  then  prepare  for  some 
drastic  retooling  to  meet  the  needs  of 
people  in  our  rapidly-changing  space- 
age  world?  Can  the  church  experi- 
ence a renewed  Reformation?  We  be- 
lieve it  can  and  should.  Our  protest- 


ant word  for  it  is  ‘renewal,’  which  is 
comparable  to  the  Italian  word  ‘ag- 
giornamento’  that  has  come  into  our 
current  language  since  Pope  John 
XXIII  and  Vatican  Council. 

“We  are  happy  that  the  Catholic 
Church  is  busy,  too,  with  ‘renewal,’ 
with  ‘reform.’  We  see  that  unity  is 
Christ’s  gift  to  His  church.  If  we  are 
to  be  true  in  this  new  Reformation, 
we  are  called  upon  to  pray  and  work 
for  unity  for  the  sake  of  our  witness 
in  the  world. 

“Again,  the  church  is  called  to  for- 
get itself,  cease  trying  to  make  selfish 
gain,  money,  members,  prestige,  pow- 
er, advantages  her  chief  goal.  Our 
eyes,  our  face,  our  life,  our  witness, 
must  be  turned  toward  the  world. 
The  Church  must  go  to  the  cross 
with  her  Lord  and  give  herself  for  the 
world,  if  resurrection  and  new  life 
are  to  be  hers.  This  is  her  challenge 
anew  on  Reformation  Sunday  this 
year,”  Dr.  Holdeman  said.

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Arguments  Are  Okay 


Annual  Pastor's  School 
Hears  Theology 
Experts  at  Leesburg 


The  main  stream  of  theological 
thinking  was  traveled  by  ministers  of 
the  Florida  Conference  as  they  at- 
tended the  annual  Pastors’  School  at 
the  MYF  Camp  in  Leesburg. 

While  noting  that  great  theologians 
were  seemingly  always  involved  in 
a controversy  in  their  own  backyard. 
Dr.  Mack  B.  Stokes,  associate  dean 
and  Parker  Professor  of  Systematic 
Theology  of  the  Candler  School  of 
Theology  at  Emory  University,  of- 
fered this  advice— “it  makes  sense  to 
believe  in  God,”  and  pointed  to  the 
“power  of  mind  to  see  what  makes 
sense.” 

• Dr.  Stokes  turned  back  to  John 
Wesley  to  recall  that  the  founder  of 


Methodism  believed  in  . . . “let  us  see 
what  reason  can  do  or  can  not  do.” 

The  well  known  educator  in  devel- 
oping a theme  of  “Toward  a Theolo- 
gy for  Church  Renewal”  declared 
that  congregations  have  those  who 
want  a “religion  that  is  plausable  and 
understandable.”  He  called  for 
clergymen  to  refute  false  theories,  re- 
minding the  largest  Pastors’  School 
ever  held  at  Leesburg  that  Thomas  of 
Acquinis  refused  to  sit  around  and 
take  false  theories  of  theology. 

• Agreeing  that  we  live  in  an  age 
of  doubt  and  atheism,  Dr.  Stokes 
asked:  “How  can  a person  believe  in 
a redemptive  love  of  God  and  not  be- 
lieve in  God?”

• Bishop  James  W.  Henley  of  the 
Florida  Conference  spoke  each  morn- 
ing. He  expressed  a feeling  that  we 
“might  be  on  the  verge  of  a religious 
awakening.”  The  bishop  said  the 
“word  today  is  renewal— it  used  to  be 
revival.” 

In  citing  the  concerns  of  the  church 
today,  Bishop  Henley  said  that  while 
the  church  is  “structure  minded,” 
ministers  must  stop  and  think  “what 
it  is  all  about  . . . where  it  is  taking 
us.  We  need  to  take  an  inventory  of 
ourselves.” 

Bishop  Henley  commented  that 
there  are  transitions  in  the  area  of 
theology  and  “people  are  becoming 


confused.” 

In  describing  further  this  current 
situation,  Bishop  Henley  referred  to 
the  “philosophy  of  Playboy  maga- 
zine” as  an  extension  of  this  think- 
ing which  has  “no  Christ  as  a savior 
...  no  immortality.” 

He  added  that  “people  are  yearn- 
ing to  hear  something  about  love  . . . 
redemption  . . . Christ  at  the  cross” 
and  concluded  that  “people  are  the 
abassadors  of  Christ— they  must  not 
be  left  alone.” 

Other  speakers  included  Dr.  John 
M.  Vayhinger,  professor  of  Psycholo- 
gy of  Religion  and  Counseling  at  the

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Here's  the  Question— Why  Attend 
Sunday  School— Plus  an  Answer! 

For  a numbkr  of  years  in  our  conference  we  have  been  stressing  the  impor- 
tance of  increasing  average  Sunday  School  attendance  by  at  least  5 per  cent 
over  that  of  the  previous  year.  A cause  of  deep  concern  arises  from  the  fact 
Hint  we  have  not  reached  this  goal  even  though  our  state  is  growing  and  our 
church  membership  increases  substantially  each  year.  In  the  light  of  the 
setting  of  goals  for  an  increase  in  Sunday  School  attendance,  there  is  a basic 
question  that  needs  to  be  faced,  namely:  Why  attend  Sunday  School? 

• While  the  Sunday  School  does  not  embrace  the  total  teaching  ministry 
of  the  church,  it  does  represent  its  main  thrust.  If  many  of  us  who  are  church

members  are  no  longer  attending  Sunday  School,  it  is  because  we  have  quit 
somewhere  along  the  line.  I dare  say  that  the  religious  backgrounds  of  most 
of  us  include  attendance  upon  Sunday  School.  This  has  something  to  say  to 
us  about  the  powerful  influence  exerted  by  the  Sunday  School  in  preparing 
the  mind  and  heart  for  accepting  Christ  and  for  becoming  a member  of  His 
Church.  Attendance  upon  Sunday  School  is  one  of  the  most  effective  ways 
in  which  we  can  help  our  church  to  make  an  evangelistic  impact  upon  the  com- 
munity in  which  we  live  for  through  our  attendance  and  participation  in  the 
life  of  the  Sunday  School  we  add  something  to  the  vitality  of  this  significant 
organization  within  the  Church. 

If  our  attendance  upon  Sunday  School  accomplished  nothing  more  than 
that  of  adding  a little  bit  to  the  vitality  of  an  organization  which  means  so 
much  to  the  life  of  the  church,  it  would  be  reason  enough  to  go. 

• However,  there  are  other  compelling  reasons  which  stem  from  our  own 
need  of  that  which  the  Sunday  School  has  to  offer.  We  need  the  regular  ex- 
posure in  a teacher-learning  situation  to  the  message  of  the  Bible  which  we 
get  when  we  attend  Sunday  School.  Every  Christian  needs  to  keep  learning 
and  growing  as  a Christian.  To  identify  one’s  self  with  a Sunday  School  class 
is  one  of  the  best  ways  to  insure  that  you  will  not  fail  to  provide  for  this  need. 

Another  significant  contribution  which  the  Sunday  School  Class  makes 
is  that  of  bringing  a person  into  a small  group  relationship  where  one  can  es- 
tablish some  close  personal  ties  with  others  and  become  a part  of  a real  fellow- 
ship. The  friendly  conversation  around  the  coffee-table  before  the  starting 
time  for  the  class  session,  the  regular  or  occasional  class  party,  the  annual 
class  picnic  or  banquet— these  social  functions  of  a Sunday  School  class 
strengthen  the  personal  ties  which  develop  in  a group  that  meets  each  Sunday 
morning  to  learn  about  God’s  Word. 


Dr.  Loymon  Returns 
To  Lesson  Writing 

Dr.  Charles  M.  Laymon,  former 
editor  of  the  Methodist-produced  In- 
ternational I^esson  Annual,  returns 
to  its  pages  in  the  1966  edition  as 
writer  of  the  Lesson  Analysis  section, 
formerly  written  by  Dr.  Roy  L. 
Smith. 

Dr.  Laymon  edited  the  Interna- 
tional Lesson  Annual  from  its  begin- 
ning with  the  1956  edition  through 
its  1962  edition.  He  relinquished  the 
editorship  to  Dr.  Horace  R.  Weaver 
when  he  assumed  his  present  position 
as  chairman  of  the  department  of  re- 
ligion and  professor  of  religion  at 
Florida  Southern  College,  Lakeland, 
Florida  in  1960. 

The  addition  of  Dr.  Laymon  as  a 
major  contributor  upholds  the  high 
standards  of  excellence  maintained 
through  the  past  eleven  volumes.  Dr. 
Laymon  was  editor  of  adult  publica- 
tions for  the  Board  of  Education  of 
The  Methodist  Church  from  1953  to 
1960  and  was  instrumental  in  the 
early  planning  and  initial  publication 
of  the  I LA.  Previously  he  had  been 
dean  and  professor  of  literature  and 
history  of  the  Bible  at  Scarritt  Col- 
lege, Nashville,  Tennessee;  profes- 
ser  of  Bible  and  philosophy  at  Un- 
ion College,  Barbourville,  Kentucky; 
and  instructor  in  English  Bible  at 
Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  Delaware, 
Ohio.  He  is  a graduate  of  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan (A.B.)  and  Boston  University 
School  of  Theology  ( S.T.B.  and 
Th.D.).  He  is  a ministerial  member 
of  the  Ohio  Conference  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church. 

Dr.  Laymon  is  currently  editing 
The  Interpreter’s  One-Volume  Com- 
mentary on  the  Bible,  now  in  prepar- 
ation for  future  publication  by  Ab- 
bington  Press,  the  book-publishing 
division  of  The  Methodist  Publishing 
House,  in  the  tradition  of  The  Inter- 
preter’s Bible  and  The  Interpreter's 
Dictionary  of  the  Bible. 


• As  these  ties  take  deeper  roots,  we  find  persons  taking  more  and  more 
interest  in  each  other’s  welfare— giving  recognition  to  each  other  when  good 
fortune  comes  or  showing  a concern  when  fellow  class  members  are  sick,  in 
sorrow  or  in  trouble.  The  Sunday  School  class  plays  a vital  role  in  helping 
the  church  to  become  a truly  redemptive  fellowship. 

While  a Sunday  School  class  has  much  to  offer  to  the  person 
who  becomes  a member  and  attends  regularly,  our  Christian  concern 
for  keeping  this  important  organization  of  the  Church  vital  and  strong 
should  cause  us  to  think  not  only  in  terms  of  what  a Sunday  School 
class  may  do  for  us,  but  also  of  what  we  can  do  to  make  the  Sunday 
School  a strong  evangelistic  influence  in  the  life  of  the  church,  an  ef- 
fective instrument  for  carrving  on  the  church's  teaching  ministry,  and 
a builder  of  those  personal  ties  essential  to  the  creation  of  a Christian 
fellowship.

Talks  about  the  Petry  family  and 
missionary  work  in  Peru  were  given 
by  Leon  Mengel  and  Mrs.  Harvey 
Hester,  Jr.,  members  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  Missions. 

The  fellowship  dinner  was  spon- 
sored by  a “Petry  Sunday”  during 
which  a special  taped  message  from 
Mr.  Petry,  former  Jacksonville  resi- 
dent and  University  of  Florida  foot- 
ball star,  was  played. 
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Church  Must  Speak  Out  Is  Advice 
Of  Dr.  Freeman  at  Retreat 


The  Church  should  and  must  speak 
out  on  “the  issues  of  our  day”  in  or- 
der to  “remind  man  of  his  responsi- 
bilities in  the  Kingdom  of  God,” 
Methodist  laymen  were  told  by  an 
Emory  University  professor  at  the 
third  of  four  weekend  retreats  of  the 
fall  series  at  the  Leesburg  Youth 
Camp. 

The  speaker  was  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ross 
Freeman,  administrative  assistant  to 
the  dean  of  Emory’s  Candler  School 
of  Theology  in  Atlanta. 

“The  troubles  of  the  Church  con- 
tinue because  so  few  of  us  are  con- 
scious of  the  significance  of  Chris- 
tianity in  this  crucial  time,”  Dr. 
Freeman  said. 

He  stressed  that  the  Methodist 
Church,  through  its  ministers  and 
laymen,  must  speak  firmly  and  seek 
to  exert  a Christian  influence  on 
such  issues  as  war  and  peace,  nu- 
clear power,  industrial  automation, 
educational  needs,  the  paradox  of 
food  surpluses  and  hunger,  the  rest- 
lessness of  youth,  pollution  of  air  and 
water,  preservation  of  our  natural  re- 
sources, and  other  subjects  that  in- 
volve our  daily  lives. 

What  should  the  Church  say?  Dr. 
Freeman  recommended  these  points: 

• 1.  “We  must  remind  man  that 
God  Is.  It’s  outstanding  how  many 
people  ignore  this  or  who  really  don’t 
believe  it. 

• 2.  “We  must  remind  man  who 
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he  is.  Man  is  not  an  animal  or  a 
puppet  on  a string  dangled  by  forces 
over  which  he  has  no  control  or  mere- 
ly a cog  in  the  machinery  of  society. 
Some  men  think  they  are  little  gods 
in  control  of  their  destiny.  The 
Church  must  say  that  man  is  made 
in  the  image  of  God  and  responsible 
to  God  for  the  way  he  lives. 

• 3.  “The  Church  must  remind 
man  of  what  he  can  become.  This  is 
our  mission— to  preach  and  teach  that 
men,  as  Christians,  can  live  a glor- 
ious and  victorious  life. 

• 4.  “The  Church  must  speak 
deeply  to  the  conscience  of  America, 
reminding  our  people  of  our  glorious 
heritage  rooted  in  the  Hebrew-Chris- 
tian  tradition.  We  can  lose  this  heri- 
tage in  a single  generation  if  we  fail 
to  preserve  it  and  transmit  it  to  those 
who  follow  us. 

• 5.  “The  Church  must  remind 
man  of  his  responsibilities  in  the 
Kingdom  of  God  and  of  our  function 
to  extend  this  kingdom  on  earth.  We 
are  not  God,  but  His  creatures  to 
serve  His  purposes.  This  is  the  foun- 
dation of  our  responsibility.” 

Go  North,  Mr.  Methodist!

Bishop  Hunt  Asks 
Basic  Question 

Which  shall  it  be  . . . “the  higl 
road  of  the  spirit  or  the  low  road  o 
the  flesh?” 

That’s  the  basic  question  alon^ 
life’s  journey  that  every  person 
Christian  or  not,  must  face  up  to 
Bishop  Earl  G.  Hunt,  Jr.,  Charlotte 
N.  C.,  told  Florida  Methodist  lay 
men  at  the  third  weekend  retreat  Oc- 
tober 8-10  at  the  Leesburg  Youtl 
Camp. 

Speaking  on  the  stewardship  sub- 
ject of  “Losers— Finders,”  Bishop 
Hunt  built  his  address  arounc 
Christ’s  admonition:  “He  that  find 
eth  his  life  shall  lose  it,  and  he  whc 
loses  his  life  for  my  sake  shall  find 
it.” 

Christian  stewardship  is  the  living 
of  a full  life  with  our  talents,  time 
and  financial  means,  Bishop  Hunl 
stressed. 

“Using  our  talents  for  God  is  the 
most  thrilling  quest  in  Christian  serv- 
ice,” he  said.  “The  stewardship  ol 
time— a terrible  pressure  that  weighs 
heavily  on  each  of  us— demands  thal 
we  lea;n  to  put  first  things  first.  The 
stewardship  of  money  simply  means 
that,  as  Christians,  we  must  never 
permit  our  own  greed  to  obliterate 
the  dreams  of  God.” 

All  of  these  add  up  to  “the  stew- 
ardship of  choice  which  leads  to  the 
abundant  life  preached  by  Christ,' 
Bishop  Hunt  concluded. 

In  an  aside  concerning  the  need 
for  laymen  to  be  active  in  all  phases 
of  the  local  church  program,  Bishof 
Hunt  quipped  that  “Some  of  us  ex 
pect  our  pastors  to  be  glorified  as- 
pirin tablets  to  be  taken  once  a week 
on  Sunday.”

The  Living  Word  by  Dr.  Laymon 


Revivals  Belong  to  Christianity 
But  There  Must  Be  Action 

Read  Luke  3:1-14 


A story  is  told  of  a man  who  looked 
at  the  Grand  Canyon  for  the  first 
time.  After  a long  silence  he  ex- 
claimed “My,  something  must  have 
happened  here.”  He  was  right— it 
had! 

This  is  the  way  the  John  the  Bap- 
tist Revival  impressed  the  Jews.  Not 
for  three  hundred  years  had  there 

Dr.  Charles  Laymon,  head  of  the  Flor- 
ida Southern  College  Department  of 
Religion  takes  a look  at  the  Bible  and 
men. 
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been  such  an  outbreak  of  religious  en- 
thusiasm accompanied  with  deep 
soul-searching  as  this. 

When  the  hundreds  of  pilgrims 
came  down  to  the  south  Jordan  val- 
ley to  hear  John  they  were  expecting 
something  to  happen  to  them.  Word 
of  the  revival  had  awakened  in  them 
a longing  for  a deepened  religious  ex- 
perience. And  so  they  came— phari- 
sees, sadducees,  soldiers,  tax  collec- 
tors and  the  hosts  of  common  people 
whose  life  had  gone  stale. 

• People  have  a right  to  expect 
something  to  happen  to  them  when 
they  attend  a religious  service.  That 
it  doesn’t  is  sometimes  due  to  the 
hum-drum  approach  of  us  ministers. 
Perhaps  we  do  not  anticipate  some- 
thing unusual  occurring  in  the  lives 
of  our  people  when  we  preach. 

Again,  it  may  be  that  the  church 
members  themselves  do  not  look  for 
God  to  touch  their  lives  in  a signifi- 
cant manner  when  they  attend 
church  on  Sunday  morning.  Their 
mood  is  dull  as  they  enter  the  door  of 
the  church:  they  are  tired  and  it  has 
been  a busy  week.  They  have  not 
prayed  for  the  service  before  coming. 

Why  is  it  that  ministers  saying  the 
same  words  as  Billy  Graham,  and 
saying  them  with  consecration  and 
ability,  may  often  not  have  the  same 
response  as  the  evangelist?  Is  it  be- 
cause the  people  attend  the  large  sta- 
dium service  with  the  conviction  in 
their  hearts  in  advance  that  God 
will  meet  them  there? 

• John  the  Baptist  preached  a de- 
manding message.  He  pointed  out 
the  sins  of  the  people  with  a direct- 
ness that  was  disrobing.  No  one 
could  hide  behind  the  garments  of  a 


false  piety.  It  was  a personal  reli- 
gion that  called  for  repentance,  bap- 
tism, and  dedication.  “Show  an  inter- 
est in  the  poor,”  he  urged.  “Be  hon- 
est;” “Do  not  take  advantage  of 
others;”  “Use  your  authority  as  a re- 
sponsible person!”  (vvs  10-14). 
These  were  his  sentiments. 

There  was  in  all  of  this  the  de- 
mand for  decision,  for  or  against 
righteousness.  Mahatma  Gandhi  of 
India  was  once  asked  to  point  out  the 
reason  for  his  success  in  leading  In- 
dia’s masses.  He  replied  that  he  gave 
them  the  opportunity  to  say  “yes”  or 
to  say  “no.”  It  was  a free  choice— but 
a choice  they  must  make.  When  men 
are  challenged  to  stand  up  and  be 
counted,  it  makes  a difference. 

• The  revival  preached  by  John 
the  Baptist  brought  Jesus  from  Naza- 
reth to  begin  his  public  ministry.  It 
is  significant  to  note  that  there  was 
a revival  at  the  outset  of  his  mission 
as  the  Messiah.  And  at  Pentecost 
there  was  another  revival  at  the  out- 
set of  the  work  of  the  Christian 
Church.  Revivals  belong  to  Christi- 
anity at  its  best.

The  Bishop  Calls 


'Betsy'  Offering  Scheduled  Nov.  7 


Dear  Friends: 

Hurricane  Betsy  passed  across  Florida  and  left  her  trail 
of  destruction,  but  our  Methodist  Church  property  suf- 
fered only  minimal  injury.  However,  the  devastation  in 
Louisiana  and  the  Mississippi  Delta  was  frightful.  The 
National  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  sent  investi- 
gators into  that  area,  along  with  appraisers,  and  it  is 
faithfully  estimated  that  damages  to  properties  (churches, 
church  school  buildings,  parsonages,  etc.)  is  well  over 
half  a million  dollars. 

The  Council  on  World  Service  and  Finance  of  the  en- 
tire Methodist  Church  and  the  Council  of  Bishops,  and 
the  National  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  have  auth- 
orized a free  will  offering  to  aid  these  congregations  which 
have  suffered  so  greviously.  It  has  been  suggested  by 
the  Cabinet  of  the  Florida  Conference  that  this  offering 
be  taken  at  the  Communion  Service  on  Sunday,  Novem- 
ber 7,  and  that  the  gifts  received  be  sent  immediately 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer.  This  is  an  expression  of 
the  unity  of  our  fellowship  and  the  kindred  ties  that  bind 
us  within  the  fellowship  of  our  Methodist  Church.

Our  last  annual  conference  approved  a program  on 
“The  Stewardship  of  All  of  Life.”  The  Laymen’s  Convo- 
cation in  Lakeland  during  January  1965  introduced  this 
theme.  The  Conference  decided  to  continue  the  emphasis 
on  the  local  church  level.  This  emphasis  will  include 
especially  prepared  Sunday  School  lessons  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Stewardship  which  will  be  available  for  every 
church.  It  is  recommended  that  ministers  preach  on  the 
broad  and  profound  implications  of  Stewardship  during 
the  months  of  January  or  February.  Tithing  will  be  pre- 
sented and  every  member  will  be  invited  to  participate  in 
this  scriptural  program  of  Stewardship  of  material  goods 
from  February  1 through  Easter.  There  will  be  a second 
Bishop’s  Convocation  for  Laymen  on  January  8 in  Brans- 
comb  Memorial,  Florida  Southern  College.  We  have  in 
this  program  the  opportunity  for  the  deepening  of  spiritual 
experience,  the  broadening  of  Christian  service,  and  the 
strengthening  of  the  Church.  I recommend  it  heartily. 

• I think  you  will  be  interested  in  this.  While  I was  at 
Pastors’  School  a father  came  up  to  me.  I’ve  known  him 
ever  since  I came  to  Florida.  He  and  his  good  wife  are 
active  and  effective  members  of  their  local  congregation. 
Their  children  are  an  integral  part  of  the  youth  work. 


His  eldest  son  has  gone  away  to  college  this  year.  H 
had  his  life’s  plans  all  laid  out.  He  was  going  to  be  ; 
Christian  layman  and  he  was  preparing  for  a special  fieh 
of  work.  But  he  called  last  week  to  tell  his  parents  tha 
he  had  decided  to  prepare  for  the  Christian  ministry.  A1 
kinds  of  factors  go  into  a decision  like  this.  A Christiai 
home,  church  school  teachers,  ministers,  Leesburg,  etc 
But  the  warm  and  encouraging  concern  of  parents  i 
powerful  beyond  all  words.  The  ministry  of  the  Lon 
Jesus  Christ  within  the  ordained  relationship  of  the  churcl 
offers  opportunities,  rewards,  and  joys  in  Christian  servic 
that  are  incomparably  rich.  I rejoice  with  these  parents

best  ever.  Our  men  participated  with  great  enthusiasn 
and  one  had  the  feeling  that  the  fellowship  within  the  min 
istry  is  very  rich  in  the  Florida  Conference. 

There  are  some  very  interesting  Methodist  meeting: 
about  to  transpire  in  Florida  which  represent  the  Churcl 
throughout  the  country.  On  November  3 the  executive 
committee  of  the  Television,  Radio  and  Film  Commissioi 
of  The  Methodist  Church  will  meet  in  Tampa  to  conside 
the  extension  work  which  is  being  carried  on  by  this  arm  o 
the  church.

On  November  15-18  the  Board  of  Evan 
gelism  will  hold  its  meeting  in  Miami  to  give  consideratioi 
to  the  Evangelistic  mission  of  the  church  and  its  progran 
for  reaching  men  for  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.

Florida  Conference  Out  to 
Raise  $25,000  in  District  Sessions 

“Greater  love  has  no  man  than  this,  that  a man  lay  down  his  life  for  his 
friends.”  For  fourteen  years  a beloved  missionary  evangelist,  builder, 
and  pilot  in  the  Central  Congo,  Burleigh  A.  Law,  Jr.  was  shot  on  August 
4,  1964  by  rebel  guards  at  the  airstrip  at  Wembo  Nyama.  Having  landed 
the  mission  plane  in  an  obviously  dangerous  situation  because  he  felt 
compelled  to  rescue  fellow  missionaries  being  held  by  the  rebels,  he  died 
a few  hours  later  in  the  Lambuth  Memorial  Hospital  which  he  had  helped 
to  build. 

Today  at  Wembo  Nyama  one  is  more  readily  aware  of  the  promise 
of  the  future  than  of  the  tragedy  of  the  past.  Over  1,000  pupils  have  been 
crowded  into  every  conceivable  type  of  building,  some  planned  only  for 
the  elementary  school  while  others  had  been  condemned  for  demolition. 
Under  the  direction  of  Luhahi  Emile,  a 1 964  Crusade  Scholar  graduate  of 
Denver  University,  these  youth  will  follow  the  light  held  high  by  the 
church  to  become  Congo’s  leaders  of  the  future. 

With  this  in  mind  the  Florida  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  starts 
its  District  Conference  soon  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  district  and  to: 

Raise  $25,000  because:  In  the  face  of  this  sacrifice,  leaders  of  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction  Board  of  Missions  are  challenging  us  to  construct  a

Thk  writer  had  the  privilege  of  driv- 
ing to  Luluabourg  from  the  central 
Congo  area  fifteen  years  ago  to  greet 
and  bring  in  Burleigh  Law  and  his 
family  on  their  first  arrival  to  serve 
with  us  in  the  Congo.  Since  then  I 
have  been  with  him  many,  many 
times,  and  have  been  a neighbor  dur- 
ing one  period.  I have  seen  him  when 
the  going  was  rough.  We  have  ad- 
mired and  loved  him.  He  and  I have

worked  together  on  knotty  problems. 
I have  cared  for  him  and  his  family 
medically.  He  has,  on  many  occa- 
sions, gotten  me  out  of  difficulties, 
on  the  car  and  otherwise,  through  his 
extraordinary  mechanical  knowledge 
and  skill.  Seeing  him  work  at  a me- 
chanical task  was  like  hearing  a beau- 
tiful poem— every  movement  count- 
ing. He  did  well  his  many  great  jobs 
in  building,  in  setting  up  and  main- 
taining complicated  machinery,  and 
in  directing  also  the  work  of  others, 
with  modesty  and  patience.  He  had 
a gift  for  passing  on  his  knowledge 
and  skill  to  others,  that  they  might 
in  turn  serve  their  fellows. 

I had  one  criticism  of  Burleigh— 
or  was  he  more  right  than  I?— he 
found  it  most  difficult  to  say  “no”  to 
a request  for  help  or  service.  But 
this  quality  may  have  contributed  to 
the  tremendous  respect  and  love  peo- 
ple had  for  him. 

• It  seems  to  me  that  Burleigh 
was  one  of  the  kindest,  most  patient, 
most  unselfish— in  short,  most  Christ- 
like  workers  we  had;  and  he  knew 
his  Lord.  He  was  strongly  evangel- 
istic, even  though  a layman,  and  not 
naturally  fluent  in  public  speaking. 

It  was  the  writer’s  high  and  sacred 
privilege  to  be  one  of  his  2 colleagues 
with  him  in  the  last  hours  of  his  life. 
Tn  a very  real  sense,  he  died  for  us. 
Live  missionary  families  including 
three  small  children  were  captured  at 
Wembo  Nyama  August  3,  1964  by 
the  advancing  rebel  forces.  Burleigh 
was  the  pilot  of  our  mission  plane, 
and  felt  a deep  responsibility  to  help 


us  if  possible.  Flying  over  on  August 
4,  he  dropped  a note  asking  us  to 
wave  if  he  might  land.  We  feared  to 
wave  at  all  lest  he  think  we  approved 
his  landing,  so  remained  motionless. 
Rationalizing,  he  decided  perhaps  we 
had  not  found  his  note,  and  landed. 
The  air-strip  is  over  a mile  from  the 
mission.  A rebel  guard,  much  rough- 
er than  some,  evidently  tried  to  take 
his  ignition  key.  Burleigh  resisted. 
He  could  not  speak  the  language  of 
this  guard,  and  evidently  did  not 
know  that  it  would  break  the  rebel’s 
taboo,  to  touch  him.  Perhaps,  even 
had  he  known,  the  outcome  would 
have  been  the  same.  The  guard  shot 
him. 

When  Larry  Pleimann  and  I got 
to  him  we  took  him  in  the  medical 
jeep  to  the  hospital.  Burleigh  said 
he  could  not  have  left  us  in  that  sit- 
uation anyway.  Also,  Christlike  to 
the  end,  he  spoke  no  harsh  word  of 
his  assailant,  and  assumed  at  least 
part  of  the  blame  himself.  He  said 
he  had  erred;  that  he  should  not  have 
resisted.  He  spoke  several  times  of 
the  severe  pain,  before  we  got  him 
relieved  with  a drug.  Our  operation 
and  transfusions  failed  to  save  him. 
In  spite  of  Dr.  Siksay’s  and  my  ef- 
forts he  died  several  hours  later, 
without  regaining  consciousness.

Many  joined  th 
rebellion,  some  with  high  ideals 
some  with  baser  motives.  But  fa 
more  did  not  join.  It  was  noisei 
about  that  the  rebels  were  displeased 
with  the  lack  of  cooperation  give’ 
them  by  the  people  of  our  communi 
ty  (the  very  district  of  Lumumb 
and  Olenga ) . So  the  people  am 
their  sympathies  were  sore  divided 
But  now  of  late,  the  news  makes  i 
appear  there  has  been  a strong  swin 
of  sentiment  among  the  people,  awa 
from  sympathy  for  rebellion.

Jacksonville  First 
Church  to  Open 

On  November  21st  Bishop  James  W. 
Henley  will  consecrate  the  magnifi- 
cent new  First  Methodist  Church  of 
Jacksonville.  One  of  Florida’s  most 
historic  churches  has  just  completed 
a bold  venture  culminating  in  the 
building  of  a lovely  new  Colonial- 
style  sanctuary.  The  building  pro- 
gram has  involved  $610,000,  includ- 
ing $465,000  for  the  sanctuary,  $137,- 
000  for  the  complete  renovation  of 
the  Educational  Building,  plus  land- 
scaping, paving,  etc. 

The  church  was  opened  on  October 
10th.  It  seats  600  persons.  The  in- 
terior is  unique  with  its  majestic 
Ionic  columns,  the  artistic  stained 
glass  windows  created  by  Willett  Stu- 
dios, and  the  spacious  narthex.  The 
unique  feature  of  the  exterior  is  the 
Indiana  limestone  and  the  artistic 
aluminum  steeple  with  interior  light- 
ing. The  lofty  spire  can  be  seen  at 
night,  brightly  lighting  the  Jackson- 
ville skyline. 

The  congregation  numbers  1230 
members.  For  the  past  twelve  weeks 
the  Sunday  School  has  shown  a mark- 
ed increase  in  attendance  over  the 
previous  year.  A great  Sunday  Eve- 
ning worship  service  is  held  each 
Sunday.  The  mid-week  family  pro- 
gram on  Wednesday  nights  draws  al- 
most 200  persons  each  Wednesday. 
Located  in  downtown  Jacksonville, 
the  church  draws  its  members  from 
all  over  the  metropolitan  area. 

First  Church,  Jacksonville,  is  the 
oldest  congregation  in  Jacksonville, 
dating  back  to  1828.  It  has  been  at 
its  present  location  of  Duval  and 
Newnan  Streets  since  1841. 

The  Rev.  Robert  M.  Blackburn  is 
the  minister  of  the  church.

Funeral  services  were  incomplete 
at  press  time,  pending  return  of  the 
remains.  She  was  the  widow  of  a 
Florida  Cocoa-Cola  executive  who 
died  in  1941.

Christ,  Stewardship  and  Me 


■Judge  Bill  Meadows  notes  a sign  over  nearly  every  door  in  the  Leesburg  Youth 
Camp  which  says  . . . “ The  Gospel  of  Responsibility.”  And , says  Brother  Bill, 

this  sort  of  steps  up  our  Laymen  s current  theme.  You  can  even  look  at  it  this 

way  . . . uThe  stewardship  of  all  of  life.”  So  Brother  Bill  takes  a deeper  look— 
won't  you  join  him  in  reading  and  answering  these  questions  plus  finding  out 
that  it’s  not  all  a flash  in  the  pan— but  something  to  which  considerable 

thought  and  work  has  been  given ! 


• What  is  the  true  meaning  of  Christian  Stewardship? 

• Is  giving  time  or  giving  money  more  important? 

• Is  there  any  relationship  between  either  and  one’s 
spiritual  growth? 

• What  does  the  Bible  say  about  this  subject? 

• Whose  responsibility  is  it  to  remind  churchmen  or 
the  laity  of  their  responsibility;  the  preachers,  the 
teachers,  the  Methodist  Men’s  Clubs,  or  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service? 

These  and  other  questions  in  this  vital  area  of 
Christian  Stewardship  are  the  subject  of  searching 
inquiry  going  on  in  Florida  as  part  of  the  recommend- 
ed Quadrennial  Emphasis.  It  began  this  past  sum- 
mer at  the  Bishop’s  Convocation  for  youth.  Follow- 
ing the  same  theme,  nearly  two  thousand  young  peo- 
ple made  a commitment  to  tithe  their  time  and  their 
resources. 

• Now  a program  prepared  for  the  laity  has  been 
presented  at  Leesburg,  with  the  hope  that  every  dis- 
trict and  church  will  follow  it  so  that  they — the  laity — 
will  have  the  opportunity  of  making  the  same  com- 
mitments as  our  youth. 

In  July,  1964,  our  Southeastern  Jurisdictional 
Conference  adopted  the  recommendation  of  the  Juris- 
dictional Board  of  Lay  Activities  that  a program  of 
“Stewardship  of  All  of  Life”  be  adopted  for  the  1964- 
68  quadrennium. 

Following  this,  a program  called  the  “Five  Point” 
or  “Open  Hand”  was  used  successfully  in  the  two  Ken- 


tucky Conferences  and  put  into  effect  in  September 
of  1964. 

Bishop  Henley  challenged  his  Florida  Laymen, 
at  the  1964  Retreats,  to  tackle  two  jobs.  The  first — 
a Convocation  at  the  Methodist  related  college,  Flor- 
ida Southern  in  Lakeland  and  the  second,  a program 
of  Stewardship  to  start  during  the  Leesburg  Retreats 
of  1965  and  be  carried  back  to  the  districts  and  local 
churches,  winding  up  in  1968. 

The  laymen  accepted  both  challenges  and  re- 
sponded with  a Bishop’s  Convocation  attendance  of 
2,333  at  the  Branscomb  Memorial  on  January  9,  1965. 
A committee  was  appointed  to  get  to  work  on  the 
stewardship  program.  It  was  decided  to  make  a com- 
plete change  of  the  format  at  Leesburg  and  gradually 
the  ideas  of  a new  type  of  program  began  to  crystallize. 

As  your  lay  committee  carried  on,  it  came  to  real- 
ize that  in  order  to  do  a complete  job,  in  addition  to 
the  Board  of  Lay  Activities  it  would  need  the  coop- 
eration of  the  Boards  of  Christian  Social  Concerns, 
Education,  Evangelism  and  Missions.  The  matter 
was  discussed  either  in  person,  or  by  telephone  with 
the  leaders  and  their  reaction  was  to  join  forces.  The 
Long  Range  Planning  Commission  gave  it  approval  in 
spirit  in  a meeting  in  May  of  1965. 

Because  the  program  will  run  into  1968,  it  was 
decided  in  October  that  each  Conference  Board  should 
prepare  a suggested  program  for  1966-67  with  details 
to  be  ready  for  final  action  by  the  four  Boards  at 
their  annual  meetings  next  year. 

So  there  it  is — a plan  for  Christ,  Stewardship 
and  Me!

Carries  Beyond  the  Pulpit 


A Preacher’s  Necessity — Enthusiasm 

By  The  Her.  Clarence  W.  Whitley 

Robert  Louis  Stevenson  aptly  sums 
up  our  task  as  “a  trade  in  words  to 
convey  truth  and  to  arouse  emotions.” 

That  task  today  is  not  held  in  high 
regard  bv  many.  The  old  sermon  tast- 
ers have  been  replaced  by  many  clock 
watchers  whose  estimate  of  a good 
sermon  is  based  upon  quantity  and 
not  quality. 

We  can  be  thankful,  however,  for 
the  increasing  tendency  to  replace  the 
dull  and  long  sermon  as  a really  im- 
[x>rtant  part  of  worship.  Let  us  give 
encouragement  to  that  idea  by  being 
up-to-date  in  our  sermon  and  ap- 
proach to  things.  A wag  of  an  Irish- 
man said  of  First  Corinthians  13, 
"Faith,  Hope  and  Clarity,  and  the 
greatest  of  these  is  Clarity.” 

• In  King  Charles  II’s  day  an  in- 
quiry into  the  decline  of  church-going 
elicited  the  answer  that  too  many 
had  merely  acquired  the  knack  of 
preaching  Thus  glib  talkers  were 
emptying  the  churches.  That  peril  is 
always  with  us.  We  pray  that  we 
will  maintain  the  inner  glow  of  heart 
and  mind  we  call  enthusiasm. 

John  Wesley  included  among  his 


standard  sermons,  which  to  every 
preacher  is  interesting  to  read,  one 
on  the  “Nature  of  Enthusiasm.”  He 
recognized  that  without  that  inner 
quality  any  movement  would  be 
doomed.  Again  and  again  in  his  day 
the  taunt  was  flung  out  at  our  fore- 
fathers — "Look!  The  enthusiasts.” 
That  enthusiasm  must  be  fed  from 
the  resources  of  the  spirit.  Augustine 
set  these  out  for  us  simply  in  his 
words:  “I  take  a whole  Christ  for  my 
Saviour;  I take  a whole  Bible  for  my 
staff;  I take  the  whole  church  for  my 
fellowship.” 

• Enthusiasm  may  be  retained  as  we 
recall  our  sense  of  call  as  a preacher. 
Happy  is  the  preacher  who  knows  the 
experience  similar  to  that  of  Isaiah 
which  resulted  in  his  saying,  “Here 
am  I,  send  me." 

Blessed  is  the  one  who  thinks  upon 
the  conversion  of  John  Wesley — that

Let 
suggest  one  or  two  things  which 
discipline  our  enthusiasm  and 
e us  the  worthy  instruments  of 
grace. 

e must  exercise  constraint.  It  is 
I to  be  possessed  of  great  ideal- 
and  to  feel  our  lives  are  lived 


in  the  heavenly  places.  Yet  we  must 
remain  serviceable.  Steam  escaping 
from  a kettle  accomplishes  nothing; 
but  steam  generated  under  constraint 
drives  along  a railway  train  or  forges 
an  ocean  liner  through  surging  seas. 

Every  preacher  must  exercise  dili- 
gence. The  pew  expects  much  of  the 
pulpit  in  these  days,  of  educational 
facilities  for  all.  Charles  Lamb, 
questioned  about  an  essay,  replied 
“I  have  milked  three  hundred  cows, 
but  the  butter  is  all  my  own.”  Emer- 
son wrote  of  his  books — “They  set 
the  sails  of  my  windmill  spinning!” 

• Then  to  avoid  the  spirit  of  self- 
seeking.  That  leads  to  an  obvious 
insincerity  which  the  listeners  readily 
detect.  See  to  it  that  you  don’t  suf- 
fer from  the  “I  strain.”  That  is  fatal 
and  destroys  the  goodwill,  between 
the  preacher  and  congregation.  The 
lines  of  Matheson’s  hymn  give  us  a 
wise  guide  to  the  real  type  of  enthu- 
siasm we  need: 

“My  will  is  not  my  own 

Till  Thou  hast  made  it  Thine 
If  it  would  reach  a monarch's  throne 
It  must,  its  crown  resign." 


Avoid  dullness.  Be  enthusiastic  in 
your  preparation  and  be  thrilled 
when  some  new  truth  becomes  ap- 
parent to  you.  Thus  your  preaching 
Will  never  be  dry.  One  way  to  avoid 
dullness  is  not  to  be  caught  up  in  the 
using  of  slang  — so  current  in  daily 
use.  Don’t  make  the  Gospel  cheap 
by  your  shallowness. 

• I would  remind  lay  men  and  wom- 
en that  your  enthusiasm  in  the  pew 
will  reach  to  the  pulpit.  Many  a 
preacher  could  do  better  if  he  felt 
you  were  with  him,  in  thought  and 
expectancy.  Let  every  service  be 
full  of  unbounded  enthusiasm.  Feel 
like  the  painter  Tintoretto  felt  as  he 
tried  to  put  on  canvas  the  glory  of 
a sunset  and  at  last,  as  he  watched 
the  changing  colors  threw  down  his 
brush  in  despair  and  cried,  “It  is 
impossible:  it  gets  more  and  more 
wonderful.”  With  simiiiar  wonder 
let  our  enthusiasm  be  so  kindled  that 
preacher  and  people  sing: 

“O  for  a thousand  tongues  to  sing 
My  great  Redeemer’s  praise, 

The  glories  of  my  god  and  King 
The  triumphs  of  His  grace.”

This  Good  News  has 
been  transmitted  across  the  centuries  through  the  lives 
of  faithful  men  and  women  and  comes  to  us  at  the  price 
of  the  cross,  through  the  lives  of  countless  martyrs,  and  in 
the  unforgettable  testimony  of  countless  saints  of  whose 
lives  history  has  taken  little  note.  God  has  been  good  to 
us.  Our  land  is  rich  with  natural  resources.  Its  broad  and 
fertile  plains  sustain  our  growing  population  with  ample 
food.  Its  forests  and  the  minerals  of  its  good  earth  pro- 
vide raw  materials  for  every  conceivable  luxury  as  well 
as  necessity. 

Thanksgiving  time.  It  is  easy  for  us  to  give  thanks.  But 
many  arc  those  who  find  the  long  weekend  too  tempting, 
and  in  the  desire  for  further  relaxation  forget  the  house  of 
God  in  the  expression  of  their  gratitude. 

A few  of  the  earth’s  peoples  possess  so  very  much  while 
the  masses  of  mankind  continue  to  sit  in  the  darkness  of 
their  benighted  minds  and  in  the  enslavement  of  their 
poverty.  We  who  are  so  abundantly  blessed  with  all  con- 
ceivable riches  must  also  say  our  prayers  of  penitence  that 
we  have  not  been  and  are  not  now  more  completely  involv- 
ed in  the  redemption  of  all  mankind.  There  is  enough  for 
everyone.  I am  enriched  by  the  freedom,  the  health,  the 
wisdom,  and  the  faith  of  every  other  man.  Let  us  all  go  to 
the  house  of  God  this  Thanksgiving  time  and  express  the 
deep  sentiments  of  our  hearts.  All  the  while,  let  us  not 
forget  our  prayers  of  contrition.  Our  blessings  have 
brought  with  them  responsibilities  which  we  cannot  evade. 

Survey  Shows  Need  for  Action 

During  recent  months  one  of  the  most  competent 
analysts  has  surveyed  the  work  of  the  churches  in  two 
districts  in  Florida.  His  observations  are  minute  and 
discriminating  in  many  respects.  There  are  some  general 
statistics  which  he  called  to  the  attention  of  one  of  the 
districts  which,  alas,  are  all  too  prevalent  throughout  the 
territory.  Please  take  note  of  his  observations  and  then 
hike  inventory  of  the  churches  within  the  district  where 
you  live: 

1.  Four  out  of  five  churches  maintained  no  evan- 
gelistic organization. 


2.  Six  out  of  ten  churches  reported  fewer  than  10% 
of  their  families  have  family  altars. 

3.  In  three  out  of  five  churches  no  one  has  entered 
the  ordained  ministry  from  their  membership  dur- 
ing the  past  ten  years. 

4.  Less  than  50%  of  the  church  membership  is  en- 
rolled in  Church  School. 

5.  No  mission  study  courses  were  held  in  15%,  of  the 
district’s  churches  during  the  year. 

6.  Several  more  churches  are  needed  in  the  districl 
now. 

These  findings  are  serious.  They  indicate  that  wt 
need  to  sit  up  and  take  notice  of  what  the  mission  of  the 
Church  is  and  how  we  can  bring  its  redemptive  message 
to  bear  in  the  lives  of  our  people.  Under  God,  somethine 
can  be  done.  If  we  work  with  God  something  will  be  done

SE  Area 
Count  Is  Down 

Nashville,  Tenn — ( MI)  — A church 
membership  increase  of  12,705,  “the 
smallest  net  gain  recorded  in  recent 
years,”  has  been  announced  by  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  of  The 
Methodist  Church  for  the  1964-65 
conference  year. 

The  announcement  was  made  at 
the  recent  meeting  of  the  Southeast- 
ern Jurisdictional  Council. 

The  latest  membership  figure  for 
the  jurisdiction  was  reported  as 
2.847,971. 

The  reports  were  made  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  J.  Willard  Leggett,  Jr.,  Laurel, 
Miss.,  chairman  of  the  council’s  Com- 
mittee on  Evangelism,  and  the  two 
executive  secretaries  of  the  council, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  D.  Trigg  James  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  James  W.  Sells,  both  from 
Atlanta. 

Though  church  school  enrollment 
showed  a net  gain  of  21,309,  average 
church  school  attendance  decreased 
by  29,813,  according  to  a report  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  E.  Wade  Weldon,  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,  chairman  of  the  council’s 
Committee  on  Education. 

• In  view  of  the  decline  in  church 
school  attendance,  not  only  in  the 
jurisdiction  but  elsewhere,  the  coun- 
cil voted  to  request  the  Methodist 
General  Board  of  Education  to  study 
the  problem,  try  to  ascertain  reasons 
for  the  decline,  and  initiate  proced- 
ures to  reverse  the  trend. 

As  for  the  slow  growth  in  church 
membership,  the  Jurisdictional  Coun- 
cil, itself,  is  promoting  an  evangelis- 
tic effort  which  it  is  hoped  will  result 
in  a greater  ingathering  of  church 
members.  In  fact,  the  1966-67  year 
has  been  designated  as  the  “Year  of 
Simultaneous  Ingathering.”

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Virginia  Law  is  a vivacious  woman. 
She  is  warm,  friendly,  and  outgoing. 
Even  the  tragedy  of  her  husband’s 
death  has  not  dimmed  her  vivid  feel- 
ing about  life,  nor  her  hopes  for  the 
future. 

Virginia  is  5’8”  tall  with  light 
brown  hair  and  blue-grey  eyes,  and 
a smile  that  rarely  stops.  As  a child 
she  was  called  a “chatterbox”  by  her 
mother.  Virginia  was  born  and  reared 
in  Chipley,  Florida,  but  her  family 
moved  to  Tallahassee  in  1947. 

She  was  visiting  her  parents  Aug. 
4,  1964  when  word  came  from  the 
Congo  that  rebel  soldiers  had  killed 
Burleigh.  He  was  flying  into  the  mis- 
sion station  to  evacuate  missionaries 
when  he  landed  and  was  killed  by 
soldiers  who  wanted  to  take  the  plane 
for  their  own  use.  It  was  a senseless 
killing  but  war  seldom  makes  sense. 
His  body  lies  in  a small  cemetery  on

Head  Arts  6 : 1 -6 

As  church  workers  we  should  be 
scrupulously  careful  in  representing 
the  cause  of  Christ  in  the  community 
where  we  live.  Christianity  itself  is 
judged  bv  what  we  do. 

It  is  an  established  fact  that  more 
than  50%  of  the  students  who  come 
to  college  today  are  doubtful  concern- 
ing the  church  as  an  organized  body. 

Dr.  Charles  Layman,  head  of  the  Flor- 
ida Southern  College  Department  of 
Religion  comes  up  with  some  observa- 
tions to  comple.xing  problems  m discus- 
sions held  recently  around  the  Florida 
Conference. 

This  does  not  mean  that  they  are  ir- 
religious; it  does  mean  that  they 
think  of  the  church  as  going  through 
the  motions  of  religion  in  today’s 
world,  just  this  alone.  They  feel  that 
we  are  more  interested  in  preserving 
our  own  life  in  the  community  than 
in  losing  it  to  save  an  upset  world. 

Please,  let  us  not  just  put  this  off 
as  one  of  the  excesses  that  belong  to 
youth.  It  is  more  marked  today  than 
anytime  in  the  numerous  years  that 
I have  been  teaching. 

• Of  course,  there  are  many  things 
that  are  fine  and  true  in  the  church 
that  they  are  not  seeing;  but  that  we 
are  sometimes  more  concerned  with 
ourselves  than  with  the  needy  world 
around  us  would  not  be  too  difficult 
to  substantiate  in  some  cases.  Hold- 
ing our  own  in  the  world  is  the  prior 
responsibility. 

This  has  always  been  the  tempta- 
tion of  the  church.  Great  pressures 
are  put  upon  us  to  make  peace  with 
the  world  as  it  is.  Halford  Luccock 
once  said  in  my  hearing  that  if  the 
church  marries  a given  generation  she 
is  bound  to  be  a widow  in  the  next, 
and  that  without  reasonable  means 
of  support.  It  is  not  that  we  intend 
to  do  this;  it  just  seems  to  happen 
when  we  grow  tired  of  swimming  up- 
stream. 

• When  the  early  Jerusalem 
church  chose  the  seven  deacons  to 
administer  the  service  of  the  church 
to  widows  and  the  needy,  they  se- 
lected men  “of  good  repute,  full  of 
the  spirit,  and  of  wisdom’’  (vs  3). 


What  grand  qualifications! 

These  men  must  be  respected  in 
their  communities— “of  good  report.” 
They  must  have  the  Spirit  of  God  in 
their  lives  “full  of  the  spirit.”  And 
they  must  be  men  of  wisdom  and 
good  judgment  men  "of  wisdom.” 

• The  story  of  John  Newton  is 
powerfully  moving.  As  a fun-away 
lad,  he  was  sold  into  slavery.  Later 
when  he  gained  his  freedom  he  be- 
came captain  of  a slave  ship.  After 
a deep  religious  experience  he  be- 
came a minister  in  the  Church  of 
England.  He  used  to  pray  continu- 
ally for  what  called  “London  grace.” 
By  this  time  he  meant  the  grace  to 
enable  one  to  live  as  a Christian  even 
in  the  big  city  of  London. 

No  wonder  Newton  could  write 
the  hymn  “How  Sweet  the  Name  of 
Jesus  Sounds,”  as  well  as  “May  the 
Grace  of  Christ  Our  Savior.” 

• One  of  the  seven  deacons  that 
were  chosen  was  Stephen  who  be- 
came the  first  Christian  martyr.  He 
was  eloquent  in  presenting  the  Gos- 
pel. even  as  he  was  eloquent  in  his 
death.  It  is  inspiring  to  see  him  take 
a stand  before  the  organized  Jewish 
church  of  his  day  and  say  that  they 
were  acting  like  their  fathers  who 
killed  the  prophets  God  had  sent 
them  ( Acts  7:51-53). 

Because  of  this,  this  blind  and  hurt 
company  struck  back  at  Stephen;  en- 
raged, they  “ground  their  teeth 
against  him”  and  then  took  him  out 
and  stoned  him.  This  is  history;  is  it 
also  a parable?

'Conscience  of  Church'

tions, stirs  and  often  irritates, 
and  never  encourages  complac- 
ency. Vast  differences  of  opin- 
ion are  to  be  found  among  its 
members  and  every  opinion 
finds  free  expression. 

“1  must  confess,  however,  that 
at  times  it  seems  that  most  of  us 
from  the  South  are  regarded  as 
conservatives  simply  because  we 
are  from  the  South,  and  our 
opinions  and  statements  appear 
to  be  discounted  on  that  basis. 
This  is  unfortunate  because  fre- 
quently there  is  need  for  more 
careful  study  and  consideration. 
It  is  highly  doubtful  that  any- 
body is  right  all  the  time! 

“In  nearly  every  action  of  the 
board,  there  are  within  its  mem- 
bership some  people  who  agree 
and  some  who  disagree.  This  is 
also  the  privilege  of  Methodists 
everywhere,  remembering  that 
the  General  Board  speaks  to  the 
Church  and  not  for  the  Church. 
Only  the  General  Conference 
can  speak  for  Methodism.”

Methodists  of  the  Klorit i:i  ;md  Oklahoma  Annual  Conferences  led  'I’he  Meth- 
odist Church  last  year  in  giving  to  overseas  and  home  missions  respectively 
through  the  Advance  Special  plan  of  Methodist  missionary  giving  for  a total 
of  $7,120,894. 

A report  just  released  by  the  Methodist  Board  of  Missions  shows  that  the 
Florida  Conference  was  the  highest-giving  conference  to  overseas  missions 
Specials  of  Methodism’s  92  annual  conferences  and  that  the  Oklahoma  Con- 
ference was  the  top  giver  among  annual  conferences  to  home  missions  Specials. 
The  Florida  Conference  gave  $378,312  and  the  Oklahoma  Conference  $154,307. 

In  a similar  report,  also  just  released  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  the 
Marvin  Memorial  Methodist  Church  in  Tyler,  Texas,  is  listed  as  the  highest- 
giving  local  church  to  overseas  missions  Specials  and  the  Parkway  Methodist 
Church  in  Milton,  Mass.,  as  the  top  giver  to  home  missions  Specials.  Marvin

Social  Concerns 
Group  Meets 

Louisville,  Ky. — (MI) — Statements 
generally  favoring  federal  aid  to  edu- 
cation, church  participation  in  federal 
anti-poverty  programs,  and  the  union 
shop — all  with  cautions — were  adop- 
ted here  by  the  General  Board  of 
Christian  Social  Concerns  of  The 
Methodist  Church. 

In  other  actions  in  the  closing  ses- 
sion of  its  annual  meeting  here  the 
board : 

Voted  support  of  federal  legisla- 
tion which  would  curb  purchase,  sale, 
possession,  or  use  by  civilians  of  fire- 
arms such  as  bombs,  rockets,  bazoo- 
kas, and  machine  guns; 

Asked  that  President  Johnson  call 
a White  House  Conference  on  Alco- 
hol and  Alcoholism; 

Urged  creation  of  a federal  com- 
mission on  alcoholism; 

Voted  support  of  the  Gruening- 
Udall  Bill  to  coordinate  and  dissem- 
inate birth  control  information; 

Called  for  “strengthening  of  federal 
legislation  in  support  of  equal  em- 
ployment opportunities  for  all,  by 
the  provision  of  proper  administrative 
enforcement  procedures,  subject  to 
judicial  review;” 

Said  that  “fair  housing  legislation, 
balancing  the  rights  of  buyers  and 
sellers,  appropriate  to  all  levels  of 
government,  should  be  enacted  speed- 
ily as  part  of  the  long,  painful  strug- 
gle of  the  people  of  the  United  States 
to  bring  to  fuller  reality  the  clear 
meaning  and  purpose  of  our  funda- 
mental laws  and  principles;” 

Urged  inclusion  of  migrant  labor  in 
such  programs  as  old  age  insurance, 
disability  insurance,  and  other  pro- 
visions of  the  Social  Security  Act, 
minimum  standards  for  wages,  hours 
and  housing,  and  regulation  of  child 
labor. 

In  adopting  the  resolutions  the 
board  was  speaking  only  for  itself  and 
not  the  entire  Methodist  Church.  The 
board  is  composed  of  about  100  min- 
isters and  laymen  from  all  parts  of 
the  nation.

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Poke  at  'God  is  Dead'  Thinking 
Is  Taken  By  Bishop  Gerald  Kennedy 


Los  Angki.ks,  Calif.  (MI>  Meth- 
odist Bishop  (Jerald  Kennedy  sharply 
criticized  a new  school  of  theologians 
who  are  proclaiming  that  Cod  is  dead, 
and  called  on  the  Church  “to  get 
hack  to  the  biblical  witness  of  the 
reality  of  Cod.’’ 

“If  these  theologians  mean  what 
they  are  saying  then  they  ought  to  he 
ashamed  to  take  money  from  Chris- 
tian institutions  for  their  salaries,”  he 
said  in  an  address  to  1,100  business 
and  civic  leaders  at  the  Statler  Hilton 
Hotel. 

He  spoke  at  the  14th  Bishop’s  Lay- 
men Luncheon, an  annual  event  spon- 
sored by  laymen  of  the  Southern 
California-Arizona  Methodist  Con- 
ference. 

“If  they  do  not  mean  exactly  what 
they  say,  then  they  need  to  go  back 
to  school  and  take  a course  in  ‘bone- 
head  English.’  In  my  freshman  col- 
lege days  this  was  an  attempt  to  teach 
people  who  did  not  know  how  to  con- 
struct a simple  sentence,  in  the  fun- 
damentals of  English  composition.” 

The  Los  Angeles  clergy  leader 
warned  that  young  men  preparing 
for  the  ministry  under  this  school  of 
thought  will  come  to  the  churches  and 
try  to  proclaim  the  good  news  of 
Cod’s  death.  “It  is  about  as  silly  as  a 
medical  school  having  a Christian 
Scientist  tell  medical  students  that 
all  the  study  of  medicine  is  futile,” 
he  said. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  these  theolo- 
gians are  trying  to  start  a new  school 
to  attract  attention,  then  they  are 
nothing  but  exhibitionists  and  need 
psychiatric  treatment.  Bishop  Ken- 
nedy said.  “For  Christian  men  to  seek 
notoriety  at  the  expense  of  integrity 
is  a complete  denial  of  the  Christian 
faith. 

“Personally,  I am  sick  and  tired  of 
them  with  their  message  of  defeat 
and  despair.  Let  them  write  for 
Pravda  if  they  must  and  let  the  Chris- 
tian church  get  back  to  the  biblical 
witness  of  the  reality  of  God. 

“Doubt  if  you  must  yourself,  and 
all  human  endeavor,  but  never  doubt 
that  God  is  the'  great  ‘I  AM’  the  One 
without  whom  we  cannot  live.” 

Losing  the  consciousness  of  God 
in  our  life,  he  said,  is  like  having  a 
drought  fall  upon  the  land.  The 
drought  is  not  positive  but  negative. 
"It  does  not  do  anything  particularly 


but  the  streams  grow  silent,  crops 
wither  and  life  dies.  So  the  man  with- 
out Cod  grows  quiet,  listless  and  fin 
ally,  desperate.” 

Modern  men,  above  everything 
else,  need  to  worship,  the  bishop 
stressed.  A man  goes  to  a worship 
service  and  finds  that  everything  is 
wrong.  The  choir  is  a little  flat,  the 
preacher  does  not  have  much  to  say 
that  seems  relevant,  and  the  whole 
thing  seems  unbuttoned.  And  he  says 
to  himself,  he  can  do  without  this  and 
turns  his  back  on  worship. 

“Yet  when  a man  does  not  have  a 
day  of  the  week  where  he  sets  his 
mind  on  higher  things  and  contem- 
plates the  unseen,  something  goes  out 
of  his  life.  It  grows  stale  and  unprof- 
itable and  he  wonders  what  is  wrong.” 

Bishop  Kennedy  also  called  for 
more  attention  to  personal  relations. 
“When  we  are  dealing  with  another 
person,  we  are  dealing  with  an  abso- 
lute and  with  something  beyond 
which  we  cannot  go. 

“So  a man  may  say  that  he  will  be- 
come a business  success  and  then 
spend  some  time  with  his  family  only 
to  find  later  on  that  it  is  too  late. 


His  children  are  strangers  to  him  an 
his  wife  seems  on  the  other  side  of 
great  abyss. 

“Great  institutions  such  as  mote 
companies  or  universities  all  lear 
finally  the  neither  high  wages  nr 
specialized  information  can  subst 
tute  for  every  man’s  longing  to  I 
recognized  as  a person.”

(Previous  edition 
of  the  Book  of  Worship  were  receive< 
by  the  General  Conference  but  neve 
adopted  officially). 

A worthy  result  of  eight  years  o 
intensive  effort  and  study  by  th 
Commission  on  Worship,  The  Boo> 
of  Worship  contains  the  church’s  of 
ficial  orders  of  worship,  services  fo 
the  administration  of  the  sacraments 
and  a useful  collection  of  prayers 
acts  of  praise,  Scripture  sentences 
litanies,  collects,  and  other  aids. 

One  of  the  marked  improvement 
is  in  the  Psalter,  which  replaces  th 
present  Responsive  Readings.  Th 
new  Psalter,  designed  for  mearungfu 
reading  by  the  congregation  and  min 
ister.  restores  the  historic  use  of  th 
Psalms,  many  of  which  were  origi 
nally  intended  for  liturgical  use  ii 
corporate  worship.  These,  with  a sec 
tion  on  “Canticles  and  Other  Acts  o 
Praise,”  provide  a rich  biblical  con 
text  for  the  worship  experience.

The  Bishop  Calls 


Tribute  to  Mrs.  Buckner  For  FSC  Gift 
Plus  Bishop's  Thinking— 'God  Is  Not  Dead!' 


The  many  friends  of  Mrs.  T.  G.  Buckner  were  saddened 
to  learn  of  her  death  in  October  during  a vacation  abroad. 
Mrs.  Buckner  had  happily  anticipated  this  tour  and  was 
enjoying  the  historic  sights  of  Italy  at  the  time  of  her 
passing.  I came  to  know  her  as  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Florida  Southern  College.  She  was  a de- 
lightfully animated  person.  Across  the  years  she  had 
become  thoroughly  committed  to  the  task  which  the  Flor- 
ids  Conference  is  seeking  to  perform  through  its  college 
in  Lakeland. 

Mrs.  Buckner’s  munificent  bequest  to  Florida  Southern 
College  became  news  of  nationwide  interest.  I have  re- 
ceived communications  from  New  England,  and  the  States 
of  Washington  and  California  congratulating  the  college 
on  its  “good  fortune.”  At  this  present  moment  I am 
greatly  concerned  that  we  shall  not  forget  this  lovely  lady 
whom  I saw  but  a few  weeks  ago  when  she  seemed  so 
very  much  alive,  so  buoyant  in  spirit  and  so  happy  in  her 
anticipation  of  the  future.  In  a very  real  sense  she  will 
live  on  in  the  lives  of  many  young  people  who  are  blessed 
by  the  type  of  ministry  which  Florida  Southern  College 
will  be  enabled  to  render  because  of  her  generosity. 


• There  are  a few  things  we  of  Florida  Methodism  must 
remember.  First,  our  concern  and  our  sense  of  obli- 
gation with  regard  to  the  college  must  not  be  relaxed. 
Florida  Southern  will  probably  not  receive  its  portion  of 
the  estate  of  Mrs.  Buckner  for  at  least  two  years  and  a 
half.  When  received,  the  income  from  the  increased  en- 
dowment will  make  it  possible  for  the  college  to  meet  the 
spiraling  costs  of  education  only  with  the  continuing  sup- 
port of  the  Conference.  Frankly,  there  have  been  times 
when  the  indefinite  survival  of  all  of  our  independent 
colleges — and  Florida  Southern  in  a very  special  sense — 
has  seemed  unlikely. 

It  is  our  confident  belief  that  this  bequest  will  give 
positive  assurance  to  many  people  that  Florida  Southern 
is  here  to  stay.  Other  gifts  will  come.  We  are  confident 
of  the  future.  Moreover,  every  gift  will  make  possible 
the  greater  enrichment  of  our  scholastic  and  religious  pro- 
gram on  the  campus. 


• Dr.  Thrift  has  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  sup- 
port and  the  encouragement  of  our  Methodist  people 
and  congregations.  He  and  those  who  labor  with  him 
will  continue  to  need  this  same  sort  of  encouragement. 
The  requirement  for  the  generous  undergirding  of  Florida 
Southern  by  contributions  from  local  churches  and  local 
Methodists  remains  as  important  in  the  future  as  it  has 


been  in  the  past. 


God  Is  Not  Dead! 

Time  Magazine  gave  considerable  attention  lately  t 
a small  coterie  of  university  professors  whose  teachin 
has  been  labeled  the  new  theology  and  whose  proclamatio 
is  that  “God  is  dead.”  How  can  the  theologian,  whos 
field  has  to  do  with  the  knowledge  of  God,  declare  the 
that  of  which  he  has  knowledge  does  not  exist?  Such  me 
as  these  have  come  and  gone.  Brilliant  they  may  be,  yt 
they  fall  short  of  true  understanding.  In  the  name  ( 
truth  they  deny  the  existence  of  the  Source  of  all  trutl 
They  leave  man  bereft  and  lonely  in  a desolate  work 
With  no  God,  there  is  no  Messiah.  With  no  Messial 
there  is  no  redemption,  nor  is  there  hope  for  immortalit; 


• The  world  is  yearning  to  hear  the  dynamic  proclaim 
tion  of  the  nearness  and  the  righteousness,  and  the  r< 
deeming  love  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  In  such  an  hour  i 
this  men  long  to  hear  of  the  eternal  verities  of  faith  r< 
vealed  to  the  fathers  and  substantiated  by  the  experienc 
of  the  Church  in  all  generations. 


• If  God  does  not  live  in  the  heart  of  a man,  then  for 
that  man  God  is  dead.  If  belief  in  the  person  and 
presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  departs  from  the  Church, 
then  for  that  Church  God  is  dead!  However,  no 
matter  how  indifferent  we  are  to  the  rightousness  of 
that  God  or  however  insensitive  we  are  to  His  pres- 
ence— we  are  one  and  all,  individually  and  collec- 
tively accountable  to  Him.  We  cannot  escape  His 
awareness  of  us,  or  His  concern,  or  His  judgment.  God 
is  not  dead.  I saw  him  in  the  sunset  tonight.  The 
stars  that  shine  so  brightly  through  my  window  speak 
to  me  of  the  infinitude  of  His  power  and  glory.  God 
is  not  dead.  I prayed  today  and  heard  His  voice 
within  the  quiet  sanctuary  of  my  heart. 

The  age  old  message  is  still  that  declared  by  the 
prophets  and  revealed  in  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  God  is 
not  dead.  He  is  very  real  and  very  near  and  very 
powerful  to  redeem.  If  we  have  forgotten  this,  we 
need  to  be  reminded  once  more.  It  must  be  declared 
from  every  pulpit  with  power.  It  must  be  witnessed 
to  in  everv  home  and  office.

Thomas  J.  J.  Altizer,  38,  an  asso- 
ite  professor  of  religion  at  Atlan- 
s Emory  University,  a Methodist 
lool.

:rgyman  but  a layman,  thus  free 
>m  ecclesiastical  direction.  Dr.  Al- 
:er  teaches  in  the  Department  of

>llege  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences 
the  University.  Dean  Cannon 
tes  that  the  Candler  School  of  The- 
)gy  is  one  of  the  twelve  official 
minaries  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
le  Department  of  Bible  of  Emory 
>llege  is  not  a part  of  the  seminary, 
awever,  Dean  Cannon  fairly  states 
at  this  department  consists  of  “a 
imber  of  learned  and  gifted  teach- 
3.  Though  they  respect  Dr.  Altizer 
d work  well  with  him  as  a col- 
igue,  they  do  not  necessarily  share 
3 religious  point  of  view.” 

Further,  Dean  Cannon  reports  that 
e University  has  accorded  Dr.  Al- 
;er  time  and  opportunity  for  his  re- 
arch, complete  freedom  of  thought, 
d the  incentive  to  engage  in  crea- 
te scholarship. 

As  this  is  a prime  topic  of  conven- 
tion among  ministers  and  laymen, 
i must  call  attention  to  the  other 
eologians  and  their  remarks  in 


Time  Magazine  of  October  22. 

After  you  have  read  their  remarks, 
listen  to  Dean  Cannon  as  he  con- 
cludes his  analysis  of  Dr.  Altizer’s 
theory  by  saying: 

“If  he  means  by  “God  is  Dead” 
that  many  people  have  abandoned 
Christianity  as  their  practicing  phil- 
osophy of  life  and  are,  therefore,  in- 
different to  God  as  he  is  revealed  in 
Christian  faith,  then  there  is  a lot  of 
truth  in  what  he  says;  and  the 
Church  ought  to  exercise  herself  in 
a new  and  more  vital  mission  of  evan- 
gelism. However,  if,  on  the  other 
hand,  he  means  that  God  as  a trans- 
cendent being  once  existed  but  now 
no  longer  exists,  that  to  me  is  diffi- 
cult to  entertain  as  a rational  con- 
cept, for  God  by  definition  is  both 
the  creator  and  sustainer  of  all  that 
is,  and  his  very  transcendence  makes 
him  immune  to  the  ravages  of  tem- 
poral existence. 

“If  he  means  that  God  is  no  more 
than  a projection  of  man’s  idealism 
and  was  once  a convenient  device  for 
accomplishing  good  ends  in  a time  of 
superstition  but  is  now  irrevelant  in 
a world  of  science,  then  that  view  is 
clear  and  comprehensible  and  is  held 
by  many  people.  It  is,  however,  athe- 
ism and  is  not  compatible  at  all  with 


the  Christian  religion.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  Dr.  Altizer  and  the  other 
proponents  of  the  “God  is  Dead 
Movement”  believe  that  modern  cir- 
cumstances demand  new  thought  pat- 
terns in  order  to  convey  the  Chris- 
tian redemptive  message  to  mankind, 
then  we  should  at  least  give  them  a 
hearing,  for  what  is  seriously  pro- 
posed should  always  be  seriously  con- 
sidered. As  yet,  they  have  not  clear- 
ly stated  what  they  actually  believe. 

“This  leads  me  to  my  final  obser- 
vation. I want  to  consider  the  atti- 
tudes and  procedures  that  are  neces- 
sary in  the  operation  of  a large  Uni- 
versity. The  basic  attitude  is  aca- 
demic freedom.  When  a person  is 
brought  to  a faculty  he  is  given  the 
opportunity  to  think  freely  and  is  en- 
couraged, both  in  the  laboratory  and 
in  the  study,  to  engage  in  creative 
scholarship  that  will  lead  to  new  dis- 
coveries and  open  new  frontiers  of 
learning.  To  be  sure  we  run  great 
risks  in  this;  but  the  gains  far  out- 
weigh the  risks.  Even  in  religion,  we 
ought  to  be  confronted  with  ideas 
with  which  we  violently  disagree. 
One  learns  far  more  from  reading  the 
works  of  thinkers  who  disturb  and 
challenge  him  than  from  thinkers  who 
confirm  his  own  opinions.” 


Dr.  Stokes  Said  at  Leesburg 
In  Essence  That  ' God  Is' .... 

The  Florida  Methodist  reported  in  its  October  15th  issue  some 
of  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Mack  B.  Stokes,  associate  dean  and  Parker  Pro- 
fessor of  Systematic  Theology  of  the  Candler  School  of  Theology  at 
Emory  as  he  spoke  at  the  annual  Pastor’s  School  of  the  Florida  An- 
nual Conference  held  at  Leesburg. 

At  that  time  Dr.  Stokes,  an  intelligent  theologian  tagged  today’s 
theological  argument  as  having  to  do  “with  the  belief  in  God— not 
the  reality  of  God— because  God  is.” 

Interesting  then  are  some  more  of  the  re  marks  made  by  Dean 
Cannon  when  he  says: 

“God  is  not  dead  at  Emory.  He  is  very  much  alive  in  the  teach- 
ing and  leadership  of  this  great  Christian  University.  We  are  big 
enough  to  absorb  and  use  all  forms  of  opinion.  We  exercise  the  privilege 
of  discussion,  dialogue  and  debate.  We  are  strengthened  and  in  turn 
we  strengthen  others  by  having  to  give  a reasonable  account  of  the 
faith  that  is  in  us  against  strong  and  intelligent  opposition.  We  never 
progress  by  restriction  and  exclusion.”

brings  us  back  to  broad  and  also  to  all 
tho  physical  necessities  for  healthy 
living. 

We  are  more,  however,  than  bodies; 
we  are  living  spirits  who  sin  and  need 
forgiveness.

It  is  a 
prayer  that  we  not  be  found  in  a 
situation  too  great  for  us  to  meet. 

When  interpreted  in  the  light  ol 
Jesus’  total  teachings,  the  Lord’s 
Prayer  becomes  the  greatest  of  all

Statements  Made  by  Jesus  Christ 


The  Living  Word  by  Dr.  Laymon 


Read  Matt:  6:7-15 

Every  man  prays  at  some  time  or 
other.  And  most  of  them  do  it  more 
frequently  than  they  realize.  We  must 
not  count  only  the  times  when  we  at- 
tend church  or  deliberately  kneel  at 
home.  Each  lifting  of  our  thoughts 
heavenward  is  some  kind  of  praying. 

My  father  invariably  kneeled  be- 
side his  bed  to  pray  before  he  retired 
for  the  night.  I do  not  know  what

us  another  thoughtful  column. 


he  said  in  these  prayers;  I never  asked 
him.  But  I do  know  that  the  fact  that 
he  prayed  thus  was  a stabilizing  fact 
in  our  home.  As  regularly  as  the  sun 
rose  and  set,  father  prayed  to  the 
heavenly  Father. 

There  are  some,  on  the  other  hand, 
who  do  not  establish  regular  times  for 
praying.  They  constantly  live  in  an 
attitude  of  prayer.  It  is  almost  as 


though  they  are  always  in  conversa- 
tion with  God,  even  while  they  are 
going  about  their  daily  duties.  The 
window  of  heaven  is  never  shut  with- 
in their  souls. 

One  of  the  questions  that  is  most 
frequently  asked  has  to  do  with  how 
one  shall  pray.  What  shall  I say? 
Whom  shall  I include?  Where  shall 
I begin?  Shall  I pray  for  things? 

Jesus  gave  us  an  example  for  pray- 
ing in  the  Lord’s  Prayer.  He  included 
here  the  Kingdom,  forgiveness,  daily 
bread,  and  the  praise  of  God  whose 
name  should  be  hallowed. 

It  was  no  accident  that  this  prayer 
begins  with  elevated  and  moving 
thoughts  of  God;  all  prayer  begins 
with  a focus  on  God.  He  is  a Father, 
the  father  of  us  all  (“Our”).  He  is 
holy.  He  is  giving  men  a Kingdom  on 
earth  where  his  will  shall  be  done 
just  as  it  is  in  heaven. 

Some  persons  wonder  whether 
Jesus  had  actual  bread  in  mind 
when  he  said,  “Give  us  this  day 
our  daily  bread.”  I feel  sure  that  He 
did  since  we  live  physical  lives.  The 
soul  is  placed  in  a body  and  Jesus’ 
healing  ministry  assures  us  that  we 
should  take  our  bodies  seriously.  This

1 of  the  local  church.  Each  Gen- 
Board  is  interested  in  and  feels 
; responsibility  for  only  one  part 
ie  local  church  program.  There  is 
a single  agency  of  the  church 
h has  this  same  interest  in  the 


local  church’s  total  program.  Only  the 
pastor  has  this  interest  and  responsi- 
bility, a fact  that  often  puts  him  at 
odds  with  the  General  Boards.  He 
often  feels  that  he  is  on  the  receiv- 
ing end  of  programs  originated  by  the 
Boards,  not  one  of  which  seems  to 
have  any  idea  of  what  the  other 
Boards  are  doing.  Each  Board  seems 
to  communicate  with  the  pastor  as  if 
that  particular  Board’s  program  were 
the  whole  program  of  the  local 
church. 

To  refer  again  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions reports,  if  the  statisticians  of 
that  Board  would  take  the  General 
Minutes  and  rank  the  top  churches 
according  to  total  benevolence  giving, 
they  would  have  something  far  more 
interesting  and  important.  Of  course, 
one  can  make  out  a good  case  for  not 
publishing  such  reports  at  all,  since  a 
wealthy  congregation’s  poor  perform- 
ance will  sometimes  show  up  better 
in  statistics  than  a poor  congrega- 
tion’s really  fine  stewardship.  But  if 
we  must  have  such  reports,  I suggest 
the  following.  I took  the  1964  Gen- 
eral Minutes  and  used  the  figures  for 


the  church  of  which  I am  pastor  as 
the  cut-off  point.  I freely  grant  that 
I may  have  made  a mistake  in  my 
hasty  research  and  if  the  reader  spots 
an  error,  I apologize  in  advance.  Any- 
way, here  is  what  I found,  the  total 
in  each  case  being  the  total  of  all 
benevolences,  including  the  Woman’s 
Society. 

Let's  Take  a Look 
At  a 20  Year  Record 

A look  at  Methodism’s  record  in 
the  nine-state  Southeastern  Jurisdic- 
tion during  the  last  10  years  shows: 

— Total  membership  has  increased 
from  2,152,353  to  2,847,971. 

— Total  giving  for  all  purposes  has 
jumped  from  $29,273,329  to  $171,- 
430,303,  and  per  capita  giving  from 
$13.60  to  $60.19  (but  still  one  of  the 
lowest  per  member  averages  among 
Protestant  groups). 

— Number  of  churches  has  in- 
creased from  4,539  to  6,854  and  the 
number  of  effective  (active)  minis- 
ters from  4,290  to  6,854.

supposed  to  be  leading.  There  is  no 
renewal  of  the  Church  which  does 
not  speak  to  a world  in  revolution. 
The  body  of  Christ  is  a task  force 
that  witnesses  between  “ a world  that 
is  passing  away  and  the  new  world 
being  born.”  It  is  the  living  Christ 
that  provides  the  cutting  edge  of  the 
evangelistic  thrust.  It  is  He  who 
commands  us  to  meet  the  world 
where  it  is.

Each  Methodist  church  must  strug- 
gle within  itself  to  give  meaning  to 
its  ministry.

The  focus  is  local  but  the  witness 
is  to  the  world. 


Seattle—  ( MI ) —Opposition  to  the 
use  of  public  funds  to  support  church- 
related  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  was  voiced  here  in  a state- 
ment issued  by  the  Council  of  Bish- 
ops of  The  Methodist  Church. 

“We  are  concerned,”  the  bishops 


said,  “lest  under  the  guise  of  ‘child 
benefits,’  increasing  amounts  of  pub- 
lic funds  be  diverted  to  private  edu- 
cation, until  through  the  cumulative 
effect  of  piecemeal  diversion  of  tax 
money  the  service  rendered  by  the 
public  schools  be  seriously  impaired.” 

Expressing  their  belief  that  pub- 
lic funds  cannot  be  constitutionally 
used  to  support  non-public  schools 
which  serve  “as  channels  for  incul- 
cating religious  doctrines,”  the  Coun- 
cil of  Bishops  called  upon  Methodist 
people  “to  resist  in  every  legitimate 
way  the  allocation  of  public  funds  to 
such  agencies.” 

The  statement  also  included  sec- 
tions on  “Reconciliation”  and  “Our 
Faith.” 

“The  recent  progress  made  in  the 
field  of  human  relations  and  the  new 
dignity  given  to  all  of  God’s  children 
in  many  lands  must  go  further  than 
‘obedience  to  law’  and  ‘recognition  of 
human  rights,’  ” the  bishops  declared. 

Prayer  and  “every  intelligent 
peaceful  gesture”  should  be  used,  the 
episcopal  leaders  urged  “that  broth- 
ers and  sisters  may  help  each  other.” 

The  bishops  also  reaffirmed  their 
faith  in  the  living  God,  “who  moves 
purposefully  in  human  history,  ^nd 
before  whom  each  if  his  chilrF 
inescapable  moral  and  spiri 
sponsibility.”

Since  October  26,  the  Rev.  Cesar  Benitez  and  members 
of  El  Salvador  Methodist  Church  which  he  serves,  have 
been  giving  assistance  at  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Base  in 
Key  West,  Florida  by  providing  Cuban  coffee,  clean  cloth- 
ing, and  language  translation  aid  to  the  incoming  refugees. 

The  Spanish-speaking  Methodist  folks  of  the  mission 
church  are  helping  the  Immigration  officers,  the  Coast 
Guard,  and  the  Cuban  travelers  to  keep  the  business  of 
registration,  small  pox  inoculation,  and  bus  trips  to  Miami 
going  smoothly. 

The  trip  from  Cuba,  ninety  miles  by  open  boat  across 
the  Straits  of  Florida,  has  been  braved  by  hundreds  of 
Cuban  people  seeking  asylum.  Upon  arriving  in  Key 
West,  after  a journey  that  is  sometimes  as  long  as  twenty- 
four  hours,  the  exiles  receive  a warm  welcome  from  the 
many  “Spanish  Conch”  relatives  in  Key  West  who  stand 
nearby  on  the  public  dock  and  wave  greetings.  Refugee 
relatives  from  Miami,  who  have  arrived  in  earlier  years, 
are  present,  but  they  must  wait  for  personal  contact  with 
their  kin  and  friends  until  after  the  Miami  immigration 
routines. 

The  El  Salvador  pastor  and  his  people,  along  with  the 
Florida  Methodist  Spanish  Ministry,  have  led  the  service 
efforts  of  the  civilians  in  South  Florida  as  they  worked 
with  the  U.S.  Government  and  Naval  authorities  in  the 
refugee  program.  The  language  translation  for  the  large 
number  of  refugees  has  been  a great  help  to  the  officials. 

The  fact  that  someone  cares  enough  to  serve  “Cubano 
cafe”  (Cuban  coffee)  to  the  newly  arrived  refugees  means 
that  the  Methodists  understand.  The  “cafe,”  a thick, 
strong  blend  of  coffee  and  sugar,  is  an  important  part  of 
Cuban  home  life.  When  the  refugees  see  the  coffee  they 
know  that  someone  here  in  the  U.S. A.  understands  them 
and  cares. 

Besides  serving  coffee,  helping  mothers  with  small 
children  and  clothing,  and  settling  down  the  many  sea- 
sick oldsters,  Mr.  Benitez  and  his  people  share  the  Chris- 
tian gospel  by  giving  out  Bible  portions  from  the  Ameri- 
can Bible  Society.

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National  Council  Member  Holds 
Up  Aims,  Denies  Several  Charges 


(Editor's  Note:  This  informative 
article  comprises  excerpts  from  an 
address  by  the  Rev.  J.  Quinter  Mil- 
ler an  associate  general  secretary  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches, 
given  at  the  recent  18th  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Florida  Council  of 
Churches,  held  at  First  Methodist 
Church  in  Lakeland.) 

What  is  the  National  Council  of 
Churches? 

The  National  Council  is  a volun- 
tary partnership  of  30  Protestant  and 
Eastern  Orthodox  communions.  By 
means  of  the  Council,  the  chosen  rep- 
resentatives of  over  40  million  Chris- 
tians take  counsel  together  on  their 
common  tasks.  The  National  Council 
is  a fellowship  of  responsible  Chris- 
tians thinking,  planning,  praying, 
speaking  and  acting  together. 

Who  Administers  the  Council? 

The  governance  of  the  Council  is 
exercised  through  a General  Assem- 
bly, composed  of  875  lay  and  clerical 
members  chosen  by  their  respective 
churches. 

The  General  Board,  numbering  220 
of  these  members,  meets  three  times 
a year. 

An  administrative  staff,  headed  by 
a General  Secretary,  is  responsible  to 
the  governing  body.  Members  of  the 
staff  are  selected  for  their  competence 
and  Christian  dedication. 

The  National  Council  of  Churches, 
founded  in  1950,  has  won  the  abid- 
ing^confidence  of  its  member  com- 
munions. In  spite  of  the  “false  wit- 
ness” borne  by  those  who  oppose  what 
the  churches  do,  through  its  service, 
the  Council  has  attained  a high  de- 
gree of  confidence  and  trust.  The 
Council  is  the  servant  of  its  member 
bodies.  This  is  a very  important  fact 
to  remember.  The  Council  is  not  ir- 
responsible. It  is  the  creation  of  its 
member  churches;  it  acts  in  their  be- 
half: it  is  subject  to  their  control. 

What  Does  the  Council  Do? 

On  behalf  of  the  30  member 
churches,  the  Council  carries  on  70 
programs  in  the  United  States  and 
overseas  through  four  major  program 
divisions:  Christian  Life  and  Mis- 
sion. Christian  Education,  Christian 
Unity  and  Overseas  Ministries. 

Who  Opposes  the  National  Coun- 
cil? 

There  are  two  sources  of  opposi-

tion.  ( 1 ) the  group  of  people  who 
simply  don’t  know  what  the  truth  is. 
These  are  sincere  Christians,  often 
misled  by  partial  or  false  information 
about  what  the  Council  is,  does  and 
why.  Generally,  when  the  truth  is 
known,  they  discover  they  are  friends 
of  the  Council.  (2)  the  solid  block  of 
Biblical  literalists,  the  white  supre- 
macists, and  the  economic  and  social 
reactionaries.  As  my  former  col- 
league, Samuel  Proctor,  has  said: 
“Certain  political  currents  in  the 
country  during  the  past  fourteen 
years  seemed  at  various  times  to  con- 
geal these  forces  and.  in  many  cases, 
the  sediment  settled  into  fixed  or- 
ganizations opposed  to  the  Council’s 
objectives.” 

Add  to  this  the  lukewarm  dedica- 
tion of  many  Christians  who  pay  lip 
service  to  cooperative  Christian  unity 
but  whose  private  concern  is  with  the 
success  of  their  own  local  church  or 
denomination.  Consequently,  these 
people  know  almost  nothing  about 
the  cooperative  work  their  churches 
engage  in  through  local,  state,  Na- 
tional and  World  Councils  of 
Churches.  Such  an  ecumenical  vac- 
uum of  knowledge  victimizes  many 
devout  Christian  people.  They  be- 
come ready  victims  of  the  bearers  of 
false  witness. 

In  discussing  some  of  the  charges 
made  against  the  Council.  Mr.  Miller 

said: 


The  Council  is  "soft”  on  Com- 
munism. 

This  is  simply  not  so.  My  profes- 
sional service  in  Council  work  ex- 
tends over  the  past  44  years.  I know 
the  religious  leaders  of  the  churches. 
I do  not  know  a Communist.  Ralph 
Lloyd  Roy,  in  his  exhaustive  study, 
“Communism  and  the  Churches,”  as- 
serts that  “The  notion  that  America’s 
churches  and  religious  leaders  are 
significantly  influenced  by  Com- 
munists and  communist  sympathizers 
is  absurd.” 

The  Council  is  charged  with  fa- 
voring the  recognition  of  Red  China 
and  her  admission  to  the  United  Na- 
tions. 

The  Council  has  no  such  policy. 

Sam  Banks 
On  Council 

Sam  A.  Banks,  Lakeland  citrus  ex- 
ecutive, has  been  elected  a member 
of  the  Methodist  Church’s  National 
Council  on  World  Service  and 
Finance. 

The  33-member  agency  serves  as 
the  church’s  general  treasury  and 
oversees  the  apportionment  and  dis- 
tribution of  an  annual  $18  million 
World  Service  budget. 

Mr.  Banks  was  nominated  for  the 
Council  post  by  Bishop  James  W. 
Henley.  Lakeland,  and  elected  by  the 
Methodist  Council  of  Bishops.  He 
succeeds  the  late  Howard  Berg  of 
Melbourne  as  a representative  of  the 
church’s  nine-state  Southeastern  Jur- 
isdiction. 

Mr.  Banks  is  general  manager  of 
the  Lakeland  Packing  Co.,  one  of  the 
largest  grapefruit  shipping  firms  in 
the  state,  and  a former  two-term 
chairman  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Com- 
mission. He  is  a graduate  and  trustee 
of  Florida  Southern  College  and  a 
member  of  First  Methodist  Church. 

A former  Floridian,  the  Rev.  Don 
A.  Cooke,  is  general  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  World  Service  Coun- 
cil. which  has  its  headquarters  in  Ev- 
anston, 111.  He  served  pastorates  in 
Miami,  Tampa,  Jacksonville,  Gaines- 
ville, Lake  Worth,  Plant  City  and 
Bradenton  before  his  election  to  the 
Council  staff  in  1960.

The  annual  MYF  Adult  Workers 
with  Youth  Conference  will  be  held 
December  10-12  at  the  Methodist 
Youth  Camp,  Leesburg.

Council  Takes 
Crack  at  Gambling 

A resolution  calling  upon  the  state 
legislature  to  make  a study  of  crime 
and  other  problems  associated  with 
legalized  gambling  was  adopted  by 
the  Florida  Council  of  Churches. 

The  resolution  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  William  W.  Roughton  of 
Fort  Lauderdale,  who  said  a great 
many  people  are  deeply  concerned 
about  increasing  pressures  for  more 
race  tracks  and  other  gambling  out- 
lets as  sources  of  revenue.  Instead, 
he  said,  the  state  needs  to  develop 
a more  responsible  tax  structure. 

A lay  delegate,  Chet  Stolzenburg 
of  Ft.  Lauderdale,  a former  member 
of  the  legislature,  said  there  are  too 
many  inequities  in  the  current  tax 
structure,  including  too  many  “sacred 
cows”  among  large  industries  who  do 
not  carry  their  fair  share  of  the  tax 
load. 

The  church  group  in  its  resolution 
also  called  for  a more  adequate  and 
equitable  tax  structure  in  the  state.

The  story  of  the  significant  achievements  and  calm  heroism  of  the  late 
Burleigh  Law  captured  the  attention,  stirred  the  hearts,  and  opened  the  purses 
of  the  hearers.  There  was  tremendous  emotional  involvement  when  Mrs.  Law 
told  the  story  of  her  husband’s  commitment,  consecration,  and  courage,  and 
the  response  of  the  Congolese  to  his  skillful  service  and  Christlike  spirit.  It  is 
believed  by  many  that  the  influence  of  the  lay  witness  missions  led  by  this 
unique  missionary  martyr  was  responsible  for  turning  back  the  rebel  Communist 
army;  the  people  of  the  Central  Congo  refused  to  feed  and  support  the  army 
that  shot  their  beloved  missionary. 

The  response  of  Florida  Methodism  to  the  appeal  for  the  Law  Memorial 
was  immediate  and  generous.  The  goal  for  the  offering  at  the  conferences 
was  $25,000,  but  incomplete  reports  indicate  that  approximately  $30,000  has 
been  raised  toward  the  goal  of  $40,000  for  the  conference  year  and  this  consti- 
tutes a record  for  our  record  breaking  Conference.  This  response  was  due 
not  only  to  the  effectiveness  of  our  adventure  speakers,  but  to  the  preparation 
of  the  delegates  by  the  excellent  articles  in  The  Florida  Methodist,  and 
the  fine  cultivation  of  the  district  missionary  secretaries  and  district  superin- 
tendents.

In  Wahneta  a 
k of  land  on  South  Rifle  Range 
d adjoining  the  community  cen- 
on  8th  Avenue  East  (where  the 
negation  has  been  meeting)  has 
i purchased  by  the  district  board 
hssions  and  will  be  deeded  to  the 
meta  church  as  soon  as  a build- 


ing is  begun  there.  On  the  property 
is  a five-room  cement  block  house 
which  has  been  renovated  by  the 
Wahneta  members  of  St.  John’s 
Methodist  Church  in  Winter  Haven. 
It  was  furnished  by  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety through  the  1965  Florida  Con- 
ference love  offering.  Mrs.  J.  A. 
Bordner  served  as  chairman. 

The  new  church  and  community 
worker  (under  the  Town  and  Coun- 
try Dept,  of  the  National  Division  of 
the  Methodist  Board  of  Missions)  is 
Miss  Mary  A.  Hubbard,  who  was  com- 
missioned deaconess  at  the  Annual 
Board  of  Missions  Meeting  in  Buck 
Hill  Falls,  Pa.,  last  January.  A 
former  resident  of  Orlando,  graduate 
of  Scarritt  College  in  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  and  a certified  Director  of 
Christian  Education,  Miss  Hubbard 
came  to  the  Eloise  area  in  September 
after  serving  three  years  in  Southwest 
Volusia  County  area  in  the  DeLand 
District.  She  is  living  in  the  house 
on  the  Wahneta  Church  property  and 
will  have  her  office  in  the  new  Eloise 
Church. 

• Ground-breaking  ceremonies  were 
held  with  the  Rev.  John  J.  Rooks, 
district  superintendent,  and  the  Rev. 
Troy  Hatmaker,  pastor,  conducting 
the  services.  The  $35,000  building 
has  been  made  possible  through  the 
efforts  of  the  district  board  of  mis- 
sions, the  district  “Builders  of 


Churches,”  and  interested  individuals 
and  groups.  It  is  sponsored  by  the 
three  Winter  Haven  Churches— Bey- 
mer Memorial,  St.  John’s,  and  Trin- 
ity. B.  T.  Jones  is  the  architect  for 
the  edifice,  and  Tom  Turnbull,  former 
mayor  of  Winter  Haven  and  member 
of  Beymer,  is  chairman  of  the  build- 
ing committee. 

• As  soon  as  the  new  building  is 
completed  in  February,  a day-care 
center  for  pre-school  children  will  be 
opened  to  care  for  a maximum  of  45 
or  50  children  between  the  ages  of  3 
and  6 years.  It  is  hoped  that  through 
this  center  the  church  may  serve 
those  who  are  employed  on  the  day 
shift  of  the  citrus  plants  in  the  area 
who  have  younger  children.  Metho- 
dists throughout  the  district  are  sup- 
porting the  project  through  the  Wom- 
an’s Society  and  other  church  organi- 
zations. Part  of  the  1965  love  offering 
of  the  Florida  Conference  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  will  be 
used  for  acquiring  necessary  equip- 
ment, furnishings,  and  personnel  to 
open  this  center.  The  district  advisory 
committee  for  church  and  community 
work,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Allen  Watson  of  Wildwood,  district 
Woman’s  Society  president,  will  serve 
as  a temporary  board  of  directors  for 
the  center,  and  Miss  Hubbard  will  be 
director.

Story  Will  Tell  About  Experiences  During 
Fourteen  Years  of  Christian  Work  in  Congo 


The  Adventures  in  Mission 
portion  of  the  recent  Florida 
District  Conference  swing  not 
only  raised  funds  for  a Bur- 
leigh Memorial  Fund  in  the 
Congo  but  aided  Mrs.  Vir- 
ginia Law,  former  missionary 
to  the  Congo,  to  see  the  need 
for  a book  describing  the  ex- 
periences of  her  engineer 
husband  and  herself  during 
the  1 4 years  they  spent  in  that 
country. 

Mr.  Law  was  killed  by  rebel 
troops  near  Wembo  Nyama 
August  4,  1964,  during  up- 
risings in  that  area.  Mrs.  Law 
went  to  Scarritt  College  imme- 
diately after  her  husband  was 
martyred  and  will  complete 
work  on  the  M.A.  degree  in 
Christian  education  next  June. 

Mrs.  Law  spoke  at  all  of  the 
1 2 Florida  district  conferences 
recently. 

Mr.  Law  was  shot  by  a 
rebel  as  he  landed  his  liqht 
plane  to  aid  Florida's  Dr.  Wil- 


liam S.  Hughlett,  medical  mis- 
sionary and  Mrs.  Hughlett, 
both  active  missionaries  of 
the  World  Division,  Board  of 
Missions  and  related  to  the 
Florida  Conference.  They  re- 
side in  Cocoa  but  have  just  re- 
turned to  the  Congo  after  a 
furlough.  Dr.  Hughlett  re- 
mained at  Wembo  Nyama 
under  house  arrest  in  1964 
for  several  months  to  provide 
medical  aid. 

The  entire  Law  family  are 
members  of  St.  Paul's  Church 
in  Tallahassee. 

Strange  is  the  fact,  which 
now  comes  to  light,  that  Mr. 
Law  was  killed  because  of  a 
difference  in  the  dialect 
among  the  various  tribes  of 
the  Congo  as  he  reached  to 
shut  off  the  ignition  key  of 
his  plane's  engine.  Even  some 
of  the  rebels  mourned  the 
death  of  missionary-engineer- 
pilot  Burleigh  Law.

Here  Is  Where  $31,572 
For  Law  Fund  Came  From 


When  the  Florida  District  Conferences  set  out  to  do  something  that 
means  a great  deal  to  the  basic  cause  of  Christ's  teachings  — it  is 
done  ! In  short  — the  Law  Memorial  Fund  — still  incomplete  — stands 
at  $31 ,572.91 . Above  the  goal  — why  sure  ! 

And  so  it  was  in  the  recent  Adventures  in  Mission  project  held 
in  each  of  the  1 2'  Districts  when  a goal  was  set  to  raise  $30,000 
toward  the  project  of  building  a senior  high  school  in  Wembo  Nyama, 
the  Congo,  where  Burleigh  Law  of  Tallahassee,  missionary-engineer- 
pilot  was  killed  in  attempting  to  help  Dr.  William  S.  Hughlett,  medi- 
cal missionary  and  Mrs.  Hughlett,  both  long-time  missionaries  from 
the  Florida  Conference,  stationed  in  the  Congo. 

Incomplete  reports  show  the  12  Districts  turning  in  $31,572.91 
and  this  figure  is  as  of  the  last  count  made  on  Dec.  23  — thus  more 
is  expected. 

The  Florida  Conference  wants  to  raise  $40,000  toward  the 
high  school  by  Annual  Conference.  The  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 
Board  of  Missions  has  flung  a challenge  — build  a $100,000  high 
school  at  Wembo  Nyama  where  Burleigh  Law  was  killed  — most 
likely  because  of  a difference  in  dialect  spoken  by  the  rebels. 

He  made  a Christian  choice  — to  land  his  plane  and  thus  give 
his  life  to  help  his  fellow  Christians  . . . Dr.  William  S.  Hughlett  and 
Mrs.  Hughlett  of  the  Florida  Conference  and  others. 

The  response  to  the  talk  by  Mrs.  Law  in  the  12  districts  was 
outstanding  and  here  are  the  initial  figures:

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A New  Day  In  Christian  Education 


The  following  is  written  by  the  Rev.  George  Foster  of 
Tallahassee  who  is  on  a team  of  Annual  Conference 
representatives  assigned  to  keep  the  ball  rolling  on  this 
program. 


“A  New  Day  in  Christian  Education”  is  the  call  be- 
ginning to  be  heard  throughout  the  Methodist  Church. 
It  originates  with  the  General  Conference  and  comes  to 
us  through  the  General  Board  of  Education,  and  will  soon 
be  reaching  local  churches  by  way  of  conference  Boards 
of  Education,  District  Staffs,  area  and  regional  seminars 
and  consultations. 

A major  phase  of  this  New  Day  in  Christian  Educa- 
tion will  be  the  introduction  of  new  Church  School  litera- 
ture for  young  people  and  adults.  The  high  quality  of 
the  new  children’s  literature,  together  with  its  wide- 
spread acceptance  and  use  in  local  churches,  raises  keen 
anticipations  for  the  appearance  of  curriculum  materials 
for  all  Church  School  age  groups. 

Those  who  have  been  privileged  to  get  a preview  of 
some  of  the  new  materials,  even  while  they  are  in  prepar- 
ation, report  their  amazement  at  the  thoroughness  of  ad- 
vance planning,  and  their  great  satisfaction  with  the  theo- 
logical point  of  view  of  the  planners  and  editors.  One  of 
the  basic  concepts  controlling  the  entire  process  of  de- 
velopment and  preparation  of  these  materials  is  called 
the  “principle  of  intersection,”  by  which  is  meant  to  bring 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  bear  upon  life  at  the  point 
of  the  “persistent  life  concerns”  of  a human  being.  This 
is  expected  to  keep  the  materials  thoroughly  in  the  Bibli- 
cal tradition  and  yet  make  them  deeply  relevant  to  life. 

Leaders  of  the  church  are  speaking  and  writing  about 
a “Life-Span  Curriculum,”  which  will  embrace  the  Chil- 
dren’s Literature  already  in  use  and  the  new  materials 


in  preparation.  Knowing  the  vast  need  for  more  exposurt 
to  Christian  teaching  and  participation  in  learning  oppor 
tunities,  they  are  urging  every  Church  and  individua 
Methodist  to  adopt  a minimum  of  100  hours  per  year  fo 
some  form  of  Christian  learning. 

All  pastors,  directors  of  Christian  education,  loca 
Church  School  leaders  and  teachers  are  urged  to  begii 
now  to  study  two  booklets  which  set  up  the  basic  philoso 
phy  and  plan  of  the  new  curriculum.  These  are  Founda 
tion  of  Christian  Teaching  in  Methodist  Churches  anc 
Design  for  Methodist  Curriculum.  Both  of  these  an 
available  from  Editorial  Division,  General  Board  of  Edu 
cation,  201  Eighth  Avenue,  South,  Nashville,  Term. 
37203. 

A general  schedule  for  the  readiness  of  the  new  ma 
terials  will  be  announced  as  dates  become  more  definite 
Already  the  first  unit  for  adults  has  been  announced  fo 
the  fall  of  1967.  This  will  be  a two  year  course  titler 
Foundation  Studies  in  Christian  Faith.  Additional  adul 
materials  will  be  ready  in  the  fall  of  1969. 

This  first  course  for  adults,  Foundation  Studies  ii 
Christian  Faith,  will  be  comprehensive  in  scope  and  wil 
be  in  effect  a two  year  course  in  Christian  theology  fo 
laymen.  It  is  divided  into  seven  units:  Man’s  Searcl 

for  a Meaningful  Faith;  The  Bible  as  Witness  to  the  Goo< 
News;  The  Church  as  Witness  to  the  Good  News;  Chris 
tian  Theology  as  Witness  to  the  Good  News;  Christia) 
Ethics  as  Witness  to  the  Good  News;  Significant  Chris 
tian  Persons  as  Witness  to  the  Good  News;  Being  Chris 
tian  in  a New  Day.  Leading  teachers  in  theological  sem 
inaries  have  been  engaged  to  prepare  these  materials. 

The  call  is  sounding  all  across  the  Church  in  clarit; 
and  confidence,  from  the  General  Conference  and  Genera 
Board  of  Education  to  the  smallest  Church  and  the  small 
est  Sunday  School  class.  “Let  us  all  get  ready  for  a Nev 
Day  in  Christian  Education!”

One  of  the  most  vital  seasons  evan- 
gelistically  is  the  Lenten  period, 
which  begins  this  year  on  February 
23.  As  men  and  women  turn  their 
thoughts  more  and  more  to  the  mean- 
ing of  Calvary,  they  become  increas- 
ingly sensitive  to  spiritual  appeals 
and  more  responsive  to  the  “love  of 
Christ  which  constraineth  us.”  We 
can  win  them  to  the  Master’s  fold  if 
we  carefully  plan  to  go  after  them. 
Because  we  can  win  them,  we  have  a 
responsibility  to  win  them. 

This  responsibility  is  apparent  in 
the  fact  that  nearly  one-half  of  the 
people  in  the  United  States  have  no 
church  relationship. 


• In  the  average  American  commun- 
ity every  other  person  is  outside 

the  Church.  To  bring  them  in,  we 
must  present  them  with  the  claims  of  j 
Christ.  And  to  do  that,  we  must  go 
where  they  are.  We  must  visit  them,  j 
person  by  person,  family  by  family,  | 
in  their  homes.  We  must  allow  none  i 
to  perish  for  want  of  the  Word. 

In  addition  to  these  unchurched 
individuals,  there  are  numerous  “dis-  j 
placed  churchmen”  who  must  be  re-  j 
activated  in  the  Lord’s  work  before  ; 
they  are  lost.  In  the  past  decade,  -< 
millions  of  Americans  have  changed 
their  residences.  Many  of  these  have  ^ 
been  church  school  leaders  and  teach- 
ers, youth  leaders,  workers  in  the  j 
men’s  organization,  officers  and  mem-  ( 
bers  of  the  women’s  groups,  choir  j 
members,  trustees  and  stewards.  Yetj 
large  numbers  of  them  have  failed  to  j 
transfer  their  membership  to  the  t 
church  in  the  community  in  which 
they  are  living.

Pittsburgh,  Pa.— (MI)— Three  deci- 
sions by  The  Methodist  Church’s  Ju- 
dicial Council  here  may  have  cleared 
the  way  for  quicker  elimination  of 
the  Central  (Negro)  Jurisdiction,  in- 
cluding integration  at  the  annual  con- 
ference level. 

The  council  clarified  procedures 
by  which  overlapping  Negro  and 
white  annual  conferences  can  inte- 
grate through  mutually  agreeable 
mergers  without  the  need  for  approv- 
al by  the  jurisdictional  conferences. 
The  latter  will  not  meet  again  until 
1968,  while  the  annual  conferences 
could  act  as  early  as  mid-1966.  Use 
of  the  newly  approved  method  was 
not  specified  as  the  only  way  for 
tranfers  or  mergers  to  occur. 

• It  also  held  that  General  Confer- 
ence “has  full  legislative  power 
concerning  the  racial  inclusiveness  of 
the  church,”  though  subject  to  some 
constitutional  limitations,  such  as  the 
jurisdictional  conferences’  authority 
to  set  annual  conference  boundaries. 

The  three  related  decisions  were 
reached  by  the  nine-man  “supreme 
court”  in  answer  to  questions  arising 
out  of  several  legislative  actions  of 
the  past  two  years  seeking  to  deter- 
mine the  pace  of  integration  within

the  denomination.  They  related  pri- 
marily to  interpretations  of  the 
church’s  goal  of  eliminating  Central 
as  its  only  racially-determined  juris- 
diction—whether  that  meant  solely 
breaking  up  the  jurisdiction  and  re- 
taining segregated  annual  confer- 
ences, or  continuing  the  process  at 
lower  levels. 

The  rulings  did  not  apply  specifi- 
cally to  local  congregations,  but  the 
council  already  had  upheld  the  1964 
General  Conference  policy  that  mem- 
bership in  The  Methodist  Church  is 
to  be  open  without  regard  to  race  or 
color. 

The  issues  here  had  been  before 
the  council  for  over  a year,  and  ar- 
guments had  been  heard  on  three 
previous  occasions.  Presiding  over 
the  deliberation  was  Paul  R.  Ervin, 
Charlotte,  N.  C.,  attorney. 

Specifically  the  council  ruled: 

• (1)  General  Conference  “has  full 

legislative  power  concerning  the 
inclusiveness  of  the  church,”  since 
this  is  a “distinctively  connectional 
matter.”  This  power,  however,  “must 
be  exercised  within  the  context  and 
limitations”  of  the  Constitution,  and 
the  council  said  it  could  not  deter- 
mine whether  specific  legislation 


would  conflict  with  the  Constitutio 
until  there  is  action  by  General  Cor 
ference. 

Most  probable  area  of  conflic 
would  be  in  the  authority  of  jurisdic 
tional  conferences  to  determine  nurr 
ber,  names  and  boundaries  of  thei 
annual  conferences.  The  decisio 
says  that  General  Conference  coul 
not  assume  this  power,  but  indicate 
that  it  has  other  ways  to  develop 
racially  inclusive  church,  which  i 
1964  it  established  as  a goal  of  th 
denomination. 

In  the  unanimous  decision,  th 
council  reviewed  the  growing  concer 
of  Methodism  for  racial  inclusivenes! 
It  understood  its  determination  tha 
the  matter  is  “connectional”  c 
church-wide  and  thus  subject  to  Ger 
eral  Conference  legislation,  with  th 
statement:  “The  church  cannot  b 
effective  under  today’s  conditions  i 
it  sponsors  or  permits  contradictor 
policies  on  race  in  different  section 
of  the  church.”

Conference  and  the  all-white  Mis 
souri  East  and  West  Conferences  ca

• (3)  Negro  and  white  conferences 
in  the  Southeast  can  follow  a 
similar  procedure,  without  needing 
jurisdictional  conference  approval,  if 
the  merger  is  “made  a condition  of  a 
prior  transfer”  of  a conference  from 
Central  to  Southeastern  Jurisdiction, 
and  if  approval  is  granted  by  two- 
thirds  of  annual  conference  members 
in  the  two  jurisdictions.  The  merger 
would  not  have  to  occur  simultane- 
ously with  the  transfer. 

In  this  eight-to-one  decision  (Mr. 
Berry  dissenting ) , the  council  held 
that  Amendment  IX  applies  to  trans- 
fers and  not  to  mergers,  unless  they 
are  made  part  of  a single  package  in 
which  the  transfer  is  contingent  upon 
merger. 

The  ruling  upheld  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference  recommendation 
in  1964  to  its  annual  conferences  that 
Negro  conferences  be  invited  to  trans- 


fer into  Southeastern  on  the  condi- 
tion that  their  boundaries  would  re- 
main intact  until  changed  by  South- 
eastern Jurisdictional  Conference.  It 
considered  that  the  recommendation 
is  “no  more  than  advice”  to  the  an- 
nual conference,  however. 

Dissenting  opinions  in  the  two 
cases,  and  some  concurring  opinions 
following  different  reasoning,  are  to 
filed  by  January  1. 

As  usual,  attendance  at  the  session 
was  complete.  That  was  made  possi- 
ble when  Mr.  Berry,  a federal  gov- 
ernment official  who  was  elected  to 
the  council  from  the  Central  Juris- 
diction, came  to  the  meeting  within 
24  hours  after  leaving  the  hospital, 
following  two  major  operations. 

The  procedures  of  Amendment  IX 
for  transfer  of  either  annual  confer- 
ences or  local  churches  have  been 
used  in  all  of  the  five  regional  juris- 
dictions except  Southeastern.  In  this 
way,  more  than  one-third  of  the  Ne- 
groes who  were  Methodists  in  the 
Central  Jurisdiction  in  early  1964 
have  become  part  of  inter-racial  an- 
nual conferences.  Approximately 
one-quarter  million  Negroes  comprise 
the  Central  Jurisdiction  today,  in  14 
states.

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Dr.  Laymon  Takes  a Good  Look  at  'Fear'  and  Jesus 


Read  Luke  12:4-7 

Fear  is  perhaps  the  greatest  burden 
that  men  carry.  Even  our  experi- 
ences of  guilt  have  fear  at  the  heart 
of  them.  All  kinds  of  remedies  have 
been  suggested  for  overcoming  it.  Did 
you  ever  see  the  picture  of  the  old 
Cape  Cod  sea  captain  with  the  cap- 
tion beneath  it:  “Pm  an  old  man  and 
I’ve  had  many  troubles,  but  most  of 
them  never  happened?” 

It  is  true  that  in  our  fearing  we 
borrow  trouble  from  the  future.  Man’s 
ability  to  “futurize”  his  life,  how- 
ever, is  a gift  from  God.  It  was  in- 
tended to  enable  us  to  plan  ahead, 
and  to  visualize  all  the  good  things 
God  has  in  store  for  us.  When  we  do 
this  we  add  to  our  energies,  rather 
than  subtract  from  them  so  that  we 
become  weak  and  unable  to  meet 
life  head-on. 

• In  today’s  reading  Jesus  was  pre- 
paring his  disciples  to  meet  what 
he  knew  would  be  a difficult  future. 
He  wanted  to  inoculate  them  against 
possible  disillusionment  when  he 
would  be  taken  from  them.  What 
could  he  say  that  they  would  remem- 
ber in  the  hour  of  trial? 

First  of  all,  he  told  them  not  to 
fear  those  who  could  only  kill  their 


bodies.  Fear  of  physical  death  is 
probably  the  most  widespread  of  all 
fears  in  any  age.  With  mounting 
casualties  in  Viet  Nam  today,  the  in- 
crease of  the  draft,  and  the  promise 
of  a continued  engagement  with  the 
enemy,  this  fear  daily  presses  down 
upon  more  and  more  of  our  people. 

Getting  rid  of  fear  is  the  contribution 
today  by  Dr.  Charles  Laymon,  head 
of  the  Religion  Department  of  Flor- 
ida Southern  College  and  a person 
who  puts  a lot  of  sense  into  what  he 
writes.  Read  it!  You’ll  find  it  refresh- 
ing— not  just  some  stilted  thinking 
from  an  ivory  tower ! 

• What  Jesus  says  here  is  that  death 
is  not  the  worst  thing  that  can 
happen  to  us.  Instead  of  fearing  it, 
we  should  be  concerned  with  our 
ultimate  destiny  beyond  death.  We 
should  fear  God  instead  for  he  has 
the  last  word  to  say. 

The  type  of  fear  Jesus  has  in  mind, 
however,  is  not  the  cringing,  in- 
capacitating fear  that  psychologists 
call  “funk.”  It  is  really  the  kind  of 
fear  that  in  essence  is  a respect  for 


God  that  turns  into  love  and  trust 
This  would  free  the  disciples — am 
ourselves  also — from  the  fear  of  wha 
man  or  anything  else  in  this  work 
can  do  to  us. 

I watched  the  laboratory  tech 
nicians  at  Oak  Ridge  work  with  atom 
ic  materials.  They  took  the  prope 
safeguards  against  contamination  pro 
vided  by  special  uniforms,  effectivi 
shields  against  exposure,  and  in  thi 
use  of  mechanically  structured  instru 
ments  within  thick  glass  constructs 
chambers.  They  knew  the  power  o 
atomic  energy  and  acted  accordingly 

• This  is  what  Jesus  had  in  mim 

when  he  urged  men  to  fear  Go< 
rather  than  others  who  did  not  hav 
their  eternal  destiny  in  their  hands 
And  then  he  hastened  to  tell  hi 
disciples  that  God  loved  them,  evei 
to  the  very  last  hair  of  their  head 
(vs.  7).  It  is  the  highest  privileg 
we  have  when  we  can  show  respec 
for  such  a God. 

In  I John  4:18  we  read  “Perfec 
love  casts  out  fear.”  This  works  tw 
ways.  It  includes  both  our  love  fo 
God  and  God’s  love  for  us.  When  w 
know  how  great  God’s  love  toward  hi 
children  really  is,  we  can  lose  ou 
fears.

Why  Methodist  Camps?  Camping  and  Conferences  in  camp  settings 
are  two  of  the  many  important  methods  Christian  Education  uses  to 
reach  its  objectives.  True  camping  is  actually  the  latest  method  as  it 
demands  the  use  of  the  out-of-doors.  Church  camping  is  living  together 
in  and  related  to  the  out-of-doors  under  the  auspices  of  the  church. 
Living  together  calls  for  relationships — Christian  Relationships. 

• For  many  years  our  Florida  Methodist  youth  have  been  involved  in 
“conference-type  camping”  and  now  with  the  developing  of  new  camp- 
sites, we  move  into  small-group  camping— “Rustic  Camp”  we  call  it.  This 
summer,  for  the  first  time,  our  Children’s  Division  will  conduct  small 
group  camping  for  6th  graders.  Our  camping  program  in  Florida  takes 
our  delegates  away  from  the  busy,  action-competitive  life  of  the  city  or 
town;  away  from  TV,  radio,  movies,  school  activities,  comic  books  and 
papers,  even  from  family  life,  into  the  beautiful  natural  wooded  setting 
by  a lake,  where,  with  many  other  delegates,  they  have  opportunity  to 
study  and  discuss,  in  inspiring  out-of-door  surroundings,  the  Bible,  the 
everyday  problems  of  life  as  related  to  Christian  living,  vocational  in- 
terests, nature,  and  to  participate  in  fun  activities  with  others  of  their 
own  age,  to  ponder  personal  problems  in  the  quietness  of  the  outdoor 
chapel,  on  the  Path  of  Silence,  in  the  lovely  Youth  Chapel,  or  to  find 
interested  and  qualified  counselors  to  give  guidance  and  help. 

• Many  learn  to  pray,  many  make  new  discoveries  in  their  relationship 
to  God.  Many  accept  Jesus  Christ  for  the  first  time  as  friend  and 

Saviour.  Lives  are  undergirded  and  dedicated  and  the  Church  is  strength- 
ened. It  happens  to  all  ages.  It  is  an  extension  of  the  local  church  pro- 
gram—perhaps  the  most  Christian  community  one  will  ever  experience. 

• The  aim  of  our  camp  program  is — to  help  people  know  themselves,  to 
know  Christ  as  Saviour,  to  discover  His  will  for  their  lives,  to  have  time 

alone  with  God,  to  strengthen  the  local  church  through  dedicated  lives — 
all  in  the  beauty  of  the  out-of-doors,  away  from  noise  and  confusion.  Be- 
cause of  this  year’s  emphasis  on  Christian  stewardship,  we  have  many 
new,  young,  practicing,  tithing  stewards  in  Florida.  Next  Conference 
year  our  theme  will  be  “Christ,  Missions  and  Me,”  an  emphasis  on  the 
mission  program  of  our  church  and  His  mission  in  the  individual  life. 
Eternal  things  “do”  happen  in  our  Florida  Camps!

New  plans  for  the  1966  sessions 
at  the  Methodist  Assembly,  Lake 
Junaluska,  N.  C.,  including  a- 
mong  the  list  of  outstanding 
speakers  such  as  Bishop  Gerald 
Kennedy  of  California,  the  Rev.

Favorable  reports  were 
heard  from  representatives  of  the 
Audit,  Building  and  Grounds, 
Program,  and  Promotion  Com- 
mittees. In  addition,  the  1965-66 
budget  was  discussed  and 
adopted. 

Many  new  plans  were  released 
by  the  executive  committee  for 
the  forthcoming  season.  Although 
the  program  calendar  is  tentative

to  entertain  their  large  delega- 
gations. 

There  will  be  noted  improve- 
ments around  the  grounds.  The 
new  200,000  gallon  reservoir  on 
Suzy’s  Knob,  the  highest  point 
on  the  Assembly  property,  is  now 
complete  and  in  operation.  This 
means  that  water  can  now  be  dis- 
tributed to  the  new  developments 
on  the  higher  elevations  facing 
southeast.  Additionally,  the  new 
sewage  treatment  plant  is  in  op- 
eration which  means  that  the  lake 
will  be  free  from  contamination 
and  a program  of  aquatic  sports 
will  be  instigated. 

Gifts  are  continually  being  sent 
to  the  Assembly  to  be  added  to 
the  Nanci  Weldon  Memorial 
Fund  for  the  new  gymnasium  to 
be  erected  before  the  1966  sea- 
son, and  it  is  expected  that  as 
plans  progress  and  are  announced 
after  the  first  of  the  year  that 
much  interest  will  be  shown  in 
helping  to  establish  this  much- 
needed  facility  for  the  youth  at 
Junaluska.  Already  a number  of 
youth  groups  are  making  their 
plans  and  reservations  at  the  vari- 
ous hotels  and  lodges  on  the 
grounds  for  retreats  next  summer. 

To  many  Junaluskans  the  re- 
moval of  the  Old  Camp  Adven- 
ture will  bring  a nostalgic  feeling, 
but  the  new  plans  for  a model 
camp  now  underway  are  exciting, 
and  this  new  facility  will  be  wel- 
comed by  all.  Contour  maps  are 
now  being  prepared,  and  plans 
are  to  have  the  camp  ready  by 
the  1967  season.  The  removal  of 
the  old  buildings  at  Camp  Ad- 
venture will  provide  more  space 
for  family  campers  who  attend 
conferences  at  the  Lake.

From  countless  church  kitchens  in 
America  to  a tiny  clinic  in  the  Hima- 
layan peaks  of  Nepal,  and  all  points 
in  between.  Such  is  the  breadth  of 
Christian  concern  of  women  of  The 
Methodist  Church. 

This  year  Methodist  women  in 
Florida  like  others  throughout  the 
country,  are  seeking  to  renew  their 
concern  as  they  approach  the  climax 
of  the  25th  Anniversary  observance 
of  their  two  organizations,  the  Wom- 
an’s Society  of  Christan  Service  and 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

The  Anniversary  Year  is  1965,  and 
the  climax  will  come  at  the  Seventh 
Assembly  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  May  12-15,  1966, 
in  Portland,  Oregon.  More  than  8,000 
women  from  all  50  states  and  from 
overseas  are  expected  to  converge  on 
Portland  for  the  quadrennial  assem- 
bly. 

In  this  Anniversary  Year,  women 
in  31,000  local  Woman’s  Societies 
and  5,000  local  Guilds,  having  a total 
membership  of  1,719,000,  are  looking 
back  over  the  quarter-century  since 
their  organizations  came  into  being. 
They  are  surveying  the  scope  of  their 
work.  They  are  assessing  the  ac- 
complishments and  the  failures,  the 
blessings  and  unsolved  problems. 
They  are  examining  their  responsi- 
bilities in  the  life  of  the  church  and 
are  discovering  anew  that  they  have 
a concern  for  almost  every  area  of  the 
church’s  mission,  including: 

Christian  social  relations,  spiritual 
life,  mission  study,  campus  ministry, 
Christian  education,  literature  pub- 
lication, ecumenical  relations,  and  a 
program  of  giving  that  helps  support 
a vast  and  varied  missionary  pro- 
gram in  the  United  States  and  48 
countries  overseas. 

• Among  the  tangible  expressions  of 
the  Christian  concern  of  Methodist 
women  over  the  last  quarter-century 
are  $209,000,000  given  for  missions 
and  other  causes;  more  than  1,500 
women  recruited  for  missionary  and 
deaconess  service;  action  for  human 
dignity,  betterment  and  understand- 
ing (in  race  relations,  support  of  the 
United  Nations,  etc.) ; study  program 
reaching  several  hundred  thousand 
women  annually,  and  establishment 
of  a literature  production  and  dis- 
tribution program  grossing  more  than 


$1,000,000  a year. 

This  concern  manifests  itself  on 
every  level  of  church  life.  In  the  local 
congregation,  women  perform  such 
functions  as  serving  at  innumerable 
church  suppers;  gathering  once  a 
month  for  a program  meeting  and 
again  in  small  groups  known  as  “cir- 
cles” for  study,  prayer  and  fellow- 
ship; studying  issues  of  national  and 
world  signficance;  seeking  to  improve 
race  relations;  and  engaging  in  a 
variety  of  works  of  mercy  and  service 
such  as  hospital  visitation,  commun- 
ity betterment  action,  making  gar- 
ments for  homeless  children  and 
sending  supplies  to  overseas  mission 
centers. 

• Up  through  the  various  levels  of 

Methodist  organization — district, 
conference,  jurisdiction — the  program 
of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  the 
Guild  operates  with  an  efficiency  and 
an  effectiveness  that,  as  Methodist 
bishops  and  board  executives  testify, 
sometimes  make  other  church  agen- 
cies a bit  envious. 


At  the  national  level  is  the  Wor 
an’s  Division,  the  parent  body  of  a 
the  Woman’s  Societies  and  Guilds  i 
the  country.  Composed  of  72  elect* 
representatives,  the  Woman’s  D 
vision  makes  policy  and  sets  prograi 
for  all  organized  Methodist  women 
work.  As  one  of  four  major  units  i 
the  Methodist  Board  of  Missions,  tl 
Division  is  also  instrumental  i 
guiding  the  worldwide  work  of  Metl 
odism’s  largest  agency.

I wish  every  Methodist  layman  in  Florida  could  have 
been  in  attendance  at  the  Convocation  at  Florida  Southern 
College  on  January  8!  The  only  difficulty  would  have 
been,  however,  that  there  wasn’t  room  for  another  man! 
We  had  as  many  chairs  on  the  stage  as  it  would  hold.  Men 
sat  on  the  steps  in  the  balcony  and  on  chairs  in  the  large 
foyer.  And  we  were  not  the  least  disappointed  in  our  visit- 
ing speakers.  They  were  great.  An  additional  feature 
was  a pictorial  program  prepared  by  the  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Gisler.  It  was  dramatically  done  and  marvelously 
narrated. 

We  owe  a debt  of  gratitude  to  the  staff  of  Florida 
Southern  College.  There  is  a tremendous  amount  of 
work  that  goes  into  the  preparation  for  such  an  occasion 
as  this.  However,  everything  was  prepared  so  thoroughly 
and  all  our  needs  were  cared  for  so  inconspicuously  that 
we  hardly  realized  that  several  dozen  people  were  working 
like  beavers  to  make  the  Laymen’s  Convocation  a happy, 
comfortable,  and  inspiring  event.  I wish  to  express  my 
personal  appreciation  to  everyone  involved  in  the  Convo- 
cation. It  was  really  a great  experience  for  me. 

The  nearest  estimate  I have  been  able  to  secure  is  that 
we  had  2500  men  in  attendance. 

Twenty-five  hundred  men,  revitalized  and  rededicated 
can  exert  untold  influence  for  good  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  Conference.  The  Holy  Spirit  needs 
only  an  opportunity  to  use  us. 

I really  believe  that  I speak  for  the  laymen  of  Florida 
when  I express  my  own  appreciation  for  the  leadership 
that  Judge  William  A.  Meadows  is  giving.

Annual  Session  Set 

The  Methodist  Church’s  Florida 
Annual  Conference  will  hold  its  124th 
session  in  Lakeland  May  31- June  4, 
it  was  announced  by  Bishop  James 
W.  Henley. 

More  than  1,200  ministers  and  lay 
delegates,  representing  600  churches, 
are  due  to  attend  the  annual  meeting 
on  the  campus  of  Florida  Southern 
College. 

They  will  act  on  reports  and  recom- 
mendations of  the  Conference  boards 
and  agencies  and  adopt  a new  budget 
and  programs  in  several  areas  for  the

The  annual  appointments  of  minis- 
ters to  churches  and  other  posts  will 
be  announced  by  Bishop  Henley  at 
the  closing  session. 

The  Rev.  John  J.  Rooks,  Lakeland 
district  superintendent,  is  program 
chairman.  He  said  guest  speakers 
will  include  Bishop  T.  Otto  Nall  of 
Minneapolis,  and  the  Rev.  Kermit 
Long  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  general 
secretary  of  the  Methodist  Board  of 
Evangelism. 
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Membership  in  America’s  churches 
and  synagogues  continues  to  run  well 
ahead  of  the  annual  population  in- 
crease, although  its  current  growth 
rate  has  perceptibly  slowed  down — - 
latest  figures  by  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  reveal. 

According  to  the  Council’s  1966 
Yearbook  of  American  Churches, 
membership  in  all  religious  bodies  in- 
creased “slightly  less  than  2 per  cent” 
during  1964,  while  the  country’s  pop- 
ulation grew  less  than  1.5  per  cent. 

The  annual  compilation  of  statis- 
tics shows  that  membership  in  the  na- 
tion’s religious  institutions  jumped 
ahead  of  the  population  increase  in 
1963  to  a new  growth  record  of  2.6 
per  cent,  having  run  neck-and-neck  in 
1962  and  lagged  behind  in  1961. 

In  actual  figures,  the  Yearbook 
records  that  123,307,449  Americans 
are  now  members  of  churches,  syna- 
gogues or  other  places  of  worship. 
They  represent  64.4  per  cent  of  the 
total  population,  compared  with  64 
per  cent  the  previous  year,  and  63.6 
per  cent  in  1960. 

The  new  figures  are  mainly  for  the 
calendar  year  1964  or  a fiscal  year 
ending  in  1964.  Annual  tabulation  of 
church  statistics  is  based  on  reports 
by  official  statisticians  of  250  reli- 
gious bodies  of  all  faiths  for  the  50 


states  and  the  District  of  Columbia, 
its  compilers  in  the  National  Coun- 
cil’s department  of  research  point  out. 

They  emphasize  that  membership 
statistics  “are  merely  quantitative 
and  can  not  possibly  measure  either 
the  quality  or  the  depth  of  the  na- 
tion’s religious  life.” 

The  Yearbook  also  contains  up-to- 
date  directories  of  interdenomina- 
tional and  denominational  agencies, 
theological  seminaries,  religious  peri- 
odicals and  other  data. 

An  introduction  qualifies  the  statis- 
tics, explaining  that  not  all  churches 
use  the  same  recording  system  or  re- 
port each  year.  For  this  and  other 
reasons,  “numerical  comparisons 
across  institutional  lines  are  not  al- 
ways meaningful,”  the  book’s  edi- 
tors say. 

Of  all  bodies  reporting  this  year  221 
were  Protestant,  with  a total  member- 
ship of  68,299,478  as  against  66.854,- 
200  a year  ago — a gain  of  1,445,278 
or  2 per  cent. 

The  total  Roman  Catholic  figure  is 
45.640,619,  compared  with  44,874,371 
in  1963.  This  reflects  a gain  of  1.7 
per  cent  as  compared  with  Catholic 
increases  of  2.4  per  cent  in  1963  and 
2.3  per  cent  in  1962. 

Current  membership  in  the  30 
major  Protestant,  Anglican  and 


Eastern  Orthodox  communions  con- 
stituent to  the  National  Council  o 
Churches  totals  41,481,790 — higher 
by  140,324  persons  than  last  year’s 
total  of  41,341,466. 

On  the  other  hand,  a separate  tabk 
prepared  by  the  American  Institute 
of  Public  Opinion  and  included  in  tht 
Yearbook  shows  that  church  attend 
ance  has  been  steadily  if  slowly  de 
dining  since  1958.  These  annual  fig 
ures,  based  on  a national  sample  o 
adults  for  one  Sunday,  remained  a 
47  per  cent  from  1959"  to  1961,  drop 
ping  to  46  per  cent  in  1962  and  1965 
then  to  45  per  cent  in  1964.  The  all 
time  high  was  49  per  cent  reportet 
in  1958. 

The  NCC  Yearbook  table  show 
that  Protestants  were  27  per  cent  o 
the  U.S.  population  in  1926;  33.8  pe 
cent  in  1950:  35.4  per  cent  in  196( 
and  35.9  per  cent  in  1964.  The  Roma 
Catholic  population  rose  from  16  p< 
cent  in  1926  to  23.3  per  cent  in  196 
and  23.9  per  cent  in  1964. 

An  increase  of  $16  million  in  th 
annual  value  of  new  religious  builc 
ing  construction — from  $995,000,00 
in  1963  to  $1,011,000,000  in  1964-: 
recorded  in  a table  from  the  U.S.  D< 
partment  of  Commerce.  The  figui 
for  1963  indicated  a sharp  drop  < 
$40  million  from  the  previous  year.

Lay  People  Have  Always  Had 
A Vital  Role  in  Church  Life 


More  and  more  the  place  of  lay  per- 
sons in  the  official  work  of  the  church 
is  coming  to  the  fore.  On  the  one 
hand  in  our  own  denomination  we 
have  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service,  and  on  the 
other  the  activities  of  Methodist 
Men.  The  place  of  these  non-or- 
dained  representatives  in  the  official 
councils  of  the  church  has  grown 
through  the  years.  Both  at  Annual 
and  General  Conferences  their  con- 
tribution is  unparalleled  in  the  his 
tory  of  our  church. 

Lay  movements  in  Christianity, 
however,  did  not  begin  with  us.  As 
far  back  as  Jesus,  there,was  the  min- 
istry of  the  seventy  lay  persons  whom 
Jesus  sent  out  to  preach  the  King- 
dom and  heal  the  sick.  When  they 
returned  with  joy  and  said:  “Lord, 
even  the  demons  are  subject  to  us  in 
your  name”  (vsl7).  Their  witness 
to  Christ  had  been  effective.

Dr.  Charles  Layman,  head  of  the 
Religion  Department  of  Florida 
Southern  College  and  a person  who 
puts  a lot  of  sense  into  what  he 
writes.  Read  it!  You'll  find  it  refresh- 
ing—not  just  some  stilted  thinking 
from  an  ivory  tower ! 


• At  this  very  time  Jesus  shared 

with  them  the  vision  glorious.  Evi- 
dently He  had  been  praying  for  them 
in  their  work,  and  while  in  prayer  He 
had  a vision.  He  described  it  by  say- 
ing: “I  saw  Satan  fall  like  lightning 
from  heaven.”  What  did  this  mean 
and  why  did  He  share  it  with  the 
seventy? 

Is  not  one  possible  explanation  that 
as  Jesus  prayed  for  the  seventy,  He 
envisioned  the  overthrow  of  evil  in 
the  world  through  such  spreading  of 
the  Gospel?  More  than  this,  it  was 
through  the  work  of  lay  persons  that 
He  saw  it  coming  to  pass. 

What  an  army  of  lay  persons  we 
have  today  in  Christ’s  service!  The 
weekly  interpretation  of  the  Gospel 
by  Sunday  School  teachers  alone 
reaches  into  the  hundreds  of  thous- 
ands. And  it  makes  a difference  too. 
We  sometimes  forget  that  it  was  in 


all  probability  a lay  person,  a layman 
who  was  reading  Luther’s  preface  to 
the  book  of  Romans  that  day,  May 
24,  1787,  when  John  Wesley  as  he 
listened  felt  his  heart  “strangely 
warmed.” 

• It  was  a lay  person  who  spoke 

to  Dwight  L.  Moody  in  the  back 
room  of  the  shoe  store  in  Boston,  and 
who  led  the  youth  to  Christ.  In  turn 
Mr.  Moody  as  a layman  (he  was 
never  ordained)  won  thousands  to 
Christ  as  he  preached  around  the 
world. 

It  was  a lay  person  also  who  wrote 
the  hymn  “In  The  Cross  of  Christ  I 
Glory”.  John  Bowring,  its  composer, 
was  a statesman  and  diplomat.  He 
was  the  British  governor  of  Hong 
Kong  and  a member  of  Parliament. 
On  his  tombstone  in  Exeter  the  title 
of  the  hymn  is  carved. 

If  you  were  a minister  of  a church 
you  would  realize  how  greatly  you 
need  to  depend  upon  the  membership 
of  your  church  to  carry  on  its  work. 
But  this  should  not  surprise  you 
since  two  thousand  years  ago,  Jesus 
saw  the  vision  glorious  of  the  over- 
throw of  evil  in  the  world  through  the 
ministry  of  laymen  — the  seventy 
evangelists.

L.  Funds  are  being  raised  to  cover 
>ic  expenses  of  relief  workers,  and 


the  distribution  of  food,  clothing  and 
medicine  within  the  coming  year. 
Church  World  Service,  the  interde- 
nominational relief  agency  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  ( with 
which  MCOR  works  closely),  is  ask- 
ing for  $250,000  from  Methodists  and 
other  Protestants  for  this  purpose. 

2.  Fabric  parcels  are  being  sent 
for  clothing.  Differences  in  custom 
and  stature  of  the  Vietnamese  deter- 
mined in  this  instance  that  the  appeal 
be  for  fabrics  rather  than  used  cloth- 
ing. Protestant  churches  will  under- 
take to  provide  parcels  of  cloth  for 
100,000  Vietnamese.  A folder,  “Fab- 
ric Parcels  for  Women  in  Vietnam” 
provides  the  facts. 

3.  Trained  persons  are  going  to 
Vietnam  to  help  in  medicine,  nursing, 
child  care  and  other  fields.  Eleven 
workers  are  presently  representing 
the  churches;  at  least  45  are  needed 
for  the  calendar  year  of  1966.  Skills 
required  include  doctor,  nurse,  home 
economist,  social  workers,  mechanic, 
construction  workers,  agriculturist, 
business  manager  and  community 
development  worker. 

The  Protestant  denominations  are 
coordinating  their  efforts  through 
Church  World  Service,  which  in  turn 
relies  on  the  Mennonite  Central  Com- 


mittee, one  of  its  affiliated  agencies. 
As  the  Mennonites  have  worked  in 
Vietnam  since  1954,  the  Protestant 
denominations  have  asked  the  Men- 
nonites to  act  for  and  with  them.  Dur- 
ing 1964,  for  example,  more  than  6,- 
000,000  pounds  of  food  were  dis- 
tributed by  the  churches  through  this 
agency. 

Recently  the  General  Board  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  stated 
its  policy  in  Vietnam.  It  said:  “We 
seek  to  alleviate  the  desperate  plight 
of  the  non-combatants  in  South  Viet- 
nam by  increased  efforts  to  prevent 
their  becoming  the  victims  of  the 
hostilities.”  Already  war  victims  in 
North  Vietnam  are  helped  through 
the  East  Asia  Christian  Conference. 

As  Methodists  we  are  called  upon 
to  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  suffer- 
ing people  everywhere,  to  help  them 
specifically  now  in  Vietnam  and  to  be 
ready,  when  the  fighting  ends,  to  help 
on  the  long  road  to  recovery.

Spanish  Offering  Set  For  Feb.  6 


Methodism  has  Spanish  work  in  Key 
West,  Miami,  West  Palm  Beach, 
Hardee  County,  Tampa  and  Gaines- 
ville. This  involves  churches,  com- 
munity center  work,  refugee  relief, 
migrant  work,  kindergartens,  youth 
programs  and  the  development  of  fu- 
ture ministers  and  church  leaders. 

Our  Spanish  speaking  ministers  are 
doing  a unique  job  in  giving  spiritual 
and  emotional  orientation  to  newly 
arrived  exiles  who  have  come  into  a 
new  land  of  opportunity.  A corps  of 
lay  preachers  is  being  trained  in  Mi- 
ami so  that  we  may  reach  the  Spanish 
speaking  population  as  it  spreads 
through  the  greater  Miami  area. 
There  are  nine  Cuban  youth  in  Mi- 
ami who  feel  called  to  church  related 
vocations.  Some  of  them  will  need 
scholarship  assistance. 

If  • the  1966-67  budget  for  the 
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Spanish  Ministry  is  ratified  by  the 
Florida  congregations  in  their  special 
offering  on  Feb.  6,  we  hope  to  be  able 
to  develop  two  kindergartens  and  two 
day  care  centers  in  churches  which 
might  invite  the  Ministry  to  do  such. 
There  is  a great  need  for  this  because 
many  disadvantaged  children  begin 
school  without  proper  language 
knowledge  or  preparation.  Working 
mothers  of  poor  families  often  have 
no  adequate  place  to  leave  their  small 
children  during  the  day.  Certainly 
our  program  is  a way  of  making  the 
love  of  God  manifest  to  the  world. 

Another  part  of  the  Ministry  is  a 
first  attempt  to  help  churches  in  rap- 
idly changing  neighborhoods  relate 
themselves  more  effectively  to  their 
new  neighbors.  The  so  called  “inner 
city”  churches  are  confronted  with 
great  problems,  but  have  tremendous 


opportunities  to  win  neighborhoods 
that  have  more  people  than  ever  be- 
fore living  in  them.  It  will  take  new 
and  creative  approaches.  Dayr  care, 
kindergartens,  services  to  women  and 
youth,  special  ministries,  group  par- 
ishes are  all  a part  of  this  endeavor 
The  Florida  Spanish  Ministry  seeks 
to  help  pioneer  in  this. 

The  final  success  of  the  Ministry 
depends  on  the  Florida  churches 
through  Advance  Special  giving.  Tht 
Conference  Committee  on  SpanisI 
Work  has  set  a goal  of  $45,000  for  th< 
special  offering  on  Feb.  6.  This  is 
quite  an  increase,  but  experience 
teaches  that  Florida  Methodists  re 
spond  to  need,  in  obedience  to  oui 
Lord.  With  more  than  a quarter  mil- 
lion Spanish  speaking  people  in  oui 
state,  the  Spanish  Ministry  is  God’s 
Mission  on  Our  Doorstep.

Church  is  Re-building 

History  will  be  made  in  a very  sig- 
nifant  way  in  one  of  Florida’s  most 
historic  churches  during  1965.  On 
January  1 demolition  of  the  old  sanc- 
tuary of  First  Church,  Jacksonville, 
was  begun. 

The  foundation  and  walls  of  the 
old  church  date  back  to  1889.  Two 
major  fires  occurred  in  1901  and  1930 
that  drastically  affected  the  design 
and  structure  of  the  sanctuary.  This 
building  is  now  being  replaced  with 
a beautiful  new  colonial-style  sanc- 
tuary at  a cost  of  $450,000  including 
organ,  furnishings  and  architectural 
fees. 

First  Church’s  congregation  now 
numbers  1,191.  The  new  sanctuary 
will  seat  600.  First  Church  is  the 
oldest  congregation  in  Jacksonville 
of  any  denomination  and  is  still  one 
of  Florida  Methodism’s  great  church- 
es and  leads  in  many  areas  of  Meth- 
odism in  Jacksonville. 

This  is  one  of  few  new  sanctuaries 
built  in  downtown,  inter-city  areas  in 
America  in  recent  years.

More  Parish  Ministers  Needed! 


Dear  Friends: 

There  is  a great  deal  of  discussion  these  days— concerned 
discussion— with  regard  to  what  has  been  generally  term- 
ed throughout  Protestantism  as  “a  shortage  of  ministers.” 
It’s  a fact.  We  view  with  alarm  the  decline  in  the  number 
of  young  men  dedicating  themselves  to  the  pastoral  min- 
istry, for  the  local  church  is  where  the  Gospel  is  being  de- 
clared. Here  is  where  the  people  are— the  people  who  are 
in  need  and  the  people  who  require  the  ministry  of  a 
resident  pastor.  A recent  book  has  come  from  the  press 
which  I recommend  to  you  heartily.  It  is  edited  by  Bish- 
op T.  Otto  Nall,  contains  128  pages,  costs  only  $1.25. 

The  parish  minister  is  the  center  of  all  ministries  in 
the  church.  What  is  it  like  to  be  a parish  minister?  What 
are  the  rewards?  What  are  the  sacrifices?  Eleven  Meth- 
odist Bishops  seek  to  answer  these  and  other  crucial  ques- 
tions concerning  the  ministry  in  this  interesting  volume. 
Before  anyone  can  be  recruited  to  serve  as  a minister  of 
the  church  he  must  be  challenged  by  the  profession.  The 
first  section  of  the  book  seeks  to  challenge  the  reader  to 
see  the  vital  importance  of  the  calling.  The  second  section 
gives  a variety  of  insights  into  the  minister’s  work  and  the 
people  with  w'hom  he  will  work.  And  the  third  section 
puts  the  minister  and  his  parish  into  the  context  of  the 
world-wide  nature  of  the  church. 

I wrote  one  of  the  chapters  in  Who  is  the  Parish  Min- 
ister? With  the  exception  of  that  chapter  I can  recom- 
mend the  volume  wholeheartedly!  Our  pastors  should 
have  it  in  their  libraries  and  be  able  to  loan  it  to  interested 
young  people.  I think  it  would  be  valuable  for  a great 
many  parents  to  read  it,  too.  Many  of  our  young  people 
who  hear  the  call  of  God  to  the  ministry  are  turned  aside 
because  of  parents  who  are  indifferent  or  antagonistic. 

If  the  ministry  is  as  vital  to  the  ongoing  of  the  King- 
dom as  we  believe  it  to  be,  we  need  not  become  perplexed 
and  wonder  why  God  doesn’t  call  many  of  our  finest 
young  people  into  this  service.  God  is  calling  all  right. 
The  difficulty  is  that  our  young  people  are  not  being 
adequately  introduced  to  the  opportunities,  the  service, 
the  joys  and  privileges  of  the  parish  ministry.  Order  a 
copy  of  Who  is  the  Parish  Minister?

Let's  Observe  200th.  Birthday  With 
Personal  Religious  Experiences 

The  year  1966  ushers  in  the  200th  birthday  of  Methodism  in  America 
and  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  conference  boundaries 
in  Florida.  Can  the  celebration  of  these  milestones  in  our  history  relate 
themselves  to  us  in  a significant  way?  What  can  the  remembrance  of 
the  past  of  our  churches’  glory  do  to  vitalize  our  lives  and  our  mission 
in  today’s  world? 

A study  of  history  and  the  lives  of  those  who  made  it  can  reveal  a 
great  deal  to  us.  We  need  to  call  to  mind  our  past  history  and  the  lives 
of  our  founding  fathers,  so  that  we  might  lay  hold  of  something  of  their

devotion  to  their  calling.  If  only  we  could  have  something  of  their 
evangelistic  zeal,  and  their  sense  of  dedication,  and  be  willing  to  make 
sacrifices  such  as  they,  what  a difference  it  would  make  in  the  work  of 
God.  Our  faith  would  be  more  vital  and  we  would  have  a better  sense 
of  our  mission. 

Let’s  remember  that  Methodism  began  here  in  America  as  a lay 
movement.  When  the  laity  desires  spiritual  enrichment  and  seeks  to 
move  out  with  hearts  on  fire  to  save  lost  souls,  a new  day  for  God  will 
be  dawning  in  the  20th  century.  In  today’s  highly  technical  world  every 
man  is  so  involved  in  his  own  specialized  field  and  is  so  rushed  that 
to  “live  for  God  daily”  is  almost  unheard  of. 

If  God  is  to  become  vital  and  real  to  our  generation  it  will  be 
through  the  indwelling  of  God’s  Spirit  as  it  is  reflected  from  the  “rank 

and  file.”  You  who  confess  Christ 
and  are  part  of  his  Church  are  God’s 
greatest  witness  to  the  man  on  the 
street.  When  was  the  last  time  you 
spoke  to  someone  about  the  joy  of 
Christ  as  your  Lord  and  Savior? 

Have  you  failed  to  be  such  a 
witness  because  you  are  embarrassed 
to  talk  about  religion?  Do  we  then 
lack  the  zeal  and  enthusiasm  of  our 
faith  as  those  before  us?  Is  it  not 
rather  that  we  lack  a good  “case  of 
religion”? 

I am  certain  that  if  a man  truly 
surrenders  his  life  to  Christ  and  he 
lets  God’s  Spirit  dwell  in  his  soul— he 
will  not  be  able  to  hide  his  devotion 
to  his  Lord.  What  we  lack  today  in 
our  Methodist  Churches  is  the  “personal  religious  experience”  that 
was  the  unique  feature  on  Methodism  in  the  beginning.  When  we  lay 
hold  of  the  treasures  of  God  and  when  we  surrender  and  have  the  assur- 
ance that  Jesus  is  alive  in  our  hearts  we  will  have  the  zeal  and  enthusi- 
asm of  our  founding  fathers. 

Methodism  is  only  beginning.  One  of  its  greatest  areas  of  expansion 
today  is  right  here  in  Florida.  Its  future  is  unlimited  and  we  are  at  the 
heart  of  our  churches’  most  fruitful  mission  field.  Each  of  you  is  needed 
to  be  a part  of  God’s  work  in  this  present  age  and  the  future  in  Metho- 
dism’s “endless  line  of  splendor.” 

History  is  not  dead  and  gone,  and  something  of  the  past.  It  is  alive 
and  growing  and  unfinished.  It  is  contemporary  moments  and  each  of 
us  is  making  his  contribution.  In  us  and  our  Church  Methodism  is 
“Forever  Beginning.” 


Medallion  of  progress. 
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College  of  Bishops  Refutes  P

“Wf„  the  College  of  Bishops, 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  The  Meth- 
odist Church,  have  received  in  recent 
weeks  many  communications  con- 
cerning certain  statements  made  of 
late  by  Professor  Thomas  J.  J.  Alti- 
zer,  a member  of  the  faculty  of  Em- 
ery College,  protesting  these  state- 
ments and  his  alignment  with  the  so- 
called  ‘God-is-Dead  Movement.’  We 
have,  ourselves,  been  surprised  and 
troubled  by  these  same  statements, 
for  we  hold  in  highest  esteem  the 
great  company  of  competent  and 
dedicated  teachers  who  since  its 
founding  have  been  and  are  the  dom- 
inant influence  at  Emory.  Because 
the  basic  affirmation  of  the  Christian 
faith  is  involved,  and  as  responsible 
servants  of  the  Church,  we  are  con- 
vinced that  we  should  make  a state- 
ment with  reference  to  this  much- 
publicized  affair. 

“We  regard  Professor  Altizer’s 
statement  referred  to  as  irresponsible 
and  untenable  and  in  particular  his 
declarations  that  ‘we  must  recognize 
that  the  death  of  God  is  an  historical 
event:  God  has  died  in  our  time,  in 
our  history,  in  our  existence,’  that 
‘we  are  called  upon  not  simply  to  ac- 
cept the  death  of  God  with  stoic  for- 
titude but  rather  to  will  the  death  of 
God  with  the  passion  of  faith;’  that 
‘all  moral  values  that  were  once  his- 
torically associated  with  the  Chris- 
tian God  have  collapsed;’  that  ‘inso- 
far as  the  church  has  become  Chris- 
tendom. insofar  as  the  church  has  en- 
tered history,  it  has  become  a 
corpse;'  and  his  announcement,  as 
quoted  in  the  press,  ‘Emory  has  giv- 
en me  total  and  full  support.’  Simi- 
lar statements  from  his  pen  repeti- 
tious of  his  strange  illusion  that  God 
is  dead,  may  be  multiplied. 

“Such  declarations  are  pure  fan- 
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tasy,  unsupported  by  any  responsible 
scientific  or  theological  knowledge, 
and  contradicted  by  the  long  experi- 
ence of  man  on  the  earth  and  by  the 
unnumbered  millions  who  in  the 
present  know  the  Almighty  as  the 
living  God.  He  has  caricatured  the 
church  as  a ‘corpse.’  Since  no  spe- 
cific branch  of  the  church  is  desig- 
nated, the  reference  must  be  to  the 
Church  Universal,  the  institution  and 
fellowship  that  has  founded  and  sup- 
ports seats  of  learning  such  as  Emory 
on  every  continent  and  whose  un- 
paralleled ministers  to  man  are  ex- 
tended to  every  part  of  the  world. 

“Certain  facts  connected  with  this 
unhappy  affair  must  be  kept  clearly 
in  mind: 

“Professor  Altizer  does  not  speak 
for  The  Methodist  Church,  though 
some  have  so  understood  because  of 
his  connection  with  a Methodist  uni- 
versity. On  the  contrary,  he  chal- 
lenges the  basic  affirmation  of  every 
church  in  Christendom.  We  are  well 
aware  that  our  increasing  knowledge 
of  the  wonders  of  creation,  and  of 
the  mystery  of  life  and  the  moral  or- 
der, calls  for  more  magnificent  con- 
cepts of  Him  whose  glory  fills  the 
earth  and  sky.  But  to  contend  that 
our  modern  discoveries  and  insights 
render  the  idea  of  the  Infinite  and 
Living  God  irrelevant  is  sheer  non- 
sense. Out  of  his  Mind  these  won- 
ders spring  and  by  his  benevolent 
Power  they  are  sustained.  We  are 
amazed  that  a professor  of  the  Bible 
and  Religion  in  a church  college 
should  say,  ‘It  is  my  conviction  that 
the  first  requirement  of  a contem- 
porary theological  method  is  a full 
acknowledgement  of  the  death  of 
God.  This  means  that  all  traditional 
theological  thinking  is  now  irrele- 
vant. In  this  situation  the  task  of  the 


theologian  becomes  the  paradoxica 
one  of  unveiling  religious  meaning  ii 
a world  that  is  bathed  in  the  dark 
ness  of  God's  absence.’  But  this  i: 
the  logical  conclusion  and  ‘convic 
tion’  that  follows  the  assumption  tha 
‘God  is  dead;’  that  ‘all  moral  val 
ues’  associated  with  him  ‘have  col 
lapsed;'  and  that  what  the  great  am 
the  good  have  learned  in  times  pas 
concerning  the  Father  of  us  all  i: 
‘now  irrelevant.’  This  leaves  llu 
world,  he  concludes,  ‘bathed  in  th * 
darkness  of  God’s  absence.'  with  n< 
suggestion  of  a deliverer  except  thi 
‘contemporary  theologian.’  All  thi: 
is  in  utter  conflict  with  the  Christiai 
gospel  and  the  ageless  concepts  o 
the  Hebrews. 

“Professor  Altizer’s  statements  cit 
ed  in  this  paper  are  quoted  verbatin 
from  his  book  ‘Mercea  Eliade  ant 
the  Dialectic  of  the  Sacred,’  West 
minister  Press,  1963,  and  from  hi 
more  recently  published  articles. 

“Professor  Altizer  does  not  speai 
for  the  University.  The  Chairmai 
of  Emory’s  Board  of  Trustees  says  ii 
a published  statement  that  by  th 
terms  of  its  charter  Emory  wa 
founded  for  the  express  purpose  c 
providing  educational  opportunity

and  purposes  continue  to  be  those  of 
Emory  University.’  This  is  an  au- 
thoritative statement  of  Emory’s 
commitment  and  witness. 

“Professor  Altizer  speaks  for  him- 
self only.  His  right  to  a personal 
opinion  is  not  denied,  but  in  this  in- 
stance Emory  University  is  also  in- 
volved. The  American  Association 
of  University  professors,  a represen- 
tative and  distinguished  body,  under 
the  caption  ‘Academic  Freedom,’ 
speaks  specificially  of  a college  or 
university  teacher’s  obligation  to  the 
institution  of  which  he  is  a part: 
‘The  college  or  university  teacher  is 
a citizen,  a member  of  a learned  pro- 
fession, and  an  officer  of  an  educa- 
tional institution.  When  he  speaks 
or  writes  as  a citizen,  he  should  be 
free  from  institutional  censorship  or 
discipline,  but  his  special  position  in 
the  community  imposes  special  obli- 
gations. As  a man  of  learning  and 
an  educational  officer,  he  should  re- 
member that  the  public  may  judge 
his  profession  and  his  institution  by 
his  utterances.  Hence  he  should  at 
all  times  be  accurate,  should  exercise 
appropriate  restraint,  and  should 
show  respect  for  the  opinions  of  oth- 
ers, and  should  make  every  effort  to 
indicate  that  he  is  not  an  institution- 
al spokesman.’  This  statement  was 
approved  and  adopted  by  the  Emory 
Board  of  Trustees  as  early  as  1951. 
We  are  sure  that  the  trustees  will 
give  to  this  phase  of  the  matter  their 
mature  consideration. 

‘‘There  are  also  certain  principles 
inherently  applicable  to  this  situa- 
tion: 

“We  are  committed  to  the  princi- 
ple of  academic  freedom.  A univer- 
sity presupposes  freedom  in  the 
search  for  truth  on  the  part  of  those 
associated  with  it.  On  this  point 
Emory  has  repeatedly  and  unmis- 


takably declared  itself.  We  also  hold 
that  there  are  limits  to  one’s  freedom. 
Freedom  requires  responsibility. 

“We  are  likewise  committed  to  the 
rule  of  tenure  for  faculty  members, 
by  which  rule  the  principle  of  aca- 
demic freedom  is  maintained.  A com- 
munity of  scholars  could  hardly  be 
continued  without  it.  The  over-all 
purpose  and  effect  of  the  rule  of  ten- 
ure are  good  and  just,  though  situa- 
tions occasionally  arise  when  the  rule 
makes  it  difficult  for  an  institution 
to  make  clear  its  basic  commitment. 
The  trustees  and  administrators  of 
Emory  cannot  abrogate  a rule  that 
vitally  affects  every  member  of  the 
University’s  faculties,  nor  can  they 
in  honor  violate  a rule  that  they 
have  made.  But  the  moral  question 
emerges:  Whether  any  individual  can 
in  good  conscience  receive  his  liveli- 
hood from  an  institution,  participate 
in  its  advantages  and  benefits,  and 
at  the  same  time  publicly  and  agres- 
sively  oppose  the  basic  commitments 
on  which  it  is  founded. 

“We  are  confident  Emory’s  trus- 
tees, who  are  its  trusted  guardians, 
will  make  clear  to  all  persons  the  de- 
clared purpose  and  commitment  of 
Emory  University. 

“We  therefore  urge  our  people  and 
all  the  friends  of  Emory  to  undergird 
the  University’s  many  laudable  en- 
terprises, and  especially  the  current 
campaign  to  which  we  pledge  our 
full  support.  We  call  them  to  the 
same  loyalty  and  devotion  that  have 
characterized  the  past,  to  the  end 
that  Emory  may  remain  a university 
of  highest  order,  permeated  by  the 
Christian  concepts  and  ideals  that 
are  the  ground  of  our  hope  for  the  in- 
dividual and  society.  We  have  pride 
in  Emory’s  long  and  glorious  history 
and  are  convinced  that  its  best  days 
are  yet  to  be.”

A comprehensive  annual  report  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church  has  just  been  released 
covering  all  phases  based  mostly  on 
staff  work. 

One  section  of  particular  interest 
to  the  Florida  Conference  is  that  on 
the  Division  of  Higher  Education  of 
which  Florida’s  Bishop  James  W. 
Henley  is  the  chairman. 

Bishop  Henley  emphasized  to  The 
Florida  Methodist  the  fine  staff 
work  in  the  division  which  turned  out 
a report  that  pulled  no  punches. 

For  example  the  report  spoke  of 
the  “Year  of  the  Student  . . . Year  of 
revolts,  demonstrations,  marches,” 
etc.,  — concluding  though  that  higher 
education  was  dominated  by  a central 
fact — the  “astonishing  emergency  of 
the  student  as  a force  for  change  in 
school  and  society.” 


• Odds  and  ends  from  the  report: 

It  signaled  new  and  dramatic  evi- 
dence of  the  importance  of  the  church 
on  the  college  and  university  campus. 

One-fifth  attend  church-related  col- 
leges. Today’s  student  responds  to  the 
“go-go”  type  of  culture  with  his  own 
yen  for  moving.  Enrollments  hit  a 
new  peak— 5.4  million  and  this  figure 
is  likely  to  double  by  1970 — putting 
an  unexampled  strain  upon  facilities 
and  requiring  schools  to  revamp  their 
programs. 

The  “suitcase  college”  and  the  mi- 
gratory student  are  agents  for  change 
in  higher  education.  Students  increas- 
ingly are  enrolled  at  urban  institu- 
tions where  they  study  during  the 
week  but  scatter  to  “residences”  of 
various  sorts  on  weekends. 

Ours  is  the  age  of  the  migratory 
student.  No  longer  can  we  apply  the 


old  description  to  today’s  academic 
tramp  — to  wit  “have  C’s  — wil 
travel.” 

Many  restless  students  have  C’s  t< 
be  sure,  but  some  remarkable  scholar: 
are  on  the  move  for  good  reasons. 

For  one  thing,  they  have  learner 
they  may  be  able  to  get  a better  col 
lege  education  by  shopping. 

So  educators  are  being  forced  tc 
abandon  the  ancient  notion  of  the  col 
lege  years  as  a time  when  one  enrolls 
studies  in  residence  four  years,  anc 
moves  on  into  an  adult  role. 

Thus  the  migratory  student  genera 
tion  has  become  a top  item  for  even 
college’s  agenda.

• In  conclusion  the  report  on  High- 
er Education  of  which  Bishop 
Henley  is  chairman  says: 

Religion’s  role  is  larger  than  a cul- 
ture bewitched  by  “expertise”  and 
technology  will  admit.  But  religion 
provides  for  education  that  “enlarge- 
ment” which  grants  true  freedom. 

For  Christians,  this  means  that  the 
church  is  in  education  because  we  be- 


lieve in  the  Incarnation  and  the  Res- 
urrection: the  World  made  flesh  and 
dwelling  in  the  whole  of  life  to  recon- 
cile and  liberate  the  human  spirit ; 
Christ  risen  and  reigning  in  human 
affairs,  and  binding  persons  and  in- 
stitutions to  the  ultimate.  Of  old  it 
has  been  said  that  man  is  most  free 
and  most  magnificent  when  he  is 
bound  to  Christ  in  reverence  and 
service.  This  must  be  said,  then,  to 
the  college  and  university  and  to  all 
who  labor  in  them  in  vocations  of 
awesome  importance : we  are  co-lab- 
orers with  Him  who  said,  “Behold,

Discipline  (You  Parents)  Is  An  Act 
Of  Love  As  Outlined  In  Hosea 


( Head  Hosea  2:11-15) 
Discipline  is  a word  that  suggests 
unpleasantness  if  not  downright  suf- 
fering. Children  dislike  it;  parents 
would  rather  not  have  to  apply  it. 
The  old  adage  that  represents  the 
parent  about  to  spank  a child  as  say- 
ing: “This  hurts  me  more  than  it 
hurts  you,”  is  often  more  true  than 
not. 

Those  who  heard  Hosea  announce 
God’s  discipline  of  Israel  in  our  scrip- 
ture passage,  probably  reacted  in  sev- 

Once  again  Dr.  Charles  M.  Laymon, 
director  of  the  Department  of  Reli- 
gion of  Florida  Southern  College 
takes  from  the  Scripture  an  import- 
and  message  and  applies  it  to  modern 
life. 

e-al  ways.  Some  may  have  said  that 
the  preacher  was  just  an  old  crepe- 
hanger  trying  to  take  the  fun  out  of 
life.  Others  likely  passed  it  off  with- 
out even  hearing  it.  But  still  others 
may  have  paused  to  give  heed. 

• What  is  often  missed  in  such  warn- 
ing is  the  purpose  behind  disci- 
pline. No  one  wants  to  be  a kill-joy. 
But  facts  are  facts,  and  if  life  is  to 
keep  any  semblance  of  integrity  dis- 
cipline is  a necessity.  Its  purpose  is 
to  keep  those  who  are  rocking  the 
boat  from  going  overboard. 

We  hear  a great  deal  today  about 
“permissiveness”  in  rearing  children. 
It  calls  for  explaining  the  touchy  situ- 
ation to  the  child  and  allowing  him  to 
decide  for  himself  what  he  will  do.  If 
he  makes  the  wrong  decision  he  will 
learn  his  own  lesson  thereby.  Under- 
standing will  result  rather  than  the 
resentment  that  sometimes  follows 
the  giving  of  parental  orders. 

• There  is  a sound  psychological 
and  even  moral  principle  here.  But 

it  can  easily  lead  to  what  we  call 
spoiled  children  and  even  to  juvenile 
delinquency.  Unless  discipline  is 
also  a part  of  the  picture,  the  imma- 
ture may  easily  conclude  that  they 
can  get  by  with  anything. 

Psychologists  are  telling  us  these 
days  that  the  reason  for  extreme  be- 
havior in  children,  and  even  for  the 
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violent  acts  of  destruction  by  delir 
quent  youth,  is  a sub-conscious  appeE 
lor  discipline.  They  grow  out  of  gui 
feelings;  no  one  has  cared  enough  t 
hold  the  line. 

• As  in  the  Hosea  passage,  disciplin 

is  an  act  of  love  by  which  Go 
hopes  to  restore  his  children  to  th 
family  circle.  They  shall  “answer  £ 
in  the  days  of  her  youth”  (vs  15).

‘We  Need 
Renewal,’ 
Board  Told 

Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pa. — The  chief 
missions  executive  of  the  10, 304, 000- 
member  Methodist  Church  has  ticked 
off  here  the  items  she  considers  to  be 
of  top  priority  in  the  denomination’s 
missionary  program  in  the  United 
States  and  around  the  world. 

In  her  annual  report  as  general  sec- 
retary of  the  Methodist  Board  of 
Missions,  Mrs.  Porter  Brown,  New 
York,  listed  the  priority  matters  at 
the  Board’s  annual  meeting  here.  She 
is  the  only  woman  ever  to  head  a na- 
tional board  or  agency  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church. 

Among  the  items  she  listed  were: 
A — Recruitment  of  both  a larger 
number  and  more  specialized  mission  - 
aries and  deaconesses  for  work  in  the 
U.S.  and  48  countries  overseas.  B — 
The  building  of  more  churches,  not 
“cathedral  types”  but  “functional 
chapels  and  fellowship  buildings  for 
a mission  of  mobility.”  C — Continued 
Board  of  Missions  support  of  civil 
rights,  anti-poverty  and  peace  educa- 
tion programs.  D — Encouragement 
and  expansion  of  ecumenical  dialogue 
by  Methodist  women  with  Roman 
Catholic,  Protestant  and  Orthodox 
women.  E— Closing  the  gap  between 
what  is  going  on  in  the  church’s  mis- 
sion nationally  and  internationally, 
and  the  understanding  of  this  in  the 
local  church. 

In  a general  summary  of  Methodist 
mission  work  in  1964,  Mrs.  Brown 
said:  “Nobody  knows  better  than  I 
that  all  is  not  coming  up  roses  with 
the  Board  of  Missions,  or  with  The 
Methodist  Church  for  that  matter. 
But  I know  also  that  the  Board  is 
demonstrating  courage  to  face  the  un- 
known and  willingness  to  go  where  it 
thinks  its  Lord  is  leading.  I believe 
that  renewal  is  taking  place — whether 
it  is  taking  place  fast  enough  may  be 
another  question.  We  live  by  faith  and

The  Church  in  Urban 
Life  To  Be  Discussed 


If  the  church  is  to  have  a place  in 
the  American  city,  it  must  go  in  with 
its  eves  open,  its  facts  straight  and 
its  motivations  high.  And  the  church 
must  recognize  and  work  in  the  urban 
community,  agree  the  14  writers  of 
an  advance  study  book  prepared  for 
the  Methodist  Urban  Life  Convoca- 
tion, Feb.  15-17  in  Chicago. 

Each  chapter  of  “The  Church  in 
Urban  America”  deals  with  a topic 
relating  to  the  church  and  the  city 
that  will  be  dealt  with  by  the  convo- 
cation’s 1,800  participants  in  one  of 
14  discussion  groups.  These  sessions 
will  be  the  focal  point  of  the  quadren-

nial  gathering  and  will  occupy  more 
than  six  hours. 

Nearly  all  of  the  authors  cite  ex- 
amples of  the  church  already  at 
work,  especially  in  reaching  toward 
the  people  of  the  inner  city.  The  auth- 
ors’ evaluations  of  these  current  situ- 
ations are  from  the  various  view- 
points expressed  in  the  groups’  topics 
— such  as  theology,  sociology,  work 
and  leisure,  community  organization, 
lay  involvement,  racial  inclusiveness, 
parish  organization  and  motivation. 

For  example  the  role  of  the  church, 
working  where  “urban  conditions  of 
survival  seem  to  negate  the  funda- 
mental moralistic  teachings  of  the 
church,”  should  be  “to  seek  to  change 
the  society  and  create  a new  environ- 
ment where  these  virtues  are  reward- 
ed,” according  to  Frank  B.  Zeidler, 
urban  consultant  from  Milwaukee, 
Wise.  He  joints  out  that  the  various 
types  of  segregation  in  the  city  tend 
to  combine  and  to  concentrate  “all 


those  who  are  failing  in  the  struggl 
for  life”  and  who  are  disorganized  an- 
at  the  same  time  to  concentrate  th 
successful  who  “direct  its  destinies.” 

The  need  for  the  church  to  be  ir 
volved  in  planning  of  the  new  commi 
nities  that  are  evolving  is  stressed  i 
several  chapters.  Prof.  David  M 
Gravbeal  of  Drew  University,  Mad: 
son,  N.  J.,  urges  that  it  engage  i 
conversations  and  experimentation  t 
“help  find  a way  to  overcome  th 
dualism  of  the  rural-urban  problem, 
to  help  preserve  the  values  that  pec 
pie  seek  in  both  city  and  countrvsidi 

Prof.  George  B.  Hall  of  Colgate 
Rochester  Divinity  School,  Roches 
ter,  N.Y.,  describes  the  various  type 
of  community  organizations  and  sug 
gests  ways  in  which  the  church  ca: 
work  through  them  as  a servant.  H 
holds  that,  to  be  relevant,  the  churc 
“must  direct  its  attention  not  onl 
to  the  immediate  needs  of  a deprive 
neighborhood,  it  must  also  have  th 
vision  to  help  shape  the  future  c 
metropolis.”  As  part  of  the  proces: 
he  adds,  it  needs  to  “clarify  basi 
theological  and  Biblical  concepts  ( 
what  the  nature  of  the  church  is,  an 
to  sharpen  ethical  standards”  and  a 
so  to  “understand  the  power  stru< 
ture  of  our  urban  society  and  to  er 
gage  in  appropriate  ways  of  makin 
the  corporate  influence  of  the  churc 
effective.” 

While  advocating  and  suggesting 
strategy  for  the  urban  church,  th 
Rev.  Richard  W.  Cain,  Los  Angeli 
District  Superintendent,  stresses  tw 
prerequisites — “the  restoration  of  ii 
tegritv  in  church  membership”  an 
adequate  training  for  church  official 
He  holds  that  “nothing  is  more  essei 
tial  to  an  urban  strategy  than  effei 
tive  training  of  members”  couple 
with  “a  discipline  that  is  realistic.”

Lake  Butler  Church  Notes  100th  Birthday— 
With  Interesting  History 


The  First  Church  at  Lake  Butler  re- 
cently observed  its  100th  anniversary 
highlighting  an  interesting  history 
which  was  published  by  President 
Charles  T.  Thrift,  Jr.,  in  his  book. 
;‘The  Trail  of  the  Florida  Circuit 
Rider.” 

Taking  part  in  the  service  were 
Bishop  James  W.  Henley,  the  Rev. 
John  Sikes,  district  superintendent 
of  the  Gainesville  District  and  the 
Rev.  Roy  L.  McCormick,  pastor  of 
the  church. 

According  to  notations  made  by 
Dr.  Thrift,  Jr.,  in  his  book,  “The 
Trail  of  the  Florida  Circuit  Rider”, 
the  Ocean  Pond  Mission  was  located 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  Newnans- 
ville  District  in  1845  and  this  includ- 
ed the  settlement  here  and  around 
Lake  Butler.  John  W.  Yarborough 
was  Presiding  Elder  in  charge  of  this 
large  district. 

A young  preacher  only  21  years 
old,  John  C.  Ley  was  assigned  to 
this  section.  He  recounts  that  there 


was  no  postoffice,  church  or  school 
b iiding  within  the  bounds  of  the  cir- 
cuit and  that  he  received  his  mail  at 
Newnansville  each  two  weeks  when 
he  passed  through.  He  traveled  en- 
tirely on  horseback  using  a pocket 
compass  as  a guide.  The  settlers 
opened  their  cabins  to  Ley  and  invit- 
ed neighbors  in  for  services.  This 
young  minister  had  the  satisfaction 
of  completing  one  church  building 
during  the  year,  that  at  Fort  Call, 
just  six  miles  west  of  Lake  Butler. 
He  helped  build  a church  of  “nine 
poles  and  hewed  puncheons  for  floor 
and  seats. 

According  to  existing  records  the. 
first  person  to  be  received  into  the 
local  Methodist  Church  was  Mrs. 
J.  D.  Prevatt,  who  was  received  in 
November  1851  by  the  Rev.  H.  F. 
Smith. 

During  the  Civil  War,  1861-1865, 
the  state  suffered  as  well  as  Florida 
Methodism  and  many  changes  were 
brought  about  politically,  economi- 


cally, socially  and  religiously. 

In  1944  the  first  history  of  tl 
Lake  Butler  Methodist  Church  wf 
written  by  the  late  Mrs.  Mizel 
Knight,  a devout  member  of  tl 
church.  She  visited  Bro.  Billy  Kerc 
a pioneer  of  the  Lulu  section  and 
member  of  the  New  Zion  Methodi 
Church.  He  recalled  a small  w'oodf 
Methodist  Church  building  near  tl 
present  site  at  the  close  of  the  Civ 
War  in  1865. 

Previous  to  1880  there  were  no  pe 
manent  records  that  can  be  locatr 
by  the  present  Historical  Committe 

They  feel  sure  that  much  histoi 
was  made  during  this  reconstructic 
era.  Since  that  time  records  ha' 
been  well  kept  and  reading  of  tl 
minutes  is  interesting  and  inform 
five.

The  Bishop  Calls 


. . . From.  Florida  Southern  to  Spirit 
Of  Small  Church  One  Finds  Christ 


Dear  Friends: 

I think  you  will  be  interested  in  a report  of  a gathering 
of  Methodists  from  every  district  in  the  Conference  at 
Lakeland  during  the  weekend  of  January  29-30.  Invita- 
tions were  extended  to  persons  nominated  from  through- 
out the  state  and  we  had  hoped  to  have  100  acceptances. 
When  Saturday  came  a torrential  downpour  of  rain  came 
with  it  to  Lakeland  and  the  prophecy  of  freezing  weather 
on  Sunday  night.  Travel  conditions  were  certainly  not 
the  best.  Some  were  kept  at  home  because  of  concern  for 
citrus  or  vegetable  crops.  However,  the  number  report- 
ing was  most  gratifying.  Both  husbands  and  wives  were 
invited  to  come,  visit  the  college,  hear  the  glee  club,  listen 
to  reports  from  the  faculty  and  students,  etc.,  etc.  One 
hundred  and  forty-six  persons  were  present.  I report 
this  because  I believe  you  will  be  hearing  from  these  indi- 
viduals in  your  district.  Those  attending  represented 
every  section  of  the  state. 

Morning  worship  is  held  on  the  Florida  Southern  Col- 
lege campus  for  the  students  each  Sunday.  This  is  the 
second  year  for  “the  church  on  the  campus.”  The  reports 
that  come  to  me  indicate  that  between  400  and  500  stu- 
dents are  in  attendance. 

Three  years  ago  our  annual  conference  approved  a 
program  for  Growth  and  Expansion  in  the  state  of  Flor- 
ida. Both  last  year  and  this  year  the  conference  set  a goal 
and  distributed  askings  totaling  $425,000.  This  money  was 
to  be  distributed  among  the  following  interests: 

1.  Church  Extension — $100,000 

2.  Wesley  Foundations — $155,000 

3.  Florida  Southern  College- — $100,000 

4.  Camps  for  Youth — $70,000 
Total— $425,000 

As  of  the  present  time  46.88%  of  the  above  amount 
has  been  contributed.  A total  of  $199,239.71  has  been 
received  thus  far.  Few  people  can  imagine  how  indispen- 
sable the  Growth  and  Expansion  Fund  is.  Without  it  we 
would  have  been  unable  to  begin  to  meet  the  challenge 
of  our  decade  in  Florida. 

The  Church  of  God  moves  forward  on  the  local  scene 
in  units  which  we  call  congregations.  Most  of  these  are 
relatively  small.  Every  now  and  again  someone  says 
apologetically,  “I  just  belong  to  a little  church.”  Bless 
you,  most  of  the  churches  in  America  are  little  churches 
—and  most  of  the  Sunday  Schools.  The  large  church 
has  a contribution  to  make.  It  .can  be  a powerful  voice 
for  righteousness  within  its  community.  Its  size  makes 
it  possible  for  it  to  carry  on  certain  programs  that  are  be- 
yond the  reach  of  the  smaller  congregations.  But  there 
is  an  intimacy  and  a family  spirit  within  the  small  fel- 
lowship which  is  within  itself  priceless.  So  never  apolo- 
gize for  the  fact  that  you  belong  to  “a  little  church.”  The 
Lord  is  using  a host  of  them  to  enrich  the  lives  of  chil- 
dren, youth  and  adults.  Just  pray  and  work  to  the  end 
that  the  unit  of  fellowship  within  which  you  worship  will 
be  strengthened  for  the  Glory  of  God  and  for  the  bene- 
fit of  mankind. 


The  need  for  talented,  well  prepared,  deeply  dedicate 
young  men  for  the  ministry  constitutes  one  of  the  mo: 
urgent  requirements  of  the  Church  in  our  generatioi 
Nothing  but  the  best  is  satisfactory.  Nothing  but  tl 
most  genuine  commitment  to  Christ  will  suffice.  Befoi 
the  Church  is  an  open  door.  The  people  up  and  dow 
every  avenue  stand  in  need  of  the  means  of  grace  mac 
available  through  it.  There  is  no  wealth  to  compare  wil 
the  satisfactions  experienced  by  the  minister  of  the  Loi 
Jesus  Christ.  More  young  men  and  women  are  needed  fi 
Christian  Vocations— now— at  this  very  moment.  Mi: 
isters,  parents,  church  school  workers  are  called  to  pre 
that  God  will  register  upon  the  hearts  of  our  youth  H 
need  for  them  in  the  leadership  of  His  church  and  in  tl 
building  of  His  Kingdom  on  earth. 

In  closing,  I ran  upon  this  paragraph  in  Simon  Pet 
Richardson’s,  The  Lights  and  Shadows  of  Itinerant  Lif 
“After  going  round  the  circuit,  my  faith  and  hope  cou 
not  see  any  bright  side  to  it.  It  was  a great  trial  to  n 
when  I gave  up  all  to  become  an  itinerant  preacher;  b 
now  came  another  and  as  great  trial,  when  I was  abo 
to  make  up  my  mind  to  leave  the  ministry.  The  devil  h; 
made  a flank  movement  upon  me.  I owed  nothing 
the  church,  I had  no  relations  in  it.  It  had  never  doi 
anything  for  me,  except  to  furnish  me  a place  to  wor 
and  the  first  year  of  my  itinerant  life  had  not  paid  half  n 
expenses. 

“That  the  bishop  and  my  presiding  elder  had  eith 
neglected  me  or  put  me  on  that  circuit  to  punish  me,  f 
I knew  not  what,  seemed  evident.  But  before  leaving 
felt  it  was  due  to  Christ,  myself,  and  the  circuit  (whi 
was  not  to  blame  for  my  being  there)  that  I give  the  si 
ject  sober  thought,  and  if  I left  to  leave  with  a clear  cc 
science.  I rose  up  and  went  away  to  the  woods,  seat 
myself  on  a log,  and  opened  up  the  discussion.  The  fi 
question  was,  Had  I ever  been  converted,  and  was  t 
gospel  true?  This  I could  not  deny.  Then  came  ne 
Was  I really  called  to  preach  Christ’s  gospel?  I had  fre 
a boy  felt  it  my  duty  to  preach.  Then  came  the  issi 
If  Christ  were  there,  and  had  to  preach  to  those  pc 
people,  would  he  grumble  and  complain  at  his  lot?  N 
came  the  humiliating  and  stinging  question,  Are  you  r 
backslidden?  This  brought  me  to  my  knees,  and  I call 
myself  up  to  be  prayed  for.  Before  I finished  prayii 
heaven  and  earth  came  together.  When  my  presidi 
elder  came  he  told  me  I was  put  on  that  work  because 
thought  me  suited  to  build  it  up.  My  congregations 
creased  and  revival  power  came  down.”

At  last  year’s  Annual  Conference, 
Mr.  Roughton’s  report  from  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Christian  Social 
Concerns  supporting  the  NCC  but 
recognizing  the  right  of  persons  to 
disagree  with  some  actions  of  the 
Council  and  that  perfect  consensus 
in  such  a large  organization  is  impos- 
sible was  the  topic  of  opposition  by 
Charles  T.  Boyd,  Jr.,  of  the  Ortega 
Church  Social  Concerns  Committee. 

Judge  Maness  has  written  two 
books  on  probing  the  NCC,  failing  to 
find  anything  except  a lack  of  under- 
standing and  communication  by 
many  persons.  He  was  even  unaware 
of  the  study  made  by  the  Social  Con- 
cerns Committee  of  his  own  church.

Methodist  Women  in  Denmark  Observe 
50th  Anniversary  of  Their  W.S.C.S. 

Methodist  Women  in  Denmark  are  celebrating  this  year  the  50th  anni- 
versary of  organized  women’s  work  in  Danish  Methodism,  and  the  big 
event  was  held  at  Esbjerg.  Like  their  counterpart  in  the  United  States, 
the  Methodist  women’s  organization  in  Denmark  is  called  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Started  in  Vejle  in  1914  by  a schoolteacher,  the  women’s  organiza- 
tion was  first  called  the  Women’s  Foreign  Mission  Society.  In  1939, 
when  three  branches  of  Methodism  united  in  America  and  around  the 
world,  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  came  into  being  in 
many  countries  of  the  world,  including  Denmark. 

The  Woman’s  Society  in  Denmark  is  one  of  the  most  active  parts 
of  The  Methodist  Church.  The  women  contribute  generously  to  overseas 
mission  work  ( about  half  of  their  giving  goes  to  “foreign  missions”)  and 
to  such  other  causes  as  home  missions,  theological  education,  overseas 
relief  and  social  work.  The  women  teach  in  Sunday  schools,  do  youth 
work  and  serve  in  many  other  phases  of  church  life.  Devotional  meetings 
are  held  monthly  by  housewives  in  several  places.  The  women  observe 
the  annual  “Call  to  Prayer  and  Self-Denial,”  using  Danish  translations 
of  “Call”  materials  prepared  for  Woman’s  Societies  in  the  U.  S. 

Bishop  Odd  Hagen,  whose  Stockholm  episcopal  area  includes  Den- 
mark as  well  as  Norway,  Sweden  and  Finland,  was  the  principal  speaker 
at  the  50th  anniversary  convention.  Presiding  was  Mrs.  Margrethe  Ask- 
holm,  president  of  the  Danish  Woman’s  Society  for  several  years. 


Past,  present  and  future  as  they  re- 
late to  Methodism  will  be  wrapped 
into  the  same  package  when  the 
church  celebrates  its  Bicentennial  in 
America  in  Baltimore  April  21-24. 

There  will  be  presentation  of  18 
papers  on  historical  aspects  of  Meth- 
odism, a symposium  of  four  widely 
known  experts  in  “Vital  Issues  Fac- 
ing the  Church”  and  the  burial  of  a 
time  capsule  to  be  raised  in  the  year 
2066. 

The  Friday  afternoon  symposium 
on  vital  issues  will  feature  talks  by: 

—Dr.  Norman  Cousins,  editor  of 
The  Saturday  Review  and  commen- 
tator on  international  affairs,  on  war 
and  peace; 

—Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr., 
president  of  Southern  Christian 
Leadership  Conference,  winner  of  the 
Nobel  Peace  Prize  for  his  work  in 
race  relations,  on  race; 

—Dr.  Seymour  Melman,  professor 
of  industrial  and  management  engi- 
neering at  Columbia  University,  on 
society; 

—Dr.  Roger  Ortmayer,  professor  of 
Christianity  and  the  arts  at  Perkins 
School  of  Theology,  on  “The  Arts— 
the  Growing  Edge.” 

Their  discussion  will  be  moderated 
by  Bishop  Donald  H.  Tippett  of  San 
Francisco. 

The  time  capsule  will  be  buried 
Sunday  afternoon  in  Mt.  Olivet  Cem- 
etery, in  the  plot  which  contains  the 
grave  of  Francis  Asbury  and  several 
other  bishops.  In  addition  to  a num- 
ber of  books  and  documents  of  to- 
day’s church,  the  capsule  will  have 
spoken  messages  from  the  church’s 
leaders  to  Methodists  of  2066. 

The  historical  papers  will  be  pre- 
sented in  45-minute  periods  Friday 
and  Saturday  mornings,  with  each 
period  including  simultaneous  read- 
ings of  a paper  on  a doctrinal  subject, 
one  on  biography  and  one  on  a re- 
gional aspect  of  history.  Each  listen- 
er will  be  able  to  choose  six  subjects.

Baltimore,  Md.— The  four  earliest 
structures  of  Methodism  in  America 
are  depicted  on  the  bronze  medallion 
which  has  been  struck  to  commemo- 
rate the  church’s  Bicentennial,  as 
part  of  the  national  observance 
scheduled  here  April  21-24. 

The  antiqued  bronze  medallion, 
four  centimeters  in  diameter,  shows 
the  strawbridge  Log  Meeting  House 
in  Maryland,  the  Old  Stone  Church 
in  Leesburg,  Va.,  Wesley  Chapel  on 
John  Street  in  New  York  City,  St. 
George’s  Church  in  Philadelphia,  all 
erected  in  the  1760’s.  St.  George’s 
is  the  only  building  remaining  today, 
though  a congregation  worships  in  a 
newer  building  on  John  Street,  and  a 
foundation  and  a monument  mark 
the  Virginia  and  Maryland  sites. 

Central  feature  of  the  piece  is  the 


place  before  there  could  be  a uniting 
of  our  churches.  Over  and  over  again 
we  have  been  able  to  discern  the 
Hand  of  God  ‘moving  in  mysterious 
ways  His  wonders  to  perform.’ 

“In  the  fulness  of  time,  God  is  see- 
ing to  it  that  Methodism  in  downtown 
Miami  shall  be  a redemptive  fellow- 
ship and  a serving  institution  greater 
than  even  hoped  for  before.” 

“Now  may  we  prayerfully,  with 
one  accord,  give  our  attention  to  the 
hundreds  of  details  that  will  enable 
us  truly  to  become  one  church.” 

All  are  agreed  that  this  could  be 
one  of  Florida  Methodism’s  greatest 
ventures.

Chicago,  III.— (MI)— The  Metho- 
dist Church  must  “train  men  to  ful- 
fill their  opportunities  to  tell  the 
good  news,”  annual  conference  lead- 
ers of  Methodist  Men  were  told  here 
recently  as  they  met  for  a workshop. 

“In  the  years  ahead  we  must  not 
only  give  importance  to  spiritual 
matters,  but  we  must  give  new  at- 
tention to  the  world  in  which  we 
live,”  Dr.  Robert  G.  Mayfield,  gen- 
eral secretary  of  the  General  Board 
of  Lay  Activities,  told  the  group  in 
the  opening  address. 

The  importance  of  witness  was 
stressed  by  other  speakers,  also,  and 
by  the  heavy  emphasis  placed  during 
the  weekend  on  the  new  Methodist 
Men  World  Witness  program. 

“You  can  never  be  involved  in  (the 
great  needs  of  the  world ) unless  you 
go  out  and  identify  with  them,”  the 
Rev.  Dr.  P.  Gordon  Gould,  director  of 
development  for  Alaska  Methodist 
University,  told  the  men.  “It  is  the 
business  of  the  Christian  to  give  the 
basis  for  the  solution  of  some  of  our 
most  perplexing  problems.” 

In  another  address,  Dr.  Leonard 
Sorg  stressed  that  “the  church  of  the 
future  is  very  likely  what  we  do  in 
our  work  day  in  and  day  out.”  Dr. 
Sorg.  technical  superintendent  of 
American  Oil  Company’s  Sugar

“It  is  possible  in  a day  of  hard 
competition  to  live  a Christ-like  life 
and  make  it  felt  up  and  down  the 
lines  of  our  companies,”  Dr.  Sorg 
asserted.

A.  Briggs  who  spoke  on  “Men  and 
Stewardship”  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mer- 
rill Powers,  director  of  the  1964-68 
quadrennial  program. 

The  workshop  was  sponsored  by 
the  Section  on  Men’s  Work  of  the 
Board  of  Lay  Activities  and  was  at- 
tended by  about  75  annual  confer- 
ence leaders. 


Florida  Southern  College  has  been 
granted  a $550,000  government  loan 
to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a mil- 
lion-dollar-plus  library  on  the  Frank 
Lloyd  Wright  campus. 

The  announcement  of  the  loan 
approval  was  made  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education  and  Wel- 
fare. 

The  college’s  library  project  in- 
cludes the  erection  of  the  new'  struc- 
ture, which  will  be  three  stories  high 
and  cover  approximately  38,000 
square  feet,  and  the  renovating  of  the 
present  library  into  classrooms  and 
an  audio  visual  center. 

Ground  breaking  for  the  new  li- 
brary is  scheduled  for  the  fall,  ac- 
cording to  college  authorities,  and 
will  take  30  months  to  complete. 

Renovation  of  the  present  E.  T. 
Roux  library  will  begin  at  approxi- 
mately the  same  time.  The  old  struc- 
ture will  be  altered  to  include  four 
classrooms  opening  onto  the  audio 
visual  area,  and  two  large  seminar 
rooms  and  several  offices. 


The  new  building,  to  be  locate 
between  the  college’s  administrate 
and  seminar  buildings,  will  facilita 
upwards  of  2,000  students,  colie 
authorities  announced. 

The  present  library  was  erected 
the  1940’s  and  originally  intend 
for  800  students. 

When  the  classrooms  are  co 
pleted  in  the  E.  T.  Roux  buildir 
classes  in  Allan  Spivey  Hall  will 
phased  out  to  provide  dormitc 
space  for  between  70  and  100  boai 
ing  students,  college  officials  said.

Even 
William  Blake  made  a drawing  of  a 
little  man  standing  at  the  foot  of  a 
ladder  and  reaching  up  to  the  moon 
crying  “I  want;  I want.”

some  place  we  think  that  there  must 
be  a new  life,  or  resources  for  living 
this  one  better.  Aside  from  military, 
scientific,  and  propaganda  value, 
reaching  the  moon  may,  however,  let 
us  down. 

• The  new  life  that  we  need  and  for 
which  we  search  will  not  come 

from  the  moon  or  anyplace  else  out- 
side ourselves.  It  must  come  from 
within  our  hearts.  This  is  what 
Ezekiel  had  in  mind  when  he  gave 
the  people  God’s  promise  that  he 
would  take  out  of  them  a “heart  of 
stone”  and  give  them  a “heart  of 
flesh”  (36:26). 

The  Hebrews  had  sinned  and  were 
in  exile.  Their  beloved  Jerusalem 
was  in  ruins.  Many  had  lost  hope 
and  faith  was  running  low.  What 
they  needed  was  renewal. 

• A school  boy  once  said  to  his 
teacher  who  had  been  telling 

them  about  playing  “the  game  of 
life,”  as  she  called  it.  “But  how  can 
we  play  the  game  unless  we  know 
where  the  goal  posts  are?”  He  was 
right;  we  must  have  standards  to  go 
by.  God  has  given  us  these  in  the 
Bible. 

But  it  takes  more  than  goal  posts 
to  play  the  game.  It  takes  courage 
and  faith:  it  requires  love  and  hope 
also.  And  these  come  from  within.

And  it  just  might  be  tha 
someone  is  looking  to  us  to  discove 
what  it  means  too. 

Spirituality  is  a gift  of  God  tha 
he  gives  to  his  children  who  lo\ 
him.  It  is  the  fruit  of  the  life  of  tru* 
and  faith.  We  do  not  achieve  it  b 
doing  good  deeds.  This  was  wh; 
the  pharisees  in  Jesus’  day  tried  t 
do  —and  failed.  And  pharisaism  i 
with  us  still.

good  deeds  for  inner  love  we  ai 

like  the  pharisees.  Whenever  we  tr 
to  walk  only  by  sight,  instead  of  ac 
venturing  by  faith,  we  are  moder 
pharisees.

and  the  NCC,”  he  printed  corre- 
spondence with  church  leaders  in 
Louisiana  who  published  a contro- 
versial document  and  Judge  Maness 
brought  it  all  to  a head  with  the 
sentence — “Why  don’t  you  join  me 
in  an  effort  to  inform  and  arm  people 
with  the  facts  on  both  sides  of  the 
great  issues  of  our  day;  and,  give  up 
the  negative  and  take  the  affirmative 
side  of  the  greatness  of  man  and  the 
church?’’ 

The  title  of  his  first  book  inciden- 
tally might  be  misunderstood  by 
some — but  actually  came  when  his 
wife  after  reading  the  first  manu- 
script commented  — obviously  with 
tongue-in-cheek:  “You’ve  been  brain- 
washed!” 

Judge  Maness  is  still  trying  to 
communicate  to  people  that  the  NCC 
is  not  directed  by  the  Communists 
because  the  NCC  supports  the  Chris- 
tian beliefs  and  is  thus  in  complete 
opposition  to  Communism. 

In  some  of  his  talks,  Judge  Maness 
lists  as  “must”  reading  certain  books 
and  magazines — including  The  Flor- 
ida Methodist.

The  Bishop  Calls 


Lent— A Season  for  Giving 


Dear  Friends: 


The  old  Anglo-Saxon  word  Lent  meant  spring.  It  is 
the  season  of  rebirth.  Dead  things  mysteriously  come  to 
life  again.  Bleak  memories  are  forgotten  with  the  blos- 
soming of  trees  and  the  blooming  of  flowers.  Lent  was  a 
natural  word  for  the  season  preceding  Easter,  for  during 
that  period  the  hearts  of  men  anticipate  the  day  of  Resur- 
rection. 

Historically,  Lent  has  been  set  apart  for  self-denial 
since  through  self-denial  men  purge  themselves  of  that 
which  is  mean  and  unworthy.  It  is  also  a season  for 
giving.  God’s  gift  in  Christ  Jesus  surpasses  all  that  men 
or  nations  can  perform  in  gratitude.  Yet,  within  us  there 
is  the  desire  to  place  the  most  precious  tilings  we  have 
upon  the  altar  for  the  glory  of  Him  who  gave  himself 
that  we  might  discover  the  true  meaning  and  significance 
of  living. 

In  the  Cross  of  Jesus  all  men  behold  the  symbol  of 
their  hope.  Through  Him  we  are  united  in  one  great 
fraternity  the  world  around.  Shame  on  us  that  any  land 
espousing  the  name  of  Christ  should  disdain  any  other 
man,  neighbor  or  foreignor. 

• Lent  is  a season  for  the  declaration  of  the  gospel  of 

Christ.  Every  day  of  the  year  is  sacred  in  itself,  but 

there  is  a special  character  to  the  days  of  Lent.  We  are 
moved  more  seriously  to  seek  out  the  place  of  worship 
with  regularity  and  to  sing  hymns  of  praise;  during  this 
season  the  minister  is  humbled  at  the  thought  of  the  mag- 
nitude of  this  message  and  the  poverty  of  his  talents. 
Yet,  speak  the  Good  News  he  must. 

We  are  entering  upon  the  season  of  Lent.  Let  me  be- 
seech you  as  families,  commit  yourselves  to  the  joyful 
discipline  of  worship,  of  giving,  of  witnessing.  Easter 
lies  before  us  with  all  its  grandeur.  Let  us  prepare  our 
hearts  for  its  coming. 

• Whenever  I write  I feel  led  to  tell  you  something  of 

my  visits  among  the  churches  of  the  state.  On  Sunday, 

February  6,  I preached  at  Satellite  Beach  at  8:30  and  at 
11:00  o’clock.  Their  new  building  is  very  lovely  and  the 


spirit  of  the  congregation  must  be  inspiring  to  the  mo 
casual  visitor.  On  Sunday  afternoon  and  Monday  v 
visited  with  the  Alley’s  among  the  churches  of  the  Mt 
bourne  District.  On  February  13  I was  at  St.  Paul’s 
Tallahassee  for  the  two  services  in  the  morning  and 
Gray  Memorial  for  the  consecration  of  their  new  hou 
of  worship  in  the  afternoon.  St.  Paul’s  is  a relative 
young  church,  but  one  that  has  known  phenomen 
growth.  They  are  planning  for  their  new  sanctuary.  Gn 
Memorial  is  a very  young  church— organized  during  tl 
past  year.  But  Gray  Memorial  is  growing  and  is  de 
tined  to  be  a splendid  and  useful  congregation.  On  Fe 
ruary  14  and  15  we  visited  with  the  Sikes’  in  the  Gains 
ville  District.

They  have  been  varied  in  mai 
ways,  but  each  one  chuck  full  of  very  pleasant  and  i 
spiring  relationships  w'ith  the  Methodists  of  Florida. 

In  closing.  I would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  t 
One  Percent  Fund.  Your  minister  has  doubtless  explai 
ed  it  to  you.  Or  perhaps  your  Commission  on  Finan 
has  brought  it  to  your  attention.  This  relatively  sm; 
amount  from  each  congregation  is  assisting  young  min 
terial  students  to  secure  their  education  and  enabling  o 
theological  seminaries  to  carry  on  their  task  of  grt 
responsibility.  The  Church  needs  these  young  men.  Ma 
of  them  need  the  assistance  of  the  Church.  Let  me  ur 
you  to  give  your  encouragement  and  support  to  the  0

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ANOTHER  PUSH  IS  NEED! 

Growth.,  Expansion  Fund  Also  Aids  Florida  South 


You  see,  it’s  this  way— the  Florida  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church  has  a 
college— Florida  Southern— the  state’s  old- 
est institution  of  higher  education  located 
in  Lakeland,  now  the  official  center  of 
Methodism  in  the  Florida  Conference. 

In  order  to  help  pay  on  debt  payments 
and  capital  funds,  Florida  Southern  is 
voted  a part  of  the  Growth  and  Expansion 
Fund.  This  fund  was  started  by  the  Con- 
ference Planning  Commission  several 
years  ago  and  helps  keep  Methodism  on 
the  go! 

The  current  situation  shows  that 
some  extra  “get  out  and  go”  is  needed 
before  Annual  Conference  to  meet  the 
$100,000  share  of  the  Growth  and  Ex- 
pansion Fund  allocated  to  Florida  South- 
ern. 

All-in-all  the  Growth  and  Expansion 
Fund  quota  for  the  current  Conference 
year  adds  up  to  $425,000— a goal  agreed 
upon  by  the  Conference  Planning  Com- 
mission which  heard  the  needs  of  the  four 
units  involved— Florida  Southern;  Wesley 
Foundations;  Youth  Division  (camp 
sites)  and  the  Board  of  Missions  for  new 
church  sites  and  buildings. 


Every  Methodist  had  a part  ii 
program  because  after  the  Planning  i 
mission,  headed  up  by  Bishop  Jame 
Henley  and  containing  both  clergy 
lay  members,  agreed  to  the  goal  of  S 
000  and  how  it  would  be  divided- 
recommendations  went  to  the  Con 
sion  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
then  to  the  Annual  Conference. 

The  Cabinet,  after  it  received  the 
budget  split  it  up  among  the  12  dist 
District  superintendents,  working 
the  church  stewards  in  their  district 
signed  each  church  a goal.

‘Night  Call’  Off  Air  Temporarily

Nashville,  Tenn.— “Night  Call,”  the 
late-night  radio  program  produced  by 
the  Television,  Radio  and  Film  Com- 
mission (TRAFCO)  has  come  to 
what  producers  hope  will  be  only  a 
temporary  end. 

“The  length  of  the  hiatus  is  uncer- 
tain,” said  Nelson  Price,  TRAFCO 
staff  member  and  executive  producer 
of  the  program.  “It  is  my  personal 
hope  that  it  can  return  beginning  in 


the  autumn  of  1966,  but  much  work 
remains  to  be  done  before  then.” 

Price  said  the  primary  factor  in 
halting  the  program  is  technical  diffi- 
culties, but  that  budget  was  also  a 
consideration. 

“We  feel  that  ‘Night  Call’  has  been 
an  extremely  significant  program,” 
Price  said.  “From  its  very  inception 
it  was  a research  and  development 
concept.” 


Dr.  C.  R.  Hooton 
Dies  at  70 
In  Washington 

Washington,  D.  C.— The  Rev.  Dr 
Caradine  R.  Hooton,  retired  genera! 
secretary  of  the  Methodist  General 
Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns 
and  a long-time  leader  in  the  tern 
perance  movement,  died  here  aftei 
suffering  a heart  attack  while  a pa- 
tient in  Sibley  Memorial  Hospital 
He  was  70. 

Dr.  Hooton  retired  in  1963  frorr 
the  Methodist  post  and  became  ex- 
ecutive director  of  the  National  Tem- 
perance League,  later  renamed  the 
American  Council  on  Alcohol  Prob- 
lems, a post  he  held  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  In  this  job  he  had  taken  lead- 
ership in  getting  a number  of  tem- 
perance groups  to  coordinate  theii 
activities. 

Prior  to  becoming  the  first  stafl 
head  of  the  Board  of  Christian  So 
cial  Concerns,  Dr.  Hooton  served  foi 
11  years  as  general  secretary  of  the 
General  Board  of  Temperance,  one  oi 
the  boards  merged  into  the  Board  o: 
Christian  Social  Concerns. 

Dr.  Hooton  was  a native  of  Hughes 
Springs,  Texas,  and  received  his  ed 
ucation  at  Southwestern  University 
and  the  University  of  Texas.  Prioi 
to  entering  the  ministry  he  was  ai 
attorney  and  in  1951  was  admitted  t< 
practice  before  the  United  States  Su 
preme  Court. 

Health/Welfare  Certification

Sometimes  it  takes  an  “outsider”  to 
reminds  us  of  some  of  the  joys  of 
living  in  Florida. 

A recent  example  is  the  column  be- 
low of  Bishop  Paul  Hardin,  Jr.,  Co- 
lumbia, S.C.,  which  appeared  in  the 
South  Carolina  Methodist  Advocate : 

“When  I was  a very  young  minister 
I accepted  my  first  invitation  to 
preach  in  a revival  service  in 
Florida  . . . The  invitation  came 
from  my  seminary  roommate,  Mil- 
ton  Wyatt,  who  at  that  time  was 
pastor  of  the  Methodist  Church  at 
Havana,  Florida  . . . Prior  to  that 
time  I had  never  known  of  any  Ha- 
vana except  the  one  in  Cuba  . . . Dot 
and  I had  a wonderful  time  with 
Milt  and  his  beautiful  wife  Mary  and 
their  good  people,  and  that  was  the 
beginning  of  many  happy  visits  and 
experiences  . . . Bishop  John  Brans- 
comb,  Bishop  Ed  Pendergrass  and 
other  minister  friends  gave  me  oppor- 
tunities to  preach  in  many  places  . . . 
Indeed,  as  I reflect  upon  it  I recall 
pleasant  visits  in  Haines  City,  Ar- 
cadia, St.  Petersburg,  Tampa,  Lake 
Worth,  Lake  Wales,  Melbourne,  Or- 
lando, Lakeland  and  Fort  Pierce  . . . 
I’ve  also  had  the  privilege  of  speak- 
ing to  hundreds  of  Florida  laymen  at 
their  annual  retreat  at  Leesburg  . . . 
These  “Notes”  are  being  written  in 
our  room  at  the  Southemaire  Motel 
in  Fort  Pierce  ...  It  is  a “Quality 
Court,”  owned  and  operated  by  loyal 
Methodist  people  who,  at  the  height 
of  the  season,  are  not  too  busy  to  at- 
tend church  . . . Every  room  is  taken 
every  night— don’t  ever  come  down 
here  in  February  without  advance 
reservations  . . . Dot  and  I drove 
from  Columbia  to  Ocala  our  first  day 
out  and  on  to  Lakeland  the  next 
morning  . . . There  we  spent  a day 
and  night  with  our  good  friends,  Mr. 


and  Mrs.  Sam  Banks  . . . He  is  a for- 
mer Chairman  of  the  Florida  Citrus 
Commission  and  a veteran  fruit  man. 

He  estimates  that  the  early  Febru- 
ary freeze  cut  the  Florida  citrus  crop 
by  five  million  boxes,  which  means 
of  course  that  the  price  goes  up!  . . . 
At  dinner  one  night,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Banks  were  thoughtful  enough  to  en- 
tertain some  of  our  closest  friends,  in- 
cluding Bishop  and  Mrs.  James  W. 
Henley,  Mrs.  John  W.  Branscomb 
and  Milt  and  Mary  Wyatt  . . . The 
drive  from  Lakeland  to  Ft.  Pierce 
takes  the  motorist  through  some  of 
the  choice  citrus  country  in  Florida, 
including  Lake  Wales,  where  the  fa- 
mous “Singing  Tower”  is  located  . . . 
Here  in  this  inland  “highland”  ter- 
ritory thousands  upon  thousands  of 
orange,  grapefruit  and  tangerine  trees 
stretch  in  seemingly  endless  rows  . . . 
The  groves  interspersed  with  many 
beautiful  lakes,  make  a lovely  scene 
...  I always  have  a strong  desire  to 
stop  and  pick  some  fruit,  even  as  I 
used  to  see  Northerners  stop  and  pull 
up  a cotton  stalk  and  put  it  in  their 
car  . . . However,  I don’t  want  a 
whole  tree— just  a half  dozen  oranges 
will  do!  . . . Later,  on  the  drive,  we 
came  to  the  Sunshine  State  Parkway, 
a magnificent  four-lane  super-high- 
way, and  followed  it  southward  to- 
ward Miami  until  we  came  to  the  Ft. 
Pierce  exit  . . . About  twenty-five  or 
thirty  miles  north  of  the  exit  there  is 
a tremendous  grove  development, 
with  thousands  of  young  trees  plant- 
ed in  a thoroughly  irrigated  area  . . . 
There’ll  be  a lot  of  fruit  there  some 
day  . . . Florida  is  having  another 
great  tourist  season  and  real  estate 
developments  are  being  advertised  on 
television  every  day  . . . Retired  cou- 
ples continue  to  move  to  the  “Sun- 
shine State”  by  the  thousands.” 
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Methodism  Leads  to  Christian 
Handling  of 'God  is  Dead' Idea 


We  must  draw  the  line  somewhere  in  handling  the  issue 
of  the  “God  Is  Dead”  theory  made  by  Professor  Thomas 
J.  J.  Altizer,  a member  of  the  faculty  of  Emory  College, 
a part  of  Emory  University  in  Atlanta,  a Methodist-re- 
lated institution  of  higher  learning.  Professor  Altizer  is 
not  a Methodist  minister.  Said  issue  is  far  from  some- 
thing “new.” 

The  Florida  Methodist,  the  College  of  Bishops, 
Emory  University,  Emory  College  and  Professor  Altizer 
do  not  speak  for  The  Methodist  Church. 

Unquestionably  the  “God  Is  Dead”  controversy  is  not 
to  he  overlooked.  But  on  the  other  hand  does  this  mean 
that  a church  or  Bible  class  should  withdraw  financial

So  the  editor  of  The  Florida  Methodist,  A.  J.  Rutten- 
her,  a layman  with  24  years  of  secular  editorial  and  radio 
work  can't  resist  writing  this  for  many  reasons— but  at 
heart  is  the  good  feeling  that  the  bishops  follow  the 
premise  that  “freedom  requires  responsibility and  the 
bad  feeling  that  once  again  the  lack  of  communication 
seems  to  be  a focal  point. 


support  from  Emory  College  and  urge  others  to  do  like- 
wise? This,  unfortunately  is  happening.  Is  this  the  way 
Christ  would  act? 

Many  issues  obviously  arise  on  Professor  Altizer’s 
stand. 

They  can  and  are  being  handled  in  a true  Christian 
sense  by  Emory  University  authorities  and  others.  The 
Methodist  Church  is  not  a legalistic  monster,  but  is  built 
on  a sense  of  John  Wesley’s  vitally  basic  premise  of  not 
just  founding  a new  church  . . . but  to  follow  like  Paul, 
the  clear  Call  of  God  . . . first  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the 
needy  who  were  not  being  reached  by  the  Established 
Church  of  England  and  its  clergy,  and  second  to  take  care 
of  those  who  were  won  to  the  Christian  life. 

Step  by  step  this  led  to  Methodism. 

If  you  are  a member  of  The  Methodist  Church  then 
you  have  made  a decision  to  uphold  the  church  and  its 
doctrine— as  contained  in  the  Discipline. 

And  you  know  what— it  spells  out  the  agreed  upon 
Articles  of  Religion.  What  do  you  find  in  the  very  first 
section  but  these  words  . . . “There  is  but  one  living  and 
true  God  ...” 

Other  de- 
nominations have  similar  documents. 

Underlying  the  Methodist  Discipline  are  the  words 
of  John  Wesley  who  said:  “I  desire  to  have  a league,  of- 
fensive and  defensive,  with  every  soldier  of  Christ.  We 
have  not  only  one  faith,  one  hope,  one  Lord,  but  are  di- 
rectly engaged  in  one  warfare.” 

Remember  we  are  a church  which,  of  necessity  has  a 
Discipline— but  uses  this  to  aid  the  church  in  fulfilling 
its  Divine  commission. 

We  are  not  a totalitarian  church  which  orders  this 
and  that— but  a church  of  freedom— hoping  to  use  this

Walls  play  a prominent  place  in  our 
nomenclature  today.  I do  not  refer 
to  the  walls  of  our  houses,  but  to 
such  walls  as  the  East  wall  of  Ber- 
lin, the  Bamboo  Wall  of  Communist 
China  and  the  Rice  Wall  of  Viet 
Nam.  They  keep  us  apart  and  cut 
off  communication— and  understand- 
ing—between  peoples.  To  this  extent 
they  are  a disservice  to  peace  and 
progress. 

In  the  distant  days  of  Nehemiah’s 
time,  however,  walls  were  necessary 
to  keep  out  foreign  invaders;  they 
were  a bastian  against  destruction 
and  evil.  For  this  reason  Jhe  build- 
ing of  the  wall  around  Jerusalem  was

a matter  of  great  importance  as  the 
Jews  sought  to  reconstruct  the  Holy 
City  when  they  returned  from  exile 
in  Babylon. 

We  still  need  walls  that  stand 
against  evil,  walls  that  hold  back  its 
advance  as  well  as  realistically  de- 
note its  existence.  One  does  not  need 
to  be  morbid  or  a kill-joy  to  recog- 
nize the  existence  of  evil  in  the 
world.  To  fail  to  do  so  is  to  be  sen- 
timental and  weak. 

When  walls  draw  a line  between 
good  and  evil,  right  and  wrong,  and 
truth  and  falsehood  they  fulfill  a 
good  purpose.  Anyone  knows  that 
murder,  infidelity,  distortion  of  the 
truth,  and  cruelty  belong  outside  a 
wall. 

Someone  who  is  literally  minded 
might  say  “you  can’t  keep  out  evil 
with  a wall.”  This  is  surely  true  if 
we  are  speaking  of  stones,  brick,  and 
cement.  But  we  are  not;  we  are  re- 
ferring to  man’s  firm  stand  against 
evil,  a stand  that  says:  “Stop,  you 
can  go  no  further.” 

Thomas  A.  Edison  whose  home  at 
Fort  Myers  in  Florida  is  visited  year- 
ly by  thousands  of  tourists  was  more 
than  an  inventor.  He  was  a wise  per- 
son who  frequently  commented  upon 
life  with  insight.  He  once  said  “what 
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acter  can  control.”  Such  character 
a wall  against  evil.  Even  more  tha 
laws  and  other  forms  of  social  r< 
striction,  a Christian  person  is  th 
most  powerful  deterrent  on  eart 
against  evil. 

The  building  of  this  wall  must  nc 
be  interrupted.  Like  Nehemiah  in  th 
Bible  reading  today,  we  can  say  t 
all  invitations  to  “ease-up”  in  th 
struggles:  “I  am  doing  a great  wor 
and  I cannot  come  down”  ( vs  3 ) . 

Did  you  hear  of  the  little  lad  wh 
was  trying  to  learn  to  skate?  He  ha< 
received  a pair  for  his  birthday  an 
they  were  giving  him  a hard  time 
even  his  little  knees  were  bleedin 
from  falling  down  so  much.  A kin 
lady  said  to  him:  "Rest  a bit  and  tr 
later.”

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The  question  of  a “deadline”  or 
“target  date”  for  the  end  of  segregat- 
ed regional  units  has  stalled  progress 
toward  elimination  of  the  Central 
(Negro)  Jurisdiction  of  The  Metho- 
dist Church. 

Representatives  of  the  Central  and 
Southeastern  Jurisdictions  were  un- 
able to  agree  in  Atlanta  last  month 
on  a resolution  on  which  it  was  hoped 
their  annual  conferences  would  vote 
this  spring,  leading  toward  the  first 
inter-racial  regional  units  in  the 
Southeast. 

Negro  leaders  said  they  would  not 
be  able  to  get  conference  approval  of 
any  plan  that  did  not  include  some 
sort  of  a schedule  for  merging  the 
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conferences  along  strictly  geograp 
ical,  and  not  racial,  lines.  They  urg( 
a 1968  deadline  but  indicated  th< 
might  accept  1972. 

White  leaders  said  they  felt  u 
able  to  gain  conference  approval  f 
any  proposal  that  did  specify  a da 
for  accomplishment.  They  point< 
out  that  some  areas  were  ready  f 
inter-racial  conferences  now.

These  Have  Been  The  "Traver 
Months  For  Bishop  Henley 


Dear  Friends: 

The  months  of  February  and  March  are  proving  to  be 
the  most  active  and  involved  of  the  year  thus  far.  There 
is  a meeting  of  some  kind  most  every  day— sometimes 
two  and  three.  I have  traveled  more  during  these  two 
months  than  any  other  two  months  during  the  past  twelve. 
However,  there  are  always  wonderful  people  to  associate 
with  and  always  important  tasks  to  perform.  I rejoice 
that  we  are  able  to  work  together. 

On  February  27  Mrs.  Henley  and  I were  present  for 
the  two  services  at  Davie  in  the  West  Palm  Beach  Dis- 
trict. This  is  a perfectly  beautiful  new  building  and  the 
people  give  every  evidence  of  delight  in  it.  Moreover, 
they  have  a sense  of  responsibility  to  the  community  as 
a whole  and  are  seeking  to  make  the  church  effective  in 
the  life  of  all  the  people.  On  Sunday  afternoon  Dr. 
Bozeman  went  with  us  to  visit  three  new  church  situations 
and  we  ended  up  with  an  evening  service  at  Canal  Point, 
preceded  by  a delightful  dinner  and  followed  by  a re- 
ception at  the  parsonage.  The  following  day  we  visited 
among  the  churches  of  the  West  Palm  Beach  District  and 
the  next  day  went  to  Miami.

85  Percent  of  Russian  Parents  Give  Their 
Babies  Christian  Baptism,  Says  Bishop  Raines 


Certainly  one  of  the  most  hard-hitting  and  information- 
wise  addresses  heard  in  the  Florida  Conference  recently 
was  that  given  by  Bishop  Richard  C.  Raines  of  Indiana- 
polis in  his  talk  at  Branscomb  Auditorium,  Lakeland,  dur- 
ing Founders’  Week  at  Florida  Southern. 

Bishop  Raines  said  the  fact  that  “religion  is  far  from 
dead  in  Russia”  is  a hopeful  sign  in  foreign  relations. 

“I  was  told  that  forty  thousand  Russians  still  attend 
Christian  churches  and  eighty-five  per  cent  of  the  parents 
have  their  babies  baptized,”  said  Bishop  Raines. 

Bishop  Raines,  former  president  of  the  Methodist 
Church’s  world-wide  Board  of  Missions,  visited  Russia 
and  other  Iron  Curtain  countries  last  summer  on  church 
business.  He  also  made  an  extensive  tour  of  Russia  in 
1962  for  the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

“Despite  the  many  hardships  and  restrictions  imposed 
on  Christians,  church  leaders  told  me  ‘We  don’t  believe 
God  will  let  his  church  die  in  Russia.’  ” Bishop  Raines 
said. 

An  even  more  hopeful  sign  he  said,  "were  the  guarded, 


wistful  admissions  by  many  non-church  members  th; 
their  lives  were  empty  without  the  church.” 

Although  the  church  has  not  been  destroyed,  that 
definitely  the  aim  of  Russian  party  leaders,  he  said.  Mar 
churches  have  been  closed  by  the  government — only  50 
an  original  400  remain  open  in  Moscow — and  no  religioi 
education  of  children  is  permitted. 

“But  church  services  are  crowded,  and  that  is  a hop 
ful  sign,”  he  said. 

Despite  a steady  stream  of  anit-American  propagam 
by  the  Soviet  press  and  government  officials,  Bishc 
Raines  said  he  found  the  average  Russians  very  friend 
and  greatly  interested  in  America. 

Bishop  Raines  drew  heavy  applause  when  he  not< 
that  we  must  realize  that  perhaps  this  “revolution"  is  oi 
lined  in  the  Gospel  and  it  seeks  the  freedom  of  the  inc 
vidual — thus  we  ought  to  take  the  leadership — because  1 
said  in  applying  a general  theory  to  what  is  happenii 
world-wide — “God  is  behind  this  move.”

priest,  he  turned  his  attention  to  the 
personal  life  of  our  Lord  where  he 
walked  by  faith,  prayed  with  tears 
and  loud  cries,  and  learned  obedience 
to  the  heavenly  Father  (5:7-10). 

• Ordinarily  we  might  regard  such 
moments  of  struggle  in  ourselves 

as  weakness.  But  we  are  dead  wrong 
in  this.  Even  Jesus  faced  the  ex- 
hausting demands  of  an  earthly  life 
just  as  we  must.  And  it  is  in  mo- 
ments when  he  acts  most  like  us  in 
this  respect  that  his  power  to  lift  us 
comes  through.  He  is  able  to  serve 
as  a priest  because  he  suffered,  strug- 
gled, and  obeyed  like  his  brothers  in 
the  flesh— like  we  do. 

The  author  of  Hebrews  says  it 
best:  “For  we  have  not  a high  priest 
who  is  unable  to  sympathize  with  our 
weakness,  but  one  who  in  every  re- 
spect has  been  tempted  as  we  are, 
yet  without  sinning”  (4:15).  Per- 
haps here  we  find  our  true  basis  for 
the  incarnation.  Jesus  shared  our  life 
in  order  that  we  might  share  his. 

• In  Christ,  God  lived  the  life  of 
man  on  earth.  We  cannot  say 

this  too  often.  Robert  Gossip  wrote 
a book  called  The  Galilean  Accent  in 
which  he  centers  upon  the  meaning 
of  the  cross  as  an  actual  experience 
in  history.  In  it  he  says  that  when 
men  look  up  at  the  figure  on  the 
cross  they  are  “looking  up  into  God’s 
very  face,  seeing  him  as  he  really  is.” 
Not  everyone  sees  God  when  they 
look  into  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ  on 
the  cross.  It  all  depends  on  the  way 
they  look.  The  Jews  saw  a threat 
to  their  status;  the  Romans  saw  one 
whom  Pilate’s  court  had  condemned 
to  die;  Nietzsche  saw  a weak  man 
who  had  failed.  But  to  him  who 
really  see,  God’s  face  shines  through.

He  did  much  to  overcome  unfound- 
ed criticism  of  the  NCC,  pointing  out 
that  The  Methodist  Church  was  one 
of  the  30  denominations  making  up 
the  NCC,  recalling  the  emphasis  plac- 
ed on  social  concerns  by  John  Wes- 
ley. 

He  covered  many  of  the  phases  of 
work  done  by  the  NCC  in  a manner 
which  cut  out  duplication  of  efforts 
by  the  member  denominations.  Bish- 
op Mueller  made  it  clear  that  no 
single  individual  belonged  to  the 
NCC — just  the  30  denominations  who 
name  their  own  representatives  to  the 
General  Assembly  which  makes  the 
policy  decisions. 

He  said  that  The  Methodist 
Church  has  about  25  percent  repre- 
sentation on  the  General  Assembly, 
based  upon  the  strength  and  size  of 
the  denomination. 

• As  for  policy  decisions  which  are 
often  confused  by  critics  of  the 
NCC,  Bishop  Mueller  said  it  takes 


about  three  years  for  the  General  As- 
sembly to  arrive  at  a policy  decision. 

He  did  not  back  down  from  the 
point  that  with  80  major  programs 
underway  and  a staff  of  600  “vote- 
less” persons  that  there  are  bound  to 
be  some  errors  and  mistakes  in  judge- 
ment— “just  like  in  any  local  church.” 

The  object  of  the  NCC,  he  said,  is 
to  seek  the  “best  to  come  to  good  for 
the  most.” 

• He  answered  questions  and  gave 
forth  the  information  that  60  percent 
of  the  budget  comes  from  the  30  mem- 
ber denominations  with  the  balance 
from  individuals  and  foundations. 
Bishop  Mueller  said  that  labor  leader 
Walter  Reuther  even  makes  an  “in- 
dividual” contribution,  but  as  such, 
has  no  say  about  policy. 

He  said  that  no  NCC  funds  were 
used  for  any  “movements”  but  money 
for  these  programs  came  from  con- 
tributions. 

Bishop  Mueller  said  he  defies 
“anyone  to  bring  up  any  proof”  of 
communism  in  the  NCC.”

sters,  scholars  and  Sunday  School  teachers.  So  here  is  an 
opriate  story  by  Chaplain  Stuart  I.  McRae,  of  Florida 
liern  College,  former  associate  at  Orlando's  First  Church.

rosy  fingers  of  dawn  had  just  begun  to  lift  the  cur- 
of  darkness  revealing  the  barren  splendor  of  the  des- 
when  Immanuel  Ben-Dor  shook  my  cot.  Awakened, 
pped  into  slacks  and  sandals  and  made  my  way  to  a 
1 cement  block  building  for  breakfast.  Thg  morning 
of  the  desert  felt  refreshing,  but  it  would  soon  give 
to  temperatures  approaching  the  100  degree  mark. 
;ss  than  an  hour,  our  expedition  of  43  was  packed  into 
sraeli  lauri,  and  rambling  over  the  dirt  trail  like  so 
y freedom  fighters  from  a Leon  Uris  novel.  The  trip 
30  minutes,  and  the  dust  roared  into  the  open  sides 
le  lauri  like  a wind  storm.  We  emerged  covered  with 
, already  looking  as  though  we  had  spent  a full  day 
le  Negeb. 

Cach  of  us  was  issued  tools  and  moved  quickly  to  our 
ing  assignments.  We  worked  as  a team  in  small 
ps  of  six  to  eight.  Each  group  was  assigned  to  a locus, 
-tion  20  by  20  feet  square.  Using  pick  and  shovel,  we 
•ed  back  the  first  few  inches  of  hard-packed  sand  and 
. Then,  we  dug  with  a tiny  hand  pick  called  a patish 
l-teesh).  Stone  formations  began  to  emerge,  and  we 
d ourselves  with  the  city  wall  running  right  through 
locus.  Brushes  whisked  away  the  loose  cover  of  dirt, 
the  wall  became  quite  clear.  The  group  divided, 
we  started  an  excavation  on  both  sides  of  the  wall 
:h  during  the  next  three  weeks,  would  yield  Bronze 
finds,  including  jars  similar  to  those  found  in  Egyp- 
royal  tombs.  Waiting  beneath  us  in  the  ancient  ruins 
; pottery,  potsherds  and  various  implements  of  copper 
.iding  knives,  chisels,  and  arrowheads.  Life  in  the

Negeb  must  have  had  its  own  luxuries  for  we  also  found 
sickle  blades  and  beads  made  of  red  carmelian  and  shell. 

I shall  never  forget  finding  an  oven  over  3,000  years 
old  and  the  strange  affinity  I had  with  the  woman  who 
once  baked  bread  for  her  family  there. 

By  noon,  the  heat  was  intense  and  the  sandwich  of 
hard  bread  and  cheese  was  difficult  to  swallow.  Fatigue 
came  in  a surprising  way  and  sapped  strength  and  en- 
thusiasm. We  stopped  digging  at  two  o’clock,  waited  for 
the  lauri  and  returned  for  a late  lunch  at  3:30.  After  lunch, 
we  wearily  sank  into  an  hour’s  nap  before  Hebrew  class, 
then  enjoyed  a light  dinner  as  the  sun  set  on  the  Negeb 
like  a thousand  brush  fires. 

In  the  evening,  we  studied  or  wandered  among  the 
tents  visiting  the  English,  French,  Australian,  Israeli,  and 
Arab  workers  who  were  participating  in  the  dig.  Often  we 
would  hear  the  sound  of  the  guitar  and  gathered  to  sing 
folk  songs.  This  is  what  it  is  like  to  be  a member  of  the 
Negeb  Archaeological  Seminar,  sponsored  by  the  Insti- 
tute for  Mediterranean  Studies,  Berkeley,  California. 

The  Story  Behind  The  Story 

While  returning  from  the  World’s  Fair  in  August 
1964,  I stopped  in  Bay  Head,  New  Jersey  to  see  a former 
classmate  of  mine  from  Duke  University.  During  the 
long  hours  of  reminiscing  he  mentioned  an  experience 
which  excited  me  tremendously.  Through  one  of  his  pro- 
fessors he  had  acquired  a position  with  the  Institute  of 
Mediterranean  Studies,  Berkeley,  California.  The  Insti- 
tute transports  a number  of  Professors  and  students  to 
the  Middle  East  annually  to  work  on  an  archaeological 
project  and  for  study. 

I applied  the  next  week  and  began  the  long  wait  while 
candidates  were  selected.  It  was  four  months  later  be- 
fore I received  my  acceptance  and  not  until  last  summer 
that  I arrived  in  Israel  and  rode  by  bus  directly  to  our 
quarters  in  Negeb.  Our  dig  was  Tel-Arad,  a biblical 
site  between  Beer-Sheba  and  the  Dead  Sea.  Ancient  Arad 
has  a history  dating  back  at  least  5,000  years.  Many  of 
the  relics  found  at  Arad  have  been  placed  in  the  Emory 
University  Museum. 

After  the  dig  was  concluded,  we  studied  for  a month 
at  Hebrew  University  in  Jerusalem,  Israel.

The  Bishop  Calls 


"Venture  In  Faith"  Program 
Will  Be  A Real  Crusade! 


Dear  Friends: 

I have  just  returned  from  Montgomery,  Alabama,  where 
representatives  of  all  the  Methodist  annual  conferences 
in  the  Southeast  met  to  discuss  the  church,  its  life  and 
work  in  this  section  of  the  country. 

Plans  were  formally  adopted  for  a jurisdiction-wide 
evangelistic  program  during  the  next  conference  year 
which  will  be  launched  as  a “Venture  in  Faith.”  It  is  our 
belief  as  Christians  that  the  gospel  revealed  in  the  life  and 
the  teachings,  the  death  and  resurrection  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  constitutes  the  hope  of  the  world. 

• Much  of  the  interpretation  of  Christian  discipleship 

has  been  shallow  and  woefully  inadequate.  But  the 

gospel  itself  is  not  inadequate.  It  is  a message  of  hope,  of 
universal  brotherhood,  of  peace,  of  purity  and  scriptural 
holiness.  To  be  a Christian  is  a demanding  discipline.  It 
requires  a willingness  on  the  part  of  the  believer  to  search 
for  and  to  adopt  as  a way  of  life  every  new  revelation  of 
the  implications  of  Christ’s  teachings  and  example.  The 
church  is  the  agency  which  arose  under  the  guidance  of 
thq  Holy  Spirit  to  declare  the  good  news  and  to  invite  all 
men  into  the  fellowship  of  Christ. 

The  day  in  which  we  live  cries  out  for  a new  manifes- 
tation of  the  power  of  God  in  the  lives  of  men.  There  is 
a lostness  on  every  hand.  There  is  a wistful  yearning  in 
the  hearts  of  the  masses.  Multitudes  are  hungry  for  an 
authentic  expression  of  Christianity  on  the  part  of  the 
church  and  its  people.  Today  is  the  time  for  just  such 
an  expression. 

• It  is  my  hope  that  every  minister  and  every  congre- 
gation will  respond  wholeheartedly  to  the  invitation 

which  will  be  given  to  participate  in  a “Venture  in  Faith.”

Bishop  Reuben  H.  Mueller  of  In- 
dianapolis, president  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  and  president  of 
the  Board  of  Bishops,  Evangelical 
United  Brethren  Church,  is  in  Thai- 
land and  South  Vietnam  on  an  Eas- 
ter season  preaching  mission  to  U.S.

Many  of  us  are 
a part  of  an  affluent  society;  perhaps  none  of  us 
are  as  poor  as  a majority  of  the  people  in  the 
world;  certainly  none  of  us  go  to  bed  every  night 
hungry  as  is  the  case  with  a large  percent  of  God's 
children.  Many  of  our  churches  have  consistent- 
ly given  generous  support  to  our  Advance  Special 
program.  This  is  a good  year  for  every  church 
to  join  this  group  as  we  have  had  a wonderful 
tourist  season,  and  most  of  our  communities  have 
enjoyed  unusual  prosperity.  Even  those  churches 
which  have  not  had  a good  year  could  do  some- 
thing to  relieve  hunger  and  share  the  good  news 
through  a modest  Advance  Special  gift. 

For  some  years  every  church  in  the  Florida 
Conference  was  credited  with  an  Advance  Special 
gift  in  each  of  the  four  categories— world,  na- 
tional, MCOR  and  Conference— but  in  more  recent 
years  we  have  not  quite  maintained  this  record.

Hunger  In  India 

There  is  famine  in  India  now. 

It  is  the  worst  famine  since  the  early  1940’s,  when 
three  million  persons  died  of  starvation.  Experts  esti- 
mate that  8 or  10  million — possibly  more — will  perish  in 
the  present  food  crisis. 

Though  Indian  government  spokesmen  have  played 
down  the  need,  it  is  known  by  news  reporters  and  other 
observers  that  widespread  areas  have  suffered  crop  fail- 
ures as  a result  of  drouth.  The  life-giving  monsoon  rains, 
which  normally  provide  a major  part  of  the  year’s  mois- 
ture, amounted  to  only  a sprinkle  in  some  areas.  Certain 
regions  are  in  their  third  year  of  drouth. 

At  the  world  level,  Christian  bodies  called  upon  their 
people  to  render  help.  Appeals  went  out  from  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  and  from  the  Vatican.  In  the  United 
States,  response  to  those  appeals  has  begun  with  closer 
cooperation  between  Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics 
than  ever  before. 

Protestant  efforts  are  coordinated  by  Church  World 
Service,  with  which  Methodists  have  close  ties.  Such 
aid  as  Methodists  give  will  be  channeled  through  the 
Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief.  MCOR  is  pre- 
pared to  do  some  of  its  work  through  its  own  administra- 
tive channels,  but  it  is  ready  also  to  contribute  to  the 
joint  effort. 

Methodist  officials  are  now  studying  the  best  way 
for  our  church  to  respond  to  the  need.  It  is  conceded 
that  Methodist  responsibility  in  the  face  of  widespread 
hunger  far  exceeds  the  ordinary  resources  of  MCOR.

The  Living  Word  . . . Tells  How 
Jesus  Was  The  Best  Witness! 


Read  Hebrews  11:1-12:2  and  find 
out  how  Dr.  Charles  M.  Laymon,  di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Religion 
at  Florida  Southern  College  brings 
forth  an  interesting  observation  in- 
volving a vital  subject. 


There  was  strength  in  the  early 
Methodist  testimony  meeting.  It  pro- 
vided a sounding  board  for  a contin- 
uing witness  to  the  fact  that  God  was 
alive  and  that  things  were  happening 
today  in  the  church. 

When  a new  convert  stood  up  and 
gave  his  testimony,  everyone  listened. 
But  in  time  not  all  of  the  testimonies 
were  new  anymore.  They  had  been 
given  over  and  over,  and  past-tense 
religion  began  to  lose  its  grip  on  the 
congregation.  New  ways  and  new 
words  seemed  to  be  called  for.  And 
perhaps  they  were— and  are. 

• The  author  of  Hebrews  in  today’s 

reading  let  the  witnesses  of  all 
ages  speak.  In  this  most  unusual  call- 
ing of  the  roll  of  the  faithful  in  chap- 
ter 11,  we  hear  from  such  stalwarts 
as  Abel,  Noah,  Abraham,  and  Moses. 
Then  he  brings  the  list  of  witnesses 
down  to  his  own  time  and  includes, 
although  he  mentions  no  names,  those 
who  remained  faithful  under  unbe- 
lievable hardships. 

The  point  of  all  of  this  was  the 
same  as  that  of  the  Methodist  testi- 
mony meetings.  Here  were  “a  cloud 
of  witnesses”  to  the  power  of  faith 
that  surrounded  the  Christians, 
bringing  courage  and  inspiration. 


Men  were  not  alone  in  the  struggle; 
they  belonged  to  a great  company 
through  the  ages  who  lived  by  faith. 

• There  was  one  witness  more,  the 

greatest  of  all.  This  was  Jesus 

himself.  Looking  steadily  at  him, 
they  could  run  a good  race  (12:2). 
He  was  the  pioneer  and  perfecter  of 
their  faith. 

When  Robert  E.  Lee  was  in  the 
midst  of  battle  he  sometimes  turned 
to  certain  persons  or  objects  for  in- 
spiration in  much  the  same  way  as 
our  scripture  suggests.  The  Fitzhugh 
mansion  at  Chatham  overlooks  Fred- 
ericksburgh.  In  the  yard  stood  an 
oak  under  whose  branches  the  gen- 
eral courted  his  wife. 

One  day  in  the  heat  of  battle  Lee 
longed  for  a glimpse  of  the  old  oak 
nearby.  Speaking  of  it,  he  said 
“Standing  yonder  on  Marye’s  Height, 
at  the  fiercest  moment  of  the  battle 
of  Fredericksburgh,  I yearned  to  get 
a sight  of  that  tree.  When  the  smoke 
cleared  a bit,  I caught  a glimpse  of 
its  upper  branches— and  it  strength- 
ened me  for  the  day’s  work.” 

• This  is  the  way  it  is  in  the  heat 

of  the  daily  struggle.  If  we  can 

bring  Jesus  into  the  picture,  really 
focus  upon  him  and  his  spirit,  we 
shall  find  the  power  to  hold  fast  to 
our  faith.  More  than  this,  under 
such  circumstances,  our  faith  will 
hold  us. 

What  a switch!  Instead  of  holding 
on  with  knuckles  white  under  the 
strain  and  pull,  we  relax  and  are 
supported.  That  is,  as  long  as  we 
keep  looking  at  Jesus. 
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Legal  Lottery  Weakness  Cited 
In  Opposing  One  In  Florida 


New  Hampshire’s  use  of  a legal  lot- 
tery to  raise  money  for  schools  has 
been  a bitter  disappointment,  with 
the  amount  obtained  far  below  what 
proponents  said  it  would  be. 

This  was  one  of  the  reasons  given 
by  Jack  Eppes,  appearing  on  behalf 
of  United  Christian  Action,  Inc.,  for 
opposing  a legal  Florida  lottery  at  a 
hearing  of  the  Florida  Commission 
for  Tax  Reform  held  in  Pensacola. 

Eppes,  executive  secretary  of  Unit- 
ed Christian  Action,  said  the  organi- 
zation is  nonprofit,  chartered  under 
Florida  law  and  supported  entirely 
by  voluntary  contributions  from  a 
number  of  religious  denominations. 
He  said  it  conducts  educational  pro- 
grams on  the  dangers  inherent  in  the 
use  of  alcoholic  beverages,  narcotics 
and  tobacco,  and  also  in  the  areas  of 
gambling  and  pornography.  (Editor’s 
Note:  The  Florida  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  The  Methodist  Church  is  one 
of  the  strong  supporters  of  the  organi- 
zation) . 

Its  headquarters  are  in  Lakeland, 
he  said,  but  its  activities  are  state- 
wide. 

Eppes  said  ticket  sales  in  the  first 
New  Hampshire  lottery  grossed 
$5,700,000  but  dropped  to  $3,750,000 
for  the  second  sale.  The  schools  were 
given  $2,768,000  from  the  first  lottery 
but  only  $1,800,000  from  the  second. 

“This  is  less  than  half  the  amount 
proponents  predicted  the  lottery  sys- 
tem would  raise  for  the  schools  when 
they  campaigned  urging  New  Hamp- 
shire citizens  to  legalize  the  plan  by 
amending  the  state’s  constitution,” 
the  spokesman  said. 

“Much  the  same  argument  is  being 
put  forward  now  by  those  supporting 
a legal  lottery  in  Florida  as  was  used 
in  the  New  Hampshire  campaign,” 
Eppes  told  the  tax  study  group. 

“Results  in  that  state  have  been 


keenly  disappointing  from  a revenue- 
raising standpoint.  There  is  no  rea- 
son to  think  the  outcome  in  Florida 
would  be  different.” 

Eppes  also  contended  that  money 
used  to  buy  lottery  tickets  would  be 
siphoned  from  normal  business  chan- 
nels. 

The  lottery  would  have  its  greatest 
appeal  to  persons  least  able  to  risk 
any  of  their  meager  funds,”  he  said. 

“The  poorer  the  person,”  he  said, 
“and  the  greater  the  need  for  using 
limited  funds  to  pay  bills  or  even  buy 
necessities  of  life,  the  stronger  would 
be  the  temptation  to  risk  more  of  the 
scarce  dollars  in  the  extremely  slim 
hope  of  winning  one  of  the  cash 
prizes.” 

New  Hampshire  found  it  necessary 
to  use  half  its  gross  revenue  from 
ticket  sales  for  prizes  and  adminis- 
trative expenses,  Eppes  said. 

“Florida  presumably  would  find  it 
necessary  to  operate  on  this  same  ra- 
tio of  gross  to  net  revenue.  At  $3 
per  ticket,  20,000,000  tickets  must  be 
sold  to  raise  $60,000,000  gross  needed 
to  make  $30,000,000  available  to  the 
schools.  This  would  require  sale  of 
66,666  tickets  on  each  and  every  day 
of  the  300  working  days  of  the  year,” 
he  said. 

“Cutting  the  ticket  price  to  $1,  as 
has  been  suggested  by  some  persons, 
would  require  the  sale  of  200,000 
tickets  on  each  of  300  days  to  net  the 
schools  $30,000,000  based  on  gross  in- 
come of  $60,000,000.” 

The  statement  used  by  Eppes  in 
his  appearance  was  signed  by  Dr.  Ed- 
gar R.  Cooper,  pastor  of  the  North 
Park  Baptist  Church,  Orlando,  presi- 
dent of  United  Christian  Action,  and 
the  Rev.  Lee  Davidson,  pastor  of 
North  Hialeah  Methodist  Church, 
Miami  chairman  of  the  division  on 
gambling. 
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Methodist  Team 
To  Be  At  Beach 

The  Rev.  Ed  Beck  of  the  Methodi 
General  Board  of  Evangelism 
Nashville,  Tennessee  will  again  th 
year  lead  an  interdenomination,

Do  You  Know  About . . . 

the  positive  results  of  the  survey  on  the  Xerox  UN  specials?  In  the 
spring  of  1964  Xerox  asked  Elmo  Roper  and  Associates  to  conduct 
a survey  to  find  out  how  much  damage  had  been  done  to  Xerox  by  its 
sponsorship  of  the  UN  programs  and  to  learn  how  widespread  were  the 
attitudes  expressed  in  the  critical  letters  received.  In  a cross  section 
of  1,500  adults,  the  survey  found  that:  (1)  More  than  ope  out  of  four 
American  adults  had  seen,  read  or  heard  about  one  or  both  of  the  first 
two  UN  shows.  One  out  of  five  had  actually  watched  one  or  both  of 
the  shows.  (2)  Most  people  who  expressed  opinions  about  the  shows 
had  distinctly  favorable  reactions— three  out  of  four  called  them  “good” 
or  “outstanding.”  (3)  Among  those  aware  of  either  or  both  shows, 
31%  identified  Xerox  as  the  “sponsor,”  despite  their  corporate  self- 
effacement,  and  for  the  second  show,  sponsor  recall  ran  as  high  as  48%. 

As  to  the  impact  of  Xerox’s  participation,  favorable  comments  out- 
stripped criticism  by  more  than  ten-to-one.  When  those  aware  of  the 
UN  programs  were  asked  directly  about  the  concept  of  the  series,  54% 
called  it  “an  extremely  important  and  worth-while  series  to  have  on 
TV.”  Another  25%  said  that  while  they  had  some  reservations,  such 
a series  was  “probably  a good  idea.”  Only  five  per  cent  called  the 
series  “not  a particularly  good  idea.”  As  for  passionate  opponents  of 
the  previous  year’s  letter  writing  intensity,  only  one  per  cent  expressed 
themselves  as  “strongly  opposed  to  having  such  a series  on  TV.” 

Bums  W.  Roper  of  Roper  Associates  says  that  “these  studies  suggest 
that  the  risks  of  sponsoring  television  shows  with  serious,  even  contro- 
versial content,  are  generally  less  than  supposed,  and  are  heavily  out- 
weighed by  the  probable  public  relations  gains.”

The  Bishop  Calls 


Woman's  Society  and  Guild 
Perform  Vital  Christian  Services 


Dear  Friends: 

About  the  time  you  receive  this  copy  of  The  Florida 
Methodist  the  delegates  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  will  be  meeting  in 
Sarasota.  This  great  fellowship  of  Methodist  women  re- 
ported 47,213  members  last  year.  They  contributed  $392,- 
350  to  the  local  church  and  community  work,  beyond  their 
generous  offering  to  the  missions  of  the  church  in  the  four 
corners  of  the  world.  Those  who  gather  at  Sarasota  will 
represent  522  societies  in  the  annual  meeting. 

These  ladies,  through  their  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Personnel,  work  closely  with  the  annual  conference  Com- 
mission on  Christian  Vocations  in  an  attempt  to  keep 
in  touch  with  and  encourage  our  young  people  to  give  first 
place  in  their  lives  to  Christian  service.  Here  may  be  the 
answer  to  our  need  for  more  volunteers  for  the  mission 
field,  for  deaconess  work,  and  for  the  Christian  ministry. 
These  homemakers  and  mothers  can,  through  their  own 
spiritual  witness,  create  the  atmosphere  in  local  churches 
and  in  their  homes  wherein  youth  will  be  nurtured  in  their 
commitment  to  the  performance  of  the  will  of  God  wher- 
ever their  services  may  be  most  needed. 

• An  integral  part  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  is  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  members 

of  which  are  largely  composed  of  business  and  professional 
women.  I had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  Guild  retreat 
at  Leesburg  on  March  27.  I understand  that  it  was  the 
largest  attendance  they  had  ever  had  for  this  gathering. 
The  programs  and  the  services  of  worship  and,  indeed, 
the  spirit  of  the  Guild  inspires  one  to  seek  more  earnestly 
to  engage  one’s  self  in  works  worthy  of  the  Faith. 

• Members  of  the  Boards  and  Commissions  of  the  Con- 
ference (composed  of  both  ministers  and  laymen)  are 

now  planning  for  their  joint  meeting  at  Leesburg  on  May 
3 and  4.  At  that  time  they  will  formulate  their  reports  to 
the  annual  conference  concerning  the  work  of  the  year 
which  will  terminate  at  the  end  of  May.  At  the  same 
time,  they  will  be  designing  programs  of  work  and  wor- 
ship to  propose  to  the  annual  conference  for  Florida 
Methodism  during  the  year  1966-67. 

This  is  ijn  exceedingly  important  meeting.  I trust 
that  all  those  called  to  attend  the  meetings  of  their  res- 
pective boards  will  do  everything  possible  to  report  on 
time  and  stay  until  the  concluding  moments  of  the 
meeting. 


• The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  confi 
ence  to  study  the  structure  of  our  Conference  Sfc 

will  meet  at  11:00  a.m.  on  May  3 at  Morrison  Memor 
Methodist  Church  at  Leesburg.  It  is  my  understandi 
that  they  will  make  their  preliminary  report  to  the  perso 
attending  the  board  meetings.  The  Conference  Planni 
Commission  will  meet  on  the  afternoon  of  Wednesds 
May  4.  These  are  to  be  two  very  busy  days — very  si 
nificant  days. 

• Sometime  ago  I visited  a church  where  the  entire  cc 
gregation  was  rejoicing  in  its  new  sanctuary.  After  t 

service  and  the  “dinner  on  the  grounds”  a little  boy  to 
me  by  the  hand  and  led  me  over  to  the  building  where 
placed  his  hand  on  a stone  and  said.

Then,  as  the  sanctuary  went  up  t 
minister  designated  one  particular  stone  which  was 
represent  the  gift  of  that  lad.  It  was  very  impressive 
me.  I’m  sure  he  will  never  forget  it.  He  had  a meanin 
ful  part  in  the  building  of  the  House  of  God.  There  w 
something  in  the  sanctuary  that  he  himself  had  mai 
possible. 

• More  important  still,  every  Christian  is  called  up< 
to  make  his  individual  gifts  of  sacrifice  and  service  t 

ward  the  building  of  the  living  church,  which  is  the  ve 
body  of  Christ. 

One  of  the  most  heart-breaking  needs  of  this 
moment  is  the  plea  that  comes  from  our  Methodists  in 
India  for  assistance  to  those  who  are  stricken  by  w’ide 
spread  famine. 

An  official  call  has  been  issued  by  the  Council  of 
Bishops  and  the  Council  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
for  a special  offering  on  Sunday,  May  1 for  this 
purpose.  It  is  hoped  that  an  opportunity  to  participate 
will  be  offered  to  all  of  our  Methodist  people. 

If  this  particular  Sunday  is  impractical  it  is  urged 
that  the  earliest  possible  date  will  be  observed. 

May  the  Lord  bless  you  as  you  give  of  yourself  f 
the  sake  of  one  who  gave  Himself  for  you.

Several  items  of  note  were  observed  at  the  Homecoming  Day  held  March  27 
by  Grace  Church,  Miami’s  oldest— known  as  the  “first  church  on  the  South 
Florida  Mainland.” 

Outstanding  was  the  news  it  is  reporting  an  increase  in  the  subscribers 
to  The  Florida  Methodist— and  its  membership  with  488  attending  the 
service  including  the  oldest  member,  Mrs.  James  Passman,  now  95.

He  is  now 
professor  of  Theology  at  Palm  Beach  Junior  College.  During  his  pastorate 
a parsonage  was  purchased  and  furnished  and  other  important  tasks  completed.

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Florida  Methodists  Asked  To  Help  Out  Indi 


Once  again  the  Apocalyptic  four 
horsemen  have  been  riding  in  south- 
ern Asia.  Only  last  autumn  did  the 
first  two  riders  appear— Conquest  and 
War— as  India  and  Pakistan  battled 
over  Kashmir.  Now  the  other  two 
are  on  the  horizon— Famine,  followed 
inevitably  by  Death! 

Whenever  any  of  them  are  riding, 
the  Christian  conscience  is  aroused 
to  attention  and  to  action.  For  these 
four  are  not  simply  visions  and  sym- 
bols but  harsh  realities  in  our  world. 
Hunger  is  very  real  and  concrete  and 
millions  of  our  fellowmen  in  the  In- 
do- Pakistan  sub-continent  are  at  this 
moment  plagued  with  it. 

I repeat,  that  Christians  have  al- 
ways responded  promptly  to  their 
brother’s  need  for  bread.  The  Book 
of  Acts,  for  example,  tells  of  “a  great 
famine  over  all  the  world”  during  the 
days  of  Claudius.  Immediately,  there 
was  response  from  the  remarkable  lit- 
tle church  at  Antioch,  where  "the 
disciples  determined,  every  one  ac- 
cording to  his  ability,  to  send  relief 
to  the  brethren  . . . and  they  did  so.” 
They  determined  and  they  did— not  a 
bad  mark  of  a Christian  in  any  age! 
It  is  no  accident  that  the  disciples 
were  for  the  first  time  called  Chris- 
tians—“Christ-ones”  at  Antioch. 


• Now  again  we  are  challenged  with 
famine,  particularly  in  India. 
Some  cynics  may  retort:  "Not  that 
again!”  but  the  devoted  Christian 
will  see  need  and  instinctively  re- 
spond with  compassion  according  to 
his  ability. 

Moreover,  for  the  first  time  in 
many  centuries  the  whole  of  Christ- 
endom will  be  invited  to  act  in  unity 
in  helping  meet  this  crisis.  This  is 
quite  literally  true  as  the  Vatican  and 
the  World  Council  of  Churches,  rep- 
resenting Protestant  and  Orthodox

Florida  Offering  Set  For  May  1 
To  Aid  India’s  Famine  Victims 

With  the  critical  famine  in  India  now  a proven  fact  made  worse  by  a severe 
drought  which  destroyed  or  damaged  crops  in  many  states  there  just  recently, 
Florida  Methodists — on  May  1 will  have  a chance  to  provide  a Christian 
giving — a giving  that  means  to  some — actual  living. 

Bishop  James  W.  Henley  of  Lakeland  met  with  the  Council  of  Bishops 
during  last  week  in  Louisville  when  it  was  decided  to  try  and  raise — imme- 
diately— one  and  a half  million  dollars  to  be  channeled  through  theMethodist 
Committee  For  Overseas  Relief  to  help  out  towards  India’s  need. 

Bishop  Henley  after  the  Council  of  Bishops  approved  action  sent  word 
to  all  Florida  Conference  ministers  as  follows:

“One  of  the  most  heart-breaking  needs  of  this  moment  is  the  plea  that 
comes  from  our  Methodists  in  India  for  assistance  to  those  who  are  stricken 
by  wide-spread  famine. 

An  official  call  has  been  issued  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  the  Council 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  for  a special  offering  on  Sunday,  May  1 for 
this  purpose.  It  is  hoped  that  an  opportunity  to  participate  will  be  offered  to 
all  of  our  Methodist  people. 

“If  this  particular  Sunday  is  impractical  it  is  urged  that  the  earliest 
possible  date  will  be  observed.”

APRIL  20,  1966 
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Council  of  Bishops  Offer  New  Outline 
Of  Ministry  To  Stress  Needs  of  Today 


A proposed  major  re-structuring  of  the  ministry  of  The 
Methodist  Church  to  make  it  “more  effective  in  its  witness 
to  the  world”  was  outlined  to  the  denomination’s  Council 
of  Bishops  at  its  April  meeting  in  Louisville. 

As  presented  here,  the  plan  retains  the  historic  two 
orders  of  elder  and  deacon,  adds  a new  category  of  annual 
conference  membership,  and  reappraises  the  role,  duties, 
ordination  and  guidance  of  the  denomination’s  “approved 
supply”  pastors. 

The  possible  changes  are  contained  in  a “progress 
report”  of  the  national  Methodist  Committee  to  Study 
the  Ministry  set  up  by  the  1964  General  Conference  to 
continue  the  work  carried  out  by  a previous  committee 
from  1960  until  1964. 

The  presentation  here  was  for  the  information  of  the 
church’s  spiritual  and  administrative  leaders.  Any  changes 
in  church  law  indicated  by  the  committee  will  have  to  be 
made  by  the  1968  General  Conference  to  which  a formal 
report  will  be  made. 

“This  report  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  final  in  any 
sense  of  the  word,”  said  Bishop  James  W.  Henley,  Lake- 
land, Fla.,  chairman  of  the  17-member  committee.  “It  is 
meant  to  describe  the  path  of  progress  over  which  we 
have  come  and  to  suggest  a proposed  method  of  dealing 
with  these  issues  in  the  theological  and  historical  context 
of  Methodism  as  well  as  in  the  setting  of  the  practical 
considerations  of  the  Twentieth  Century  situation.” 

“Among  other  things,  this  report  proposes  the  eleva- 
tion of  standards  of  education  for  the  ministry  and  places 
the  right  to  administer  the  sacraments  under  the  canopy 
of  ordination.” 

The  new  category  of  annual  conference  relationship  is 
designated  “associate  member.”  It  is  in  addition  to  the 
present  “full  member”  and  “member  on  trial”  relation- 
ships. 

In  general,  “associate  members”  would  come  from  the 
ranks  of  “approved  supply”  pastors  and  would  have  ful- 
filled academic  and  other  requirements  less  stringent  than 
those  for  full  conference  members. 

“Associate  members”  would  have  the  security  of  ap- 
pointment by  a bishop,  be  eligible  for  ordination  as 
deacons  ( the  lower  of  the  two  levels  of  ministerial  orders) , 
have  the  right  to  administer  the  sacraments  in  their  own 
parish,  serve  on  most  annual  conference  boards  and  com- 
missions, and  have  the  right  to  vote  on  most  matters  be- 
fore an  annual  conference. 

“Theologically,  this  change  implies  a more  consistent 
understanding  of  the  ministry  and  of  its  unique  func- 
tions,” Bishop  Henley  said.  “Practically,  the  change 
would  enable  the  church  to  render  justice  to  men  in  the 
Methodist  ministry  and  grant  a more  authentic  ministerial 
status  for  those  to  whom  it  is  due.  In  some  very  excep- 


tional cases  it  could  be  a step  toward  ‘full  membership’. 

An  “approved  supply  pastor”  under  the  plan  outline 
here  would  be  a layman  with  authority  to  preach  and  ti 
conduct  worship  in  the  parish  to  which  he  is  appointed 
He  would  not  be  eligible  for  ordination,  would  not  be  per 
mitted  to  administer  the  sacraments,  and  would  not  hav 
the  guarantee  of  appointment  to  a parish  or  other  churcl 
post. 

“Approved  supplies”  would  be  encouraged  to  prepar 
themselves  for  a higher  conference  relationship  and  the; 
would  be  assigned  a special  “counseling  elder”  to  hel 
them  in  their  studies  and  work  as  a minister. 

It  is  expected  that  many  of  the  church’s  present  corp 
of  “approved  supplies”  would  be  eligible  for  “associat 
membership”  under  the  new  structure  and  in  no  cas 
would  any  man  lose  any  standing  or  rights  he  current! 
holds. 

The  concept  of  “counseling  elder”  is  a new  one  raised  i 
the  report.  “We  believe  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  th 
church  to  provide  every  possible  assistance  to  the  approve 
supply  pastor  in  his  own  personal,  educational  and  prc 
fessional  development,”  Bishop  Henley  said.  “It  is  a 
effort  to  meet  this  critical  need  that  the  committee  recorr 
mends  the  creation  of  this  role.” 

“Counseling  elders”  would  be  identified  and  recruite 
by  the  annual  conference  Board  of  Ministerial  Trainin 
and  Qualification  and  would  be  assigned  by  the  bisho 
and  the  district  superintendents.  They  would  wor 
under  the  direction  of  and  in  consultation  with  the  di: 
trict  superintendent. 

Another  proposed  change  in  the  structure  of  th 
ministry  is  in  the  educational  standards  for  full  membei 
ship  in  an  annual  conference  and  ordination  as  an  eldt 
(the  higher  of  the  two  levels  of  ministerial  orders). 

“It  is  the  clear  intent  of  the  committee  to  make  tl 
Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree,  or  its  equivalent,  the  non 
for  full  membership  in  the  annual  conference,”  Bisho 
Henley  stated. 

“However,  under  conditions  regarded  as  exception; 
by  the  annual  conference,  a candidate  who  was  admitte 
on  trial  by  a three-fourths  vote  may  be  recommende 
by  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Training  and  Qualificatioi 
for  full  membership  when  he  has  completed  a specifie 
course  of  ministerial  study  under  the  direction  of  the  D 
partment  of  Ministerial  Education,  and  met  all  other  r 
quirements.” 

Bishop  Henley  said  that  the  final  report  of  the  cor 
mittee  to  the  1968  General  Conference  would  deal  ; 
length  with  the  nature  and  meaning  of  the  ministry  in  i 
historical  and  theological  context.  It  will  recommen 
also,  a program  of  recruitment  designed  to  provide  ab 
and  well-trained  men  for  the  ministry.

To  The  Forthcoming  Annual  Conference 


First,  I want  to  quote  to  you  a part  of  a letter  received 
recently  from  Bishop  Pedro  Zottele  of  the  Central  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church  in  Latin  America.  His 
letter  speaks  for  itself.  I am  confident  that  some  church 
or  some  individual  will  want  to  respond. 

“I  am  writing  to  you  at  this  time  and  exclaim- 
ing: ‘Come  over  into  Macedonia.  Please  help  us!’ 

In  place  of  Macedonia,  I will  mention  theTown  where 
we  need  to  build:  PENCO. 

“Here  in  Southern  Chile  we  have  a young  pastor 
by  the  name  of  Manuel  Hernandez.  He  has  shown 
himself  to  be  warm-hearted  and  evangelistic.  In  our 
recently  held  annual  conference  he  reported  having 
received  approximately  50  full  members  and  103 
probationers  in  1965.  He  has  a circuit  of  seven 
preaching  places.  In  one  of  them  the  government 
has  given  The  Methodist  Church  a piece  of  land.  But 
we  have  to  build  ourselves.  The  congregation  has 
raised  money  and  bought  materials:  wood,  iron,  doors, 
and  windows.  Something  like  $300  worth  of  ma- 
terials. 

“Brother  Hernandez  is  needing  aid.  He  has  ap- 
pealed to  me  for  it.  We  need  the  equivalent  of  $450 
to  make  possible  the  erection  of  the  sanctuary.  Please 
help  us  with  this  $450.” 

• I know  Bishop  Zottele  and  the  wonderful  work  he  is 
doing  in  South  and  Central  America.  This  is  a worthy 
cause.  Some  church,  some  Sunday  School  Class  or 
some  generous  layman  can  make  a contribution  that 
will  be  of  significant  help  in  answering  this  call.  Please 
write  me  if  you  are  interested.

The  money  is  used  by  the  church’s 
Board  of  Missions,  which  has  bud- 
geted more  than  $24  million  for  mis- 
sion work  in  the  U.S.  and  48  other 
countries  next  year. 

“The  Church  has  a special  calling 
to  represent  the  interests  of  all  peo- 
ple— especially  those  who  cannot 
speak  for  themselves — in  the  face  of 
general  theories  and  programs  of  eco- 
nomic and  political  development,” 
the  group  was  told  by  Mrs.  Ralph  D. 
Newman  of  Quincy,  president  of  the 
Florida  WSCS,  in  her  annual  mes- 
sage. 

“The  pattern  of  Christian  action  in 
the  conflict  with  social  wrong,”  she 
added,  “is  set  by  God  in  Christ  re- 
conciling the  world  to  Himself.  In  the 
final  analysis  there  is  only  one  Chris- 
tian point  of  view,  and  God  is  its  cus- 
todian.” 

Dreams  for  some  people  can  be 
nightmares  for  others,  Mrs.  H.  M. 
Russell  of  Morristown,  Tenn.,  stress- 
ed in  a series  of  talks.  She  is  WSCS 
president  of  the  nine-state  South- 


eastern region. 

As  an  example,  she  said  it  is  easy 
for  Americans  to  dream  of  a table 
stretching  around  the  world  heavily 
laden  with  good  food.  But  if  the  peo- 
ple of  India,  suffering  from  famine, 
were  to  have  the  same  dream  the 
table  would  only  contain  water  and  a 
crust  of  bread. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Edward  Carothers 
of  New  York  was  the  guest  speaker  at 
the  annual  banquet  at  City  Auditor- 
ium. He  is  associate  general  secretary 
of  the  Methodist  Board  of  Missions. 

Discussing  the  current  “God  Is 
Dead”  controversy  among  theolog- 
ians, he  said  “We  have  a small  chorus 
singing  the  funeral  march  of  the  God 
of  grace  and  glory,  saying  your  life 
and  mine  is  of  no  importance  to  ulti- 
mate reality.” 

But  the  question  that  is  basic  to 
the  Church,  Dr.  Carothers  stressed, 
is  “why  we  are  here?”  No  matter  how 
holy  the  church  may  be,  he  said,  “it 
is  in  the  world  and  it  is  a social  in- 
strument.”

Named  an  associate  pastor  at  Or- 
lando’s First  Church  is  the  Rev.  Dick 
Petry,  according  to  an  announce- 
ment by  Bishop  James  W.  Henley.

In  a letter  to  the  Rev.  Caxton  Dog- 
gett,  pastor  of  Lakeland’s  First 
Church,  Mr.  Petry  who  has  been 
known  for  tackling  the  almost  im- 
possible in  Peru  and  accepting  Flor- 
ida MYF’ers  to  work  in  the  summer 
had  this  to  say: 

“As  we  have  often  said,  we  cannot 
fully  nor  adequately  express  our 
deepest  emotions  and  our  heartfelt 
gratitude  for  the  vital  place  you  have 
had  in  our  lives  during  these  past  six 
and  a half  years,  while  serving  as 
your  missionaries  to  Peru,  the  land 
of  the  Incas.  By  letters  and  cards 
you  have  shared  your  prayerful  con- 
cern, by  gift  and  financial  support 
you  have  undergirded  us,  and  in 
many  ways  you  have  continued  to 
show  your  love  and  interest  in  us  and 
in  the  great  cause  of  mission. 

“Since  our  return  from  Peru  in  late 
December,  1965,  we  have  been  search- 
ing to  find  God’s  will  concerning  our 
return  to  the  field,  scheduled  for  late 
December  1966.  Our  work  in  La 
Victoria  and  much  of  Lima  is  inner- 
city  (urban)  work.  We  have  recog- 
nized a need  for  continued  financial 
support  in  church  extension  and  a 
plan  for  church  development  in  that 
over-crowded  populus.  Therefore,  I 
felt  led  to  make  plans  to  study  at 
Emory  while  here  in  the  U.S.A. 

“But  since  our  arrival  from  the 
field,  we  have  become  more  assured 
that  lor  the  time  being,  our  place  of 
service  should  be  here  in  the  pastoral 
ministry.  We  have  requested  of  our 
Board  of  Missions  a ‘leave  of  ab- 
sence’ which  will  allow  us  up  to 
three  years  to  decide  concerning  our 
return.”

Projects  totaling  57  have  been  approved  for  Growth  and  Expansion  Fund 
grants-in-aid  through  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  from 
its  $100,000  share  of  this  important  fund.  All  twelve  districts  have  al- 
ready been  beneficiaries  of  this  fund  and  if  the  Conference  raises  as  much 
as  92  percent  of  the  goal  the  Board  of  Missions  will  be  able  to  assist  with 
the  purchase  of  twenty-five  sites  for  new  churches,  twenty-one  first  unit 
buildings  for  new  congregations,  ten  parsonages  for  new  churches  or  par- 
sonages for  small  congregations,  and  one  research  project. 

Church  treasurers,  pastors  and  district  superintendents  are  request- 
ed to  see  that  all  Growth  and  Expansion  funds  are  remitted  to  the  Con- 
ference Treasurer  before  May  20.  It  will  be  a serious  disappointment  to 
these  young  churches  if  their  allocations  cannot  be  paid  in  full.

Many  Vital  Issues  Facing  The  Coming 
Annual  Conference  Will  Strengthen  Our  Church 


Dear  Friends: 

About  tmf,  time  you  receive  this  issue  of  The  Florida 
Methodist  your  minister  and  your  lay  delegate  will  be 
leaving  for  the  Annual  Conference  at  Florida  Southern 
College,  Lakeland.  It’s  really  a very  impressive  group 
that  gathers  there — a ministerial  representative  and  a 
lay  representative  from  every  pastoral  appointment  in 
the  entire  Conference.  The  fellowship  of  Methodist  peo- 
ple gathered  together  at  an  Annual  Conference  is  most 
delightful. 

Each  church  sends  in  the  report  of  its  year’s  work.  As 
near  as  possible,  these  reports  give  a profile  of  the  educa- 
tional outreach,  the  stewardship,  the  missionary  concern, 
and  the  evangelistic  effectiveness  of  the  Church. 

• Reports  are  already  beginning  to  come  in.  The  Confer- 
ence Treasurer  just  called  me  and  our  World  Service 

is  more  than  98.89%  paid.  Ten-in-One  is  99.11%  paid. 
Growth  and  Expansion  is  distressingly  behind,  being  only 
83.32%  paid.  It  begins  to  look  like  our  Advance  Missions 
Specials  will  surpass  a year  ago.  Our  Educational  Specials 
are  34%  above  last  year.  But  many  good  things  happen 
just  before  the  May  20  final  deadline. 

• As  I look  toward  the  Annual  Conference  there  are  a 

number  of  vitally  important  reports  which  will  claim 

the  attention  of  the  delegates.  One  has  to  do  with  the 
reorganization  of  the  Conference  staff.  This  is  the  pro- 
duct of  a strong  committee  at  work  over  a period  of  eleven 
months.  The  report  is  a good  one.  I believe  the  Con- 
ference will  be  pleased  with  it.  Another  report  deals 
with  the  Conference  offices  and  plans  for  a new  Methodist 
building.  This  has  absorbed  the  attention  of  another 
loyal  group  of  people.  And  there  will  be  the  recommen- 
dation of  a Florida  Methodist  Foundation.  This  bids  fair 
to  be  one  of  the  most  important  objects  of  legislation 
before  the  Conference.  There  will  be  action  with  regard 
to  a recommendation  being  presented  to  all  of  the  Con- 
ferences of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  and  the  Central 
Jurisdictional  Conferences  with  regard  to  the  relationship 
of  these  two  sections  of  our  united  Methodism.  There 
will  be  nothing  dull  about  this  Annual  Conference,  I 
assure  you.  If  you  are  a delegate,  don’t  stay  away. 

Our  sessions  will  begin  on  May  31  at  one  o’clock  in 
the  afternoon.  The  ministers  and  the  laymen  will  meet 
separately  during  the  first  period.  Afterward  they  will 
come  together  concluding  the  afternoon  with  the  Sacra- 
ment of  our  Lord’s  Supper.

al analysis  show  either  a task  well 
done  for  Christ  or  a program  that  fell 
by  the  wayside. 

His  address  this  year  is  bound  to 
be  full  of  knowledge  he  has  gained 
in  directing  the  activities  of  a most 
active  year  in  the  Florida  Conference 
and  will  set  the  stage  for  some  mod- 
ernizing actions  much  needed  within 
the  conference. 

Several  new  ideas  have  been  in- 
cluded in  the  program  aimed  at  re- 
ducing time-consuming  reports  thus 
providing  more  opportunity  for  dis- 
cussion of  proposals  by  the  delegates. 
This  has  been  worked  out  by  the  Rev. 
John  J.  Rooks,  Lakeland  district 
superintendent  and  Conference  Pro- 
gram chairman. 

Action  will  be  taken  at  the  Annual 
Conference  on  reports  and  recom- 
mendations of  the  various  boards  and 
agencies  plus  adoption  of  a new  bud- 
get. 

Several  steps  forward  are  due  to  be 
presented  in  resolutions  that  may 
stir  up  some  debate. 

One  is  the  resolution  from  the  Con- 
ference Center  Committee  appointed 
by  the  1965  session  to  study  the 
needs  of  a more  adequate  Methodist 
Center  than  the  present  one  on  East 
Palmetto,  a former  Publix  Market 
given  to  Florida  Southern  College  by 
George  Jenkins,  Publix  president. 
The  entire  resolution  of  the  commit- 
tee is  carried  in  another  story.  Like- 
wise a separate  story  is  carried  about 
the  proposed  adoption  of  a Confer- 
ence Council. 

Also  up  for  action  is  whether  a 
non-profit  organization  is  to  be  es- 
tablished called  “The  Florida  Meth- 
odist Foundation,  Inc.”  According 
to  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  the 
general  nature  of  the  objects  and  pur- 
poses of  this  corporation  shall  be  to 
function  and  operate  as  an  institu- 
tion of  the  Florida  Annual  Confer- 
ence involving  the  receipt  and  ad- 
ministration of  funds  for  religious, 
charitable,  scientific  or  educational 
purposes.  Membership  would  be 
open  to  representatives  of  any  organ- 
ization which  is  a subsidiary  organi- 


zation to  or  agency  of  the  Florida 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Church  which  invests  in  the  corpor- 
ation. 

The  foundation  idea  used  in  other 
conferences  aims  to  streamline  the 
handling  of  gifts,  and  trust  instru- 
ments with  power  to  invest  the  mon- 
ey, take  title  to  property  given  to  the 
foundation  or  to  sell  such  property  if 
authorized. 

Also  the  corporation  would  dis- 
burse earned  funds  received  by  any 
body  connected  with  the  Florida  An- 
nual Conference  on  a quarterly  basis 
to  the  agency  in  direct  proportion  to 
their  interest  in  the  corporation. 

As  for  undesignated  funds,  one-half 
of  the  net  income  (interest,  not  prin- 
cipal) shall  be  held  in  a separate 
fund  to  be  disbursed  quarterly  among 
the  conference  boards  which  are 
members  of  the  corporation.  The  oth- 
er half  including  both  principal  and 
net  income  may  be  disbursed  from 
both  categories  at  the  direction  of  the 
Annual  Conference. 

The  proposed  foundation  would 
have  a paid  executive  director  em- 
ployed by  the  board  of  directors.  The 
executive  director  would  direct  a paid 
staff  with  compensation  decisions  up 
to  the  executive  committee  as  approv- 
ed by  a board  of  nine  directors,  which 
will  elect  a president  and  other  offi- 
cers. Directors  shall  be  members  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  residents  of  Florida 
and  at  no  more  than  one  person  from 
any  board  or  agency  of  the  Annual 
Conference  shall  be  eligible  at  any 
one  time. 

Membership  in  the  corporation 
shall  be  open  to  representatives  of 
any  organization  which  is  a subsi- 
diary organization  to  or  agency  of  the 
Florida  Annual  Conference  which  in- 
vests in  this  corporation  and  such 
persons  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Annupl  Conference,  according  to  the 
proposed  by-laws. 

The  location  of  the  corporation  is 
proposed  to  be  at  800  E.  Palmetto 
St.,  Lakeland,  headquarters  of  the 
Florida  Annual  Conference. 

The  final  drafts  of  the  by-laws  and 
the  Articles  of  Incorporation  were 
presented  and  approved  at  the  May  4 
session  of  the  Planning  Commission.

Increasing  needs  of  Florida  Annual 
Boards  with  professional  staff  and  a 
means  of  carrying  out  definite  pro- 
grams and  coordinating  them  to  pro- 
vide a more  effective  effort  is  contain- 
ed in  a resolution  to  be  presented  to 
the  Annual  Conference. 

Last  year  a committee  was  named 
at  Annual  Conference  to  study  and 
come  up  with  a definite  plan,  parts 
of  which  have  been  discussed  for  sev- 
eral years.  The  group  met  several 
times,  received  written  work  outlines 
from  staff  members  and  met  with 
various  Conference  officials  to  dis- 
cuss the  problem  of  uncoordinated 
salaries,  work  loads  and  programs. 

Other  Annual  Conferences  were 
contacted  for  their  plans  and  a defi- 
nite resolution  was  drawn  up  calling 
for  amending  the  Standing  Rules  of 
the  Florida  Annual  Conference  to 
provide  a Conference  Council.  In  ef- 
fect, within  a year,  if  adopted  the 
move  would  abolish  the  Planning 
Commission;  correlate  plans  from  ex- 
isting boards  through  the  new  Con- 
ference Council  and  if  these  plans 
are  adopted  by  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence they  would  be  worked  out  by  a 
conference  staff  responsible  to  the 
Conference  Council. 

As  written  the  resolution  calls  for 
a paid  Conference  Superintendent  of 
Program,  appointed  by  the  bishop  to 
direct  the  conference  staff  and  may, 
upon  request  of  the  Cabinet  attend 


Cabinet  meetings  dealing  with  non- 
appointive  matters. 

Thus  such  action  would  provide 
the  necessary  communication  be- 
tween the  Cabinet  and  various  boards 
through  one  person  with  authority  to 
direct  the  work  of  the  Conference 
Staff.  It  calls  for  such  a move  in 
June  1967  with  the  World  Service 
Commission  and  others  involved  in 
budget  considerations  working  out 
the  financial  details. 

Members  of  the  committee  working 
up  the  resolution  were  the  Rever- 
ends H.  Melton  Ware,  chairman  of 
Coral  Gables;  Raymond  A.  Alley,  dis- 
trict superintendent  at  Melbourne; 
W.  S.  Bozeman,  district  superintend- 
ent at  West  Palm  Beach;  Robert  M. 
Blackburn,  Jacksonville,  chairman  of 
the  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance  and  Robert  C.  Boggs, 
West  Palm  Beach,  conference  secre- 
tary. Bishop  Henley  also  worked 
with  the  group.

Location  Is  Next  To  High  School 


Here  is  the  suggested  site  for  a Methodist  Center  in  Lakeland. 


A site  on  Bartow  Highway  next  10 
lakeland  Senior  High  School  has 
been  proposed  as  a site  for  a new 
Methodist  Center. 

Here  is  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  Planning  Commission  and  due 
for  action  at  the  Annual  Conference: 
“The  Conference  Center  Committee 
created  by  the  1965  session  of  the 
Florida  Conference  has  met  during 
the  conference  year  on  numerous  oc- 
casions to  study  the  needs  of  a more 
adequate  center  to  provide  for  con- 
ference staff  on  program  and  minis- 
try of  Florida  Methodism. 

“Consideration  has  been  primarily 
limited  by  necessity  to  known  staff- 
ing provisions,  inasmuch  as  the  com- 
plete recommendation  of  this  com- 
mittee has  depended  on  the  action 
taken  by  this  1966  session  of  the  con- 
ference as  recommended  by  the  con- 
ference committee  on  staffing. 

“The  needs  of  staffing  now  foresee- 
able that  is,  already  authorized  by 
the  conference,  are  sufficient  enough 
to  necessitate  a larger  building  than 
we  now  have. 

“Your  committee  has  pursued  the 
possibility  of  remodeling  the  present 
Methodist  Building  on  800  E.  Pal- 
metto, owned  and  rented  by  Florida 
Southern  College,  and  we  have  found 
that  this  building  is  so  constructed 
to  make  it  unfit  for  sufficient  enlarge- 
ment to  care  for  the  present  envision- 
ed needs  to  say  nothing  of  the  needs 
which  are  revealed  by  the  careful 
study  of  the  conference  committee  on 
staffing. 

“Consideration  has  also  been  given 
to  the  present  Methodist  Building 
and  building  a new  structure,  but  this 
has  proved  unwise  due  to  the  fact 
that  less  than  an  acre  of  land  would 
be  available  for  said  purpose,  at  a 
minimum  cost  of  $100,000.00,  which 
is  the  tax  assessed  value  of  the  build- 
ing and  land,  while  the  real  estate 
appraisal  would  run  as  high  as  $125,- 
000.00. 

“Consideration  has  been  given  to 
a new  site  adjacent  to  the  campus  on 
one  of  the  several  vacant  plots  now 
owned  by  the  college,  and  this  has 
proved  injudicious  considering  the 
facts  of  the  plans  of  the  college  for 
future  expansion,  the  high  cost  for  so 
little  land  available  in  each  site,  and 
the  wrong  zoning,  these  sites  have 
for  an  office  building  of  any  kind. 


“A  parcel  of  land,  three  and  a half 
acres  in  size  has  been  made  available 
to  us  at  a cost  of  $52,500.00  with  300 
feet  fronting  the  Bartow'  highway 
next  to  the  Lakeland  Senior  High 
School  with  an  easement  available 
from  the  rear  which  would  make  the 
Methodist  Building  the  same  walk- 
ing distance  from  the  campus  of  Flor- 
ida Southern  College  as  the  distance 


now  between  the  campus  and  800  I 
Palmetto. 

“Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  th 
Florida  Conference  Trustees  be  ai 
thorized,  and  they  are  herein  so  ir 
structed  to  purchase  this  land,  whic 
this  committee  estimates  capable  c 
providing  space  for  any  building 
necessary  to  house  a staff  in  the  fore 
seeable  future.” 
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n Seminole,  Methodism  Really  Grows 


)ne  Church  Marks 
5 Years  of  Service 

? age  75,  Seminole  Church  in  St. 
itersburg  District  is  hale  and  hearty 
d growing  stronger  all  the  time. 
The  recent  75th  anniversary  ob- 
•vance  was  highlighted  by  preach- 
l by  former  pastors,  an  old-time 
mer  on  the  ground,  1890  women’s 
shions  modeled  by  the  Woman’s 
ciety,  and  fond  recollections  of  the 
urch’s  past  by  several  long-time 
;mbers. 

It  all  began  in  1890  when  13  Meth- 
ists  decided  to  build  a rural  church 
ar  Largo.  Starting  with  an  acre  of 
nated  land,  they  launched  a fund 
ive  by  mail  that  reached  from  Key 
sst  to  Illinois  and  netted  $300. 
mber,  some  of  it  donated,  was 
uled  on  log  carts  from  a mill  near 
inedin. 

A.  year  later  the  church  was  corn- 
fed  and  the  Florida  Conference 
it  the  first  pastor,  the  Rev.  E.  H. 
es,  who  had  two  other  charges  on 
circuit— Anona  and  Safety  Har- 
\ He  named  the  new  church  “Mar- 
i’s Chapel”  in  Jionor  of  Bishop 
M.  Marvin  who  presided  over  the 
irida  Annual  Conference  of  1873. 
3y  contrast,  members  of  Seminole 
le  name  was  changed  in  1924 ) this 
ir  pledged  more  than  $100,000  in 
Irive  to  pay  off  all  church  indeb- 
ness,  far  exceeding  the  campaign 
il  of  $69,000. 

Today,  Seminole  is  in  its  fourth 
ctuary(  one  was  destroyed  by  a 
ricane  in  1921),  and  the  13  char- 
members  have  become  a congre- 
ion  of  some  1,600  members. 
Uthough  in  the  early  days  preach- 
services  were  sometimes  limited 
once  or  twice  monthly  by  circuit- 
ing parsons,  Seminole’s  Sunday 
100I  has  been  continuous  from  the 
t.  In  fact,  the  first  superintendent, 
M.  Cobb,  served  40  years  in  that 
acity. 

leminole  has  been  served  by  36 
tors  in  its  75-year  history.  The 
sent  minister  is  the  Rev.  Alfred 
Vaught,  and  his  associate  is  the 
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Rev.  James  P.  Dale. 

Two  former  pastors,  the  Rev.  Bas- 
com  W.  Carlton  and  the  Rev.  W.  L. 
Joyner,  preached  at  the  morning  serv- 
ices of  the  April  17  anniversary.  A 
former  associate,  the  Rev.  John  S. 
Gatewood,  preached  at  the  evening 
Communion  Service. 

Other  former  pastors  and  associates 
who  participated  in  the  anniversary 
program  included  the  Revs.  C.  T. 
Howes,  Ellis  Williamson,  Leslie  E. 
Rabb,  George  Lawton  and  C.  Edward 
Murfin,  Jr. 

A Homecoming  brochure  on  the 
church’s  history  was  prepared  by  a 
committee  of  Mrs.  W.  F.  Buchholz, 
chairman;  Mrs.  F.  L.  Campbell  and 
Mrs.  J.  E.  Lewis. 

Another  Church  Has 
Its  Second  Birthday 

Oakhurst  Church,  Seminole,  Flor- 
ida, celebrated  its  second  anniversary 
recently.  This  was  also  the  occasion 
of  the  consecration  services  for  the 
first  church  unit.  The  Rev.  Henry 
W.  Blackburn,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Florida  Methodist  Conference 
Board  of  Missions  in  Lakeland,  was 
guest  speaker. 

The  Rev.  C.  E.  West,  St.  Peters- 
burg district  superintendent,  and  the 
Rev.  C.  A.  McEntarfer,  a retired 
Methodist  minister  who  conducted  a 
Methodist  interest  survey  in  the  area 
prior  to  the  organization  of  this  con- 
gregation early  in  1964,  also  partici- 
pated along  with  the  present  pastor, 
the  Rev.  C.  Edward  Murfin,  Jr. 

The  congregation  has  been  wor- 
shipping since  March  20,  1964,  in 
the  library  of  the  Seminole  High 
School,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
organizing  pastor  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Mur- 
fin who  was  appointed  first  pastor  in 
June  1964.  The  congregation  was  of- 
ficially recognized  as  the  Oakhurst 
Methodist  Church  with  53  charter 
members  at  the  June  1964  session  of 
the  Florida  Methodist  Annual  Con- 
ference. With  increase  to  the  present 
membership  of  about  125,  organiza- 


tion of  a music  department,  full  Sun- 
day School,  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  Methodist  Men’s 
Club,  and  Methodist  Youth  Fellow- 
ship proceeded  as  well  as  sponsor- 
ship of  scouting  programs  for  both 
boys  and  girls.

Within  six  years  Florida  “will  have 
an  educational  system  equal  to  or 
better  than  any  in  our  country,”  State 
Comptroller  Fred  O.  Dickinson,  Jr., 
predicted  in  his  commencement  ad- 
dress May  9 at  Florida  Southern 
College,  Lakeland. 

But  Florida  voters  must  be  care- 
ful, he  said,  to  make  sure  that  “the 
ultimate  control  of  our  school  sys- 
tem always  remain  under  the  final 
decision  of  elected  representatives  of 
the  people,  rather  than  appointed 
officials.” 

Praising  the  long  record  of  church- 
related  colleges,  Dickinson  warned 
that  church  institutions  should  be  on 
guard  against  restrictive  financial 
help  from  the  government.  “A  hand- 
out of  government  aid  today  can  be- 
come the  restrictive  handcuff  of  to- 
morrow’s ambitions,”  he  said. 

A Methodist  layman  from  West 
Palm  Beach,  Dickinson  has  held  nu- 
merous civic  and  state  offices  includ- 
ing several  terms  in  the  Florida  legis- 
lature. In  the  recent  primary  election, 
he  polled  a record-high  vote  through- 
out the  state  for  re-election.

of  Bishop  Henley’s  official  study  ol 
the  past,  present  and  future  as  it  reJ 
lates  to  the  Florida  Annual  Confer- 
ence: 

• “Our  human  inclination  is  to  see 

the  difficulties  of  our  own  age  in 
such  magnitude  that  we  forget  the 
vissitudes  of  others  w'ho  have  gon^ 
before.  The  Florida  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  1866  was  one  of  great  emo- 
tional upheaval  and  material  hard- 
ship. Military  authorities  interferred 
with  the  due  processes  of  the  law 
whenever  they  pleased,  even  going  sc 
far  as  to  arrest  and  hold  in  military 
custody  all  of  the  civil  officers  of  Es- 
cambia, Levy,  Madison,  Santa  Rosa 
and  Alachua  counties  until  an  alleged 
murderer,  or  would  be  murderer,  ol 
union  men  and  federal  soldiers  was 
punished.  The  two  men  elected  to  sit 
in  the  United  States  Senate  from  Flor- 
ida ware  unsuccessful  in  taking  their 
seats.  Want  and  physical  hardship 
were  widespread  throughout  the  state, 
The  Church  and  its  ministry  suffered 
grievously. 

“The  last  General  Conference  ol 
The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
South  had  met  in  1858,  eight  yean 
prior  to  the  session  in  the  Spring  ol 
1866.  The  one  action  of  the  Genera 
Conference  most  directly  related  tc 
Florida  was  a provision  for  removing 
the  Georgia  portion  of  the  Confer 
ence,  thereby  leaving  all  of  Floridf 
east  of  the  Apalachicola  River  in  t 
single  Conference  bearing  the  nam< 
of  the  state.  This  geographical  de 
lineation  with  a few  minor  adjust 
ments  has  remained  the  basis  of  th<

That  was  the  positive  approach 
voiced  by  Bishop  James  W.  Henley 
in  his  official  message  at  the  opening 
of  the  124th  session  of  the  Florida 
Annual  Conference  meeting  in  Bran- 
scomb  Auditorium  on  the  Florida 


Southern  College  Campus  at  Lake- 
land. 

Bishop  Henley  stressed  the  import- 
ance of  the  Board  of  Evangelism’s 
program  for  the  coming  year  and  un- 
derscored this  point:  “The  hour  has 
come  for  us  to  declare  our  faith  bold- 
ly in  the  noonday  and  to  challenge 
men  of  all  ages  and  stations  to  Chris- 
tian discipleship  in  the  home,  in  all 
social  experiences,  in  race  relations, 
in  business,  in  citizenship  and  in  per- 
sonal 'purity  and  integrity.”

• “Our  concern  continues  with  re- 
gard to  the  participation  of  our 
people  in  the  Church  School.  The 
illiteracy  of  America  with  regard  to 
the  Scriptures  and  to  Christian  doc- 
trine is  deplorable. 

“Two  years  ago  the  editors  of  our 
Church  School  literature  completed 
the  materials  for  children.  There  have 
been  some  critics  but  they  have  been 
few.  The  overwhelming  reception  re- 
ceived by  this  literature  has  been 
that  of  acclaim.  We  are  soon  to  re- 
ceive comparable  literature  in  the 
area  of  adult  and  youth  education. 
It  is  difficult  to  introduce  a com- 
pletely new  curriculum,  even  though 
it  may  be  appreciably  better.  Our 
leaders  in  the  field  of  Christian  edu- 
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cation  on  the  local  church  level  are 
challenged  to  prepare  themselves 
adequately  to  present  the  new  litera- 
ture to  those  who  will  be  using  it. 
All  who  are  familiar  with  it  are 
pleased. 

“There  is  an  accelerating  trend  to- 
ward weekday  Bible  and  study 
classes  for  adults  and  young  adults. 
These  small  groups  are  in  some  cases 
becoming  enthusiastic  in  their  con- 
cern for  scriptural  knowledge  and  ef- 
fectiveness in  their  evangelistic  out- 
reach. 

• “It  is  not  a matter  of  inconse- 
quence that  Sunday  School  at- 
tendance very  slowly  but  preceptably 
decreases  in  the  face  of  an  increasing 
population  and,  for  that  matter,  of 
an  increasing  membership  within  our 
Conference.  Some  how,  some  way 
parents  must  be  brought  to  the  reali- 
zation that  children  and  youth  need 
what  the  Church  School  can  offer. 
People  of  all  ages  must  be  made 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  gospel  has 
a relevant  and  indispensable  message 
for  our  day. 

• “The  Church  in  its  ministry  to 
state  and  independent  campuses 

in  America,  and  throughout  the  world 
for  that  matter,  has  never  faced  a 
more  complex  and  exacting  situation. 
Sometimes  we  would  like  to  by-pass 
this  phase  of  our  work  because  of  the 
discomforting  picture  of  student  life 
that  is  presented  to  us  daily  by  all 
news  media.  But  the  state  long  ago 
learned  that  while  it  could  not  cham- 
pion religion,  it  could  not  ignore  it. 
The  Church  likewise  knows  it  cannot 
ignore  the  responsibilities  of  religion 
in  higher  education,  nor  has  it  any 
thought  of  doing  so. 

“The  “truth  about  college  stu- 
dents” we  are  told  by  those  who  re- 


search this  matter  carefully  and  thor- 
oughly is  that  “MOST  ARE  EARN- 
EST-A  FEW  REBEL.”  We  are 
told  that  on  the  whole  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  our  American  students  are 
found  to  be  thoughtful  and  serious,— 
that  “they  are  not  revolting  against 
American  society,  but  are  trying  to 
make  sure  its  values  are  practiced.” 
In  this  we  pledge  them  our  continued 
support  as  together  we  engage  in  the 
mission  of  the  church  in  behalf  of 
peace  and  freedom  and  education, 
religious  education,  of  all  the  peoples 
of  the  world.

Obviously  there  wasn’t  either  the 
time  or  room  required  to  present 
other  stories  and  pictures  involv- 
ing the  session  of  the  Florida  An- 
nual Conference.

Important  stories  will  include 
approval  of  establishing  the  Flor- 
ida Conference  Foundation  — a 
new  unit  for  the  holding  and  in- 
vesting—on  a voluntary  basis—  of 
reserve  and  endowment  funds  of 
Conference  boards  and  institu- 
tions; favorable  action  to  take  the 
first  step  towards  eliminating  the 
Central  Jurisdiction  within  the 
geographical  area  of  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction;  the  go-ahead 
on  establishing  a new  Methodist 
Center  on  the  Bartow  Highway 
next  to  Lakeland  High  School;  a 
move  to  establish  a Conference 
Council  to  streamline  the  present 
setup  and  the  appointment  next 
year  of  a Conference  Superintend- 
ent of  Program;  a look  at  various 
financial  reports  and  other  stories. 

“Last  April  our  latest  Wesley 
Foundation  unit  was  dedicated  at  the 
University  of  South  Florida.  The 
University  of  South  Florida  becomes 
the  fifth  accredited  Wesley  Founda- 
tion Unit  in  Florida  out  of  191  ac- 
credited units  in  the  nation. 

“We  are  grateful  for  the  faithful 
financial  and  moral  support  that  our 


people  have  given  the  ever  expandin 
and  demanding  college  and  univei 
sity  work.  A grow'th  of  100%  in 
ten  or  15  year  period  isn’t  easy  t 
keep  up  with.  But  our  people  cor 
tinue  to  strive  to  meet  the  needs* 
Last  year  we  topped  our  goal  ci 
$190,000  in  Educational  Specials  fcjl 
Colleges  and  Wesley  Foundatior, 
and  this  year  we  reached  $251,701 
a little  short  of  the  $268,500  goal. 

• “It  is  always  interesting— some 
times  inspiring,  sometimes  depress 

ing—  to  review  the  statistics  whicl 
provide  an  indication,  however  in 
adequate,  of  the  stewardship  of  thi 
church  over  a period  of  time.  Let  u 
compare  the  reports  of  the  Confer 
ence  of  1956  with  those  of  the  cur 
rent  year.  The  population  of  Florid; 
in  1956  was  3,941,000.  The  curren 
population  is  reported  by  Tallahasse 
to  be  6,000,000.  This  is  an  increas< 
of  52%.

“While  the  net  income  of  The 
Methodist  Church  in  Florida  a yeai 
ago  was  approximately  26%  of  the 
entire  net  increase  of  Methodisrr 
throughout  the  United  States  there 
is  cool  comfort  in  the  fact  that  oui 
evangelistic  efforts  have  failed  ir 
scarcely  holding  our  own  with  the 
fantastic  increase  in  the  population  oi 
our  own  area. 

• “The  matter  of  ministerial  supply 
has  been  of  great  concern  through- 
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ut  the  Church  during  recent  years 
rith  seminary  enrollment  on  gradual 
ut  consistent  decline.  The  statistics 
l themselves  are  not  excessive  but  the 
ery  fact  of  a diminishing  supply  of 
linisterial  leadership  is  and  should 
e a cause  of  concern  to  us  all.  Never 
efore  in  the  history  of  this  country 
as  the  Church  stood  so  in  need  of 
n able  and  trained  leadership  as 
ow. 

> “No  issue  is  paramount  in  the 
modern  world  to  that  of  human 
ights.  Men  who  have  long  been  de- 
rived of  the  sense  of  dignity  which 
bundant  life  requires  and  the  sense 
f challenge  and  of  opportunity  which 
ngenders  self-respect  are  seeking 
neir  place  of  opportunity  to  rise  to 
leir  full  stature.  A part  of  this  en- 
ire  picture  is  the  urgency  placed 
pon  us  by  our  Faith  to  cleanse  our 
earts  of  all  prejudice  and  pride,  to 
onor  every  man  for  his  ability,  to 
aspect  every  man  for  his  worth  and 
3 strive  for  the  day  when  the  peo- 
le  of  the  whole  world  will  live  as  one 
reat  family  under  our  Heavenly 
'ather. 

“This  twentieth  century  revolution 
as  many  facets  within  the  United 
tates  itself,  but  most  especially  it  is 
?en  in  the  struggle  to  grant  men  of 
le  Negro  race  the  respect,  the  fel- 
iwship,  and  the  opportunity  which 
lere  accident  of  birth  should  never 
eny. 

“Within  the  framework  of  The 
lethodist  Church,  the  Central 
urisdiction  has  been  set  apart  as  the 
•ea  of  our  fellowship  which  consists 
cclusively  (or  nearly  so)  of  our 
lethodist  people  who  belong  to  the 
egro  race.  During  the  last  qua- 
rennium  a number  of  Conferences 
1 the  Central  Jurisdiction  have  been 
d sorbed  into  the  geographical  Meth- 
iist  Conferences  within  which  they 
ere  located.  This  trend  will  con- 
nue  steadily  until  the  Central  Jur- 
diction  (with  all  its  Conferences) 
is  been  completely  absorbed. 

“The  Florida  Conference  of  the  Cen- 
al  Jurisdiction  is  presided  over  by 
ishop  Marquis  Lafayette  Harris, 
here  are  three  districts.  The  total 
embership  of  the  Conference  is 
549.  During  the  past  three  years 
eps  have  been  taken  in  bringing 


these  to  groups  into  such  cooperative 
efforts  as  will  acquaint  their  leader- 
ship with  one  another  and  lay  the 
grounds  for  further  unity. 

• “The  Council  of  Bishops  of  The 
Methodist  Church  will  hold  its 

fall  sessions  in  Miami,  November 
1967.  This  should  be  a great  occasion 
for  the  Methodists  of  Florida.  It  is  our 
hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  present 
a musical  pageant  portraying  the  his- 
tory of  Florida  Methodism  and  de- 
lineating something  of  its  present 
stature  in  American  Methodism. 
There  are  46  active  bishops  presiding 
over  the  93  Annual  Conferences  of 
territorial  United  States.  Among 
others  who  will  be  in  attendance  will 
be  bishops  representing  the  work  of 
the  Church  in  other  areas  of  the 
world. 

• “No  special  word  needs  to  be  said 
here  with  regard  to  the  splendid 

work  and  leadership  of  our  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  The 
past  year  has  continued  the  tradition 
set  by  this  great  group  of  ladies  who 
represent  so  important  a facet  of  the 
work  of  the  kingdom.  They  probably 
do  more  objective  study  with  regard 
to  the  requirement  and  the  applica- 
tions of  the  teachings  of  Christ  than 
any  other  group  among  us.  They 
give  liberally.  Prayer  is  an  essential 
part  of  all  their  emphases.  And  they 
are  exceedingly  cooperative  in  the 
work  of  Methodism  in  general 
throughout  the  state  and  in  the 
Church  at  large.  Suffice  it  here 
to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  ladies 
of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  for  the  inspiration  they  afford 
us  all. 

• “The  work  of  our  Methodist  Men 
suffered  a severe  loss  in  the  death

of  Howard  Berg  last  July.  Mr.  Berg 
had  distinguished  himself  through 
faithful  service  in  the  lay  program 
of  Methodism  not  only  in  the  state 
of  Florida,  but  throughout  the  nation. 
Under  his  leadership  the  Laymen’s 
Retreat  at  Leesburg  came  to  flower. 

“With  the  passing  of  Howard  Berg 
Judge  William  A.  Meadows,  Jr.  was 
chosen  as  Conference  Lay  Leader. 
Judge  Meadows  carries  heavy  pro- 
fessional responsibilities,  but  he  has 
so  arranged  his  calendar  that  he  has 
been  able  to  be  in  district  laymen’s 
meetings  throughout  the  entire  Con- 
ference and  has  given  extravagantly 
of  his  time  to  the  planning  and  prep- 
aration for  the  ongoing  and  enrich- 
ment of  our  laymen’s  work.  Another 
Laymen’s  Convocation  will  be  held 
in  January  1967. 

“There  is  increasing  interest  and 
concern  on  the  part  of  our  laymen 
in  the  matter  of  evangelism.  They 
are  aware  that  the  gospel  is  not  mak- 
ing the  impact  on  our  society  that  it 
should  because  many  Christian  men 
have  refused  to  be  evangelistic  either 
in  their  speech  or  conduct. 

• “In  conclusion  let  me  say  a word 
of  appreciation  to  those  well 
trained  and  highly  dedicated  young 
men  who  year  by  year  are  added  to 
the  ministerial  leadership  of  our  Con- 
ference. Those  coming  to  Florida 
continue  to  be  among  the  most  ca- 
pable and  effective  to  be  found  any- 
where throughout  the  Church.  This 
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Conference  is  proud  of  its  ministry 
and  justly  so. 

“As  one  who  labors  with  these  men 
I wish  to  express  my  personal  esteem 
and  gratitude  for  their  allegiance  to 
the  work  to  which  we  have  together 
been  called.  And  to  those  who  at 
this  Annual  Conference  become  the 
ministerial  classes  of  1966,  I say  a 
hearty  Welcome.  You  are  the  le- 
gatees of  the  dreams,  the  commit- 
ments, the  character  and  the  achieve- 
ment of  all  who  have  gone  before 
you.”

'he  role  of  the  “diaconate”  in  which 
le  deaconess  plays  an  important 
art  was  outlined  to  the  Annual  Con- 
;rence  by  Miss  Betsy  K.  Ewing,  ex- 
:utive  secretary  of  the  Deaconess 
/ork  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

She  noted  that: 

'he  “Outline  for  a Possible  Plan  of 
fnion”  among  six  major  denomina- 
onal  bodies  in  the  U.  S.  “provides 
>r  a reinvigorated  diaconate  in  the 
rotestant  tradition.’’  It  states  that 
le  “work  of  the  diaconate  should  be 
:cognized  as  a distinctive  vocation 
ithout  the  church.” 

“To  many  of  us  as  Methodists,  the 
term  diaconate  is  an  unfamiliar  one. 
astorically,  however,  the  diaconate 
as  played  a very  vital  role  in  The

“John  Gardner,  the  U.  S.  Secretary 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare, 
minds  us  that  “no  society  can  solve 
3 internal  conflicts  unless  its  mem- 
:rs  are  lifted  above  the  tensions  of 
e moment  by  powerful  shared  pur- 
ges.” To  the  members  of  the  Chris- 
an  community  this  shared  purpose 
ust  be  one  of  bearing  a continuing 
itness  to  the  reality  of  God’s  recon- 
ling  love,  sustaining  man  in  his 
arch  for  meaning,  acceptance  and 
eative  fellowship  in  which  he  can 
irticipate. 

“To  share  in  the  preparation  of  the 
ity  for  such  responsible  action  in 
ie  drama  of  life  is  the  role  of  the 
aconate  in  which  the  deaconess 
ays  an  important  part. 

“During  this  next  year  9 of  the 
>7  active  deaconesses  will  be  engag- 
I in  activities  and  experiences 
rough  which  the  Church  in  The 
iorida  Conference  will  enter  into 
id  respond  to  the  concerns  and 
?eds  of  countless  people— people 
ught  up  in  conflicting  philosophies, 
irplexing  problems  and  a way  of 
e dominated  by  patterns  of  social 
id  technological  change.  These  dea- 
rnesses will  be  serving  in  the  confer- 
lce  on  the  staffs  of  local  churches, 
Methodist  hospital,  community 
enters,  in  town  and  country  areas 
id  the  campus  ministry. 


• "The  Church  currently  is  involved 
in  the  experience  of  renewal  from 

within.  The  office  of  deaconess  in 
The  Methodist  Church  in  the  future 
will  call  for  women  who  are  able  to 
give  spiritual  and  theological  guid- 
ance and  educational  leadership  to 
the  task  of  preparing  the  laity  to  be 
agents  of  God’s  reconciling  love  and 
communicators  of  the  faith  it  pro- 
claims. 

“The  office  of  deaconess  will  call 
for  women  who  are  mature  in  the 
Christian  faith  and  spiritually  disci- 
plined—women  who  are  professional- 
ly qualified  and  socially  sensitive- 
women  who  are  venturesome,  pio- 
neers in  the  faith,  and  in  some  cases 
unconventional  in  the  witness  they 
are  called  to  make. 

• “Members  of  the  Florida  Confer- 
ence Deaconess  Board  a representa- 
tive conference  board  which  has  the 
responsibility 

—to  interpret  the  office  of  deacon- 
ess to  Florida  Methodists. 

—to  confront  the  professional  wom- 
an with  the  opportunity  to  re- 
spond to  God’s  claim  on  her  life 
serving  as  a deaconess  in  The 
Methodist  Church. 

—to  administer  the  office  of  dea- 
coness in  the  conference  as  it  is 
represented  on  boards  and  agen- 
cies of  the  conference  and  as 
those  serving  in  the  office  parti- 
cipate in  the  program  and  struc- 
tures of  the  Church. 

—to  sustain  and  give  guidance  to 
the  deaconess  when  misunder- 
standings and  conflicts  arise  that 
limit  her  in  terms  of  her  effect- 
iveness and  witness. 

“The  need  is  urgent!  When  teen- 
agers, and  young  adults  across  the 
country  are  reaching  out  for  some- 
thing that  will  give  meaning  and  di- 
rection to  their  lives;  when  senior  citi- 
zens feel  placed  on  the  shelves,  the 
Christian  community  must  respond. 
To  do  this  calls  for  a clergy,  a dia- 
conate, persons  committed  to  the 
Christian  faith,  skilled  and  available 
to  serve  in  preparing  and  nurturing 
the  laity  for  its  responsibilities. 

“In  this  day  and  age  when  so  much 
of  life  is  judged  in  terms  of  its  so- 
called  success,  what  greater  deter- 
minant can  there  be  of  the  influence 
and  success  of  the  Church  than  the 
positive  response  it  hears  from  its 
members  when  one  says,  “Here  am  I, 
Lord,  send  me,  use  me!”

a chance  to  work  out  any  problems  in  advance  of  public  an- 
nouncement of  the  changes — changes  which  are  an  historical 
process  of  The  Methodist  Church — going  back  to  the  days  of 
John  Wesley.

Conference  Takes  First  Step 
In  Central  Jurisdiction  Plan 


Dear  Friends: 

Just  a word  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  for  what  I 
consider  to  have  been  a great  Annual  Conference.  Our 
attendance  was  exceptionally  good  throughout  the  week. 
The  various  boards  and  agencies  brought  before  the  Con- 
ference legislation  which  is  far  reaching  the  structural  or- 
ganization, the  program,  and  the  outreach  of  Methodism 
throughout  our  area.  The  spirit  of  the  Conference  was 
excellent  and  the  reports  were  inspiring.  All  this  was  the 
product  of  the  cooperation  of  our  people  in  every  district. 

• Bishop  Marquis  Lafayette  Harris  is  the  resident  bishop 
over  the  Conferences  of  the  Central  Jurisdiction  in 

Mississippi,  Alabama,  Georgia  and  Florida.  Bishop  Harris 
has  recently  been  in  the  hospital  and  was  unable  to  at- 
tend or  preside  over  his  Florida  Conference  at  Bethune- 
Cookman  College.  At  his  invitation  I sat  in  his  place.  It 
was  an  inspiring  experience.  The  Florida  Conference  of 
the  Central  Jurisdiction  is  quite  small.  There  are  only  a 
few  over  9,000  members  in  the  entire  Conference.  They 
have  three  District  Superintendents  over  the  entire  terri- 
tory. I was  inspired  by  the  enthusiasm  and  the  dedica- 
tion of  these  people.  In  spite  of  any  and  all  difficulties 
they  have  kept  their  church  alive  and  their  spirit  high. 

• On  June  12  I preached  at  our  new  St.  Mark’s  Church 
in  Jacksonville.  This  congregation  was  formed  by  the 

uniting  of  our  Livingston  and  Anderson  churches  a few 
years  ago.  A new  site  was  bought  and  a new  church 
building  has  been  erected.  A second  unit  is  already  under 
construction.  They  are  in  the  process  of  purchasing  a 
new  parsonage.  Things  are  going  well  at  St.  Mark’s. 

• From  June  20-22  I will  be  in  Nashville  attending  a 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of 

Education.  On  Wednesday  night  the  Cabinet  convenes 
for  its  first  session  of  the  year  1966-67.  And  on  Thursday 


the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Boards  of  Missions  and 
Evangelism  will  be  holding  their  separate  meetings  in 
Lakeland.  Also,  the  New  Conference  Council  will  be  or- 1 
ganized  on  that  day. 

I wish  to  extend  greetings  to  all  those  men  who  are 
serving  in  new  appointments  this  year.  I was  greatly  I 
moved  on  June  12  to  think  of  the  congregations  and  of 
the  ministers  who  were  meeting  each  other  for  the  first 
time.  The  adventure  of  working  together  for  Christ  with- 
in the  framework  of  the  Church  is  both  exciting  and  de- 
manding. The  Church  cannot  live  apart  from  the  world. 
It  must  reach  out  from  its  place  of  worship  into  the  life 
of  the  entire  community  until  every  life  is  touched  by  it 
and  every  man  and  woman  is  challenged  by  its  spirit. 

• Let  me  call  especial  attention  to  the  program  passed  by 

the  Annual  Conference  with  regard  to  Evangelism 
during  this  year.  This  effort  is  being  launched  under  the 
masthead  “A  Venture  in  Faith.”  This  is  our  effort  to  pre- 
sent the  compelling  interests  of  the  gospel  to  all  the  peo- 
ple of  Florida.  In  a special  way  the  local  church  will  seek 
to  reach  out  into  the  community  to  declare  the  faith  and 
its  inescapable  mandates  to  our  generation. 

Local  ministers  and  churches  are  urged  to  consult  with 
the  leaders  of  their  communities  in  the  fields  of  educa- 
tion and  recreation  to  discover  what  the  church  can  do  in 
reaching  the  teenagers  of  the  community.  The  minister 
and  his  people  must  discover  and  learn  to  communicate 
with  youth.  Many  a young  person  loses  out  because  no 
one  loved  him  enough  to  be  concerned.  The  summer 
season  offers  the  local  church  a magnificent  opportunity 
in  this  area.  Cultivate  the  youth! 

May  the  Lord  bless  you  as  you  make  plans  for  the  new 
year.

ressing  the  need  for  witnessing  and 
/angelism: 

Here  are  some  excerpts  from  his 
■rmons : 

“We  will  either  be  pushed  by  our 
problems  or  led  by  our  dreams. 
Fe  can  be  pushed  pessimistically  by 
ir  problems  into  despair  and  defeat 
■ we  can  choose  to  be  led  inspira- 
onally  by  our  dreams  into  joy  and 
ctory.  It  is  the  privilege  of  the 
hristian  to  be  led  by  his  dreams, 
e can  be  inspired  by  a vision  of  a 
srld  in  which  all  will  know  the  joy 
the  Lord  and  experience  a mean- 
gful  resurrection  in  relationships. 
“We  believe  that  spiritual  renew- 
can  become  a reality.  We  can 
low  the  joy  of  the  Lord.  We  can 
perience  this  joy  and  express  its 
nth  in  all  relationships.  The  time 
ever  before  us  to  close  the  gap  be- 
reen  what  we  profess  and  what  we 
actice  as  far  as  our  worship  and 
.tness  is  concerned.  We  need  to 
unch  the  offensive  and  move  for- 
ird  with  the  power  of  God  to  wit- 
ss  our  faith.  It  is  time  to  let  the 
>rld  know  that  we  mean  business 
r God.  We  need  to  make  a bold 
,d  daring  witness  and  always  this 
tness  is  one  of  genuine  love  if  it  is 
be  vital  and  significant. 

“I  believe  we  are  standing  at  the 
reshold  of  the  greatest  moment  in 
story.  This  is  a great  and  exciting 
y for  evangelism.  We  are  all  called 
be  evangelists,  to  live  in  love  and 
share  in  deed  and  in  word  the  truth 
at  God  loves  all  people.” 

Dr.  Long  took  another  angle  when 
he  spoke  about  “Date  With  Des- 
ty,”  and  here  are  some  of  his 


points: 

“The  only  things  that  matter  much 
are  the  few  things  that  matter  most. 

“What  we  now  are  is  God’s  gift  to 
us,  but  what  we  become  is  our  gift 
to  God. 

“Evangelism  has  never  been  an 
easy  task.  It  has  always  been  an  up- 
hill climb.  At  the  top  of  the  hill 
there  is  a cross.  Critics  of  Jesus  said 
many  things  against  him,  but  they 
never  said  that  he  was  careful  or 
cautious.  He  was  not  intent  on  tak- 
ing care  of  himself.  It  could  not  be 
said  that  he  was  a great  go-getter  for 
self.  Jesus  was  the  great  go- giver  for 
others! 

“If  we  are  to  become  go-givers  with 
Christ  in  the  ministry  of  love  and 
compassion,  of  justice  and  good  will, 
it  behooves  us  to  make  a meaningful 
date  with  destiny.  Three  men,  each 
who  lived  in  a different  period  of 
history,  and  from  a different  cultural 
environment,  with  a driving  motivat- 
ing philosophy  of  life,  and  each  a 
leader  of  men,  can  help  us  to  under- 


stand how  to  make  our  date  with  des- 
tiny. 

“Socrates— the  Greek— “Know  thy- 
self.” 

“We  can  either  be  a slave  of  time 
or  a son  of  eternity. 

• “Marcus  Aurelius  — Roman  — 
“Control  thyself.”  Marcus  Aurel- 
ius, the  Roman  Emperor,  although 
not  a Christian,  has  good  advice  for 
us  as  he  did  for  his  people  when  he 
said,  “Control  thyself.”  The  Men- 
ninger  Foundation  reports  that  80% 
of  people  lose  their  jobs  not  because 
they  do  not  have  the  skill  with  which 
to  work,  but  because  they  do  not 
know  how  to  get  along  with  people. 
We  are  in  a peoples  business.  We  do 
much  talking  about  love,  but  practice 
so  little  of  it. 

• “ Jesus— Jew—  “Deny  thyself.” 
Although  it  is  an  over-simplifica- 
tion of  his  philosophy  of  life,  it  is 
true  that  Jesus  found  himself  by 
denying  himself.  It  is  ever  thus  with 
us.”

Urged  at  $600 

The  Florida  Methodist  Confer- 
ence urges  local  churches  to  main- 
tain a maximum  S600  annual 
travel  allowance  for  pastors. 

The  recommendation  was  adop-  ; 
ted  at  the  recent  Annual  Confer-  • 
ence  sessions  in  Lakeland. 

The  travel  allowance  is  volun- 
tary since  pastoral  salaries  and 
other  remunerations  are  fixed  by 
the  Quarterly  Conference  of  each 
local  church. 

However,  it  was  stressed  that  in 
addition  to  his  salary,  a pastor 
who  uses  his  car  for  visitation  and 
other  church  business  needs  a stip- 
ulated sum  for  travel  expenses. 
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Fine  tribute  to  a hard  working  district  superintendent,  the 
Rev.  Fred  L.  Martin  of  Sarasota  was  paid  by  ministers  in  his 
district  with  message  of  gratitude  being  given  by  the  Rev.

The  resolution  has  the  unanimous 
proval  of  the  Advisory  Council  on 
terjurisdictional  Affairs  of  the 
orida  Conference  of  the  Southeast- 
n Jurisdiction. 

It  is  the  established  policy  of  The 
ethodist  Church  to  dissolve  the 
;ntral  Jurisdictional  Conference, 
ae  1964  General  Conference  recom- 
anded  as  the  first  step  that  the  An- 


nual Conferences  of  the  Central 
Jurisdiction  transfer  to  the  other 
Jurisdictions  within  which  they  are 
geographically  located  Two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  and  voting 
of  all  the  Annual  Conferences  of  the 
Central  Jurisdiction  plus  two- thirds 
of  the  members  present  and  voting 

of  all  the  Annual  Conferences  of  the 

• 

Southeastern  Jurisdiction  is  neces- 
sary for  the  adoption  of  this  Resolu- 
tion. 

“In  addition  to  this  action  the  res- 
olution grants  permission  to  any  An- 
nual Conference  of  the  SEJ  to  merge 
with  an  Annual  Conference  of  the 
CJ  when  they  vote  so  to  do  without 
the  necessity  of  having  to  go  through 
the  procedure  again  of  receiving  such 
permission  from  all  Annual  Confer- 
ences of  the  respective  Jurisdictions 
involved. 

“Through  the  adoption  of  this  res- 
olution we  are  taking  what  is  known 
as  “Step  One”  as  recommended  by 
the  1964  General  Conference,  that  is, 
dissolving  the  Central  Jurisdiction 
by  making  it  a part  of  the  Southeast- 
ern Jurisdiction;  and  we  are  granting 
permission  to  any  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 
to  take  what  is  known  as  “Step  Two” 
—that  is,  to  merge  with  an  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Central  Jurisdic- 
tion when  each  of  them  vote  so  to 
do.” 

Judge  Revels 
Supports  Plan 

A lay  member  of  the  Advisory 
Council  on  Interjurisdictional  Af- 
fairs of  the  Florida  Conference, 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  Judge  P. 
B.  Revels  of  Palatka  supported  the 
resolution  which  was  adopted.  Last 
year  at  the  Annual  Conference  he 
successfully  held  off  a showdown 
with  a move  that  gave  both  confer- 
ences more  time  to  iron  out  the  many 
details  and  plan  for  a practical  ap- 
proach. 

Here  is  part  of  what  Judge  Revels 
said: 

“It  is  a great  privilege  to  speak  to 
you  in  support  of  this  Resolution.  It 
will  eliminate  overlapping  and  dupli- 
cation of  expenses  on  the  jurisdic- 
tional level,  also  it  provides  guide- 
lines for  merging  of  annual  confer- 
v ences  when  it  is  mutually  agreeable  to 
the  conferences  concerned. 

“We  can  work  together  in  the  com- 
mercial world,  in  educational  en- 


deavors and  in  politics,  but  we  Meth- 
odists of  different  races  have  not 
learned  how  to  work  together  as  a 
team  in  Christian  activities.  This  res- 
olution furnishes  a workable  plan,  one 
whereby  the  business  of  the  jurisdic- 
tion can  be  transacted  together.  It 
opens  the  way  to  develop  a better 
understanding  of  our  problems  and 
of  each  other.  It  will  broaden  the 
lines  of  communication  and  promote 
Christian  fellowship.  We  must  be 
practical  and  recognize  the  pitfalls 
and  dangers  to  our  great  church  or- 
ganization, but,  because  there  may  be 
some  hazards  involved  is  no  reason 
for  us  to  shirk  from  our  moral  and 
Christian  obligations. 

• “In  legal  parlance  we  call  it  ‘en- 
abling legislation.’  It  does  not  compel 
us  to  do  anything,  but  without  it  we 
cannot  do  much  in  the  field  of  better 
race  relations.  It  is  strictly  permis- 
sive, not  compulsory. 

“The  Central  Jurisdiction  is  as 
much  a part  of  The  Methodist 
Church  as  the  Southeastern  Jurisdic- 
tion. It  is  not  another  religious  de- 
nomination. The  members  of  the 
Central  Jurisdiction  are  members  of 
The  Methodist  Church  to  the  same 
extent,  right  and  obligation  as  we 
are.  They  are  members  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church  who  are  of  a different 
race. 

• “We  are  all  members  of  the  same 
church,  read  the  same  Bible,  follow 
the  same  ritual,  sing  from  the  same 
hvmnal  and  pray  to  the  same  God. 
Many  of  us  in  The  Methodist  Church 
have  maintained  a closed  mind,  re- 
fuse to  open  our  hearts  and  examine 
our  souls  on  this  question.  We  can- 
not call  ourselves  Christians  as  long 
as  we  disdain  and  despise  our  broth- 
ers of  The  Methodist  Church  who 
are  of  another  race. 

“We  rrtust  develop  a positive  pro- 
gram of  working  together,  develop  a 
Christian  understanding  and  assume 
a greater  responsibility  towards  oth- 
er races.  We  must  squarely  face  up 
to  the  fact  that  all  human  beings  are 
created  in  the  image  of  God,  and 
there  are  no  race  barriers  in  heaven. 

• “We  must  act  to  remove  the  ob- 
stacles we  have  placed  in  the  way  of 
our  brothers  in  the  Central  Jurisdic- 
tion, we  must  find  a way  to  accept 
those  whom  we  have  for  so  long  reject- 
ed because  of  their  race,  and  with 
God’s  guidance  do  all  that  we  can  to 
achieve  the  inclusive  Methodist 
Church.  This  resolution  is  pointed 
in  that  direction.  I urge  every  dele- 
gate to  vote  for  it.” 
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It  takes  a mighty  powerful  trust  in  Jesus  Christ  to  stay  right  in  the  main- 
stream of  Christianity  by  communicating  with  a smile  even  though  her  hus- 
band, the  late  Burleigh  Law  was  killed  in  the  Congo  uprising  last  year  when 
he  landed  his  plane  to  help  out  Florida  missionaries.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  William 
Hughlett  who  are  now  back  in  the  Congo.  Mr.  Law.  a lay  missionary  originally 
came  from  Tallahassee.  Mrs.  Law  has  just  written  a book  about  her  ex- 
periences in  the  Congo  to  help  raise  funds  to  build  a high  school  in  the  same 
area  where  her  husband  was  shot  and  killed  by  a rebel  just  through  lack  of 
communication  . . . the  dialect  was  different.

Dr.  Laymon  gave  the  collection  to 
le  library  of  the  Bishop  Arthur  J. 
loore  Museum  at  Epworth-by-the- 
sa,  Georgia  Methodist  center  in  St. 
imons  Island,  as  the  South  Georgia 
nnual  Conference  meets  there  June 
10. 

Early  in  his  ministry  Mr.  Wesley 
:rved  two  years,  1735-37,  on  the  off- 
lore  island  and  in  nearby  Savannah 
5 pastor  to  the  Georgia  colonists  and 
issionary  to  the  Indians.  He  launch- 
1 the  Methodist  movement  within  a 
5ar  after  returning  to  England. 

One  of  the  busts,  made  of  white 
;affordshire  early  paste,  was  sculp- 
ired  in  Mr.  Wesley’s  lifetime.  Dr. 
aymon  bought  it  in  Baltimore,  one 
the  beginning  places  of  American 
lethodism  200  years  ago. 

He  believes  it  was  probably 
ought  from  England  by  a colonial 
lethodist  family. 

The  second  bust,  smaller  and  only 
1 years  old,  is  significant  because  it 
as  made  in  limited  quantity  for  the 
lethodist  Church’s  1948  General 
onference  in  Boston. 

A mantelpiece  decoration,  called 
“silent  clock”  because  of  the  clock 
al  at  the  base,  is  unique  in  that  the 
purine  of  Wesley  preaching  depicts 
m as  a man  of  short  stature.  This 
ct  is  not  obvious  in  most  paintings 
rd  statues  of  Mr.  Wesley. 

The  rare  Currier  and  Ives  engrav- 
1,  hand-tinted  print  was  issued  by 
ie  famous  lithographers  more  than 
)0  years  ago.  The  old  print,  consid- 
ed  an  excellent  likeness  of  Mr. 
resley,  has  been  well  preserved. 

Dr.  Laymon  likes  to  explore  old 
tops  and  stores  in  search  of  unusual

in  glass  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  fin- 
t in  the  country.

Venture  In  Faith  Plan 
Is  Program  For  The  Year 

Dear  Friends: 

It  l hardly  seems  credible  that  by  the  time  this  issue  of 
The  Florida  Methodist  reaches  you  1 /6th  of  the  1966-67 
Conference  year  will  already  be  gone.  At  Lakeland  we 
made  some  ambitious  plans  for  the  new  year.  The  measure 
to  which  these  dreams  become  reality  will  be  largely  de- 
termined by  the  prayer,  the  planning,  and  the  persistence 
with  which  we  pursue  them.  Last  year  we  were  distressed 
by  a slight  decrease  in  the  net  growth  of  Florida  Metho- 
dism. Consequently  we  dedicated  ourselves  to  a united 
effort  in  the  field  of  evangelism.  The'  winning  of  souls  for 
Christ  is  a day  by  day,  month  by  month  expression  of  the 
concern  of  the  people  of  God  for  the  extension  of  the  king- 
dom. If  it  is  real,  it  is  not  an  effort  put  on  only  during  a 
particular  season,  but  is  a sustained  and  unwearied  com- 
mitment to  the  extension  of  the  kingdom  into  every  life 
and  family  in  the  community. 

The  Cabinet  has  just  met  with  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Board  of  Evangelism.  This  is  to  be  a year  of  A 
VENTURE  IN  FAITH.  We  commit  ourselves  to  the 
probing  of  our  own  souls  with  regard  to  a personal  disciple- 
ship  to  the  Lord  Jesus.  During  this  year  we  shall  seek  to 
understand  more  completely  the  meaning  and  significance 
of  Christian  commitment.  Who  is  a Christian?  What  is 
expected  of  a Christian?  How  does  one  become  a Chris- 
tian? Because  of  this  search  our  preaching  should 
be  enriched  and  the  life  of  our  church  should  be  strength- 
ened throughout  the  state.  Every  local  church  Commis- 
sion on  Evangelism  and  every  pastor  is  urged  to  study  the 
actions  of  the  annual  conference  in  Lakeland.  It  is  vitally 
important  that  every  church  lend  its  moral  and  spiritual 
strength  to  this  endeavor. 

While  we  increased  our  overall  Advance  Special  giving 
significantly  last  year  we  declined  in  our  contributions  to 
World  Missions.  This  rightfully  gave  us  concern.  The 
mission  of  the  church  is  as  wide  as  the  world  is  wide. 

Scattered  abroad  throughout  the  nations  are  our  repre- 
sentatives who  seek  faithfully  to  declare  the  faith  and  to 
spread  the  good  news  of  the  gospel.  These  ambassadors 
of  Christ  have  committed  their  lives  on  behalf  of  our  Lord. 
We  must  not  prove  faithless  to  them.  Every  church  is 
urged  to  take  stock  of  its  Advance  Specials  for  World 
Missions  and  give  liberally. 


A few  years  ago  we  came  to  the  sobering  realization' 
that  our  responsibilities  for  the  growth  and  expansion  of 
Methodism  in  Florida  must  be  met  with  a sustained  pro-! 
gram  for  the  extension  of  our  work  through  church  extern! 
sion,  education,  and  leadership  training.  Rather  than'; 
launching  a financial  campaign  of  great  magnitude  we' 
decided  to  set  our  goal  for  a significant  increase  in  our 
contributions  for  growth  and  expansion  year  by  year.  Wei 
have  never  reached  our  goal.  Somehow  we  consistently! 
place  Growth  and  Expansion  in  a secondary  role  in  our 
budgets.  This  is  not  good.  Of  course  it  is  inevitable  if 
we  postpone  our  efforts  to  meet  this  great  concern  until 
the  year  is  almost  passed.  The  church  which  contributes! 
month  by  month  will  find  itself  in  god  position  at  the' 
year’s  end. 

The  summer  months  are  exceedingly  important  months ! 
for  the  local  church.  They  offer  an  opportunity  for  plan- ! 
ning  and  for  program  which  should  not  be  neglected  be-| 
cause  some  members  are  away  on  vacation.  Summer1 
should  not  be  a let-up  time  but  a catch-up  time.  The 
fact  that  schools  are  closed  does  not  indicate  in  any  sense 
that  growth  opportunities  in  Christian  experience  are! 
closed  for  either  youth  or  adults.  Blessed  is  the  church! 
which  carries  on  a full  year  around  program. 

The  Laymen’s  Weekends  at  Leesburg  will  be  here  be- 
fore we  know  it.  The  programs  for  this  year  are  rich  in 
possibilities  and  I know  of  nothing  that  contributes  more 
to  the  spiritual  vitality  of  Florida  Methodism  than  the 
association  of  Christian  men  at  these  retreats.  Let  me 
urge  that  every  congregation  in  every  district  seek  to  have 
its  finest  and  ablest  laymen  on  hand. 

This  has  been  an  interesting  and  exciting  season  in 
the  homes  of  the  Cabinet  members  of  the  Florida  Confer- 
ence. Seven  District  Superintendents’  children  have  been 
married  during  the  period  of  three  months!  I take  it  this 
must  be  a record.  And  wonderful  young  people  they  are! 

Blessings  on  you  in  every  effort  to  perform  the  Lord’s 
will  for  the  people  among  whom  3rou  live.

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Bishop  Nall  Tells  of  Methodist  History 


The  role  of  Methodism  in  history-past,  present  and  fu- 
ture— is  to  be  seen  in  relationship  of  Methodist  history  to 
our  own  personal  histories — if  Methodist  history  is  to 
mean  anything  to  us. 

With  those  words,  Bishop  T.  Otto  Nall  of  Minneapolis, 
Minn.,  and  president  of  the  Methodist  Historical  Society 
set  the  stage  for  a real  live  insight  into  Methodism  and 
history  as  he  spoke  during  a session  of  the  Florida  Annual 
Conference  in  Lakeland  in  June. 

He  noted  that  many  times  “history  . . . coming  into 
its  own  . . . has  been  greatly  misunderstood.”  He  recalled 
how  Henry  Ford  was  “too  busy  making  history  to  read  it” 
and  termed  it  more  or  less  “bunk”  because  he  probably 
mistrusted  and  deplored  the  uses  made  of  history. 

Bishop  Nall  told  Florida  Methodists  that: 

• “History  is  personal,  depending  on  our  attitudes.  The 

role  of  Methodism  in  history — past,  present  and  fu- 
ture— is  to  be  seen  in  relationship  of  Methodist  history 
to  our  own  personal  histories,  if  Methodist  history  is  to 
mean  anything  to  us.  In  Kerygma  and  Myth,  Rudolf 
Bultmann  says  that  we  ought  not  look  around  in  univer- 
sal history,  but  in  our  own  histories.  Always  in  your 
own  present  lies  the  meaning  of  history.  You  cannot  see 
it  as  a spectator,  but  only  in  your  responsible  decisions. 

“This  puts  a new  face  on  things.  Do  you  remember 
the  picture  that  Charles  Peguy,  mystic  lover  of  France, 
gives  of  history — an  elderly  gentleman,  plastered  with 
medals,  brisk  and  important,  who  reviews  the  long  lines 
of  troops  laden  with  their  field  kits,  on  the  barracks 
square  of  the  garrison  town?  We  can  change  the  military 
for  an  ecclesiastical  figure,  for  some  shockingly  pertinent 
results.  We  do  not  review  the  records  of  men  and  of 
movements  in  a spirit  of  detachment.  We  are  part  of  the 
whole  affair,  and  the  role  of  Methodism  is  not  a role 
playing  for  us. 

• “Of  course,  we  must  have  values,  and  these  may  be  out- 

side as  well  as  inside  ourselves.  Historical  study  is  an 
exact  science  (as  exact  as  any!)  and  the  student,  inquiring 
into  history  cannot  permit  his  personal  desires  to  deter- 
mine the  results.  But  historical  understanding,  according 
to  Ernest  Troeltsch,  one  of  the  truly  great  historians  of  re- 
ligion in  our  time,  requires  that  the  historian  “feel  his 
way  into  the  past”  and  participate  intuitively  in  its  own 
inner  life. 

“History  is  annoyingly  contemporary,  because  it  is 
not  the  scholar’s  estimate  of  what  has  taken  place  ( or 
will!)  but  an  inner  evaluation  that  constitutes  an  atti- 
tude toward  events  rather  than  the  events  themselves.” 

• Bishop  Nall  turned  to  one  of  today’s  problems  by  ob- 
serving: 

“In  these  days,  when  man  is  searching  for  any  hint, 
no  matter  how  small,  that  may  help  him  establish  his 
identity,  find  his  purpose,  satisfy  his  need  for  freedom, 
Methodism  can  help  mightily.  Ours  is  an  experimental 
and  experiential  faith.  We  are  continually  testing  and 
trying,  until  we  find  a fact  we  can  become  at  home  with, 
a truth  we  can  trust;  and  we  hold  firmly  to  the  idea  that 
this  can  be  discovered  in  an  experience  of  God. 

“God  in  Christ  is  really  incarnate,  involved  in  all  the 
mixed-up  confusion  of  present-day  living,  and  not  a pres- 
ence which  prayer  brings  from  the  outside  to  help  and 
heal  and  comfort.”

• All  about  us,  said  Bishop  Nall,  are  the  evidences  of 
change  and  its  opposite,  changelessness,  revolution  and 

stagnation.  Methodism,  based  not  on  the  contrast  be- 
tween faith  and  works,  but  on  the  issues  that  really  face  a 
person  between  himself  and  reality  (or,  if  you  will,  himself 
and  God)  has  a distinct  contribution  to  make.  Most  other 
churches  are  too  much  committed  theologically,  confes- 
sionally  and  historically  to  be  free  for  this  task.  We  are 
untrammeled,  unshackled,  free  to  find  and  show  what 
Christian  experience  means  for  the  existential  situation. 

Bishop  Nall  commented  that:  “We  can  stand  a change 
in  our  church  organization,  change  in  our  relationships 
between  clergy  and  laity,  change  in  our  cherished  beliefs, 
even  change  in  ourselves.  Methodism,  as  a movement  and 
not  an  ossified  church  structure,  sorts  out  the  elements, 
putting  together  the  new  and  the  old  to  make  a new  world. 
Methodism  leads  us  in  the  direction  of  authentic,  not 
phony  stability. 

• “Think  what  has  happened  in  the  lifetime  of  most  of 
us  here.  The  Epworth  League  has  been  succeeded  by 

the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  and.  with  a curriculum 
that  calls  for  100  hours  of  solid  study  a year,  there  is  talk 
of  adding,  or  substituting  week-day  and  week-night  meet- 
ing plans.  The  Ladies’  Aid  and  the  home  and  foreign 
missionary  societies  have  been  supplanted,  or  combined 
into  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  There 
has  been  a reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
bring  home  and  foreign  fields  together;  and  missionaries 
and  nationals,  older  and  younger  churches  have  found 
ways  in  which  to  work  together  as  partners. 

“As  we  note  these  changes,  we  remember  the  words  of 
John  Wesley:  “I  am  not  afraid  that  the  people  called 
Methodists  should  ever  cease  to  exist,  either  in  Europe  or 
America.  But  I am  afraid  lest  they  should  only  exist  as 
a dead  sect,  having  the  form  of  religion  without  the 
power.”

Every  room  in  Bis- 
cayne Manor  is  a private  room  offer- 
ing all  the  aloneness  and  seclusion  a 
person  could  ask  for.  But  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  Biscayne  Manor  feel, 
after  studing  trends  in  aging,  that  old- 
er adults  like  to  be,  as  a rule,  with 
other  older  adults,  and  more  than 
that,  they  do  not  necessarily  like  to 
be  removed  from  “where  the  action 
is”. 

• Located  on  the  main  thoroughfare 

of  Miami,  residents  are  close  to 

everything  they  are  used  to  and  still 
want  out  of  life:  Buses  going  to  every 
part  of  the  city  stop  right  at  the  door. 
It  is  but  a short  ride  from  downtown 
Miami  or  to  other  adequate  shopping 
centers  and  the  Church  of  the  resi- 
dents choice. 

Further,  because  most  of  the  resi- 
dents are  of  advanced  age,  the  ac- 
cessibility of  physicians  and  hospital 
care  is  an  important  feature  of  the 
Home.  The  resident’s  own  physician 
is  but  minutes  away  wherever  his  of- 
fice or  home  may  be  in  the  city. 

Theatre,  concerts  . . . many  of  them 
without  charge  ...  all  the  art  and 
culture  that  any  city  can  offer,  are 
close  at  hand.  Located  just  off  the 
Sunshine  Parkway,  and  minutes 
from  the  International  Air  Port,  fami- 
lies find  the  ease  of  visiting  with  resi- 
dents one  of  the  plus  features.  Two 
blocks  from  Biscayne  Bay,  many  who 
live  in  the  Home  find  the  sunsets  a 
part  of  the  ritual  of  closing  their  day. 
This  is  enhanced  by  the  fact  that  the 
climate  in  Miami  makes  possible 
comfortable  living  the  year  around. 

• Owning  almost  an  entire  city 

square,  the  Home  has  more  than 

ample  room  for  expanding  buildings 
and  services  as  growth  and  time  de- 
mand. 

With  this  in  mind,  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  Biscayne  Methodist  Home 
asked  Bishop  James  M.  Henley  to 
appoint  an  ordained  minister  with  ex- 
perience and  background  both  in 


Homes  and  older  adult  programs  as 
an  administrator.  Bishop  Henley  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  James  W.  Ailor,  an 
Elder  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference, to  Biscayne  Home  by  trans- 
fer to  the  Florida  Conference. 

Mr. Ailor  was  admitted  on  trial  to 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference, 
South  Central  Jurisdiction,  in  No- 
vember 1941.  Born  in  Missouri  and 
the  son  of  a Methodist  minister  (he 
is  the  fifth  generation  of  ministers  in 
his  family) , he  received  the  A.  B.  de- 
gree from  Drury  College,  Springfield, 
Missouri  in  June  1939  and  the  B.  D. 
degree  from  Southern  Methodist 
University  School  of  Theology,  Dal- 
las, Texas,  August,  1942. 

• From  November  1946  to  June 
1951,  he  was  Superintendent  of 
The  Methodist  Home  Hospital.  New 
Orleans.  The  home-hospital  is  a ma- 
ternity home  where  expectant  un- 
married mothers  live  in  the  months 
before  their  babies  are  born;  a mater- 
nity hospital  with  deliveries  done  in 
their  own  delivery  rooms;  a child- 
caring agency,  and  a child-placing 
agency  licensed  under  the  Louisiana 
Department  of  Public  Welfare.  Be- 
side a full  staff  of  social  workers,  a 
staff  of  more  than  twenty-one  medical 
doctors,  most  of  them  “Board”  men, 
gave  their  services.  During  this  time, 
a new  complete  maternity-pediatrics 
hospital  was  built  and  half  the  need- 
ed dormitory  and  office  space  was 


constructed  and  paid  for. 

From  June,  1957,  to  February  24, 
1966,  Mr.  Ailor  was  minister  of  the 
Parish  of  First  Methodist  Church. 
Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana.  Going  there 
as  a minister  to  the  homebound  and 
chronically  ill,  under  his  leadership 
a program  was  developed  for  retired 
persons.  This  culminated  in  the 
building  of  a Day  Center  for  retired 
people  which  was  opened  November 
3.  1963.  In  this  Adult  Center,  a five 
day  a week  program,  attended  by  peo- 
ple of  all  faiths,  is  carried  on  in 
ceramics,  oil  painting,  sketching, 
weaving,  quilting,  and  metal  crafts. 
Most  of  the  general  arts  and  crafts 
are  also  taught  either  on  a regular  or 
scheduled  basis.  • This  XYZ  Club 
Center,  as  it  was  operating  in  1965, 
has  been  written  up  by  the  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  Department, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  as  one  of  four 
churches  across  the  nation  doing  un- 
usual work  with  older  adults:  Bright- 
er Vistas  In  Aging,  by  Ada  Barnett 
Stough. 

• The  Board  of  Directors  of  Bis- 
cayne Manor  feel  that  the  Home 
is  on  its  way  toward  becoming  the 
unique  city-centered  Home  it  can  be- 
come and  that  its  brightest  days  are 
ahead.  The  Rev.  William  Sims  is 
President  of  Biscayne  Methodist 
Home,  and  the  Rev.  Clare  M.  Cotton 
is  District  Superintendent  of  the  Mi- 
ami District.

Our  Hat  is  Off  To  Mr.  Eckerd 

In  "Smut"  Book  Control 


i Here  is  a new  and  really  commendable  approach  to  the 
difficult  task  of  dealing  with  “indecent  literature”  and 
avoiding  the  traps  so  well  organized  by  those  who  don’t 
realize  that  this  is  not  a problem  of  "censorship’’  or 
“ book-burning etc.,  but  rather  a moral  issue.  After  all, 
if  community  leaders  wanted  to  act— the  laws  are  in  the. 
books— it's  just  a matter  of  getting  them  enforced.  But. 
we  must  admit  that  enforcement  of  these  laws  is  quite 
complicated. 

Thus  we  present  an  editorial  from  the  Lakeland  Ledger 
and  urge  full  and  complete  understanding  of  the  content 
because  Mr.  Eckerd  has  taken  a giant  step  that  could  be 
taken  by  others  in  similar  capacity  and  thus  achieve  a 
decent  moral  level  minus  a lot  of  hot  air  from  those  who 
feel  that  freedom  doesn’t  require  responsibility.  Freedom 
is  freedom  only  when  responsibility  is  the  major  guide- 
line. ) 

A Lakeland  Ledger  Editorial 

The  Eckerd  chain  of  drug  stores  will  be  discontinuing 
any  magazines  and  paperback  books  which  the  president 
of  the  company  regards  as  “smut”. 

The  policy  was  announced  by  Jack  M.  Eckerd,  who 
said  he  had  ordered  “indecent  literature”  removed  from 
the  59  Florida  stores. 

One  out  of  every  20  books  or  magazines  now  carried 
by  Eckerd’s  will  be  effected  by  the  ban. 

Mr.  Eckerd  said  he  would  rely  upon  lists  compiled  by 
the  National  Office  for  Decent  Literature,  a Catholic- 
oriented  body  in  Chicago,  and  another  list  compiled  by 
the  National  Churchman’s  Council,  a Protestant  organiz- 
ation. He  said  the  lists  were  quite  similar  in  content. 

The.  action  by  Mr.  Eckerd  is  one  of  conscience  as  a 
merchant.  He  is  the  father  of  six  children,  and  he  says 
the  new  policy  is  calculated  to  make  his  stores  shopping 
centers  where  one  may  take  children  without  fear  of  find- 
ing offensive  publications. 

For  that  reason,  Mr.  Eckerd  deserves  commendation. 

But  there  is  another  reason,  also,  why  this  drug  chain 
executive  has  earned  praise.  And  it  is  more  important 
than  the  foregoing  reason.  Eckerd  is  not  trying  to  impose 
his  will  upon  others;  his  is  no  attempt  at  book-burning 
or  general  censorship. 

“This  is  no  crusade,”  said  Mr.  Eckerd. 

The  danger  in  anti-smut  campaigns  is  precisely  what 


happened  when  the  Charley  Johns  Committee  undertook; 
to  cleanse  the  University  of  South  Florida  classrooms  and 
library  of  what  the  good  senator  and  his  colleagues  re-1 
garded  as  smut. 

Mr.  Eckerd,  on  the  other  hand,  doesn’t  try  to  dictate 
what  others  may  read.  < Except  by  limiting  the  choice] 
somewhat  in  his  stores).  He  doesn’t  advocate  closing  upi 
the  adult  bookshop  down  the  street. 

His  way,  it  strikes  us,  is  the  right  way  to  combat  so-! 
called  smut  on  the  news  stands.  Anything  which  is  legal-  j 
ly  obscene  ought,  of  course,  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  police] 
and  the  courts.  There  remains  a fringe  of  publications 5 
which,  though  not  legally  indecent,  are  in  questionable] 
taste.  Nobody  has  the  right  to  dictate  to  another  what] 
is  good  or  bad  taste.  It  is  unthinkable  in  a free  and  open; 
society  to  allow  another  person  or  organization  to  decide] 
for  us  what  we  may  or  may  not  read.  Yet  Mr.  Eckerd  has 
the  undeniable  right— and,  we  think,  duty— to  sell  only  the 
articles  he  considers  wholesome  in  stores  which  he  re- 
gards as  family  shopping  centers. 

Those  who  want  to  read  Henry  Miller’  novels  thus  are* 
not  deprived  of  that  opportunity;  they  simply  must  look! 
elsewhere  to  find  them.  What  could  be  fairer?

Tells  Of  London  Session 


I Direct  from  London  cornea  ihia  spe- 
cial column  by  Bishop  James  W. 
Henley,  a delegate  to  the  World 
Methodist  Conference  in  London.) 

Dear  Friends: 

The  sessions  of  the  Eleventh  World 
Methodist  Conference  have  begun. 
Last  night  the  Great  Central  Hall  was 
packed  with  Methodist  people  who 
have  literally  come  from  all  over  the 
earth  to  meet  together  here  where  our 
church  began.  No  official  announce- 
ment has  been  made  but  I have  count- 
ed fifty  nationalities  represented 
gmong  the  delegates. 

Central  Hall  is  the  largest  Metho- 
dist Church  in  the  British  Isles.  I 
would  guess  that  it  seats  2,000  people 
or  more.  It  is  plain,  with  theatre 
seats  and  a great  horseshoe  balcony 
around  three  sides,  high  and  lifted  up. 
The  exterior  is  of  stone.  Just  across 
the  street  is  Westminster  Abbey  with 
its  gothic  towers  and  majestic  mem- 
orials of  England’s  faith  and  history. 
Since  1065  this  corner  has  been  a fo- 
cal point  for  Christian  believers. 

Last  night’s  meeting  began  with 
singing  “The  Church’s  One  Founda- 
tion” and  concluded  with  Wesley’s 
great  hymn! 

Ye  servants  of  God 

Your  Master  proclaim, 

And  publish  abroad 
His  wonderful  name: 

The  name  all  victorious 
Of  Jesus  extol. 

His  Kingdom  is  glorious 
And  rules  over  all. 

Dr.  Douglas  W.  Thompson,  presi- 
dent of  the  British  Methodist  Con- 
ference, extended  greetings  from  the 
Mother  Church  in  England  and  wel- 
comed the  delegates  to  London.  It 
was  he,  also,  who  read  the  opening 
Scripture  and  prayed  for  the  proceed- 


ings of  the  Conference  just  beginning. 

Others  bringing  greetings  from  the 
churches  of  England  were  Bishop  S. 
Faulkner  Allison  (speaking  for  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterberry  who  is 
away  at  present ) , the  Cardinal  Arch- 
bishop of  Westminster,  John  C. 
Heenan,  and  the  Moderator  of  the 
Free  Church  Federal  Council,  the 
Reverend  Norman  Goodall.  A great 
choir  of  London  Methodists  sang  two 
numbers  and  the  presidential  address 
was  brought  by  Bishop  Fred  Pierce 
Corson  of  American  Methodism. 
Bishop  Corson  will  be  succeeded  by 
Bishop  Odd  Hagen,  bishop  of  our 
churches  in  Scandinavia,  who  is  now 
president-elect. 

This  morning  began  with  a com- 
munion service  in  the  Conference 
Chapel  at  Central  Hall.  Two  ad- 
dresses followed:  one  by  Dr.  John 
Newton  on  “God’s  purpose  for  the 
Church”  and  one  by  Dr.  Finis  Crutch- 
field of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma  on  “Disci- 
pleship  in  This  Age”.  This  afternoon

Eacl 
new  face  is  like  another  member  o| 
the  family.  I’m  especially  glad  tha 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Angel  Fuster  were  per 
mitted  to  come  from  Cuba.  The; 
bring  news  of  our  Methodist  Churcl 
and  its  people  on  that  island  so  nea 
and  yet  presently  so  far  from  us 
These  two  good  people  inspire  me  a 
few  ever  have.  I give  God  thanks  fo 
them  daily  in  my  prayers.  A numbe 
of  our  young  Cuban  preachers  havi 
been  conscripted  into  the  service  o 
the  Militia,  but  the  church  carries  01 
in  all  sections  of  the  conference. 

The  closing  session  of  the  Confer 
ence  will  be  on  Friday,  August  2( 
Thereafter  these  who  have  gatherei 
from  almost  every  nation  will  imme 
diately  disperse  for  their  return  jour 
neys.  Personally,  I will  be  one  t 
the  very  happiest  to  be  among  m 
very  own  people  and  settled  at  m 
very  own  work.  I trust  we  shall  a 
return  with  renewed  commitment  t 
the  work  of  our  Lord  and  the  extei 
sion  of  His  Kingdom.

Jpon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Damp  Development  Committee  of 
he  Conference  Board  of  Education, 
he  Trustees  of  th‘e  Board  approved 
he  employment  of  the  engineering 
irm  of  Black  and  Associates  of  Clear- 
rater,  to  develop  and  carry  out  plans 

0 provide  a suitable  water  supply 
or  the  South  Florida  Camp  near 
^aBelle.  The  “green  light”  has  al- 
eady  been  given  to  Black  and  As- 
ociates  to  proceed  with  their  work 
m this  project. 

Also  authorization  was  given  to 
mploy  Donovan  Dean,  a Lakeland 
rchitect,  to  draw  up  plans  for  the 
luildings  to  be  erected  on  the  South 
dorida  Campsite  near  LaBelle  and 
m the  North  Florida  Campsite  near 
Jayo.  Mr.  Dean  is  the  architect 
vho  was  engaged  by  the  Board  of 
education  when  the  building  pro- 
;ram  at  the  Youth  Camp  at  Leesburg 
/ as  launched. 

The  Conference  Board  of  Educa- 
ion  expects  to  move  right  ahead 
nth  a building  program  at  the  South 
'lorida  Camp  as  soon  as  the  water 
roblem  is  solved  and  as  soon  as 
ands  permit. 

The  following  is  a report  on  the 
ntire  subject  by  the  Rev.  Milton 
^yatt,  Conference  Board  of  Educa- 
on  executive  secretary,  made  follow- 
tg  discussions  held  in  the  latter  part 
f June  with  members  of  the  Camp 
)evelopment  Committee: 

1 “During  the  Conference  year, 
1962-63  it  was  strongly  felt  by  the 

inference  Board  of  Education  that 
re  needed  to  take  action  with  regard 
) the  purchase  of  campsites  in  South 
'lorida  and  North  Florida.  Due  to 
le  rapid  growth  of  our  state,  there 
'as  the  realization  that  we  could  not 
ostpone  the  purchase  of  property  for 
anference  camps  without  running 
le  risk  of  not  being  able  to  find  suit- 
ble  property  at  a price  we  could  af- 
)rd  at  a much  later  date.  Conse- 
uently  the  Board  of  Education  with 
Cabinet  and  Conference  approval 
urchased  a South  Florida  campsite 
ear  La  Belle  and  a North  Florida 
Campsite  near  Mayo  in  1963  with  the 
nderstanding  that  it  would  require 
ractically  all  of  the  income  from  the 
rowth  and  Expansion  Fund  for  three 


years  to  pay  for  the  property.  The 
purchase  price  of  the  La  Belle  prop- 
erty was  $75,000.00  and  the  purchase 
price  of  the  Mayo  property  was 
$80,000.00.  It  was  understood  that  un- 
til the  property  was  paid  for  that 
money  would  not  be  available  for 
camp  development  at  either  site  ex- 
cept in  a small  degree  to  provide  for 
a limited  rustic  camping  program  in 
order  to  put  the  property  to  some  use. 

“Out  of  the  allocation  in  Growth 
and  Expansion  Funds  for  Camps  in 
1965-66  the  final  payments  on  both 
the  South  Florida  and  North  Florida 
Campsites  were  made  with  the  excep- 
tion of  an  obligation  of  $15,000.00 
borrowed  from  the  Conference  Re- 
serve Fund. 

• “During  the  past  Conference  year 
1965-66,  the  Camp  Development 

Committee  of  the  Conference  Board 
of  Education  under  the  chairmanship 
of  the  Rev.  Hoyt  Tatum  has  devoted 
much  time  toward  working  out  plans 
for  the  long  range  development  of  the 
two  new  campsites.  In  moving  ahead 
with  development  plans,  the  commit- 
tee has  encountered  a serious  water 
problem  at  the  South  Florida  Camp. 
Some  time  ago  a couple  of  wells  were 
drilled  on  the  property  with  the  result 
that  the  water  from  the  wells  had  too 
much  salt  content  and  therefore  were 
not  usable  for  drinking  purposes. 

• “Only  recently  a third  attempt  has 
been  made  to  solve  the  water  prob- 
lem by  drilling  a third  well  on  higher 
ground.  However,  the  testing  of  the 
water  from  this  well  still  leaves  us 
with  an  unsolved  problem  because 
the  salt  content  is  too  high.  The  next 
step  to  be  taken  in  finding  a solution 
for  the  water  problem  is  to  secure  the 
services  of  a top  engineering  firm 
skilled  in  such  matters.  This  course 
is  now  being  pursued. 

• “Until  the  water  problem  can  be 
solved,  the  Camp  Development 

Committee  does  not  feel  justified  in 
proceeding  with  a development  pro- 
gram at  the  South  Florida  Camp. 

“At  the  same  time,  however,  the 
Camp  Development  Committee  is  in 
the  process  of  securing  an  architect  to 
draw  up  plans  for  the  buildings  to  be 


located  on  the  campsites.  As  soon  as 
such  plans  can  be  drawn  up  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Camp  Development 
Committee  and  the  Trustees  of  the 
Conference  Board  of  Education,  steps 
will  be  taken  to  proceed  with  camp 
development  as  soon  as  the  water 
problem  at  the  South  Florida  Camp  is 
solved  and  as  soon  as  money  is  avail- 
able from  Growth  and  Expansion  for 
such  development.”

The  Subject 

What  is  Evangelism? 

This  conference  year’s  Methodist 
emphasis,  called  “A  Venture  in 
Faith,”  reminds  us  that  many  Meth- 
odists have  differing  concepts  of 
Evangelism”  and  especially  what  it 
should  mean  for  today’s  Christian. 

But  U.  S.  Methodists  are  not  the 
only  ones  who  find  it  difficult  to 
agree  on  a definition.  Methodist 
leaders  in  10  Latin  American  count- 
ries met  recently  to  plan  a united 
evangelistic  effort,  and  failed  to  agree 
on  just  what  the  term  “evangelism” 
meant  to  them. 

An  American  missionary,  Mrs. 
Edward  Barber,  reported  this  capsule 
summary  of  the  opposing  viewpoints: 

"After  the  consultation  had  been 
iir  progress  a day  or  two,  it  became 
evident  that  two  distinct  points  of 
view  on  evangelism  were  being  ex- 
pressed. 

“The  first  was  the  traditional  idea 
that  preaching  is  a vital  part  of  evan- 
gelism and  that  personal  evangelism 
and  following  traditional  evangelistic 
structures  in  the  church  were  of  the 
most  importance. 

“The  second  view  was  that  the 
first  emphasis  in  evangelism  should 
be  on  social  action;  that  the  church 
should  enter  into  the  secular  world 
and  should  be  ready  to  change  its 
structures,  if  it  believes  that  those 
in  use  are  outdated. 

“These  two  points  of  view  were 
never  resolved,  but  delegates  were 
convinced  that  because  of  the  dia- 
logue, those  present  would  realize 
that  evangelism  methods  do  not  have 
to  follow  set  rules  and  forms. 

“The  dialogue  reflects  the  spirit  of 
Methodism,  in  which  there  is  a mut- 
ual respect  for  differences  of  opinion 
and  yet  willingness  to  work  together 
as  a family  in  Christ.”

Food  For  Thought 

“I  believe  very  strongly  that  the 
church  must  be  committed  to  evangel- 
ism in  the  finest  sense  of  the  word. 
Arguments  against  it  leave  me  a little 
cold. 

“Although  I am  not  wedded  to  any 
particular  form  above  another,  I grow 
weary  of  ministers  or  laymen  who  are 
willing  to  spend  hours  discussing  the 
merits  of  one  type  above  another  and 
very  little  time  actually  working  at 
the  task. 

“Some  ministers  are  very  effective 
in  certain  kinds  of  evangelism  and 
very  ineffective  in  others.  One  form 
or  appeal  produces  good  results  in 
one  church  and  none  in  another.  Here 
is  where  personal  judgment  must  be 
exercised. 

“But  let  us  be  certain  of  our  com- 
mitment. I become  disturbed  when 
the  thought  occurs  to  me  that  some  of 
us  are  not  very  enthusiastic  about 
evangelism  in  general  simply  because 
we  do  not  know  how  to  talk  with 
people  about  personal  conversion  and 
commitment.  The  arguments  against 
one  of  the  main  purposes  of  the 
Church  are  in  reality  an  attempt  to 
rationalize  a sense  of  personal  in- 
adequacy and  spiritual  weakness.”

Brewster  Hospital  To  Become 
Methodist  Facility  In  New  Plan 


Because  its  original  goal  has  been 
achieved,  Brewster  Hospital  in  Jack- 
sonville, Fla.,  will  be  closed  Septem- 
ber 1 by  the  National  Division  of  the 
Methodist  Board  of  Missions,  but  it 
is  planned  that  it  will  be  opened 
again  as  the  Methodist  Hospital  of 
Jacksonville,  with  new  goals  appro- 
priate to  the  needs  of  the  community. 

Plans  for  change  in  the  hospital’s 
status  were  first  authorized  by  the 
National  Division  executive  commit- 
tee at  a meeting  June  13  in  New 
York.  The  action  was  taken  on  re- 
commendation of  the  Rev.  Dr.  J. 
Edward  Carothers,  associate  general 
secretary  of  the  Board  for  the  Nation- 
al Division,  who  told  the  executive 
committee : 

“Brewster  was  originally  opened 
to  provide  hospital  service  for  Negro 
people  who  couldn’t  enter  other  hos- 
pitals. Now  that  the  other  Jackson- 
ville hospitals  are  integrated  and 
Negroes  are  being  admitted  to  them, 
the  goal  of  the  new  Methodist  Hos- 
pital will  be  to  provide  a non-profit 
health  facility  of  the  highest  quality, 
serving  the  entire  community. 

“The  work  of  Brewster  Hospital,  as 
originally  constituted,  has  been  a- 
chieved.  However,  community  lead- 
ers in  Jacksonville  stress  that  the 
facilities  of  Brewster  are  still  needed, 
particularly  in  light  of  Medicare, 
and  the  Division  desires  to  work  with 
the  community  in  establishing  the 
new  hospital,  one  that  will  be  up-to- 
date,  fully  integrated  and  that  will 
provide  service  second  to  none  in  the 
city.  For  Methodism,  this  change 
represents  an  evolution  in  mission 
to  meet  new  opportunities.” 

The  National  Division’s  action 
closing  the  hospital  authorized  Dr. 
Carothers  to  formalize  an  agreement 
with  Jacksonville  health  leaders  and 
agencies  for  starting  the  new  Meth- 
odist Hospital.  The  Division  also 
authorized  Dr.  Carothers,  in  concern 
with  the  Woman’s  Division  of  the 
Board,  to  negotiate  a lease  of  the 
Brewster  buildings,  valued  at  more 
than  $2,000,000,  to  the  new  hospital. 
The  lease  matter  will  be  presented 
for  ratification  to  the  administrative 
committee  of  the  Woman’s  Division, 
since  the  Division  holds  title  to  the 
Brewster  property.  It  will  be  a lease 
at  $1  per  year. 

Involved  in  the  hospital  action  is 
not  only  the  completion  of  Brewster’s 


original  goal  as  an  institution  serving 
Negro  people,  but  also  an  operating 
deficit  and  the  fact  that  with  all  of 
Jacksonville’s  hospitals  now  open  to 
Negro  patients,  only  about  one-half 
of  Brewster’s  160  beds  are  occupied. 

The  agreement  of  the  National 
Division  with  the  Jacksonville  health 
leaders  and  agencies  involves  these 
major  provisions: 

1— A board  of  directors  of  21  per- 
sons, including  1 1 members  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  will  be  formed 
for  the  new  Methodist  Hospital; 

2— The  National  Division,  for  at  least 
five  years,  will  contribute  $60,000  a 
year  to  the  operation  of  the  new  hos- 
pital and  will  pay  all  operating  in- 
debtedness of  Brewster  Hospital 
through  August  31; 

3—  The  responsible  authorities  in 
Jacksonville  will  seek  financing  of 
between  $1,000,000  and  $1,500,000  to 
improve,  renovate  and  rehabilitate 
the  present  buildings  so  as  to  provide 
a high-quality  hospital  of  195  beds; 

4—  The  medical  staff  and  all  de- 
partments of  the  new  hospital  will  be 
reorganized  as  compared  to  Brewster.

The  members  of  the  church  and  many  visitors  enjoyed  a wonderful 
dedicatory  message  by  Harry  H.  Waller  of  Bradenton.  Doctor  Waller 
was  formerly  District  Supt.  of  the  Sarasota  District. 

Everyone  enjoyed  a covered  dish  dinner  after  the  Memorial  Service. 

It  was  announced  during  the  service,  that,  the  church  would  have 
their  Centennial  Celebration  and  Church  Re-Union  in  1968,  the  exact  date 
to  be  announced  later.  Anyone  interested  should  keep  in  touch  with  the 
people  of  the  Pine  Level  Community. 

(Editor’s  Note:  Few  know  it,  but  at  one  time  Pine  Level  was  the 

county  seat  for  an  area  which  now  covers  Manatee  and  Sarasota  counties. 
It  was  known  as  Manatee  County.)

The  Bishop  Calls 


Wesley  s Idea  Felt  at  London 


Dear  Friends: 

Mhs.  Hf.nley  joins  me  in  expressing  our  great  joy  at  being 
back  in  Florida.  There  was  a splendid  representation  of 
Methodists  from  many  nations  at  the  World  Conference  in 
London.  It  was  a great  experience  and  brought  vividly 
to  light  the  extent  of  the  influence  of  this  dynamic  evan- 
gelist, -John  Wesley,  who  boldly  declared  that  the  world 
was  his  parish. 

I’ve  just  been  looking  over  the  calendar  for  this  Fall. 
It  is  going  to  be  the  busiest  season  since  I came  to  Florida. 
We  have  much  to  do  together,  and  we  cannot  do  it  in  our 
own  strength.  Let  us  pray  for  each  other  and  for  our 
churches  that  the  Holy  Spirit  will  lead  us  together  in  the 
pursuit  of  the  ways  of  God  and  the  establishment  of  His 
Kingdom. 


Awaiting  me  on  my  return  was  a great  sheaf  of  letters 
which  had  collected  and  awaited  an  answer.  Many  of 
them  express  gratification  with  the  plans  and  program 
set  up  by  our  Annual  Conference  in  June.  Immediately 
before  us  lies  the  necessity  of  planning  for  our  Venture  In 
Faith.

I think  you  will  be  interested  in  this  paragraph  from 
a letter  just  received  from  Chaplain  George  Norsworthy 
who  is  now  serving  in  Viet  Nam.  He  was  called  to  this 
new  post  immediately  after  the  session  of  our  Conference: 
“I  had  hoped  that  I would  be  able  to  learn  first  hand  about 
the  political  situation  here  and  how  the  war  is  progressing, 
but  you  probably  read  more  about  what  goes  on  here  than 
I do.  News  is  hard  to  come  by  here.  What  I know  of  the 
war  I learn  from  the  pilots.  I do  know  that  at  the  time 
the  Viet  Cong  attack  we  are  helpless  to  retaliate  until 
the  chief  of  the  political  province  gives  his  permission. 
His  position  is  one  of  pure  politics  and  graft. 

“Compassion  is  unheard  of  here  in  any  quarter.  They 
set  up  road  blocks  wherever  they  wish  and  they  force  the 


farmers  to  pay  large  tribute.  One  pays  or  loses  his  life 
An  entire  farming  district  south  of  here  was  recently  } 
moved  out  because  they  had  been  unable  to  realize  any  j 
gain  from  crops.  They  are  now  refugees  in  larger  towns, 
of  this  province.  Needless  to  say,  one  finds  this  war 
quite  puzzling.  Yet,  on  the  other  hand,  there  is  a real  need  j 
to  establish  order  here.  The  Viet  Cong  do  not  have  the 
answer  for  this  land.  This  seems  to  be  the  logical  place! 
to  fight  tyranny.  And  if  there  was  ever  more  evidence  that 
Christ  alone  is  the  hope  of  the  world.  I haven’t  found  it. ! 
The  Christians  here  have  something  that  must  be  shared. ' 
There  is  a radiance  and  an  exhuberance  that  I fail  to  see 
on  any  other  faces.  I see  by  a recent  roster  of  chaplains 
that  Meredith  Standley  is  here  with  the  army.  There  is! 
no  way  for  me  to  know  where  he  is  by  the  roster,  because ! 
just  his  unit  is  listed.  Maybe  in  the  next  ten  months  I j 
will  have  an  occasion  to  see  him.  I covet  your  prayers 
and  the  prayers  of  all  my  friends  in  the  Conference.” 
Florida  Methodism  has  quite  a number  of  men  in  the 
armed  forces  declaring  the  gospel  of  hope  and  salvation 
in  Christ  Jesus.  We  should  thank  God  for  them  and  for  j 
the  ministry  they  are  rendering  in  many  parts  of  the  ; 
world.

The  Rev.  Victor  L.  Rankin  was  born 
in  Alliance,  Ohio;  received  his  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  education  in 
the  schools  of  that  state— where  he 
also  was  given  Christian  nurture  in 
The  Methodist  Church.  He  received 
his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Flor- 
ida Southern  College,  his  Bachelor  of 
Sacred  Theology  from  Boston  Uni- 
versity School  of  Theology,  and  a 
Master  of  Sacred  Theology  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary.  In  1961 
he  was  honored  with  a Doctor  of  Di- 
vinity degree  from  Florida  Southern.

Mrs.  Rankin,  also  a commission- 
ed missionary  in  The  Methodist 
Church  was  Miss  Pearl  Kather- 
ine Killian,  of  Mt.  Dora,  Florida,  a 
native  of  Alabama,  and  a graduate  of 
Florida  Southern  College,  where  she 
met  her  husband.  She  has  merited 
her  missionary  commission,  for  as  a 


minister’s  wife,  secretary,  church 
school  worker,  member  of  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Missions  and  a 
participant  in  the  Conference  Wom- 
an’s Society  of  Christian  Service  she 
has  rendered  magnificent  Christian 
service. 

“Vic”,  as  he  is  affectionately  known 
in  Florida,  Cuba,  New  York  and  Ar- 
gentina, is  a dignified,  scholarly,  ded- 
icated missionary  and  minister  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  one  of  Methodism’s 
finest  churchmen.  As  the  pastor  of 
the  130  year-old  First  Methodist 
Church,  in  one  of  the  world’s  largest 
cities.  Dr.  Rankin  serves  an  interna- 
tional congregation,  from  one  of  the 
most  demanding  pulpits  in  Metho- 
dism. He  preaches  to  business  lead- 
ers, diplomats,  educators,  theologi- 
ans, university  students,  families  who 
have  lived  in  several  countries  and 
immigrants  from  many  lands.  His  is 
a challenging  opportunity,  and  a 
frightening  responsibility.

Florida  Southern 
College  Opens 


For  the  82nd  year,  Florida  Southern 
College  has  started  a session  of  teach- 
ing a “complete”  education  which 
provides,  as  President  Charles  T. 
Thrift,  Jr.,  said,  a chance  to  “teach 
you  to  look  beyond  the  obvious,  look 
hard,  and  see  as  much  as  possible.” 

The  college,  located  in  Lakeland 
overlooking  Lake  Hollingsworth  and 
containing  many  buildings  designed 
by  Frank  Lloyd  Wright,  is  owned  and 
operated  by  the  Florida  Annual  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Keynote  of  what  is  to  come  was  in 
a talk  given  to  the  535  freshmen  by 
President  Thrift  prior  to  arrival  of 
the  nearly  1,000  upperclassmen. 

He  said:  “There  is  a long  road  of 


discipline,  decisions  and  discovery 
which  lies  ahead  of  you. 

“But  we  want  to  impress  upon  you 
that  a college  education  lets  you  be 
on  your  own.  You  are  free  and  re- 
sponsible. I hope  that  you  remember 
both  of  those  words  in  the  weeks  and 
years  to  come.” 

He  pointed  out  that  “life  itself,  like 
college,  is  filled  with  rules.” 

Commenting  on  the  intellectual 
side  of  college,  Dr.  Thrift  explained 
that  “you  are  joining  a community 
of  top  scholars.” 

He  continued: 

“Men  and  women  tend  to  become 
too  much  like  their  dreams  and 
loves. 


“Many  of  you  will  be  making  de- 
cisions here  which  will  affect  your  en- 
tire life.  You  will  be  choosing  a life 
career.  There  will  be  other  decisions 
you  will  have  to  make,  and  don’t  ex- 
pect the  answer  to  come  in  a neat  lit- 
tle package  all  tied  up  with  a pretty 
bow.  You’re  on  your  own  and  you 
must  make  the  decisions.  We  can 
only  supply  the  atmosphere  on 
which  some  of  those  decisions  will  be 
based.” 

He  told  the  class  that  “college  is 
an  experience  in  learning.  Education 
is  the  removal  of  handicaps.  Educa- 
tion lets  you  look  more  deeply  into 
things  and  understand  what  is  going 
on  around  you.”

Bishop  Henley  Calls  for  Christian 
Non-Conformity  in  FSC  Convocation 


A call  for  “Christian  non-conform- 
ists”  was  sounded  Sept.  4 by  Bishop 
James  W.  Henley,  Lakeland,  in  an 
iddress  at  the  opening  of  Florida 
Southern  College’s  82nd  academic 
year. 

He  spoke  at  a Sunday  worship 
service  in  Branscomb  Auditorium  for 
students  and  faculty  conducted  by 
FSC  President  Charles  T.  Thrift,  Jr., 
md  the  Rev.  Stuart  I McRae,  college 
chaplain. 

“The  Methodists  who  founded  this 
college  had  a profound  conviction  of 
;he  special  thrust  of  higher  education 
n a Christian  atmosphere,”  Bishop 
-Jenley  said. 

He  charged  the  more  than  1600 
students  from  35  states  to  “carry  on 
Florida  Southern’s  high-minded  tra- 
iitions.” 

Bishop  Henley,  who  has  just  re- 
aimed  from  a London  conference  of 
;he  World  Methodist  Council,  de- 
scribed how  thousands  of  “Mods”  and 
ither  beatniks  gather  every  day  at 
Jusk  in  Piccadilly  Circus. 

“With  their  long  hair  and  similar 


dress  the  boys  and  girls  look  as  much 
alike  as  the  pigeons  that  swarm  the 
square,”  he  said. 

“They  just  sit  around  and  talk  to 
the  early  hours  of  the  morning,  and 
when  you  talk  to  them  they  say  they 
are  rebelling  against  regimentation- 
‘we  just  want  to  do  as  we  please.’ 

“They  think  they  are  non-conform- 
ists, but  their  look-alike  attire  and 
their  very  presence  by  the  thousands 
in  the  heart  of  London  reveal  that 
they  are  really  conformists  and  want 
to  be  with  the  crowd.” 

Bishop  Henley  told  the  students  “if 
you  want  to  be  real  non-conformists 
in  this  age  of  immorality  and  revolu- 
tion against  our  increasing  responsi- 
bilities, remember  St.  Paul’s  admo- 
nition not  be  conformed  to  the  world 
about  us  but  transformed  by  God.” 

He  added:  “I  invite  you  to  join  the 
ranks  of  the  real  non-conformists— 
followers  of  Jesus  Christ— not  as  nom- 
inal Christians,  but  full  of  faith  and 
confidence  that  you  have  found  some- 
thing big  enough  to  live  for  or  even 
die  for.”

where  he  was  born  to  Gainesville,  the 
county  seat. 

He  was  right  about  the  date.  His 
98th  birthday  was  last  Feb.  5. 

His  half-century  as  a Methodist 
minister  bridged  the  gap  between  the 
wreckage  of  the  plantation  era  and 
Miami’s  skyscrapers,  all  built  during 
the  past  45  years. 


I.rndo,  Lake  Wales  and  other  centers. 

A dozen  years  later,  the  Rev.  Bell 
was  culled  back  to  Florida  Southern’s 
new  campus  in  Lakeland  to  receive 
the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity. 

Meantime,  he  had  survived  the 
1926  hurricane  in  Miami.  He  was 
pastor  of  Riverside  Church,  95  NW 
First  St.,  then  part  of  a flourishing 
Miami  suburb.  The  storm  battered 
his  church  and  home.  His  first  new 
automobile,  which  had  cost  “a  little 
fortune  to  a poor  preacher,  was 
smashed  and  badly  beaten  in  the  com- 
pletely destroyed  garage.” 

But  Dr.  Bell  has  surmounted  worse 
hardships. 

He  nearly  died  of  yellow  fever  in 
1888  when  he  was  the  first  appointed 
minister  in  Ybor  City  at  age  19. 

He  worked  his  way  through  Emory 
College  near  Atlanta,  selling  books, 
teaching  school,  winning  nearly  100 
new  Methodists  by  preaching  at  re- 
vivals in  North  Georgia. 

He  and  his  bride  spent  three  years 
at  Waukeenah,  a village  10  miles 
south  of  Monticello,  from  where  he 
went  by  horse  and  buggy  to  six 
preaching  places.  One  of  these  w'as  a 
dilapidated,  leaning  church  where  a 
dark  stain  on  the  floor  was  attributed 
to  an  Indian  massacre  40  or  50  years 
earlier.  The  young  preacher,  then 
28,  helped  tear  down  the  old  hand-

Dr.  Joseph  Bell  Tells  of  His  98  Years 


Dr.  Bell  has  seen  a lot  of  Florida 
history.  Some  of  it,  he  made. 

For  example,  he  led  the  move  which 
made  Lakeland  the  site  of  Florida 
Southern  College. 

He  was  pastor  of  the  First  Meth- 
odist Church  at  Lakeland  in  1921 
when  fire  razed  most  of  the  building 
then  housing  the  college  at  Suther- 
land on  the  Gulf  Coast.  A son  of  his 
was  a student  there.  So  was  the  son 
of  a neighbor  in  Lakeland.  The  two 
fathers  drove  the  50  miles  in  freezing 
darkness  to  make  sure  their  boys  were 
sa  fe. 

“The  next  day  was  Sunday,”  Dr. 
Bell  recalls.  “The  Divine  Spirit 
seemed  to  fill  my  soul  with  a new 
sermon,  'The  God  of  Emergencies’.” 
He  called  on  his  congregation  “to 
bring  the  college  to  Lakeland.” 

He  led  a church  group  which  won 
backing  from  the  City  of  Lakeland 
and  Polk  County.  Their  bid  wras  ac- 
cepted over  offers  from  Tampa,  Or- 


hewn  timbers  and  rough-sawn  boards, 
which  he  used  for  a new  church  on  the 
same  spot. 

His  stay  in  St.  Petersburg  gave  Dr. 
Bell  a chance  to  soothe  sectional  ani- 
mosities. Four  decades  after  the  last 
battle.  Northerners  and  Southerners 
there  were  still  fighting  the  Civil  War. 
The  centennials  of  the  birth  of  Jeffer- 
son Davis  and  Abraham  Lincoln 
brought  the  minister  to  the  platform 
with  healing  words. 

He  served  terms  as  presiding  elder 
(now  district  superintendent)  of  the 
Tampa  district  and  from  1922-25  of  a 
new  district  on  the  East  Coast  be- 
tween St.  Augustine  and  Cocoa, 
where  there  were  50  Methodist 
churches  then. 

“The  fast-growing  population”  in 
the  coastal  district  prompted  the 
building  of  a number  of  new  church- 
es, including  brick  structures  at  Pa- 
latka,  DeLand  and  Crescent  City. 

Dr.  Bell’s  last  pastorate  was  at  Mon- 


ticello. which  had  been  a Methodist 
preaching  place  since  1825.  There 
his  wife  of  44  years  died,  and  he  re- 
tired in  1939. 

After  20  years  of  “batching”  in 
Gainesville  near  his  doctor  son.  Emo- 
ry. he  came  to  Miami  eight  years 
ago  to  live  with  his  daughter,  Mrs. 
Thomas  K.  MacDonell.  3016  Semi- 
nole St. 

“This  address  has  been  my  home 
longer  than  any  place  I’ve  lived  since 
I became  a minister,”  he  says.  In  his 
day.  the  Methodists  moved  ministers 
at  least  once  every  four  years. 

The  years  have  bent  his  wiry,  five- 
foot-nine  frame.  His  sight  and  hear- 
ing have  failed.  But  his  handclasp 
is  strong,  and  his  voice  could  still  fill 
a church  without  a microphone. 

He  has  outlived  all  but  one  of  his 
four  sons  and  his  only  daughter.  He 
has  seven  grandchildren  and  15 
great-grandchildren,  nearly  all  Flori- 
dians.

» Giving — on  a goal  calling  for  an

ealized,  from  $9,839,654  to  $11,018- 
62. 

» Missionary  and  Deaconess  Re- 
cruitment — Achievement  of  the 
joal,  with  417  new  workers  enlisted 
igainst  a goal  of  400,  or  four  new 
nissionaries  and  deaconesses  for  each 
>f  Methodism’s  100  annual  conferen- 
es.  “We  continue  to  need  more  mis- 
ionaries  and  deaconesses  to  carry 
orward  the  exacting  tasks  involved 
n mission  and  service.”

Methodist  women  throughout  the 
nation  have  been  asked  to  contact 
their  Congressmen  and  urge  that  a 
complete  study  of  all  Congressional 
committees  be  started  immediately, 
to  the  end  that  “legislation  can  take 
its  normal  course,  free  of  obstruction- 
ist tactics.” 

The  recommendation  was  in  a reso- 
lution adopted  unanimously  by  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  at 
its  fall  meeting  in  New  York. 

The  Division’s  resolution  on  Con- 
gressional committee  followed  action 
by  the  House  of  Representatives  Ed- 
ucation and  Labor  Committee  in  lim- 
iting the  power  of  its  controversial 
chairman,  Rep.  Adam  Clayton  Pow- 
ell. 

Not  referring  to  Mr.  Powell  or  the 
Education  and  Labor  Committee  by 
name,  the  resolution  said  that  “the 
Woman’s  Division  wishes  to  express 
its  concern  over  every  instance  of 
abuse  of  authority  and  misuse  of  po- 
sition by  the  chairmen  or  members  of 
the  committees  of  both  houses  of  Con- 
gress.”

Dr.  Elmer  Clark 
Dies  At  Age  79 

One  of  American  Methodism’s  best- 
known  leaders,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Elmer  T. 
Clark  of  Lake  Junaluska,  N.  C.  died 
August  29  of  a heart  attack  in  Bir- 
mingham, Ala.  He  was  79. 

A leading  church  journalist,  he  was 
editor  of  World  Outlook,  Methodist 
missions  magazine,  from  1938  to  1952, 
and  was  credited  with  having  raised 
over  $1  million  for  Methodist  causes. 

He  served  several  years  as  execu- 
tive secretary  of  the  World  Methodist 
Council  and  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Methodist  Historical  Societies, 
and  was  mainly  responsible  for  locat- 
ing and  building  the  American  head- 
quarters and  museum  at  Lake  Juna- 
luska. 

Dr.  Clark,  who  held  an  honorary 
doctor’s  degree  from  Florida  Southern 
College,  was  the  author  of  numerous 
books  and  articles  on  religious  sub- 
jects, and  was  editor  of  the  three- 
volume  Journal  and  Letters  of  Bishop 
Francis  Asbury.

Crawfordvdte  Church.  Passes  Century  Mark 


The  Crawfordville  church  celebrat- 
ed its  100th  anniversary  July  10  with 
a program  commemorating  its  past 
heritage  and  looking  forward  to  its 
future  task.  It  was  on  July  7,  1866 
that  trustees  of  the  newly  formed 
Methodist  Church  in  Crawfordville 
purchased  four  lots  in  the  new  com- 
munity to  build  a church.  The  com- 
munity of  Crawfordville  had  just 
been  designated  a county  seat  and 
many  of  the  prominent  citizens  were 
Methodist. 

The  church  building  stood  until  it 
was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1907.  A 
parsonage  had  been  built  in  1875  and 
it  was  located  a block  west.  It  was 
not  destroyed  by  fire  but  was  tom 
down  and  materials  salvaged  to  build 
a new  church  to  the  north  of  its  lo- 
cation. This  church  building  was  ex- 
tensively renovated  in  1928  and  was 
used  until  1951.  The  present  church 
building  was  erected  in  1952,  with  an 
annex  built  to  it  in  1962.  The  build- 
ing was  dedicated  in  formal  ceremony 
in  February,  1964. 

The  strength  of  the  church  has 
been  in  its  Sunday  School.  From  the 
initial  organization  in  1910  the  Sun- 
day School  has  been  the  decisive  fac- 
tor in  the  continuation  of  the 
church’s  program.  The  dedication  of 
laymen  and  laywomen  has  stemmed 
from  their  interest  in  the  church 
school. 

The  history  of  the  church  is  con- 
tained in  a recently  written  and  pub- 
lished booklet,  “Where  Cross  The 
Crowded  Ways.”  This  was  written 
by  the  Records  and  History  Commit- 
tee under  the  direction  of  Moody 


Pearce  and  with  assistance  pom  the 
present  pastor,  the  Rev.  Jesse  L. 
Baker.  This  was  available  during  the 
Centennial  program. 

The  Woman’s  Society  sold  com- 
memorative plates  for  the  occasion. 
The  picture  of  the  church  was  on  the 
front  and  synopsis  of  the  history  on 
the  back.

Council  of  Churches  Meets  in  Miami  in  December 


The  eyes  of  churchmen  and  women 
everywhere  will  be  trained  on  Florida, 
Dec.  4-9.  when  the  Seventh  General 
Assembly  of  the  16-year-old  National 
Council  of  Churches  convenes  in  Mi- 
ami to  determine  policy  and  directions 
for  some  70  programs  in  which  30 
major  church  bodies  co-operate. 

Significantly,  Miami  is  the  center 
of  one  of  the  most  consequential  hu- 
mane endeavors  ever  undertaken  by 
the  churches  together.  As  thousands 
of  church  leaders  stream  into  the  city 
from  across  the  country,  they  will  be 
met  by  an  equal  number  of  people 
leaving  the  Miami  area  to  find  a new 
life  elsewhere  in  the  United  States. 

These  are  the  Cuban  refugees  who 
are  being  resettled  through  the  com- 
bined, concerned  action  of  govern- 
ment, the  churches  and  secular 
groups.  The  churches  have  a vital 
mandate  to  find  homes  and  jobs  for 
these  refugees  and  they  are  doing  so 
through  the  internationally  respected 
relief  agency  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches — Church  World  Service. 

Now  in  its  20th  anniversary  year. 
Church  World  Service  will  be  one  of 
the  major  program  units  reporting  to 
the  General  Assembly.  The  recep- 
tion, screening,  temporary  housing, 
and  finally  resettlement  anywhere  in 
the  nation  of  Cuban  refugees  arriving 
in  Miami  from  Havana  or  “places  of 
first  refuge”  are  part  of  an  efficient 
worldwide  humanitarian  endeavor  of

Dour  Friends: 

I haven’t  reported  to  you  concerning  the  four  ministers’ 
rallies  in  Lake  City,  Tampa,  Orlando,  and  Hollywood. 
Practically  every  Methodist  preacher  in  Florida  was  pres- 
ent and  we  considered  together  tha  Venture  In 
Faith  which  Florida  Methodists  approved  in  our  last 
annual  conference.  Much  has  been  said  in  our  time  con- 
cerning the  desperate  need  for  the  renewal  of  the  church. 
Certainly  there  is  no  pat  formula  by  which  this  could  be 
guaranteed.  Neither  does  everyone  agree  on  the  defini- 
tion of  the  word  renewal  or  what  would  happen  if  renewal 
took  place.  However,  the  Venture  In  Faith  is  the 
voluntary,  cooperative,  devoutly  prayerful  effort  of  Meth- 
odists within  the  area  to  discover  the  will  of  God  for  their 
lives,  and  the  redemptive  love  of  God  for  our  reformation, 
and  the  power  of  God  for  the  establishment  of  his  king- 
dom in  the  life  of  our  communities. 

Call  it  revival  if  you  will.  What  we  are  engaged  in  is  a 
movement  to  discover  the  will  of  God,  the  joy  of  perform- 
ing it,  and  the  fullness  of  life  in  fellowship  with  the  Mas- 
ter. 

Whenever  any  institution  received  criticism  on  any 
aspect  of  its  work,  the  good  things  and  the  constructive 
things  related  to  it  are  most  often  forgotten.  The  churches 
of  Florida  will  have  in  the  near  future  a most  unusual  op- 
portunity to  see  how  their  local  programs  and  their  de- 
nominational programs  gear  into  the  great  national  and 
international  programs  in  which  most  Christians  are  en- 
gaged today.  This  opportunity  comes  December  4-9  when 
the  National  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  Triennial  As- 
sembly meets  (for  the  first  time  in  the  Southeast)  in  Mi- 
ami Beach  at  Hotel  Fontainebleau. 

Earnestly  desiring  the  full  understanding  of  all  church 
people  the  Assemby  has  opened  the  way  for  each  local 
church  to  send  up  to  five  accredited  visitors.  These  would 
go  at  their  own  expense  or  with  whatever  assistance  the 
local  church  feels  it  can  give.  The  local  congregation 
should  pay  at  least  the  six  dollars  registration.  Accredited 
visitors  go  for  a great  inter-denominational  experience  and 
to  gain  information  to  share  with  the  churches  back  home. 
They  will  receive  all  pre-mailing  information  to  help  them 
make  plans  and  will  receive  a printed  report  of  the  en- 
tire proceedings  of  the  Assembly  some  weeks  after  its 
close.  There  will  be  sessions  when  the  work  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  will  be  interpreted  by  staff 
members.  An  understanding  of  the  Division  of  Christian 


Education,  the  Division  of  Christian  Life  and  Mission,  th 
Division  of  Christian  Unity,  and  the  Division  of  Oversea 
Missions  will  be  presented.  The  Reverend  Billy  Grahar 
will  speak  at  one  of  the  luncheons. 

How  does  one  become  an  accredited  visitor  to  the  As 
sembly  in  Miami?  Either  at  his  own  request  or  at  the  in 
vitation  of  his  pastor.  It  is  preferable  that  visitors  b» 
sent  by  their  churches  and  that  they  report  back  to  thei 
churches.  The  application  form  is  a part  of  a progran 
folder  which  may  be  obtained  from  your  pastor  or  fron 
the  Florida  Council  of  Churches,  100  Liberty  Avenue 
Orlando,  Florida  32801.

Floridians  in 
The  Philippines

The  1966  Adventure  in  Missions  scries  offers  delegates 
the  privilege  of  hearing  modern  Christian  pioneers  and 
explorers  when  Curran  and  Mariam  Spottswood  address 
the  twelve  district  conferences  this  fall.  No  missionaries, 
among  the  noble  couples  sent  out  by  Florida  Methodism, 
have  been  more  apt,  creative,  and  courageous  than  the 
C L.  Spottswoods.  For  twenty  years  the  “flying  parson” 
and  his  ministerial  spouse  have  served  the  people  of  Lu- 
zon and  Mindanao,  and  inspired  their  friends  and  asso- 
ciates in  the  United  States  to  share  their  mission  to  the 
poverty  stricken  of  body  and  soul  in  the  Philippine  Is- 
lands. 

“Spotty,”  as  he  is  affectionately  known  at  home  and 
abroad,  was  born  in  Mobile,  Alabama;  received  his  B.S. 
degree  at  Mississippi  State,  his  B.D.  at  Yale  Divinity 
School,  and  his  Masters  degree  at  Scarritt  College  in 
Nashville.  He  served  college  youth  in  New  Mexico  and 
held  brief  pastorates  in  Florida  before  his  appointment  as 
Wesley  Foundation  director  at  the  University  of  Florida. 

It  was  while  attending  Yale  Divinity  School  that  he  met 
Mariam,  who  was  taking  her  B.D.  in  preparation  for  serv- 
ice in  the  mission  field  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S., 
having  enrolled  from  Gainesville,  Florida,  her  parent’s 
home.  He  persuaded  her  to  be  his  wife,  and  she  per- 
suaded him  to  be  a missionary,  and  the  Methodist 
church  profited  in  many  ways— not  the  least  of  which  is 
five  splendid  sons  from  this  union. 

If  we  looked  the  world  over  we  could  not  find  more 
appropriate  speakers  for  our  “Adventure”  this  year  when 
our  theme  is  “Affluence  and  Poverty.”  Those  who  have 
read  the  Spottswoods’  book  “Beyond  Cotabato”  will  re- 
member his  divinity  student  experience  of  living  in  the 
slums  of  New  Haven  that  he  might  understand  those  who 
are  forced  to  live  in  the  verminous  ghettos  of  our  metro- 
politan centers.  When  you  add  to  that  his  countless  ex- 
periences in  eastern  Luzon  and  southern  Mindanao,  of 
sharing  the  deprivations  of  the  famine-stricken  people  in 
Palanan  and  the  impoverished  natives  of  Tagum,  you  can 
see  that  his  feats  in  the  Christian  war  on  poverty  put  to  , 
shame  some  modern  highly-paid  representatives  of  the 
current  war  on  poverty  in  the  United  States. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  the  writer  to  have  this 
dedicated  couple,  whose  achievements  in  the  field  of 
church  extension  are  unequalled  in  modern  times,  to  speak 
to  Florida  Methodists  who  have  such  heavy  responsibili- 
ties for  extending  the  church  in  the  years  that  lie  ahead. 
The  story  of  how  the-  Spottswoods  took  400  Methodists, 
(scattered  over  an  island  the  size  of  the  state  of  Indiana) 
and  under  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  pushed  back 
the  jungles,  extended  the  frontiers  and  organized  Metho- 
dist churches  until  today  they  have  a whole  new  annual 
conference,  rivals  the  achievements  of  Freeborn  Garrett- 
son,  Jesse  Lee  and  Francis  Asburv  in  the  early  days  of 
American  Methodism. 

Encouraged  by  the  coming  of  this  dedicated  mission- 
ary team,  the  Cabinet  and  the  Board  of  Missions  have 
set  a goal  of  $25,000  to  be  raised  as  a “Spottswood  Dis- 
trict Special."  and  brought  to  the  district  conferences  by 
pastors  and  laymen  of  the  several  churches.  World  Ad- 
vance Special  blanks  have  been  prepared  for  the  district

this  statement  for  the  Florida  Methodist  relative  to  his  appoint- 
ment by  Bishop  Henley,  effective  June  1,  1967,  as  program  superin- 
tendent of  the  new  Conference  Council. 

The  challenge  within  this  new  leadership  position  of  Florida  Meth- 
odism is  tremendous  and  I am  deeply  honored  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  serve  in  it.  As  I approach  this  responsibility  I am  aware  of  its 
scope  and  of  my  limitations.  However,  I believe  God  can  do  anything 
through  any  person  responsible  and  submissive  to  His  help  and  guid- 
ance. It  is  my  prayer,  and  my  desire  for  others  to  pray  that  my  life 
will  be  so  committed  to  Him. 

As  I see  it  the  main  purpose  of  the  Church  is  to  reveal  Jesus 
Christ,  who  reveals  God,  His  love  for  us  and  message  of  Life  in  God. 
Any  person  who  shares  through  his  response  to  this  revelation  knows 
the  joy  of  feeling  a direct  part  in  witnessing.  The  positions  which 
place  the  minister  in  direct  contact  with  those  to  be  reached  for  Christ 
are  most  attractive.  However,  the  more  complex  life  becomes  it  be- 
comes obvious  that  institutional  structure  within  the  Church  is  neces- 
sary and  perhaps  will  increasingly  be  so. 

If  this  new  program  in  Ihe  Florida  Conference  to  coordinate  our 
ministry  will  enable  the  Methodist  Church  in  Florida  to  reach  more 
for  Christ,  I shall  feel  the  joy  and  happiness  in  being  a part  of  this 
instrument  of  service.  In  other  words,  I believe  there  lies  within  this 
administrative  responsibility  a unique  and  effective  means  of  imple- 
menting God’s  will  and  mission. 

One  last  word.  I have  the  assurance  that  with  the  guidance  of 
our  consecrated  Bishop,  Cabinet,  Program  Council,  ministers  and  lay- 
men, the  efforts  of  this  servant  will  avail  good.

Ideas  and  people  meet  here  (Leesburg).  All  kinds  of 
ideas  and  all  kinds  of  people. 

But  Bill  Meadows’  goal  is  that  every  man  leave  this 
place  alike  in  one  respect— committed  to  the  idea  of  wit- 
nessing for  Christ. 

The  odds  are  on  his  side,  here  at  this  187-acre  Florida 
Conference  Methodist  Youth  Camp. 

The  huge,  moss-covered  oak  trees  bounding  the  34- 
square-mile  Lake  Griffin  shade  men’s  minds  from  the 
cares  of  the  world  as  600  at  a time,  some  2,400  of  them, 
retreat  here  for  a weekend  during  October. 

The  unfamiliar  peacefulness  shakes  up  some  of  the 
men  because  they  have  no  inner  peace.  Many  of  them 
find  that  peace,  though,  before  the  weekend  is  over. 

Some  find  it  in  the  outdoor  “prayer  chapel,”  a cove 
under  an  unusual  oak  at  the  end  of  a trail  labeled  “The 
Path  of  Silence.”  There  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night 
you  might  find  one  or  two  men  sitting  on  a log,  and  star- 
ing at  the  rough  cross  at  the  water’s  edge. 

Others  find  it  at  the  altar  rail  of  the  formal  chapel 
whose  picture  window  opens  on  a scene  not  much  differ- 
ent from  the  rustic  place  of  meditation. 

A few  find  it  while  lying  in  the  top  bunk  in  one  of  the 
cabins  where  other  men  from  all  walks  of  life  are  showing 
their  faith  by  the  way  they  act  and  talk  with  others. 

Some  don’t  find  it  until  they’re  back  home  in  Miami, 
or  Jacksonville,  or  Tallahassee,  or  wherever,  and  they 
think  back  with  a glow  at  the  fun  of  being  with  a bunch  of 
guys,  the  inspiration  of  singing  the  great  old  hymns  with 
hundreds  of  real  men.  the  stirring  challenge  of  messages 
by  preachers  and  laymen  alike,  and  the  humble  witness 
of  all  kinds  of  men. 

The  testimony  which  tugged  at  the  hearts  of  some  was 
that  of  Ed  (Big  Ed)  Godlewski. 

A new  Yorker  who  settled  in  Stuart  seven  years  ago, 
"Big  Ed”  is  a janitor  for  two  churches  and  a school.  For 
five  of  those  years  he  has  been  head  usher  and  for  three 
years  president  of  the  Men’s  Club  in  the  First  Methodist 
Church  there. 


At  Leesburg  Retreats  — 

Laymen  Find 
Christ  and 
Peace  of  Mine 


But  until  a year  ago  “I  hated  everyone  in  the  church 
and  stabbed  them  all  in  the  back  every  time  I escorted 
them  down  the  aisle,”  confessed  the  husky  50-year-old. 

Ed  admitted  that  he  was  a rounder  who  didn’t  know 
what  Christianity  was  all  about  until  he  began  to  get  a 
glimmer  two  years  ago.  That’s  when  his  wife  left  him,  he 
got  drunk,  and  intent  on  suicide,  he  headed  his  car  toward 
the  river. 

But  it  was  Saturday,  and  an  inner  voice  reminded  him 
that  he  had  to  go  by  the  church  to  see  that  it  was  ready 
for  services  the  next  day.  When  he  got  there,  he  prayed 
and  cried,  and  wound  up  going  to  see  his  pastor  for  a three- 
hour  talk. 

That  was  the  beginning  of  his  understanding,  but  it 
was  not  until  last  October— on  the  men’s  retreat  here  at 
Leesburg— that  “Big  Ed”  really  “found  that  God  loves  me 
and  I realized  that  I have  to  love  everyone.” 


This  graphic  account  of  one  of  the  four  weekend  re- 
treats for  Florida  Methodist  laymen  this  year  at  the  Lees- 
burg Youth  Camp  was  written  by  Adon  Taft,  religion 
editor  of  the  Miami  Herald,  winner  of  the  National  Re- 
ligious Publicity  Council’s  annual  award  for  his  outstand- 
ing work  in  church  news.  He  was  a guest  at  the  retreat, 
and  we  are  greatly  obliged  to  him  for  these  excerpts  from 
his  story. 


Another  was  Glenn  W.  Gold,  Miami,  the  only  man 
who  has  attended  all  38  sessions  in  the  18  years  of  Metho- 
dist Men’s  retreats..  They  began  with  less  than  50  men 
meeting  at  Lake  Alfred.  And  now  it  takes  four  week- 
ends to  accommodate  the  2,400  men  who  attend  here. 

For  many  years  the  Miami  district  lay  leader,  the  76- 
year-old  retired  assistant  Pan  American  airport  manager 
and  the  late  Howard  Berg  were  mainly  responsible  for 
building  men’s  work  in  Florida  to  the  best  in  the  Metho- 
dist Church. 

Gold,  a life-long  churchman,  told  how  he  recommit- 
ted his  life  to  the  Lord  shortly  after  his  adopted  son  was 
killed  in  World  War  II.  While  standing  on  an  airport 
ramp,  Gold  recalled,  he  felt  God  was  asking  him  to  do 
more  for  his  church. 

And  from  that  time  on.  Gold  testified,  he  has  sought 
to  tell  other  men  about  Christ  and  to  get  them,  in  turn,

LeRoy  Collins  Warns  — 


Churches  Cannot  Survive  Without 
Young  People’s  Interest,  Support 


Churches  are  in  danger  of  losing  their  religious  influ- 
ence if  they  don’t  do  a better  job  of  winning  and  holding 
the  interest  of  young  people. 

That  was  the  warning  sounded  by  former  Gov.  LeRoy 
Collins  in  and  address  to  Florida  Methodist  ministers 
Oct.  6 at  their  annual  Pastors’  School  at  the  Leesburg 
Youth  Camp. 

It  was  one  of  the  former  governor’s  first  public  appear- 
ances in  Florida  since  his  return  after  several  years’  serv- 
ice in  Washington  posts. 

He  reminded  the  ministers  that  the  Russian  commun- 
ists did  not  close  all  churches,  but  were  content  to  capture 
the  minds  of  young  people  and  permit  the  church  to  die 
out  gradually  with  its  older  members. 

“As  a layman,  I suggest  that  each  of  you  take  a long 
look  at  your  church  congregation,”  Collins  said.  “The 
older  people  are  wonderful  and  helpful,  but  the  younger 
ones  are  far  more  essential  to  survival.” 

He  added: 

“I  would  like  to  argue  the  case  here  for  more  special 
church  programming  for  youth.  I don’t  mean  greater 
emphasis  on  social  activities,  although  there  may  be  room 
for  this.  Nor  am  I thinking  in  terms  of  jazzing  up  services. 

“But  I would  like  to  stress  the  point  that  there  is  a 
seriousness  of  purpose  in  youth  today,  often  latent,  that 
should  be  found  and  cultivated. 

“As  I see  it,  our  young  people  are  searching  for  more 
realism  in  religion.  They  need  to  be  a basic  part  of  the 
church  itself,  not  some  adjunct.  Most  of  them  are  being 
much  better  educated.  Perhaps  they  are  not  learning  to 
pray  as  well,  but  they  are  learning  to  ask  better  questions 
about  a lot  of  things,  including  the  role  of  religion.  They 
are  not  as  willing  as  we  were  to  accept  religion  in  general 
terms  and  emotional  reactions. 

“They  don't  see  the  church  as  being  infallible.  They 
know  that  the  history  of  the  church  includes  tragic  failures 
as  well  as  successes. 


“They  do  not  want  to  grope  around  trying  to  find  God 
in  a vacuum.  They  are  not  looking  for  peace  of  mind. 
They  don’t  want  a religion  which  tranquilizes.  They  want 
a church  that  provides  leadership  and  opportunities  for 
them. 

“How  do  you  get  them? 

“I  think  more  study  sessions  with  our  young  people 
are  seriously  needed;  sessions  that  will  induce  a free  ex-  j 
change  of  ideas — a frank  examination  of  the  application 
of  church  theory  and  policy  to  real  life  conditions. 

“I  can  think  of  a number  of  subjects  for  discussion  that 
would  be  very  exciting. 

“How  about  this  one:  ‘The  Church  and  Racial  Dis- 
crimination’? History  is  sure  to  record  that  this  matter 
of  equal  opportunity  for  people  of  all  races  and  creeds  is 
the  great  struggle  of  our  time.  There  are  many  mixed 
feelings  of  where  the  church  should  fit  in.  This  should 
be  talked  out  with  directness  and  calm  rationalization. 

“And  how  about  this  one  for  a good  topic:  ‘The  Church 
and  the  Ghetto’?  I have  seen  these  ghettos  in  our  large 
cities  at  first  hand.  They  are  veritable  human  cesspools 
and  from  them  can  come  only  delinquency  of  body,  mind 
and  spirit  of  indescribable  dimensions. 

“The  church  is  bound  to  have  a special  responsibility. 
What  is  it  and  how  may  it  be  met?” 

Other  discussion  subjects  suggested  by  Collins  in- 
cluded “The  Church  and  Leadership,”  “Self  Discipline,” 
“Conformity,”  “Courage,”  “Tolerance,”  and  “Humility.” 

“Many  of  our  young  people  want  to  talk  out  subjects 
of  this  kind  with  you  ...  do  not  let  them  down,”  he  said. 

“Let  them  understand  that  your  church  is  not  the  real 
estate,  the  tall  spires,  the  air  conditioning,  and  all  the 
other  physical  assets  that  are  so  treasured. 

“For  in  truth  the  church  is  people — people  whose  main 
concern  is  other  people  and  their  needs.  This  is  where 
the  action  is.  And  it  is  not  only  our  strength  in  ages  past, 
but  our  hope  in  years  to  come.”

We  are  Buildings 

Forest  Hills,  Quincy  . . . 

Members  of  the  Forst  Hills  Methodist  Church  of  Quincy 
recently  conducted  consecration  services  for  their  new 
$26,000  educational  building  just  completed,  built  adja- 
cent to  Fellowship  Hall. 

The  Rev.  Curtis  Bonner,  pastor,  said  the  new  class- 
room unit  is  the  second  of  a three-phase  building  project, 
later  to  be  joined  by  a large  sanctuary.  The  educational 
building  is  of  brick,  with  steep-sloped  roof,  harmonizing 
with  the  style  of  the  fellowship  hall. 

The  new  building  has  been  named  the  Etta  Bell  Willis 
Educational  Building,  in  honor  of  Mrs.  L.  L.  Willis,  an  i 
active  church  worker  at  Centenary  Methodist  Church  in 
Quincy,  which  sponsored  the  organization  of  the  Forest 
Hills  Church. 

The  Rev.  William  Roughton,  superintendent  of  the 
Tallahassee  District,  conducted  the  service  of  consecra- 
tion. followed  by  a sermon  by  Dr.  R.  C.  Holmes  of  Lake- 
land, former  district  superintendent. 

Oak  Crest,  Jacksonville  . . . 

The  Oak  Crest  Methodist  Church  of  Jacksonville  re- 
cently dedicated  their  most  recently  constructed  educa- 
tional buildings.  The  structures,  containing  fourteen  class 
rooms,  a church  office,  and  a pastor’s  study,  are  valued  at 
$33,000. 

Making  the  presentation  of  the  buildings  to  the  church 
was  the  chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Education,  Mr. 
Herbert  Huffman,  and  shown  in  the  picture  are  the  pastor, 
the  Rev.  William  Pickett  and  Mr.  F.  M.  Herman,  treas- 
urer, as  they  burned  the  mortgage  symbolizing  the  com- 
plete payment  for  the  facilities.

Sunday  School  attendance  hit  a 
new  high  for  this  conference  year  on  Promotion  Day  with 
420  present. 

The  congregation  is  now  in  the  midst  of  another  build- 
ing program  which  will  culminate  with  the  construction 
of  a new  $150,000  sanctuary. 

Community  Church,  New  Port  Richey 

In  a do-it-yourself  manner,  members  of  a church  par- 
ish— with  an  occasional  assist  from  their  pastor — are  con- 
structing a new  church  on  a small  wooded  patch  of  land 
on  U.S.  Highway  19,  about  two  miles  south  of  New  Port 
Richey. 

Rising  under  hands  of  its  builders  is  the  Community 
Methodist  Church.  Pastor  is  the  Rev.  Robert  Neill.  The 
group  now  meets  in  the  Grove  Park  Community  Center. 

Construction  is  sponsored  by  the  Builders  Club  of  the 
St.  Petersburg  district  of  the  Methodist  Church.  The  club 
supplied  the  land,  two-thirds  of  the  down  payment  for  the 
parsonage  and  about  half  of  the  cost  of  the  building  under 
construction. 

According  to  Rev.  Neill,  about  90  percent  of  his  par- 
ishioners are  retirees,  so  the  one  thing  they  possess  in 
abundance  is  time  and  knowledge.  Many  of  them  were 
formerly  in  the  building  trades. 

The  cost  of  the  planned  building,  if  built  by  a con- 
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ding,  Building  . . . 

tractor,  would  have  been  about  $32,000.  With  members 
af  the  church  doing  the  work,  the  cost  is  cut  to  $18,000. 

The  group  of  workers  constantly  changes.  A few  come 
parly  in  the  morning  to  work  for  two  or  three  hours,  and 
vhen  it  begins  to  cool  off  in  the  early  evening  a different 
p-oup  will  be  hard  at  work  mixing  mortar  and  laying 
prick. 

They  hope  to  have  their  own  building  by  fall  and  plan 
to  have  only  the  finish  work  done  by  outside  help. 

The  Reverend  Neill  gives  his  working  parish  both 
noral  and  physical  support  in  their  project. 

He  moved  to  the  Tampa  Bay  area  in  1947  and  owned 
i contracting  business  in  St.  Petersburg  until  1954  when 
lis  whole  family — wife  and  three  children — became  vol- 
antary missionaries  for  the  church.  They  served  in  Cuba 
!or  a year  and  when  they  returned  to  the  States,  Rev. 
Neill  elected  to  attend  a theological  seminary  in  New 
Jersey  and  become  a minister. 

He  attended  school  for  three  years  and  again  he  and 
lis  family  went  on  a missionary  venture,  this  time  to 
Africa  where  he  served  as  a hospital  administrator  in  Li- 
peria  until  1963.  He  finished  his  education,  was  ordained 
md  a year  later  received  his  West  Pasco  assignment. 

The  structure  now  being  built  will  serve  as  a church 
'or  the  time  being  and  will  accommodate  400  people. 
When  the  santuary  is  eventually  constructed  this  building 
will  serve  as  a Fellowship  Hall.

Choice  of  College  is  Problem 
Of  High  School  Students 


Dear  Friends: 

First,  let  me  express  my  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Ronk 
Buhrman  for  accepting  responsibility  for  editing  the 
Florida  Methodist  during  these  critical  days.  I thought 
the  last  issue  was  splendidly  gotten  up  and  the  materials 
were  such  as  should  have  an  appeal  to  everyone.  We  are 
also  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  O.  B.  Fanning 
and  Mr.  A1  Cody.  The  Florida  Methodist  will  be  com- 
ing to  you  once  each  month  during  the  remainder  of  the 
year.  A supplement  to  Together  magazine  will  also  be 
bringing  you  news  from  the  Conference  and  a letter 
from  me. 


Right  about  now  senior  high  school  students  are  begin- 
ning quite  properly  to  think  with  great  seriousness  about 
what  college  they  are  going  to  attend  next  year.

rHE  Christmas  season,  beginning  with  Advent  Sunday 
Mov.  27,  is  one  of  the  happiest  and  busiest  times  for  the 
mung  people  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Petersburg. 

Through  the  years  many  activities  have  come  to  be 
;raditional  with  this  group  such  as  the  Advent  worship 
services  held  each  Sunday  evening  for  the  entire  youth 
iivision.  The  lighting  of  the  first  Advent  candle,  shown 
in  the  cover,  signifies  the  beginning  of  the  season — a time 
)f  confession  and  repentance,  a season  of  anticipation  of 
he  coming  of  the  Christ  Child. 

In  this  spirit  and  with  the  desire  to  share  with  others 
hese  young  people  plan  and  carry  out  many  projects  of 
service  during  the  season  of  Advent  and  Christmas. 

A traditional  project  is  one  in  which  young  people  in 
ill  departments  voluntarily  accept  the  responsibility  of 
providing  a Christmas  gift  for  a young  person  living  in  a 
oster  home.  These  young  people  from  foster  homes  are 
inder  the  care  of  the  State  Welfare  Department  and  their

chased and  gift  wrapped  in  gay,  Christmas  wrappings  and 
hen  presented  at  the  altar  of  the  church  at  a special  serv- 
ce  early  in  December.  A member  of  the  staff  of  the 
state  Welfare  Department  is  present  at  this  service  to 
iccept  the  gifts. 

In  the  same  spirit  of  sharing  and  service,  the  young 
seople  of  the  church  also  trim  the  Christmas  tree  which 
stands  tall  and  beautiful  in  Fellowship  Hall,  where  it  is 
mjoyed  by  all  age  groups  in  the  church — the  boys  and 
prls  of  the  children’s  choirs  who  skate  in  the  hall  twice 
i week,  the  classes  of  the  church  school  in  their  traditional 
Christmas  activities,  The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
service  and  many  other  groups. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  event  in  the  Christmas 
story  of  Christ  Church  youth  is  the  presentation  each 
/ear  of  the  “living  tableau”  of  the  nativity  presented  in 
;he  patio  of  the  church.  In  preparing  for  this  event,  spe- 
cial workshops  in  theatrical  make  up  and  costuming  are 
leld  for  the  young  people,  thus  helping  to  make  the  tab- 
eau  more  beautiful  and  authentic.

young  people  who  participate. 

No  Christmas  season  is  complete  without  the  wonder- 
ful sound  of  music  and  this  is  provided  in  large  measure 
by  the  youth  choirs.  Both  the  Harmony  (Junior  High) 
Choir  and  the  Youth  Choristers  present  special  concerts 
and  cantatas  during  the  season  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  John  Reynolds,  choir  directors. 

Each  department  in  the  Youth  Division  has  its  own 
special  Christmas  projects  in  addition  to  the  events  spon- 
sored by  the  Youth  Division. 

This  year  the  Junior  High  MYF  will  be  making 
Christmas  tray  favors  to  be  used  at  the  Masonic  Home.  A 
caroling  party  is  also  included  in  the  activities. 

The  Senior  High  department  has  planned  a new  ac- 
tivity this  year — a gift  wrapping  service  to  both  the  con- 
gregation of  Christ  Church  and  the  community  as  well. 
Not  only  will  gifts  be  beautifully  wrapped  but  will  be  pre- 
pared for  mailing  for  those  who  desire  this  service.  Dona- 
tions for  this  service  will  be  sent  as  a love  gift  to  the 
E.  W.  Carroll  Jr.  Work  Fund  to  be  used  on  the  mission 
field.

It  all  started  in  March,  1964  at  First  Methodist  Church, 
Gainesville  as  a result  of  a mission  study.  The  Commission 
on  Missions  decided  to  set  up  a committee  whose  work 
would  be  to  “establish  and  maintain  contact  with  foreign 
students  at  the  University  of  Florida;  to  bring  them  into 
church  activity  wherever  feasible;  to  encourage  a program 
of  foreign  visitation  in  the  homes  of  church  members.” 

In  looking  for  someone  to  head  up  this  work,  the  Com- 
mission settled  on  Mrs.  Clifford  Boyd,  wife  of  Dr.  Clifford 
Boyd  of  the  University  of  Florida  faculty.  Mrs.  Boyd 
had  already  become  interested  in  the  foreign  students 
when  she  assisted  in  registering  them  at  the  University. 
From  these  students  she  learned  that  their  wives  were 
at  a loss  to  cope  with  their  new  environment,  many  were 
unable  to  speak  English,  and  did  not  know  how  to  make 
the  best  of  facilities  available  to  them.  But,  most  of  all, 
Mrs.  Boyd  learned  that  these  wives  of  foreign  born  stu- 
dents were  lonesome  and  homesick! 

Knocking  on  Doors 

Mrs.  Boyd  enlisted  the  aid  of  a friend  and,  through  the 
help  of  the  Advisor  to  Foreign  Students  on  the  campus, 
Col.  Glen  A.  Farris,  obtained  a list  of  about  20  names  of 
wives  of  foreign  students,  and  the  work  of  the  Foreign 
Friends  Committee  (FFC)  got  underway. 

Armed  with  some  10c  toys  and  animal  crackers  ( in 
case  there  were  children ) and  some  hand-written  ‘calling 
cards’  carrying  church  information  as  well  as  her  name 
and  telephone  number,  Mrs.  Boj'd  and  her  friend  began 
‘knocking  on  doors.’  She  says  she  will  never  forget  the 
first  few  visits  and  she’ll  never  know  who  was  more  scared

— the  foreign  lady  answering  her  door  or  the  American 
lady  trying  to  be  friendly! 

But,  according  to  Mrs.  Boyd.  God  was  with  her  and 
she  found  that  knocking  on  strange  doors  opened  up  new' 
adventures  and  friendships. 

Interest  Grows  and  Expands 

As  the  interest  grew,  the  program  grew.  Church  mem- 
bers opened  their  homes  for  friendly,  get  acquainted  “cof-

fee  hours.”  Weekly  free  sewing  lessons  were  started  and 
seven  electric  sewing  machines  were  secured  and  are 
loaned  out  to  the  students  for  a month  at  a time.  Birthday 
cards  are  sent  to  the  children  of  the  student  families  and 
also  gifts  of  bootees  to  new  born  babies.  The  program 
includes  taking  the  foreign  friends  to  church  activities 
and  at  the  second  annual  Christmas  covered  dish  supper 
at  the  church  the  guests  brought  dishes  typical  of  their 
native  countries  and  a ‘tasting’  table  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

There  was  another  apparent  “need” — to  tell  the  for- 
eign friend  about  our  American  holidays.  This  material 
was  gathered  and  put  in  the  form  of  a 12  page  booklet

called  “Our  American  Holidays”  and  was  received  grate- 
fully by  the  foreign  friends.  Mrs.  Boyd  also  collected 
from  the  native  women  prayers  and  Christmas  customs 
of  many  nations  and  these  too  have  been  assembled  in  a 
book  and  are  available. 

Lines  of  Friendship 

No  small  task,  but  a labor  of  interest  and  love  is  the 
sending  of  letters  containing  local  news  which  Mrs.  Boyd 
writes  and  sends  to  30  or  more  Foreign  Friends  who  have 
returned  to  their  native  homes.  The  letters  received  from 
these  women  are  heart  warming. 

The  work  of  the  Foreign  Friends  Committee  of  First 
Church,  in  co-operation  with  the  work  of  other  organiza- 
tions throughout  the  city,  makes  Gainesville  a happy  and 
contented  home  for  foreign  born  families  while  they  are 
attending  the  University  of  Florida.  Speaking  of  the  pro- 
gram, the  Rev.  Thomas  Mitchell,  pastor  of  First  Church, 
says  that  the  program  is  a significant  and  outstanding 
one  and  he  commends  highly  the  work  of  Mrs.  Boyd  and 
her  committee  as  well  as  the  Commission  on  Missions 
which  authorized  the  program  and  has  helped  to  finance 
it  through  the  church  budget.

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The  growth  and  expansion  fund  is  sometimes  treated 
as  an  extra  which  may  or  may  not  be  paid.  This  indis- 
pensable item  in  the  Conference  budget  is  not  something 
“at  the  bottom  of  the  totem  pole”  to  be  paid  if  there  is 
something  left!  If  we  really  care  about  a Florida  Con- 
ference in  the  future,  the  payment  of  this  asking  is  a must 
for  each  local  church.  Take  a look  at  the  budget  for  this 
fund  for  the  current  year  and  you  will  see  just  how  im- 
portant it  is. 

First,  there  is  the  $70,000  item  for  Florida  Southern 
College.  When  the  writer  asked  our  college  officials 
what  they  plan  to  do  with  their  part  of  this  fund,  this  was 
the  reply:  “This  money  will  be  used  to  help  build  the 
new  library  which  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
says  we  must  have  to  retain  our  accreditation.”  There 
are  not  many  things  that  are  more  important  on  a college 
campus  than  an  adequate  library,  and  certainly  academic 
accreditation  is  no  extra!  Prior  to  the  launching  of  the 
Growth  and  Expansion  Fund,  we  had  a Conference-wide 
“drive”  for  new  college  buildings. 

A new  item  in  the  1966-1967  budget  is  $50,000  for  a 
Conference  Center  or  headquarters  building.  It  is  gen- 
erally known  that  we  have  long  since  outgrown  The  Meth- 
odist Building  in  Lakeland,  which  we  have  been  leasing 
from  Florida  Southern  College.  When  this  city  was  made 
the  headquarters  for  the  Florida  Area,  there  was  no  ap- 
propriate suite  of  rooms  in  that  building  for  a bishop’s 
office,  so  that  facility  was  provided  in  connection  with 
the  episcopal  residence. 

There  is  need  for  office  space  for  the  Lakeland  Dis- 
trict superintendent  and  additional  offices  are  urgently 
needed  for  an  enlarged  staff  for  the  newly  created  Con- 
ference Council.  A chapel  is  greatly  to  be  desired  for 
the  enrichment  of  the  program  at  our  Methodist  Center. 
Some  of  the  present  offices  are  quite  inadequate  for  our 
busy  conference  agencies.  This  item  will  provide  funds 
for  the  purchase  of  a site  for  the  new  center — If  we  pay 
the  Growth  and  Expansion  Fund  asking  in  full! 

The  $50,000  allocation,  for  our  North  Florida  Camp 
near  Mayo  and  our  South  Florida  Camp  near  LaBelle,  is 
to  be  used  for  buildings  and  equipment  in  order  to  make 
these  camps  useful  for  children,  youth  and  adults,  for  fam- 
ily camping,  rustic  camping,  district  and  local  church  re- 
treats, and  planning  conferences.  There  is  a growing 
need  on  the  part  of  our  churches  for  general,  all-purpose 
camps,  near  at  hand,  and  our  Board  of  Education  is  en- 
deavoring to  meet  this  requirement  through  these  two 
camps. 


Work  started  in  November  on  this  modernistic  three-story 
library  at  Florida  Southern  College,  Ixikeland.  The  arch- 
itects are  Nils  Schweizer  & Associates,  Winter  Park.  A St. 
Petersburg  firm,  Mills  & Jones,  won  the  construction 
contract  with  an  apparent  low  bid  of  slightly  less  than 
$900,000. 

Growth  and  Expansion  Fund 
A Necessity— Not  an  Extra ! 

Makes  ‘Drives’ 
Unnecessary 

—Should  be  Cheerfully  Supported 

At  least  $100,000  of  the  $155,000  in  the  budget  for 
Wesley  Foundations  is  to  be  used  on  the  new  $300,000 
chapel  to  be  erected  at  Florida  State  University  in  Talla- 
hassee. For  years,  five  to  six  hundred  students  have  been 
crowding,  on  every  Sunday  morning,  a chapel  which  was 
designed  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  persons.  At  long  last, 
we  are  providing  an  adequate  sanctuary  for  worshippers 
at  this  growing  university. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  so  many  Methodist  youth 
and  young  adults  are  turning  to  the  church  for  guidance, 
in  a day  when  campus  youth  are  rebelling  against  the 
conventions  and  moral  standards  of  the  Christian  Church. 
Our  church  must  have  appropriate  facilities  on  the  cam- 
puses of  our  great  universities  where  it  can  make  its  wit- 
ness in  the  place  where  significant  decisions  are  being 
made.  The  balance  of  this  appropriation  will  be  used 
for  paying  for  sites  and  Wesley  Foundation  buildings  at 
Florida  Atlantic  University,  Stetson  University  and  the 
University  of  South  Florida;  and  for  renovations  of  our 
Wesley  Foundation  buildings  at  the  University  of  Florida 
and  the  University  of  Miami. 

The  $100,000  item  for  church  extension  in  the  Growth 
and  Expansion  Fund  budget  will  be  used  primarily  in  the 
purchase  of  sites  for  new  congregations.  Some  of  the 
thirty-six  sites  purchased  during  the  last  two  years  could 
not  have  been  secured  without  substantial  assistance  from 
this  fund.  Church  sites  have  become  so  expensive  in  re- 
cent years  that,  without  help  on  the  conference  level,  the 
district  superintendents  would  be  unable  to  provide  Meth- 
odist churches  for  new  congregations  in  some  very  sig- 
nificant places. 

The  first  $12,000  of  the  allocation  to  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  is  a prior-claim  item  of 
$1,000  to  each  district,  to  be  used  for  emergencies  and 
miscellaneous  church  extension  needs.  Benefiting  from 
this  item,  in  the  current  year,  will  be  eleven  parsonages 
and  three  sanctuaries  for  new  or  weak  congregations, 
three  educational  buildings,  one  fellowship  hall,  and  one 
district  survey. 

If  our  people  could  be  helped  to  see  what  their  Growth 
and  Expansion  dollars  are  accomplishing,  they  would 
gladly  pay  their  full  asking  for  this  fund.  Pastors  and 
lay  officials  are  urged  to  help  them  see!  Treasurers 
should  be  urged  to  make  regular  remittances  on  Growth 
and  Expansion  to  the  Conference  Treasurer.  Your  sup-

She 
was  equally  successful  in 
rural  work  to  which  she 
ive  several  years  of  her  life.  This  service  took  her  to 
erradura  in  eastern  Cuba  and  to  Baguanos  in  the  Oriente 
rovince.  She  was  a licensed  preacher  and  a genuine 
rcuit  rider  in  the  latter  assignment,  traveling  by  jeep 
l dry  weather  and  riding  horseback  to  her  seven  preach- 
g places  during  the  rainy  season.

The  story  is  told  by  one  of  our  missionaries  that 
le  of  the  villages  where  she  worked  had  been  burned  by 
atista’s  men,  and  then  strafed  from  the  air,  when  she 
lanced  to  pick  up  the  news  by  shortwave  radio  that  the 
ar  was  over.  She  lost  no  time  in  taking  a United  States 
ag  and  an  American  Red  Cross  flag,  and  fastening  them 
her  car  she  braved  the  danger  of  strafing  from  the  air 
' she  drove  through  the  village  announcing  the  end  of 
e war,  in  an  effort  to  prevent  further  bloodshed. 

While  on  furlough  in  1959,  it  became  necessary  for  all 
ir  missionaries  in  Cuba  to  be  recalled  so  she  was  not 
emitted  to  return  to  her  service  there.  Shortly  after 
;r  furlough,  she  was  reassigned  to  Uraguay  where  she 
lent  two  years  in  charge  of  the  social  work  in  this  land, 
here  there  has  been  a growing  interest  in  the  Protestant 


message  and  a great  opportunity  for  our  church.  In  1963 
Virginia  served  as  Director  of  Christian  Education  at  the 
Elnglish-speaking  church,  Emmanuel,  in  Montevideo,  but 
since  1965  she  has  been  serving  low-income  people  of  the 
southern  part  of  the  city  from  the  Malvin  Social  Center. 
She  works  with  missionaries  and  nationals  in  several 
churches,  assisting  with  music,  Bible  studies,  church 
schools,  recreation,  food  distribution  through  the  Alliance 
for  Progress  and  clinical  work.  She  expects  her  next 
furlough  to  begin  early  in  1967  when  she  will  be  in  the 
states  for  a year  before  reassignment. 

Miss  Chapman  is  regarded  as  one  of  Florida  Metho- 
dism’s most  versatile  and  effective  young  missionaries, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  she  is  appreciated  by 
ministers  and  laymen  in  her  own  district.  The  DeLand 
District  has  as  one  of  its  goals  for  the  current  year  the  full 
support,  through  our  Advance  program,  of  this  useful  and 
dedicated  servant  of  the  church.

Court  Rules  Church's  Home 
For  Elderly  Not  Tax-Exempt 

The  Florida  Supreme  Court,  in  a 4-3  decision,  has 
ruled  that  Bradenton  Manor,  a home  for  the  elderly  oper- 
ated by  the  Presbyterian  Church  on  a non-profit  basis, 
is  not  exempt  from  taxation. 

It  is  feared  that  similar  homes  operated  by  Methodists 
and  other  church  groups  will  also  lose  their  tax-exemption. 

One  member  of  the  court  who  disagreed  with  the 
majority,  Justice  B.  K.  Roberts,  was  reported  to  have 
said  that  the  decision  could  endanger  the  tax-exempt 
status  of  every  church-operated  college,  school  or  hospital 
in  the  state  which  charge  for  services. 

Chief  Justice  Campbell  Thornal,  well-known  Metho- 
dist layman,  was  reported  as  having  voted  against  the 
majority  ruling.

The  Sunday  morning  worship  service  is  being  broadn 
cast  over  station  WDCJ  each  Sunday  and  is  also  being 
carried  by  companion  station  FM  WKTZ.

The  Church  has  appointed  a new  minister  of  music, 
Mr.  Barnes  E.  Sale,  Jr.  Mr.  Sale  is  a member  of  the 
American  Guild  of  Organists,  The  National  Fellowship 
of  Methodist  Musicians  (where  he  serves  on  the  Execu- 
tive Committee)  and  Director  of  the  Beaches  Choral 
Society.

Since  its  beginning  the  membership  has  grown  to  703 
as  reported  at  the  last  annual  conference.  The  Rev. 
Harris  Dew'ese,  Sr.  is  the  present  pastor  of  the  church, 
having  been  appointed  there  in  1961.

‘Movement”  is  the  mood  of  the  Methodist  Student  Move- 
ment. Records  indicate  that  this  has  long  been  true  of 
tudents  on  college  campuses  with  Christian  concern.  As 
arly  as  1636  when  Harvard  College  was  founded  there 
/as  “voluntary  associations  of  Christian  students  who 
met  regularly  for  prayer,  study,  mutual  encouragement 
nd  service.”  From  such  a group  as  this  a young  student, 
ohn  Wesley,  moved  out  into  a program  of  “social  action” 
nd  “reform,”  calling  for  “church  renewal.”  This  “move- 
ment” eventually  resulted  in  the  Methodist  Church. 

What  will  be  the  eventual  outgrowth  of  the  newly 
mrmed  University  Christian  Movement  and  what  are  its 
amplications  for  us?  were  the  type  questions  considered 
y the  Florida  MSM  Council  in  its  recent  fall  meeting  at 
'lorida  Southern  College,  Lakeland,  as  reported  by  Jo 
<ott,  publicity  officer  and  Jackie  Jonas,  Florida  MSM 
resident. 

The  University  Christian  Movement  became  the  suc- 
essor  to  the  National  Student  Christian  Federation  as 
me  corporate  expression  of  campus  Christian  effort,  when 
1 its  eighth  General  Assembly  the  NSCF  voted  itself  out 
f existence  in  the  process  of  creating  the  new  University 
Christian  Movement. 

Reports  from  the  historic  meeting  in  Chicago  reveal 
mat  “delegates  applauded  enthusiastically  when  officers 
f the  National  Federation  of  Catholic  Students  and  their 
lewman  Federation  announced  their  unanimous  vote  to 
ecome  a part  of  the  University  Christian  Movement. 
Response  was  equally  as  warm  when  the  Young  Friends 
f North  America,  a Quaker  Organization,  and  the  Campus 
ommission  of  the  Standing  Conference  of  Orthodox 
ishops  in  the  Americas  stated  their  intention  to  enter 
5 charter  members  of  the  new  UCM.”

Church  Merger  Plan  Approved 

The  general  conference  of  The  Methodist  and  Evangelical  United 
Brethren  (EUB)  churches,  meeting  recently  in  Chicago,  voted  to 
merge  as  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

The  EUB  voted  325  to  88  for  the  merger,  and  the  Methodist  con- 
ference 749  to  40. 

The  merger  next  must  be  approved  by  two-thirds  votes  of  Meth- 
odist and  EUB  annual  conferences. 

The  merged  church  would  have  more  than  11  million  members. 
The  Methodist  Church,  already  the  second  largest  Protestant  denom- 
ination in  the  United  States,  has  more  than  10  million  members.  The 
EUB  has  about  750,000  members. 

The  discipline  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  would  include 
both  the  Methodist  articles  of  religion  and  EUB  confession  of  faith. 

The  Methodist  General  Conference  approved  the  report  of  the 
Commission  on  Inter- Jurisdictional  Relations  which  retained  the 
principle  of  voluntarism,  but  set  a “determined  goal”  to  affect  the 
merger  of  the  Central  Jurisdiction  annual  conferences  with  the  annual 
conferences  of  the  geographical  jurisdictions  by  the  time  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  meeting  in  1972.

Honor  graduate  of  the  the  most  re- 
cent basic  course  at  Army  Chaplain 
School  was  Chaplain  (1st  Lt.)  James 
T.  Jackson,  a member  of  the  Florida 
Conference.  Jackson,  one  of  32  Meth- 
odist members  of  his  class,  is  now  as- 
signed to  Ft.  McClellan,  Ala.  He  en- 
tered the  chaplaincy  in  July  after  serv- 
ing pastorates  in  Marietta,  Ga.  and 
Jacksonville,  Fla.  He  is  a graduate  of 
Emory  University  and  Candler  School 
of  Theology. 

Two  1 1 O'Clock  Services  Each 
Sunday— Same  Preacher! 

The  Chattahoochee  Church,  of  the 
Florida  Conference,  is  located  only  two 
blocks  from  the  Georgia  line  which  puts 
it  only  three  blocks  from  the  West 
Florida  - South  Alabama  Conference 
line,  and  the  same  distance  from  the 
Central  Standard  Time  Zone. 

These  facts  make  for  a very  un- 
usual opportunity  for  churches  to  work 
together  across  conference  lines.  The 
Sneads  Church,  in  the  West  Florida 
Conference,  is  only  three  or  four  miles 
away.  The  two  churches  jointly  spon- 
sor a weekly  radio  program  “The  Word 
and  Music”  which  is  produced  by 
TRAFCO.  They  also  cooperate  in  daily 
radio  devotionals. 

The  ministers  of  the  two  churches 
cooperate  in  many  ways,  one  of  which 
is  to  preach  for  each  other  without  dis- 
rupting their  own  schedules.  This  is 
possible  because  of  the  time  zone.  When 


the  Rev.  Robert  Ross,  pastor  of  the 
Sneads  Church  is  out  of  town,  the  Rev. 
Donald  Padgett,  paster  of  the  Chatta- 
hoochee Church,  preaches  at  his  own 
church  at  11:00  a.m.,  dismisses  his  con- 
gregation a few  moments  early,  dashes 
out  the  back  door  and  across  the  time 
zone,  and  begins  another  11:00  sendee 
in  Sneads. 

Mr.  Padgett  says,  “I’ll  bet  there  are 
not  too  many  preachers  that  can  con- 
duct two  11  o’clock  services  the  same 
day  in  two  different  places.”

New  Congregations  are  Formed 


Dear  Friends: 

This  has  been  a busy  two  weeks!  But  the  District 
Conferences  have  made  it  all  worthwhile.  I’ve  been 
thrilled  time  and  time  again  to  witness,  through  reports, 
the  dedication  and  the  creativity  of  our  ministers  and 
laity  throughout  the  state.  In  twelve  District  Conferences 
I had  the  pleasure  of  speaking  to  a total  of  approximately 
4,000  Methodists  upon  the  subject  of  our  Venture  in  Faith. 

You  will  be  interested  in  some  of  the  statistics  gleaned 
from  the  Conference  reports  covering  the  period  June

While  down  that  way 
I visited  the  area  in  North  Naples  where  we  have  just  or- 
ganized a new  church  and  I had  the  pleasure  of  going  to 
East  Naples  where  their  first  unit  has  recently  been  con- 
secrated. From  there  we  went  to  another  site  where  it  is 
anticipated  we  will  have  a congregation  before  long. 


We  are  in  the  midst  of  Advent.  Christmas  falls  on  Sun- 
day this  year.  I trust  that  day  will  be  a glorious  experi- 
ence in  the  lives  of  our  people.  What  greater  exultation 
is  ever  expressed  by  Christian  people  in  any  hour  of  wor- 
ship than  “Joy  to  the  World,  the  Lord  is  Come!”  May 
the  Lord  bless  you  everyone.

“The  best  way  to  live  a long  life  is  to  keep  your  nose  out 
of  other  people’s  business.”  That  is  the  philosophy  of 
Mrs.  Therese  Rowlands  whose  picture  appears  on  the 
cover.  She  celebrated  her  105th  birthday  on  October  3. 

Mrs.  Rowlands  was  born  in  Bohemia  in  1861  just  as 
the  Civil  War  was  beginning  in  America.  She  migrated 
with  her  family  to  the  United  States  when  she  was  ten 
years  of  age.  After  living  a number  of  years  in  Ohio,  she 
came  with  her  husband  to  Miami  in  1913.  One  of  her 
earliest  memories  of  Miami  was  witnessing  the  laying  of 
the  corner  stone  of  the  White  Temple  Methodist  Church 
'Later  First  Methodist  of  Miami)  on  February  13,  1913. 

Although  largely  confined  to  her  home  these  last  few 
years.  Mrs.  Rowlands  remains  an  interesting  and  inter- 
ested person.  She  reads  her  Bible  and  -The  Upper  Room 
daily.  When  Mature  Years  arrives,  she  reads  it  from 
cover  to  cover.  In  addition  to  her  reading  Mrs.  Row- 
lands keeps  a daily  diary  in  which  she  enters  the  chief 
news  of  the  day,  the  weather,  and  her  own  personal  memos. 

Besides  having  a healthy  and  wholesome  outlook  on 
life,  Mrs.  Rowlands  is  the  possessor  of  lively  and  ready 
wit.  Nothing  pleases  her  more  than  to  cross  swords  of 


repartee  with  her  pastor,  The  Rev.  A.  A.  Hedberg,  or  one 
of  the  numerous  visitors  who  call.  At  frequent  intervals 
the  parish  visitor,  Mrs.  Lillian  Clark,  drops  by  to  play 
a recording  of  the  Sunday  service  for  her. 

Mrs.  Rowlands  lives  with  her  daughter  who  is  82.  To- 
gether they  do  most  of  their  own  house  work  and  cooking.

James  Lloyd  Knox,  son  of  Carlos  Stephen  and  Jessie 
Hardee  Knox,  was  born  in  Tampa,  Florida  where  he  re- 
ceived Christian  nurture  in  Hyde  Park  Methodist  Church, 
attended  the  public  schools,  and  was  graduated  from  Plant 
High  School.  His  academic  work  was  done  at  Florida 
Southern  College,  and  he  received  his  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
degree  from  Candler  School  of  Theology.  On  June  2, 
1951  he  married  Miss  Edith  Laney  Strawn  of  Dunedin 
and  Lakeland,  a registered  nurse.  Two  children,  Richard 
Michael  14,  and  Carol  Ann  11,  were  born  of  that  union. 

His  first  appointment  in  the  Florida  Conference  was 
to  the  pastorate  of  St.  Johns  Church,  Tampa,  where  he 
served  from  1954  to  1958.  Following  some  months  of 
missionary  training,  and  language  study  in  the  Presby- 
terian Language  School  in  San  Jose,  Costa  Rica,  he  went 
to  Cuba  as  a missionary  in  1959.

His  wife  operated  a dispensary  in  a slum  area  of  the  city 
during  this  pastorate.  In  the  latter  part  of  1960,  due  to 
the  political  unrest  on  the  island  under  Castro,  it  was 
necessary  for  this  able  missionary  couple  to  leave  Cuba 
along  with  all  our  Methodist  missionaries  there. 

In  the  same  year  Lloyd  was  assigned  to  Argentina, 
and  appointed  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  and 
West  Church,  of  Lomas  de  Zamora,  an  industrial  city  of 
more  than  a quarter  of  a million  people,  a suburb  of 
Buenos  Aires.  Later  he  became  district  superintendent 
of  the  Buenos  South  District,  editor  of  the  mission  quar- 
terly “Land  of  Decision”,  and  news  correspondent  for  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  Argentina. 

In  1964  he  returned  to  the  Florida  Conference  and 
was  appointed  associate  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  of  West  Palm  Beach,  where,  in  addition  to  other 
duties  he  was  able  to  minister  to  Cuban  refugees  in  that 
area.  In  1965  he  was  made  coordinator  of  the  Florida 
Methodist  Spanish  Ministry,  with  headquarters  in  Miami. 

During  the  past  two  years  his  superior  training  and 
rich  experience,  along  with  his  unusual  gifts  and  com- 
plete dedication,  have  enabled  him  to  give  creative 
leadership  and  effective  missionary  service  to  our  Cuban 
refugees  and  other  Latin  people  in  Florida.  Under  his 
guidance  the  Florida  Methodist  Spanish  Ministry  is  serv- 


ing thousands  of  Hispanic  people  in  our  state  through 
eight  Cuban  national  ministers,  a former  Cuban  confer- 
ence youth  director,  and  two  former  Latin  American  mis- 
sionaries. 

A wide  range  of  services  is  being  provided  the  Span-  ! 
ish  speaking  people — such  as  worship  services  in  Spanish 
and  English  in  a dozen  churches  and  other  places.  English  ! 
language  classes,  a clinic  for  unemployed  and  elderly  i 
Cubans,  kindergartens,  after-school  tutoring,  and  recrea-  i 
tion  clubs.  A trained  youth  worker  is  conducting  a pro-  ' 
gram  of  religious,  cultural  and  recreational  activities  at 
an  International  House  in  Miami.  A qualified  nner  city 
worker  is  providing  dramatic,  recreational  an  ' religious 
leadership  in  a Youth  Room  in  Tampa.  The;\  is  a min- 
istry to  Cuban  migrants  in  Hardee  County,  Gordonville, 
and  Belle  Glade.  Cuban  Refugee  Centers  are  provided 
in  Miami  and  Tampa,  and  representatives  of  the  Florida 
Methodist  Spanish  Ministry  welcome  the  refugees  who 
arrive  daily  at  the  Miami  International  Airport  on  the 
Freedom  Flights,  and  then  give  food,  clothing,  counseling 
and  employment  service  to  those  people  who  are  having 
to  surrender  all  their  worldly  goods  when  they  choose 
freedom  in  our  land  instead  of  Communism  in  Cuba. 

Every  church  in  Florida  should  be  eager  to  have  a 
part  in  supporting  this  challenging  opportunity  for  mis- 
sionary investment.  Forty-five  thousand  dollars  is  needed 
for  this  National  Advance  Mission  Special  which  is  to  be 
taken  in  all  our  churches  on  the  first  Sunday  in  February.

myone’s  preaching  but  by  my  mother’s  practicing.” 

Hundreds  of  years  separate  these  two  statements,  yet 
Ley  are  bound  together  by  the  same  truth.  It  is  the 
Christian  life  itself  that  is  contagious. 

This  does  not  mean  that  preaching  or  church  school 
caching  are  unimportant.  Far  from  it!  It  does  suggest, 
lowever,  that  the  daily  life  of  the  Christian  speaks  the 


final  word  in  Christian  witnessing. 

With  this  in  mind  as  we  are  beginning  a new  year,  the 
words  of  Psalm  51  become  particularly  important.  Here 
is  the  prayer  of  a man  who  wants  to  make  a new  begin- 
ning. And  he  feels  desperately  the  need  to  be  cleansed  of 
his  guilt  so  that  he  can  start  afresh. 

We  can  even  discover  what  some  of  his  sins  were.  He 
was  guilty  of  rebellion  against  God  (vs.  4),  insincerity  to- 
ward others  (vs.  6) , and  even  of  the  desire  to  take  revenge 
upon  an  enemy  by  killing  him  (vs.  14). 

But  he  knows  what  is  needed;  he  is  aware  of  the  prayer 
he  should  make:  “Create  in  me  a clean  heart  O God,  and 
put  a new  and  right  spirit  within  me.”  (vs.  10). 

This  is  every  man’s  prayer  for  the  new  year— a new 
spirit  for  a new  beginning.  The  Roman  god  Janus  is  pic- 
tured on  an  ancient  coin  as  having  two  heads.  One  looks 
backward,  and  the  other  looks  forward  to  tomorrow.  This 
is  the  way  it  is  with  the  psalmist’s  petition— and  with  ours. 

In  a psalm  of  repentance  such  as  this,  it  is  significant 
to  discover  that  there  is  also  to  be  found  here  an  em- 
phasis upon  joy.  It  is  not  a sad  psalm  but  a hopeful  one. 
The  writer  expects  to  enjoy  once  again  the  happiness  he 
formerly  knew.  Joy  and  gladness  (vs.  8)  are  to  be  his 
lot  in  God  (vs.  12).  What  an  expectation  for  the  new 
year! 
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Our  Position  on  Vietnam 

Resolution  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  of  The  Methodist  Church 


Bishop  James  W.  Henley  served  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  to  draw  up  this  statement  on  Vietnam. 
The  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  of 
The  Methodist  Church  and  has  been  widely  publicized 
throughout  the  country: 

The  tragic  dimensions  of  human  suffering  in  Vietnam 
call  for  a far  greater  response  by  concerned  and  compas- 
sionate people  than  has  yet  been  evident.  We  join  men 
of  goodwill  throughout  the  world  in  a plea  that  means  be 
found  speedily  to  bring  an  end  to  hostilities  and  slaughter. 
There  must  be  no  further  escalation  by  any  participants. 

This  struggle  is  not  merely  a national  problem  but  a 
human  problem  in  which  the  very  future  of  mankind  itself 
is  at  stake.  Nowadays  we  know  that  neither  victory  nor 
defeat,  in  the  sense  in  which  they  were  once  understood, 
is  possible  for  warring  nations;  the  present  issue  is  one  of 
human  survival.  The  contemporary  global  context  is  en- 
tirely new;  all  peoples  desire  the  privilege  of  self  determi- 
nation without  hindrance  by  any  other  power  bloc  what- 
soever. 

The  general  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  in 
1964  rightly  declared  that  “no  nation  is  ultimately  sov- 
ereign. All  nations  and  people  are  under  the  judgment  of 
God.”  Therefore,  in  the  name  of  God  and  in  the  name  of 
humanity,  we  insist  that  both  sides  cease  their  mutual  de- 
struction and  seek  peace. 

Dramatic  action  is  needed  to  break  the  present  im- 
passe. This  can  begin  with  the  households  of  faith.  We 
acknowledge  the.  great  responsibility  which  surely  rests 
upon  the  religious  communities  in  all  lands  with  respect 
to  this  crisis.  As  the  Council  of  Bishops  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  we  announce  our  readiness  for  representatives  of 
our  church  to  assemble  with  other  representative  world 
religious  leaders  of  the  Judeo-Christian  tradition  and  in- 
deed of  all  the  world’s  great  religious  traditions:  to  assess 
our  common  obligations  to  all  humanity  in  this  crucial 
hour  and  to  deliberate  on  what  initiatives  people  of  all  re- 
ligious persuasions  might  undertake  in  order  to  avert  dis- 
aster. Such  a world  consultation  might  well  take  place  in 
Asia  or  at  any  other  location  which  could  be  unitedly  de- 
termined. The  urgency  of  the  human  situation  would 
seem  to  warrant  the  setting  aside  of  usual  protocol  and 
customary  restraints  which  might  delay  the  calling  of  such 
a meeting  in  the  very  near  future. 

Further  steps  are  also  available  to  the  nations  in  or- 
der to  lessen  the  current  level  of  tension,  without  any 
party  in  the  conflict  expecting  to  impose  its  will  upon  the 
other.  First  of  all,  we  would  vigorously  support  the 
United  Nations  Secretary-General  U Thant  in  a fresh  in- 
itiative by  him  to  effect  a cease-fire.  We  urge  him  to  in- 
vite representatives  of  the  opposing  forces  to  meet  at  a 
designated  time  and  in  a neutral  place  to  undertake  a 
negotiated  settlement.  Regardless  of  what  their  oppon- 
ents may  do,  the  United  States  and  its  allies,  with  their 
powerful  military  presence  in  Vietnam,  are  in  a position 
to  show  their  openness  and  good  faith  by  responding  pos- 
itively to  such  an  appeal  and  not  have  their  action  mis- 
taken for  weakness. 

Secondly,  we  respectfully  call  upon  President  Johnson, 
without  waiting  for  United  Nations  initiative,  once  again 
to  institute  a period  of  cessation  of  fighting  in  the  hope  of 
provoking  a similar  response  from  North  Vietnam. 


We  express  appreciation  to  those  governments  which 
are  providing  medical  aid  to  Vietnamese  civilians  wound-! 
ed  in  the  war.  It  is  imperative  that  the  leaders  of  all  na- 1 
tions  should  expand  this  program  in  order  adequately  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  appallingly  large  number  of  men, 
women  and  children  being  crippled  and  maimed  in  the 
struggle  raging  across  their  country. 

Finally,  we  would  urge  the  major  powers  to  commit 
themselves  jointly  to  a program  of  massive  economic  re- 
habilitation in  the  torn  and  tortured  land  of  Vietnam.

The  East  Naples  Church,  started  only  two  years  ago, 
recently  moved  into  the  first  unit  of  its  new  building,  a 
lovely  chapel  seating  150  persons,  with  Sunday  School 
class  rooms,  rest  rooms,  and  offices  surrounding  the  chapel 
area. 

The  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  building  in  Oc- 
tober and  on  November  27  District  Superintendent  Lewis 
N.  Head  preached  and  conducted  the  Consecration  Serv- 
ice for  the  new  building.  The  Rev.  Robert  Foxworthy  is 
the  pastor  of  this  rapidly  growing  new  congregation.

First  Church , Coral  Gables

The  40th  anniversary  of  the  Coral  Gables  Church  was 
marked  with  a week  of  special  events  beginning  with  Lay- 
man’s Day.  Judge  Hal  P.  Dekle,  Commissioner  William 
Chapman  and  attorneys  William  L.  Gray,  Jr.  and  James 
Peck  II  reviewed  the  history  of  the  church  and  outlined 
the  challenge  for  the  future. 

Congregational  dinners  were  held  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  nights  honoring  the  seven  remaining  charter 
members  and  the  50  “pioneers”  who  joined  during  the 
first  ten  years  of  the  church’s  history. 

The  congregation  now  numbers  4,000  members  who 
support  an  annual  budget  of  $240,000  of  which  $100,000 
goes  to  missions. 

The  church’s  fellowship  hall  was  named  “Founders 
Hall”  and  a bronze  plaque  with  that  name  was  unveiled 
during  the  dinners. 

Another  plaque  will  honor  Charles  M.  Moon,  who  has 
been  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  past  35 
years  and  who  donated  the  site  for  the  first  church. 

Also  during  the  week  the  name  for  the  $250,000  educa- 
tional wing  now  under  construction  was  designated  the 
John  H.  Hanger  Memorial  Building,  in  honor  of  the  form- 
er pastor.

North  Methodist  Church,  Naples 
Organization  Becomes  Official 

On  Sunday,  November  20,  the  organi- 
zation of  the  newest  church  in  the  Sara- 
sota District  became  official  when  the 
District  Superintendent,  the  Rev.  Lew- 
is N.  Head,  preached  at  the  church  and 
the  charter  membership  was  closed  with 
89  charter  members  on  the  roll.  Nine 
were  received  on  profession  of  faith  and 
three  from  other  denominations.  Sev- 
enty-seven were  received  by  certificate 
from  other  Methodist  churches,  includ- 
ing 60  from  First  Church,  Naples,  the 
sponsoring  church. 

Following  the  sermon  by  Mr.  Head, 
on  behalf  of  the  Florida  Conference,  he 
declared  the  church  officially  organ- 
ized and  constituted,  and  presented 
charter  membership  certificates  to  those 
on  the  charter  roll. 

The  Rev.  Walter  Jessup  is  pastor  of 
the  newly  organized  church,  having 
been  appointed  to  this  field  of  service  at 
the  last  annual  conference. 

Five  acres  of  land  was  purchased 
some  time  ago  by  First  Church,  Naples 
for  the  site  of  the  new  church.  This 
property  is  now  free  of  all  indebtedness 
and  plans  are  under  way  to  raise  money 
to  put  up  the  first  unit  of  the  new 
church  buildings  as  soon  as  possible. 

At  present  the  congregation  is  meet- 
ing in  an  air-conditioned  school  build- 
ing nearby.  Attendance  at  services  at 
the  present  time  is  averaging  about  85 
each  Sunday,  with  75  in  attendance  at 
Sunday  School.

Methodist  Layman  Elected 
National  Council  President 

A prominent  Methodist  layman,  Dr. 
Arthur  S.  Flemming,  president  of  the 
University  of  Oregon,  is  the  new  presi- 
dent of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of 
Churches. 

He  was  elected 
Dec.  6 at  the  coun- 
cil’s triennial  meet- 
ing, held  at  Miami 
Beach.  The  body 
numbers  30  Prot- 
estant and  Ortho- 
dox denominations 
with  a total  of  14 
million  members. 

D r . Flemming 
was  formerly  president  of  his  alma 
mater,  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  and 
has  been  president  of  the  University  of 
Oregon  since  1961.  In  between,  he  held 
numerous  government  posts  including 
Secretary  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  under  President  Eisenhower. 

Dr.  Flemming  was  a featured  speaker 
in  1961  at  Florida  Southern  College's 
Founders  Week  observance. 

In  his  acceptance  speech,  Dr.  Flem- 
ming called  for  a nationwide  campaign 
to  get  public  schools  to  teach  religion. 

“Religious  illiteracy  is  rampant  in 
the  country,  and  it  is  time  we  launched 
a frontal  attack  on  it,”  he  said. 

He  added  that  it  is  clear  that  the 
Supreme  Court  has  no  constitutional 
objection  to  objective  religion  courses.

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The  Bishop’s  Message : 


The  Church:  Product  of  its 
Yesterdays;  its  Hope  for  the  Future 


As  I dictate  this  the  old  year  ( 1966)  is  rapidly  passing 
into  history.  I’ve  just  taken  the  little  black  book  - my 
daily  calendar  - which  I’ve  carried  in  my  pocket  for  the 
past  twelve  months  and  tucked  it  away  with  similar  cal- 
endars of  years  gone  by.  Of  course  I am  aware  that  the 
old  year  doesn’t  completely  die  with  the  coming  of  the 
new.  The  past  has  a way  of  following  us  out  into  the  fu- 
ture. The  things  we  sought  to  accomplish,  the  ventures 
we  made  in  faith,  the  gifts  we  made  through  sacrifice,  the 
witness  we  sought  to  manifest  on  behalf  of  Christ  — all 
these  have  a happy  way  of  accompanying  us  into  the  un- 
charted tomorrow.  Alas,  the  memory  of  sins  committed, 
the  awareness  of  work  done  half-heartedly,  the  recollection 
of  broken  allegiance  — these  also  follow.  For  good  or  ill, 
the  past  lives  on  as  a part  or  parcel  of  our  being. 

What  is  true  of  us  as  individuals  is  also  true  of  our 
institutions.  The  Church,  for  instance,  is  the  product  of 
its  yesterdays.  The  kind  of  preaching  it  has  had,  the  kind 
of  pastoral  ministry  it  has  experienced,  the  kind  of  lay 
leadership  it  has  enjoyed,  the  kind  of  loyalty  its  members 
have  displayed,  the  kind  of  concern  it  has  manifested  - 
all  these  are  mixed  together  into  one  composite  which  is 
known  as  the  church  to  which  you  belong.  It  does  not 
begin  its  life  anew  on  January  1 anymore  than  you  as  an 
individual  begin  your  life  anew  on  that  date  without  re- 
ference to  the  past. 

But  there  is  something  invigorating  about  the  oppor- 
tunity of  beginning  again.  I rejoice  in  the  privilege  of 
writing  another  chapter  and  I purpose,  God  willing,  to 
make  it  better  than  the  last.  Blessed  is  the  man  who 
embraces  the  new  year  enthusiastically  and  counts  it  a 
gift  of  God’s  grace. 

Some  wonderful  things  are  happening  within  the  life 
of  the  Church.  Among  them  is  the  release  of  a whole  new 
area  of  literature  for  the  church  school.  Those  who  are 
best  acquainted  with  it  are  quite  confident  that  it  will 
challenge  and  inspire  vast  numbers  of  people  not  now  en- 
rolled in  our  church  schools  to  become  active  participants. 
This  is  also  a “venture  in  faith”  in  a manner  of  speaking. 
It  is  a challenge  to  us  to  join  with  multiplied  thousands 
of  fellow  Methodists  in  enriching  the  Church’s  teaching 
ministry.  Let  us  all  give  our  support  to  our  educational 
ministry  as  we  strive  to  ( 1 ) reach  and  teach  more  people, 
(2)  have  more  serious  study,  (3)  prepare  better  trained 
leaders,  ( 4 ) carry  Christian  education  beyond  the  local 
congregation,  and  (5)  make  better  use  of  our  new  and 
improved  curriculum  resources.

The  Rev.  Milton  Wyatt,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Conference  Board  of  Education,  in  speaking  of  the  New 
Day  in  Christian  Education  says,  “We  are  living  in  a 
‘new  day’— a stormy  present.  As  Christians  we  must 
think  anew  and  act  anew.  Christian  learning  does  not 
really  take  place  until  a person  sees  the  meaning  of  Chris- 
tian truth  for  his  own  life  and  changes  or  acts  anew  ac- 
cording to  that  meaning”. 

The  new  approach  in  the  development  of  curriculum 
materials  for  Methodist  Church  Schools  stresses  the  fact 
that  the  new  ‘design’  covers  the  w'hole  span  of  life— from; 
childhood  to  mature  years. 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Church  School  magazine  the 
purpose  of  the  New  Day  is  stated  very  clearly:  “It  is

Cover  Story: 

They  Both  Go  Hand  in  Hand 

Dr.  Harold  E.  Buell,  president  of  the  Conference  Board 
of  Education,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  D.  Bledsoe,  chairman 
of  the  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism,  find  a meeting 
of  minds  as  they  discuss  two  important  and  far-reaching 
ministries  of  the  church. 

The  vital  question  “What  does  the  ‘New  Day  in  Chris- 
tian Education’  have  to  do  with  the  ‘Venture  in  Faith’ 
emphasis?”  is  answered  by  Dr.  Buell  when  he  says,  “These 
two  Conference  programs  have  common  goals.  Both  have 
as  goals  ( 1 ) the  bringing  of  people  to  make  a commitment 
of  their  lives  to  Christ  and  (2)  helping  committed  Chris- 
tians to  grow  in  their  understanding  of  the 
meaning  of  Christian  discipleship. 

“Christian  education  and  evangelism  are  two 
sides  of  the  same  coin.  They  go  hand  in  hand. 

True  Christian  education  is  evangelistic,  and 
true  evangelism  is  educational. 

“Florida  Methodists  are  being  challenged  by 
the  new  curriculum  for  adults  (to  be  available 
for  use  in  September)  and  the  Venture  in  Faith 
evangelistic  services  this  spring,  to  move  into  a deepening 
of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  people  of  our  church.  Let  us 
‘venture  in  faith’  into  ‘a  new  day’.” 

The  Rev.  Bledsoe  agrees  and  adds,  “If  you  and  I, 
who  say  we  are  interested  in  evangelism  (the  wanning  of 
the  lost,  both  inside  and  outside  the  Church)  will  take 
full  advantage  of  the  possibilities  of  ‘A  New  Day  in 
Christian  Education’,  we  will  see  at  least  three  things 
happen:  (1)  The  Church  really  being  the  Church — God’s 
representative  in  the  world;  (2)  Many  individuals  in 
the  Church  will  have  a revitalizing  of  their  faith,  making 
new  decisions  and  commitments,  coming  to  know  Christ 
as  their  personal  Saviour;  (3)  People  will  share  their 
faith  in  the  every  day  experience  of  life  because  they 
will  have  a ‘working  knowledge’  of  the  faith  and  will 
have  something  to  share!  This  will  win  people  to  Christ 
and  His  Church.” 

Mr.  Bledsoe  continues,  “A  New  Day  in  Christian 
Education  can  be  a ‘mind  filling’  experience  that  leads 
us  to  a ‘heart  warming’  experience.  This  is  my  hope 
and  my  prayer  for  myself  and  our  Church.” 

“I  invite  you  to  add  to  your  life  A Venture  in  Faith 
that  will  make  its  contribution  to  a New  Day  in  Christian 
Education!”

The  Commission  on  Education  in  each  local  church 
should  now  be  well  aware  of  the  significant  developments 
that  are  taking  place  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  church 
with  the  introduction  (in  1964)  of  Christian  Studies  for 
Methodist  Children.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  the 
new  curriculum  for  Adults  will  also  be  an  excellent  tool 
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r the  accomplishment  of  the  high  purposes  of  the  new 
ssign’.  That  is,  “if  we  have  the  heart  for  it”. 

According  to  Miss  Edith  Goodwin,  Conference  Coor- 
nator  of  Adult  Work,  many  plans  are  underway  for  the 
lining  of  district  and  area  leaders  who  can  be  called 
i to  go  into  the  local  church  and,  through  consultation 
id  counseling,  help  prepare  the  way  for  the  best  possible 
e of  the  new  curriculum. 

Miss  Goodwin  continues,  “The  plans  for  the  new 
rriculum  are  designed  to  be  flexible,  so  that  each  church 
n and  must  survey  its  own  structure  and,  in  the  light 
the  needs  of  its  people,  use  the  new  materials  in  a way 
ist  suited  for  them”. 

The  training  of  persons  equipped  to  work  with  the 
cal  churches  is  being  carried  forward  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
ile  with  laboratory  schools  led  by  expert  resource  leader- 
ip.  The  plan,  known  as  the  Consultative  Ministry , 
akes  it  possible  for  each  church  to  have  guidance  and 
>lp  if  they  so  desire,  according  to  Miss  Goodwin. 

The  fall  of  1967  will  be  a significant  one  in  the  life 
adults  in  our  Church  Schools.  Following  the  same 
ittern  and  ‘design’  will  be  the  introduction  of  new  youth 
aterials  in  1968. 

U.  John's  Facing  ‘ New  Day ’ 

r.  John’s  Church,  Winter  Haven,  was  already  facing 
5 to  the  ‘New  Day  in  Christian  Education’  when  they 
decided  to  organize  the  Bykota 
Class.  The  new  class  began  as 
the  result  of  a need  arising  from 
the  many  youthful  families  unit- 
ing with  the  new  congregation. 
In  order  to  start  the  class  the 
Commission  on  Education  se- 
cured the  basic  organization  of 
teacher,  president,  vice-president 
and  secretary-treasurer  and  chose 
the  initial  study,  “Christian  Fam- 
ily Living”  by  Bishop  Hazen  G. 
Werner.  Therefore,  on  the  Sun- 
day announced  to  begin,  a good 
nucleus  was  already  assured. 
About  ten  members  supported  the  class  at  the  start, 
oday  average  attendance  runs  near  thirty-five.  They 
eet  for  study  during  the  regular  Sunday  School  hour, 
dule  the  age  group  is  not  strictly  young  adults  (a  few 
iddle  aged  adults  are  members  ) most  members  do  have 
re-school  or  elementary  children. 

From  the  beginning  this  class  operated  on  two  prin- 
ples:  (1)  Courses  to  be  studied  would  be  based  on 

3eds  and  interests  of  the  class;  (2)  Teachers  might 
lange  with  subject  matter  in  order  to  assure  capable 
adership.  It  has  been  successful,  with  modifications. 

The  class  has  studied  most  of  the  Basic  Christian 
ooks  such  as  “Christian  Family  Living”  by  Werner; 
Dur  Methodist  Heritage”  by  Stokes;  “The  Message  of 
le  Bible”  by  Laymon;  “Beliefs  That  Count”  by  Hark- 
3ss;  “Doing  What  is  Christian”  by  Bosley;  “The  Church 
; Mine”  by  Kearns.  Presently  they  are  concluding  a 
mtroversial  symposium,  “Who’s  Killing  The  Church” 
y Stephen  Rose. 

Teachers  have  included  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Tiffin,  pastor, 
le  Polk  County  school  superintendent,  a medical  doctor, 
id  the  wife  of  a missionary.  The  husband-missionary  is 
resently  teaching.  The  teaching  method  emphasized  is 
iscussion.

Week  of  Total  Evangelism 

Approximately  200  churches  in  Area  I will  launch  the 
WEEK  OF  TOTAL  EVANGELISM  February  5-10. 
These  are  the  churches  included  in  Deland,  Melbourne, 
Miami,  Orlando  and  West  Palm  Beach  Districts  of  the 
Florida  Conference.  The  Week  of  Total  Evangelism  in 
the  local  church  will  climax  one  of  the  greatest  combined 
efforts  in  the  important  area  of  evangelism  in  the  history 
of  the  Florida  Conference. 

This  major  thrust  in  evangelism  throughout  the  con- 
ference has  been  to  call  each  layman,  lay  woman  and 
youth,  under  the  leadership  of  their  ministers,  to  enter 
into  a depth  study  of  the  meaning  of  evangelism  today, 
to  deepen  the  spiritual  lives  of  those  within  the  Church 
to  the  end  that  they  become  involved  in  bearing  witness 
of  the  good  news  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the 
mass  of  unchurched  people  who  live  within  our  state. 

To  affect  this  latter  purpose  an  extensive  mass  media 
and  advertising  budget  has  been  provided  and  the  Ken- 
neth M.  Clanton  Advertising  Company,  of  Tampa,  has 
been  working  with  a Conference-wide  Advertising  Com- 
mittee to  reach  the  people  of  Florida  with  Methodism’s 
“Venture  in  Faith”.  Mr.  Clanton,  a Methodist  layman, 
has  been  directing  the  development  of  many  forms  of 
advertising  to  be  used  through  the  media  of  radio,  T.V., 
outdoor  billboards  and  newspapers.  It  is  prayerfully 
planned  that  as  this  mass  advertising  effort  moves  across 
our  state  it  will  not  only  serve  as  an  invitation  to  the 
unchurched  to  share  and  respond  to  the  Week  of  Total 
Evangelism  in  each  local  church,  but  also  that  the  people 
of  Florida  may  come  to  know  “The  Methodist  Church 
cares  about  them  and  that  Christ  alone  has  the  adequate 
answer  for  their  every  need”. 

Area  II,  which  includes  the  Lakeland,  Sarasota,  St. 
Petersburg  and  Tampa  Districts,  will  experience  their 
Week  of  Total  Evangelism  March  5-10;  while  the  Gaines- 
ville, Jacksonville  and  Tallahassee  Districts  in  Area  in 
will  be  observing  the  dates  of  April  9-14.

and  Church  School  teachers  and  workers.  Four  mem- 
bers serve  as  stewards,  six  serve  on  commissions,  two  are 
divisional  superintendents,  two  are  commission  chairmen,

one  is  chairman  of  the  pastoral  relations  committee,  twelve 
are  serving  as  Sunday  School  teachers,  four  work  with 
girl  scouts,  three  with  boy  scouts,  six  sing  in  the  choir 
and  six  are  ushers.  From  this  class  also  a young  mother’s 
circle  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  was 
organized. 

Too,  we  have  discovered  that  the  Bykotas  provide 
much  of  the  vitality  and  enthusiasm  for  our  Church  pro- 
gram. Incidentally,  the  per  capita  giving  of  this  class— in 
spite  of  heavy  family  obligations— is  quite  good. 

This  class  has  also  been  a strong  arm  of  evangelism 
for  other  young  adults  moving  into  Winter  Haven.  Young 
mothers  have  gone  out  visiting  on  a regular  schedule.  As 
a result,  young  couples  looking  for  others  their  age  have 
often  found  a ready  welcome.  Usually  they  have  then 
joined  the  membership  of  St.  John’s.  Besides  regular 
monthly  class  parties,  coffee  and  donuts  are  served  each 
Sunday  morning  before  Sunday  School  to  encourage  fel- 
lowship. 

There  are  limitations,  however.  Unless  the  class  leader- 
ship is  strong  the  group  discovers  itself  finishing  a book 
without  having  chosen  another  and  tends  to  select  what- 
ever is  available.  Too,  the  class  has  gotten  so  large  that 
discussion  is  limited  or  inhibited.  Ideas  that  break  from 
the  traditional  are  advanced  slowly  because  of  uncer- 
tainty of  acceptance.  The  discussion  might  flow  freer 
if  the  class  were  divided,  at  least  during  the  hour  of  study. 

New  Day  in  Children's  Work 

Christian  Studies  for  Methodist  Children  is  the  basis 
for  Christian  Education  in  the  majority  of  Churches  in  the 
Melbourne  District.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  utilize  the 
curriculum  to  a greater  degree  with  the  implementation 
of  an  active  counseling  teacher  program  in  each  church. 
This  will  be  the  key  to  success.  This  type  program,  as  out- 
lined in  the  new  curriculum,  is  planned  to  personally

assist  teachers  in  improving  teaching-learning  techniques 
in  the  classroom  and  include  careful  planning  and  evalua- 
tion of  each  session. 

The  Melbourne  District  has  a counseling  teacher 
team  consisting  of  six  dedicated,  experienced  persons, 
one  on  each  grade  level,  and  the  District  Director 
of  Music.  This  team  is  involved  in  all  necessary  teaching 
institutes  for  new  teachers  and  Vacation  Church  School 
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A kindergarten  11  class  from  Grace  Church,  Merritt  Island. 


Workers  and  is  available  to  visit  the  local  churches  for 
counseling  and  special  training.  However,  in  order  to 
adequately  plan  for  regular  visits  to  all  the  churches  in 
the  district  two  more  teams  of  counseling  teachers 
must  be  added. 

Melbourne,  the  newest  district  in  the  Florida  Confer- 
ence, is  unique  in  that  its  thirty  churches  are  scattered 
over  an  area  of  200  miles  in  length  and  50  miles  in  width. 
In  the  northern  (Brevard  County)  section,  where  the 
people  are  primarily  missile  workers,  the  number  of 
churches  has  doubled  in  the  past  five  years.  The  southern 
half,  mainly  citrus,  has  not  been  as  dramatic  in  growth 
of  new  churches.  In  the  district  there  are  only  six 
churches  with  over  1,000  members  but  many  newly  formed 
churches  are  rapidly  increasing  their  membership,  attract- 
ing families  with  young  children.  The  majority  of  these 
churches  are  built  in  suburban  areas  enabling  boys  and 
girls  to  walk  to  Church  School  and  attend  the  many  other 
weekday  activities  that  the  Church  can  offer  such  as  choir 
rehearsals,  weekday  Kindergarten,  and  Scouting  programs. 


Declining  Attendance  In  Sunday 
School  Cause  for  Grave  Concern 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  meeting  in  Nashville  in  January,  ex- 
pressed its  growing  concern  for  the  still  declining 
Sunday  School  attendance  of  churches  through- 
out the  nation. 

Bishop  O.  Eugene  Slater,  president  of  the 
Board,  called  for  creative  analysis,  thoughtful 
planning,  and  bold  action  to  get  at  the  roots  of 
the  problems  and  improve  the  situation. 

Average  Sunday  School  attendance  in  1965 
was  3,623,471  as  compared  to  3,713,675  in  1960, 
Bishop  Slater  said. 

“However,  this  is  no  time  to  be  discouraged,” 
Bishop  Slater  continued,  and  he  expressed  hope 
that  the  board’s  “Call  for  a New  Day  in  Christian 
Education”  will  change  the  picture  for  the  better. 
The  “New  Day”  is  a many-faceted  program  in 
which  the  board  is  making  extensive  efforts  to 
improve  the  church’s  total  educational  ministry.

She  says  that 
she  received  a letter  with  a strange  address  on  the  envel- 
ope. It  read  Emily,  Grover’s  Corners,  New  Hampshire, 
the  United  States  of  America,  the  Western  Hemisphere, 
the  World,  the  Universe,  the  Mind  of  God. 

Did  Emily  live  in  all  of  these  places?  Usually  Grover’s 
Comers,  New  Hampshire  would  have  been  the  only  ad- 
dress given. 

Yes,  Emily  did  live  in  all  of  these  places.  She  had  not 
realized  it  as  a high  school  girl.  But  in  maturing,  her

vision  would  have  broadened  and  she  would  have  realized 
that  she  had  a stake  in  all  these  areas. 

This  reminds  me  of  Jesus’  words  to  the  disciples  fol- 
lowing the  Resurrection.  He  told  them  they  were  to  be  his 
witnesses  “in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea  and  Samaria, 
and  to  the  end  of  the  earth”  (Acts  1:8).  As  concentric 


circles  form  when  a boy  throws  a rock  into  the  lake, 
moving  ever  outward,  so  the  disciples  were  to  share  the 
gospel  abroad,  step  by  step. 

The  Christian’s  life  always  begins  at  “Jerusalem”,  that 
is  in  oneself.  Like  the  little  boy  who  said  that  there  were 
five  main  points  on  the  compass  - north,  south,  east,  west, 
and  where  I live  - our  Christian  witness  starts  with  our 
own  discovery  of  and  commitment  to  Christ. 

Then  it  moves  out  to  include  our  immediate  environ- 
ment which  is  “Judea”.  Our  being  a Christian  cannot  help 
but  make  a difference  in  the  community  where  we  live.  A 
Boston  newspaper  once  carried  a comment  reading,  “The 
day  broke  dull  and  dreary.  Then  Phillips  Brooks  walked 
across  the  Boston  Commons  and  the  sun  shone  bright”. 
He  brought  the  sunshine  with  him. 

And  so  it  goes.  Bevond  our  local  community  is  our 
state  and  nation — our  “Samaria”.  And  beyond  that  lies 
the  rest  of  the  world  and  universe — “to  the  end  of  the 
earth”. 

A real  Christian  cannot  be  close  or  narrowminded.  His 
mind  is  alert  to  all  of  God’s  created  universe;  his  emotions 
embrace  all  that  is  in  love,  He  cannot  be  a little  person, 
no  matter  how  humble  because  he  is  under  orders  to  the 
Savior  of  all  mankind. 


Dr.  Angel  Eugenio  Fuster  Dies 


The  methodist  church’s  top  administrator  in  Cuba,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Angel  Eugenio  Fuster,  died  January  5 in  Clewis- 
ton,  Fla.,  of  injuries  sustained  in  an  automobile  accident 
the  day  before.

He  had  also  serv- 
ed since  1960  as 
administrative  as- 
sistant to  Bishop 
James  W.  Henley, 

Lakeland,  Fla., 
who  supervises 
the  Florida  and 
Cuba  Annual 
Conferences. 

“The  untimely 
death  of  Dr.  Fus- 
ter is  a great  loss 
to  the  Cuban 
Methodist  and  the 
entire  church,” 

Bishop  Henley 
said.  “He  was  a 
close  personal  friend  and  able  co-worker.” 

Dr.  Fuster  was  en  route  to  Miami,  accompanied  by  his 
son,  Angel  William,  a student  at  Florida  Southern  College, 
Lakeland,  and  a Cuban  refugee  couple,  the  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Gerado  Martinez  of  the  Methodist  Spanish  Mission  to 
Migrant  Workers  in  Hardee  County.  All  three  were  in- 
jured. 


The  Rev.  Mr.  Martinez’s  car  and  a New  York  car 
collided  near  Clewiston  on  a rainswept  highway.  The  New 
Yorker  also  died. 

Funeral  services  for  Dr.  Fuster  were  held  in  Miami. 

He  and  Mrs.  Fuster  had  been  in  Lakeland  since  fall, 
visiting  their  son  and  daughter,  Mrs.  Emilio  Chaviano, 
while  awaiting  permission  to  return  to  Cuba. 

They  attended  the  World  Methodist  Conference  in 
London  in  August,  and  Dr.  Fuster  was  a delegate  to  the 
November  session  of  the  General  Conference  in  Chicago. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Hilda;  one  son,  Angel  Wil- 
liam of  Lakeland;  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Emilio  Chaviano, 
also  of  Lakeland,  and  one  grandson,  Emilio  Chaviano,  Jr.

Gifted,  Dedicated  'Bud’  and  Millie’  Carroll 

—Help  Put  Tools  in  Their  Hands 


God’s  invincible  magnet  continues  to  draw  gifted  and  ded- 
icated young  couples  from  attractive  cities  in  affluent 
America  to  far  away  needy  places  like  Hong  Kong.  There, 
keen  minds  and  Christlike  compassion  are  needed  to  give 
hope  and  help  to  refugees  from  Communist  China.  This 
was  the  case  when  “Bud”  and  “Millie”  Carroll,  from  St. 
Petersburg  and  Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida,  answered  the 
call  to  invest  their  lives  among  the  poverty  stricken  mil- 
lions of  the  British  Crown  Colony  southeast  of  mainland 
China.  The  climate,  flora  and  fauna  are  similar,  but  Christ 
Church,  St.  Petersburg  is  about  as  widely  separated  eco- 
nomically from  Hong  Kong  Methodism  as  the  geographi- 
cal distance  between  the  two  cities. 

Ewing  W.  Carroll  Jr.  was  born  in  the  Sunshine  City, 
schooled  in  the  Pinellas  County  system,  including  the  St. 
Petersburg  Junior  College,  and  given  religious  nurture 
and  Christian  training  in  Christ  Methodist  Church.  After 
a year  of  Political  Science  at  George  Washington  Univer- 
sity, in  the  nation’s  capital,  he  completed  his  B.S.  degree 
at  Florida  State  University  in  1960.  In  1962  he  received 
his  B.D.  degree  from  Candler  School  of  Theology,  at 
Emory  University  in  Atlanta.  While  in  college  he  was 
active  in  sports,  Political  Union,  Wesley  Foundation,  and 
Sunday  School;  and  during  his  seminary  days  he  was 
chairman  of  the  Honor  Council  and  associate  pastor  of 
Grove  Methodist  Church  in  the  North  Georgia  Confer- 
ence. From  1962  to  1965  he  was  the  very  popular  pastor  of 
Calvary  Church,  Largo,  and  in  June  1964  he  was  admitted 
into  full  connection  in  the  Florida  Annual  Conference.

Mary  Miller  Carroll  was  born  in  Charleston,  West 
Virginia,  where  she  received  her  elementary  training. 
When  in  her  early  teens  she  moved  with  her  family  to  Ft. 
Lauderdale,  Florida.  In  1958  she  entered  Florida  State 
University,  where  she  was  active  in  the  Wesley  Founda- 
tion. It  was  here  that  she  met  “Bud”  Carroll.  They  were 
married  on  February  4,  1961,  and  are  now  the  parents  of 
two  sons,  John  Mark,  and  A.  Scott.  She  attended  the 
Missionary  Orientation  Center  at  Stony  Point,  New  York, 
and,  along  with  her  husband,  was  commissioned  a mis- 
sionary in  The  Methodist  Church  in  early  1966. 

The  Florida  Conference  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  this 
well-trained,  talented  and  versatile  young  couple.  Ewing 
was  a leader  in  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  in  his 
home  church,  and  was  employed  there  as  a summertime 
youth  worker  during  his  seminary  days.  After  observing 
the  Carroll’s  work  at  nearby  Calvary  Church  in  Largo,  the 
officials  of  Christ  Church,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.

Oak  Crest  Plans  New  Sanctuary 

The  Oak  Crest  Church,  Jacksonville,  is 
well  on  its  way  toward  the  erection  of 
a new  $150,000  sanctuary.  Final  work- 
ing drawings  and  specifications  for  the 
structure  have  been  completed  by  the 
architect,  James  A.  McDonald,  A. I. A., 
and  bids  are  now  being  taken. 

The  financial  campaign  for  the  new 
building  was  conducted  during  the 
month  of  November  and  much  of  the 
cost  of  the  new  structure  was  under- 
written. Construction  is  planned  to 
begin  soon.

The  building  will  be  of  colonial  design 
finished  in  light  colored  brick.  It  will 
seat  600  including  the  balcony. 

Adjoining  the  sanctuary  to  the  rear 
will  be  a complete  nursery  facility, 
choir  rehearsal  room,  church  office, 
pastor’s  study  and  restrooms.  The 

upper  floor  of  this  part  of  the  structure 
will  be  available  for  future  expansion 
at  very  little  additional  cost.  The 

new  buildings  will  be  air-conditioned 

throughout. 

The  pastor  of  the  church,  the  Rev. 
William  A.  Pickett,  directed  the  build- 
ing campaign  drive  for  funds.  Oak 

Crest  Church  is  located  in  southwest 
Duval  County.  The  church  will  cele- 
brate its  6th  anniversary  in  July  of  this 
year  and  now  has  a membership  of  600. 


Obituaries 

IVAN  LEE  HOLT 

Bishop  Ivan  Lee  Holt,  81,  first  presi- 
dent of  the  World  Methodist  Council 
and  one  of  the  outstanding  ecumenical 
leaders  of  this  century,  died  at  his  home 
in  Atlanta  January  12. 

Funeral  services  were  held  Monday, 
January  16,  at  St.  John’s  Methodist 
Church  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.  where  he  was 
pastor  for  20  years  before  being  elected 
a bishop  in  1938. 

An  article  in  the  Christian  Advocate, 
August  30,  1956,  described  Bishop  Holt 
as  a man  who  had  “the  whole  world  on 
his  heart”.  One  of  the  tributes  paid 
him  at  the  1956  Methodist  General  Con- 
ference said  “he  has  contributed  as 
much  to  ecumenical  Christianity  as  any 
other  single  figure  in  our  generation”. 

He  is  survived  by  a son,  Judge  Ivan 
Lee  Holt,  Jr.,  St.  Louis.  Judge  Holt 
is  a former  member  of  the  Judicial 
Council  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

WILLIAM  J.  BENNETT 

The  Rev.  William  J.  Bennett,  retired 
minister  of  the  Florida  Conference,  died 
during  the  week  of  December  11,  1966 
in  Madison,  Fla.  Mr.  Bennett  served 
pastorates  at  Greenville  and  the  Mayo 
Circuit.

Members  of  44  Protestant  denomina- 
tions in  the  United  States  and  Canada 
gave  $3,300,996,291  to  their  churches 
during  fiscal  1965 — an  all  time  high — 
according  to  a report  just  released  by 
the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

Topping  the  U.  S.  churches  were  the 
Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  (39,114 
members)  at  $290.48  per  capita,  and 
the  Evangelical  Free  Church  (46,371 
members)  at  $243.03  per  capita.

' And  Jesus  Steadfastly  Set  His  Face 

Toward  Jerusalem’ 


What  the  city  of  Jerusalem  meant  to  Jesus  we  can 
only  surmise.  His  visit  to  it  as  a lad  of  twelve,  his  at- 
tending its  sacred  festivals  as  an  adult,  and  his  conviction 
that  he  must  go  there  to  die — all  these  were  experiences 
of  deep  significance. 

Jerusalem  was  not  simply  a place  on  the  map.  It 
was  the  city  of  Zion,  established  by  King  David,  site  of 
the  Temple,  scene  of  tragedy  and  triumph.  Jesus  once 
said  that  he  had  longed  to  embrace  its  populace  as  a hen 
shelters  her  chicks  under  her  wings.  He  also  spoke  of 
her  as  a city  that  had  killed  the  prophets.  She  would 
likewise  spill  his  own  blood  on  her  holy  soil. 

All  of  this  makes  Luke’s  comment  that  Jesus  “set  his 
face  to  go  to  Jerusalem”  more  meaningful.  He  was  not

referring  to 'Palestinian  geography  in  this  remark,  but  to 
the  geography  of  the  soul.  Jesus  was  moving  in  the 
direction  of  the  Cross. 

This  is  what  we  shall  be  doing  during  Lent.  The 
church  has  set  aside  this  period  for  a time  of  special  medi- 
tation as  we  walk  with  Jesus  down  that  last  mile  to  Gol- 
gotha. We  must  enter  into  his  suffering  if  we  are  to  real- 
ize the  full  depth  of  his  love. 

How  can  we  do  this?  Some  American  businessmen 
visiting  the  “Passion  Play”  tried  to  lift  the  cross  carried 
by  Anton  Lang,  the  actor  who  was  then  interpreting  the 
role  of  Jesus.  “Why  must  it  be  so  heavy?”  they  asked 
Lang.  “If  I didn’t  feel  the  weight  of  it,”  Lang  replied,  “I 
couldn’t  do  my  part.” 


The  Upper  Room  Chapel,  Nashville 
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Lent  is  the  time  when  you  and  I can  once  again  come 
to  feel  the  weight  of  the  cross.  As  the  days  and  weeks 
pass  we  too  easily  forget  how  heavy  the  cross  really  is. 
It  is  good  that  at  least  once  a year  we  must  remember. 

This  does  not  mean  that  we  simply  look  on  and  stand 
aghast  at  the  cruelty  involved.  Rather,  Lent  summons 
us  to  enter  into  Christ’s  sufferings  as  we  contemplate 
their  meaning. 

One  way  to  do  this  is  to  take  upon  ourselves  the  needs 
of  others  and  live  less  selfishly  ourselves.  A child  who 
was  just  becoming  acquainted  with  mathematical  sym- 
bols looked  at  the  cross  on  the  altar  of  her  church.  She 
asked:  “Daddy,  what  is  that  plus  sign  doing  up  there?” 
How  right  she  was!  That  is  what  the  cross  really  is.

The  daily  devotional  guide,  The  Upper  Room,  with  a cir- 
culation of  three  and  one  quarter  million  copies  is  printed 
in  42  editions  and  36  languages.

The  name  itself  reminds  us  of  one  of  the  great  moments 
in  the  history  of  Jesus’  ministry  as  he  met  with  the  dis- 
ciples in  ‘the  upper  room’  at  the  last  supper  before  the 
crucifixion.

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Know  Your  Missionaries 


The  Hughletts 


It  is  not  unusual  for  missionaries  to  go  singly,  or  as  a 
couple,  but  there  are  not  many  conferences  that  can  claim 
a whole  family  of  missionaries,  as  can  the  Florida  Con- 
ference from  which  the  Dr.  William  S.  Hughletts  and 
their  three  missionary  children  have  gone.  Perhaps  no 
family  has  contributed  more  in  missionary  service  to  one 
continent  than  have  the  Hughletts  to  Africa.  Thirty- 
seven  years  ago,  William  and  Violet  Hughlett  went  to 
Wembo  Nyama;  in  1955  their  son.  John,  went  as  an  agri- 
cultural engineer;  later,  Dorothy  went  as  a special-term 
educational  missionary  before  teaching  in  special  educa- 
tion in  St.  Petersburg;  and  in  1961,  Vera,  the  elder  daugh- 
ter, went  as  an  obstetrical  nurse  to  Ganta  Hospital  in 
Liberia.  Many  friends  of  the  Hughletts  remember  that 
their  first  son,  William  Smith  Hughlett,  Junior,  died  as 
an  infant  and  was  buried  in  Africa  when  the  young  mis- 
sionaries were  en  route  to  their  first  assignment  in  the 
Congo.  One  wonders  if  such  a record  has  been  matched 
in  the  annals  of  missionary  history! 

The  writer  was  privileged  to  live  for  a brief  period  in 
the  parsonage  home  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  A.  M.  Hughlett,  par- 
ents of  the  medical  doctor,  William  S.  Hughlett,  when  the 
elder  Dr.  Hughlett  was  pastor  of  Trinity  Church  in  Miami. 
He  is  remembered  as  a Biblical  scholar  and  as  one  of  the

ablest  expository  preachers  and  teachers  of  his  day.  The 
image  I hold  of  Mrs.  Hughlett  is  that  of  a “practical  saint” 
— a woman  with  a Christlike  radiance  which  endeared 
her  to  everyone.  I have  also  known  the  Christian  home 
in  Cocoa,  Florida  from  which  Violet  Packard  Hughlett 
came;  it  is  no  accident  when  missionaries  come  from 
Christian  homes! 

For  nearly  four  decades,  William  and  Violet  Hughlett 
have  been  “curing  wounds  with  drugs  and  hurts  with  love” 
in  the  Congo.  At  first  he  was  in  Wembo  Nyama,  the 
birthplace  of  Methodism  in  the  Central  Congo.  There 
he  was  general  practitioner,  surgeon,  and  specialist,  to 
say  nothing  of  chief-of-staff  and  director  of  the  nearby

leprosarium,  where  he  had  to  be  the  pharmacist  to  fill  his 
own  prescriptions,  preparing  the  chaulmoogra  oil  solutions 
for  the  treatment  of  Hansen’s  Disease. 

During  his  life  in  the  Congo,  most  of  his  time  was 
spent  in  Minga,  where  he  was  in  charge  of  the  hospital, 
supervising  and  doing  much  of  the  actual  work  of  erecting 
the  first  buildings.  He  was  the  only  doctor  in  this  field 
and  for  a long  time  was  the  hospital  chaplain  and  first 
assistant  to  The  Great  Physician,  with  only  his  dedicated 
wife  to  share  his  responsibilities,  heartaches  and  joys. 
Here  he  distinguished  himself  by  his  Christian  witness, 
his  professional  skill,  and  his  outstanding  success  in 
training  African  medical  aids.  It  would  be  impossible  to 
know  how  many  Congolese  were  converted  and  trained 
under  his  guidance  and  how  many  lives  were  saved  and 
blessed  by  this  Christlike  physician. 

It  was  during  the  term  of  service  beginning  in  1959 
that  William  and  Violet  were  again  assigned  to  the  hos- 
pital in  Wembo  Nyama;  it  was  there  that  Burleigh  Law 
gave  his  life  in  an  attempt  to  rescue  the  doctor  and  his 
associates  who  were  under  house-arrest  by  the  rebels  in 
1964.  While  on  furlough  in  this  country  in  1965,  Dr. 
Hughlett  suffered  a heart  attack,  and  for  a time  it  seemed 
that  his  service  to  the  Congo  would  be  ended.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  his  deep  love  for  his  needy  people,  coupled 
with  the  earnest  prayers  of  the  good  doctor,  his  wife  and 
their  many  friends,  secured  for  him  the  consent  of  officials 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  return  to  his  beloved  Congo, 
on  the  condition  that  he  would  serve  at  Tshikaji,  a suburb 
of  Luluabourg,  where  he  would  have  medical  colleagues 
and  could  himself  have  care  if  it  should  be  needed. 

It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  we,  in  this  affluent 
land,  could  ever  let  our  giving  to  World  Advance  Specials 
decline,  as  it  has  in  recent  months,  so  long  as  such  dedi- 
cated. gifted  and  heroic  missionaries  are  representing  us 
and  The  Master  in  such  needy  places.  It  surely  must 
be  because  we  have  forgotten,  or  never  really  knew,  the 
sacrifices  they  have  made  and  the  deprivations  they  have 
endured  for  the  cause  of  Christ. 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  note  that  the  second  genera- 
tion of  Hughletts  in  Africa  is  distinguishing  itself  today 
through  the  service  of  John  and  Mary  Jane  in  the  Congo 
and  Vera  in  Liberia.  John  was  born  in  Wembo  Nyama 
and  came  to  the  United  States  for  his  higher  education. 
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He  received  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  agricultural 
engineering  at  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  studied 
theology  at  Asbury  Theological  Seminary,  and  returned 
to  the  Congo  as  a special-term  missionary  in  1955.  There 
he  met  and  married  Mary  Jane  Curry  of  Lind,  Washing- 
ton, a Bachelor  of  Science  graduate  of  Whittier  College 
in  California  and  a missionary  teacher.  In  1959,  John 
and  Mary  Jane  were  commissioned  regular  missionaries 
of  The  Methodist  Church  and  assigned  to  the  Union 
Secondary  School  at  Katubue,  where  John  is  in  charge 
of  construction  and  where  both  are  teaching  and  demon- 
strating the  relevance  of  Christianity,  by  their  dedicated, 
practical,  and  scientific  service  to  a needy  people. 

Vera  Hughlett,  also  born  in  The  Congo,  received  her 
academic  degree  from  Asbury  College;  her  M.A.  from  the 
University  of  Kentucky,  and  her  R.N.  diploma  from  the 
Henry  Ford  Community  College  in  Dearborn,  Michigan. 
After  serving  as  an  obstetrical  nurse  at  the  Wuesthoff  Hos- 
pital in  Rockledge,  Florida,  she  went  as  a special-term 
missionary  to  Ganta  Hospital  in  Liberia,  one  of  the  largest 
and  best  known  Methodist  medical  centers  in  Africa.  She 
was  a staff  nurse  and  an  instructor  in  the  school  of  nurs- 
ing which  trains  African  girls  for  service  in  their  native 
land.  Vera  was  commissioned  a full-fledged  missionary 
in  1966  at  Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pennsylvania,  and  reassigned 
to  Ganta  Hospital,  Liberia,  where  she  has  resumed  her 
career  in  nursing  and  nursing-education  and  continued 
her  commission  to  “live  the  gospel”  in  that  land. 

Florida  Methodists  have  long  been  aware  of  the  fact 
that  the  Hughlett  family  is  maintaining  the  tradition  of 
the  pioneer  missionary  to  the  dark  continent,  David  Liv- 
ingstone, of  whom  it  was  said  “He  passed  like  light  across 
the  darkened  land.”  Isaiah  put  it  “The  people  that  walked 
in  darkness  have  seen  a great  light;  they  that  dwell  in 
the  land  of  the  shadow  of  death,  upon  them  hath  the  light 
shined.”  How  can  we  fail  to  respond  to  the  call  of  God 
to  put  tools  into  the  hands  of  these  consecrated  and  heroic 
representatives  of  Florida  Methodism  who  have  given 
their  all?  Let  us  support  them  with  our  prayers  and  let 
us  get  out  our  check  books  now  and  send  a worthy  amount 
to  our  central  treasurer,  Mr.  Leroy  E.  Northrup,  Box  361, 
Lakeland,  Florida  33802.  Mark  it  for  the  work  budget 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  William  S.  Hughlett,  or  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
John  P.  Hughlett,  or  Miss  Vera  K.  Hughlett,  and  thus 
do  our  part  to  help  turn  the  tide  toward  more  adequate 
support  of  those  whom  we  send  to  the  difficult  fields 
abroad.

New  Camp  Development  Depends  on 

Growth  and 
Expansion  Funds 

Our  Florida  Methodist  camping  program  is  growing! 
The  interest  of  all  age  groups  is  growing.  The  need  for 
more  facilities,  for  more  types  of  camping  is  growing.  The 
demand  for  facilities  for  Church  Family  Colony  Camping 
is  growing.  The  need  for  expanded  facilities  for  Junior 
Camping  is  growing.  Our  conference  plans  for  new  camp 
facilities  are  growing! 

We  have  a fine  camp  already  established  and  going 
at  Leesburg,  but  the  summer  is  completely  filled  with 
camping  program  for  youth.  We  also  have  had  a most 
successful  program  of  Junior  camping,  held  at  the  Lees- 
burg site,  but  which  needs  to  move  out  to  more  adequate 
facilities.  The  answer  to  our  many  camping  needs  lies 
in  the  development  of  two  wonderful  new  camp  sites 
which  we  now  own;  one  in  South  Florida,  nine  miles  west 
of  LaBelle,  on  the  Caloosahatchee  River,  and  the  other 
nine  miles  north  of  Mayo  on  the  Suwannee  River.  Already, 
we  have  held  our  Rustic  Camp  program  for  Junior  Highs 
and  Senior  Highs  at  these  new  camps,  but  plans  for  fur- 
ther development  are  now  in  progress.  These  two  sites 
are  being  developed  for  multi-purpose  camping;  that  is, 
they  will  contain  sites  for  Rustic  programs,  but  also  per- 
manent camp  buildings  for  other  types  of  camping.  It  is 
our  hope  that  the  arrangement  of  the  buildings  will  be 
decentralized,  unlike  the  Leesburg  camp,  so  that  they 
may  be  used  for  various  types  of  programs  such  as  small 
group  camping,  conference-type  camping,  family  camping, 
etc.  A special  area  has  been  reserved  at  the  North  Florida 
site  for  the  development  of  Family  Colony  Camping  pro- 
grams and  we  hope  eventually  this  type  area  may  be 
added  to  the  South  Florida  site. 

For  the  immediate  future  we  hope  soon  to  start  fenc- 
ing the  North  Florida  site,  and  to  having  architectural 
plans  drawn.  An  architect  has  been  employed  to  begin 
work  on  these  plans  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  our  hope 
that  small  rustic  cabins  may  be  built  at  the  LaBelle  site 
in  the  near  future  to  replace  some  of  the  old  tent  plat- 
forms, and  that  construction  of  the  permanent  buildings 
may  begin.  All  plans  depend  on  the  Growth  and  Expan- 
sion Fund  and  will  move  forward  as  fast  as  the  income 
allows. 

Why  camping?  To  help  people  know  themselves,  to 
know  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  discover  His  will 
for  their  lives,  to  have  time  alone  with  God,  to  strengthen 
the  local  church  through  dedicated  lives — all  in  the 
beauty  of  the  out-of-doors,  away  from  noise  and  confu- 
sion. True  camping  is  actually  the  latest  method  of 
Christian  Education  as  it  demands  the  use  of  the  out-of- 
doors.  Church  camping  is  living  together  in,  and  related 
to,  the  out-of-doors  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church.  Ask 
the  children,  the  youth,  the  laymen  and  laywomen  who 
have  been  to  camp — they  will  tell  you  that  camping  does 
mean  getting  closer  to  God.

Teacher’s  College,  Columbia 
University  in  New  York  City. 

Mrs.  Ward  first  went  to  China 
as  a missionary  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  When  she  and  Bishop 
Ward  were  married  they  lived  in 
Shanghai  where  the  Bishop  had 
episcopal  supervision  of  Metho- 
dist work  in  four  provinces.  They 
were  there  when  the  communists 
captured  that  city. 

In  1952  the  Methodist  Church 
sent  the  Wards  to  start  work  in  both  Hongkong  and  Tai- 
wan so  they  returned  there  to  work  among  the  refugees 
from  the  mainland.  Bishop  Ward  died  in  Hong  Kong 
in  1958  and  Mrs.  Ward  returned  to  America.  She  later 
returned  to  Taiwan  to  help  build  a girl’s  school. 

She  is  now  retired  and  is  living  in  Hendersonville,  N.C.

General  Board  of  Missions 
Holds  Annual  Meeting 

The  General  Board  of  Missions,  the  largest  agency  in 
the  10.300,000-member  Methodist  Church,  met  recently  in 
Louisville,  Kentucky  to  hear  reports,  listen  to  the  workers 
in  the  field,  and  to  face  the  world-wide  problems  confront- 
ing the  church  today. 

Along  with  its  major  units,  the  Board  is  responsible 
for  Methodist  mission  and  church  extension  work  in  the 
United  States  and  48  other  countries. 

It  has  an  annual  budget  of  $36  million  and  maintains 
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Florida  Conference  delegates  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  General  Board  of  Missions,  Jan.  17-20  in  Louisville, 
Ky.,  were  Mrs.  H.  V.  Weems,  left,  of  Sebring,  and  the 
Rev.  M.  C.  Cleveland  of  Orlando,  both  members  of  the 
board,  and  Mrs.  Bruce  Gray  of  Hastings,  Conference 
VPSCS  president.  - — Board  of  Missions  Photo 

a corps  of  about  1,450  missionaries  overseas  and  about 
2,000  missionaries,  deaconesses  and  other  mission  workers 
in  the  United  States,  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Dominican 
Republic. 

Bishop  Roy  Short,  former  Florida  Area  bishop,  is  pres- 
ident of  the  Board. 

During  the  five-day  annual  meeting  reports  of  many 
top-ranking  leaders  of  Methodism  were  heard  by  the  dele- 
gates as  they  faced  up  to  the  general  theme  of  the  meeting, 
“The  Church  and  Change.” 

According  to  Dr.  Mary  Lou  Barnwell,  assistant  general 
secretary  of  the  board’s  National  Division  with  responsi- 
bility for  its  Section  of  Home  Fields,  “change  is  the 
order  of  the  day,  and  the  Church  must  move  with  change 
if  it  is  to  carry  out  its  mission.”  Dr.  Barnwell  said  that 
in  a world  that  has  been  “turned  inside  out,”  the  task  of 
home  missions  is  large  enough  and  commanding  enough 
to  “challenge  all  the  genius  and  all  the  resources  of  all 
the  people  in  all  the  Methodist  Churches.” 

The  Rev.  Dr.  B.  P.  Murphy  of  Philadelphia,  with  spe- 
cial responsibility  for  the  Section  of  Church  Extension 
reported  that  the  Division’s  mission  church-builders  com- 
pleted supervision  of  53  church  and  parsonage  buildings 
in  1966  at  an  estimated  saving  of  $192,000.  This  super- 
visory construction  work  included  Indian,  Latin  American, 
Negro  and  Puerto  Rican  mission  congregations  in  11  an- 
nual conferences  in  nine  states  and  Puerto  Rico. 

In  the  wake  of  the  1964  Good  Friday  earthquake  in 
Alaska,  which  damaged  Methodist  churches,  parsonages, 
and  other  property,  more  than  $1,600,000  was  donated  by 
Methodist  churches,  said  Dr.  Murphy.  The  Jesse  Lee 
Home  in  Anchorage  was  relocated  and  built;  extensive 
relief  was  given  Alaska  Methodist  University;  thirteen 
churches  and  a number  of  parsonages  were  built. 

Dr.  John  W.  Johannaber  of  New  York,  executive  sec- 
retary for  missionary  personnel  reported  that  though  the 
number  of  new  missionaries  and  deaconesses  accepted  for 
service  in  1966  increased  15  percent  over  1965,  there  still 
were  not  enough  to  meet  the  needs  at  home  and  overseas. 
Now,  in  1967,  the  Board  is  seeking  persons  for  approxi- 
mately 250  missionary  and  deaconess  positions,  said  Dr. 
Johannaber. 

Summarizing  the  need  for  new  personnel,  Dr.  Johan- 
naber said:  “When  the  church  takes  seriously  its  mis- 

sion in  the  world,  persons  are  called  and  sent  forth  in 
order  that  Christ  whom  God  sent  may  be  made  known, 
and  his  ministry  of  healing  and  service  brought  to  bear 
upon  the  world’s  sickness  and  deprivation.”

About  500  Methodist  women  leaders  from  nine  south- 
eastern states  attended  the  meeting,  which  used  as  its 
theme  “Give  Us  Thy  Vision.”

Service  Guild  and  the  Southeastern  Deaconess  Associa- 
tion attended  the  closing  session  and  remained  for  their 
separate  annual  meetings  immediately  following.

Venture  in  Faith 
Program  Assessed 

As  A Venture  in  Faith  moved  into  its 
March  5-10  phase  and  advertising  was 
concentrated  in  the  districts  of  Lake- 
land. Tampa,  Sarasota,  and  St.  Peters- 
burg, members  of  the  conference 
Board  of  Evangelism  and  the  Venture 
in  Faith  Committee  met  in  Lakeland 
to  assess  the  results  of  the  first  phase 
in  February  which  served  lower  East 
Coast  and  Central  Florida  districts  from 
DeLand  to  Miami. 

Reports  from  district  superintendents 
and  ministers  attending  the  joint  meet- 
ing Feb.  22,  indicated  generally  the  to- 
tal effect  of  the  campaign  had  been 
good.  In  some  areas  questionnaires  to 
pastors  and  lay  leaders  were  being  used 
to  obtain  reaction. 

Kenneth  Clanton,  Tampa  advertising 
executive  who  administered  the  pro- 
gram, said  he  was  surprised  to  have  ra- 
dio stations  ask  if  the  taped  commercials 
could  be  used  without  specific  dates  as 
public  service  announcements  through- 
out the  year.  And  other  members  of  the 
committee  suggested  the  Venture  in 
Faith  “logotype”  be  exploited  in  various 
ways  in  the  future. 

“In  a sense,”  Clanton  said,  “you  have 
$55,000  invested  in  that  logotype.” 

The  Rev.  Robert  D.  Bledsoe  of  Eau 
Gallie,  board  chairman,  urged  his 
listeners  to  be  candid  in  their  appraisal 
of  the  unprecedented  advertising  effort, 
and  the  Rev.  W.  L.  Joyner  of  Lake 
Wales,  who  headed  the  committee,  ex- 
pressed appreciation  for  the  work  of 
committee  members  and  for  the  cooper- 
ation of  churches  throughout  the  con- 
ference in  making  the  program  effec- 
tive.

Laymen  to  Help 

Recruit  Ministerial  Students 

Laymen  of  the  Rock  River  Conference 
(Chicago)  are  considering  ways  and 
means  of  helping  recruit  more  young 
people  for  full  time  Christian  vocations, 
particularly  in  the  ministry. 

The  laymen  were  told: 

“There  is  an  alarming  decline  in  the 
pre-ministerial  enrollments  of  our 
Methodist  colleges.  In  1960-61  they  had 
a total  enrollment  of  74,127,  of  which 
2,495  or  3.4  per  cent  were  pre-minister- 
ial  students.  In  1965-66,  total  enroll- 
ment was  95,379  students,  but  only 
2,020  students  or  2.1  per  cent  were  pre- 
paring to  go  to  theological  schools.  A 
drop  of  almost  40  per  cent  in  five  years 
of  students  planning  to  enter  the  minis- 
try is  indeed  disturbing.”

The  February  issue  of  The  Methodist 
Story  failed  to  list  the  Florida  Con- 
ference among  the  “high  conferences” 
in  giving  to  Conference  Advance  Mis- 
sion Specials  through  an  error  in  re- 
porting.

The  Bishop's  Message : 


A Look  at  Progress  in 
Closing  Conference  Year 


Dear  Friends: 

It  is  almost  inconceivable  that  another  conference  year 
is  drawing  toward  its  close.  At  the  last  session  of  the 
annual  conference  we  voted  to  establish  the  Methodist 
Foundation  of  the  Florida  Conference.  The  response  to 
this  project  has  been  overwhelming.  More  than  a mil- 
lion and  a half  dollars  has  been  handled  by  the  Founda- 
tion to  date  and  its  usefulness  and  serviceability  are  be- 
coming more  and  more  apparent.  My  prophecy  is  that 
as  the  years  come  and  go  this  decision  will  have  been 
one  of  the  most  significant  of  recent  years.  A thorough 
report  will  be  made  of  the  Foundation  and  its  ministry 
to  the  conference  at  our  annual  session  in  June. 

Our  last  annual  conference  authorized  the  establish- 
ment of  a Conference  Council,  through  which  the  boards 
and  agencies  of  the  conference  will  be  able  to  function 
more  effectively  in  the  administration  of  our  work.  This 
Council  has  had  two  meetings,  with  another  scheduled 
early  in  May.  The  staff  of  the  new  year  is  taking  shape 
and  further  announcements  will  be  forthcoming  in  the 
near  future. 

This  venture  grew  out  of  a tremendous  amount  of  in- 
vestigation, study,  and  planning  during  last  conference 
year.  It  is  now  about  ready  for  further  projection  and 
there  is  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  those  most  intimately 
related  to  it  that  the  work  of  our  boards  will  be  greatly 
facilitated  and  augmented  by  the  new  arrangement. 

* * * 

During  this  conference  year  land  has  been  purchased  for 
a new  Florida  Methodist  Conference  Center.  An  archi- 
tect has  been  employed  and  plans  are  being  drawn  for 
presentation  to  the  Methodists  of  the  conference  at  the 
forthcoming  annual  session.  We  have  been  exceedingly 
fortunate  during  the  past  six  years  in  having  space  avail- 
able in  property  owned  by  Florida  Southern  College  for 
the  housing  of  our  conference  staff.  This  building  is 
crowded  beyond  capacity  at  the  present  moment  and 
needs  for  greater  space  are  imminent. 

We  would  certainly  be  remiss  in  our  responsibilities 
if  we  did  not  give  serious  consideration  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  future.  This  will  be  another  order  of  busi- 
ness which  will  require  the  prayerful  and  thoughtful  con- 
sideration of  our  people.  The  decisions  we  make  at  an- 
nual conference  time  will  affect  the  efficiency  and  the 
capabilities  of  our  work  for  years  to  come. 


In  the  field  of  evangelism  the  year  has  been  one  of 
great  activity  and  of  genuine  spiritual  renewal.  Ministers 
and  lay  people  alike  have  been  seeking  to  discover  the 
responsibilities  of  the  local  church  within  the  several  com- 
munities of  the  state.  We  have  a mission  to  perform — a 
mission  which  relates  itself  to  the  spiritual  renewal  of 
committed  Christians,  to  the  winning  of  souls,  to  the  in- 
spiration of  youth,  and  to  the  declaration  of  the  gospel  in 
all  the  implications  of  our  faith  for  the  individual,  the 
home,  and  the  community. 

This  Venture  in  Faith  has  been  widely  supported  by 
our  ministry  and  laity.  The  preaching  missions  have 
been  well  attended.  The  zeal  of  our  people  has  been  ap- 
parent on  every  hand.  However,  if  the  Venture  in  Faith 
is  to  come  to  full  fruition,  the  preaching  missions  are  only 
a beginning.  The  church  is  called  to  be  the  bride  of 
Christ,  the  instrumentality  of  His  abiding  spirit  in  our 
midst.  Let  us  pray  for  a continuing  of  this  spiritual 
crusade. 

* * * 

Let  me  report  on  some  of  the  churches  in  which  I have 
preached  recently.  It  was  my  very  great  pleasure  to  be 
present  for  the  first  anniversary  of  First  Methodist 
Church  of  Miami  on  February  26.  We  had  two  wonderful 
services.  The  people  of  this  congregation  are  to  be  highly 
commended  for  their  achievements.  On  March  5 I was 
at  Reeves  Memorial  in  Orlando,  where  we  dedicated  the 
educational  buildings.  We  had  a wonderful  congregation 
present  that  day  and  I was  proud  of  the  work  that  is  be- 
ing done  at  Reeves. 

On  March  12  I was  at  Trinity  Methodist  Church  in 
Pompano  Beach.  Their  lovely  sanctuary  is  something 
that  all  Florida  Methodists  should  rejoice  in  and  should 
visit  at  the  first  opportunity.  On  March  19  we  worshipped 
with  the  wonderful  congregation  at  Frostproof  and  dedi- 
cated their  splendid  sanctuary.  In  the  afternoon  we  were 
present  for  the  consecration  of  the  lovely  parsonage  at 
Asbury  Church,  Bartow.  These  were  rich  experiences. 

Blessings  on  you  as  we  work  together  in  the  conclu- 
sion of  this  conference  year.

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Young  People  Will  and  Do 
Respond  to  the  Call — But . . . 


Yes,  numerous  youth  and  young  adults  each  year  an- 
swer the  call  of  God  to  enter  church-related  vocations.  To 
magnify  the  need  for  such  persons,  however,  is  only  part 
of  the  story.  The  attrition  rate — the  list  of  persons  who 
begin  preparation  for  church  work 
and  then  drop  out — remains  ex- 
tremely high  and  is  a matter  of  grave 
concern.  ( See  box  “Analysis  of  Drop- 
out”; also  box  on  Pre-ministerial 
Students.”)

Every  thoughtful  and  loyal  Methodist  in  Florida  wants 
our  church  to  be  where  the  people  are — now  and  ten  years 
from  now!  These  peoplfe  will  be  crowding  our  new  uni- 
versity centers,  they  will  be  in  the  new  Disney  cities,  in 
the  new  suburbs,  in  experimental  cities  and  in  urban 
renewal  projects.  But  Methodism  will  not  be  there  to 
serve  these  people  tomorrow,  if  we  do  not  exercise  faith, 
demonstrate  initiative,  and  practice  sacrifice  today! 
Those  who  treat  the  Growth  and  Expansion  Fund  lightly 
today  may  have  to  face  closed  doors  to  Methodism  in 
places  of  opportunity  tomorrow.  Only  those  denomina- 
tions which  are  alert  and  financially  prepared  are  going 
to  have  the  privilege  of  securing  sites  and  developing 
institutions  in  these  favored  places. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  resourcefulness  of  the  district 
superintendents  and  the  support  of  the  unselfish  pastors 
and  generous  laymen  who  have  made  it  possible  for  us 
to  secure  sites  at  some  of  these  significant  centers.  It 
must  be  realized  that  it  is  going  to  take  the  constant,  per- 
sistent, determined  effort  of  all  of  us  to  raise  our  Growth 
and  Expansion  Fund  and  District  Church  Extension  ap- 
portionments every  year,  and  in  every  charge,  to  provide 


the  funds  that  will  be  required.  Let  us  make  up  our  minds 
to  do  our  part  today  so  that  when  tomorrow  comes  we  will 
be  where  the  people  are  and  will  have  deep  satisfactions 
instead  of  vain  regrets! 

Because  of  the  fidelity  of  our  leaders  in  other  days, 
Methodism  is  well  represented  at  our  older  institutions; 
and  thanks  to  the  Boards  of  Missions  and  Education,  we 
already  have  choice  sites  at  the  University  of  South  Flor- 
ida and  Florida  Atlantic  University;  how'ever,  there  are 
still  Florida  Tech,  Nova  University,  Epcot  (Experimental 
Prototype  Community  of  Tomorrow),  and  any  number 
of  other  educational  centers  and  urban  renewal  projects, 
where  Methodism  should  be,  along  with  other  denomina- 
tions, even  if  we  cannot  be  “first  with  the  most!” 

While  we  have  experienced  a temporary  lull  following 
a period  of  rapid  expansion,  it  is  the  belief  of  many  knowl- 
edgeable persons  that  Florida  is  already  on  the  eve  of 
another  era  of  great  development  and  spectacular  growth. 
Demographers  tell  us  that  Florida  will  continue  to  be  the 
fastest-growing  large  state  in  the  nation  during  the  next 
decade;  they  also  inform  us  that  throughout  the  United 
States  there  will  be  a forty-three  percent  increase  in  the 
number  of  persons  in  their  twenties 
between  now  and  1975 — the  war-time 
babies  of  the  forties  have  reached 
adulthood  and  parenthood! 

It  is  logical  to  suppose  that  Florida 
will  have  more  than  its  share  of  these 
young  adults  because  of  our  growing 
universities,  space  age  industries, 
rapid  growdh  and  our  opportunities 
for  outdoor-living.  These  young 
adults  will  be  building  or  buying  new 
homes,  in  new  communities,  and  will 
need  new  churches.  Will  we  be  pre- 
pared to  provide  them? 

World  Service  and  Conference 
Benevolences  must  always  come  first, 
for  without  these  funds  we  would 
have  no  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  to  challenge  us. 
Growth  and  Expansion  funds  are  no 
less  important — when  it  is  remem- 
bered that  with  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions’ part  of  this  fund  we  purchase 
the  sites  for  new  churches  and  they 
in  turn  become  productive  emits, 
which  provide  centers  of  Christian 
fellowship,  and  added  support  for  all 
of  the  institutions  of  Methodism.

Where  on  the  face  of  the  earth  would  there 
be  greater  need  for  a pediatrician  than  in  populous  India, 
where  Dr.  Vela  Cleveland  has  been  serving  for  the  past 
decade? 

Vela  Cleveland,  daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
A.  H.  Cleveland,  of  Ft.  Meade,  Florida,  was  reared  in  a 
Christian  home,  nurtured  in  the  First  Methodist  Church, 
and  received  her  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  that  city.  She  received  a bachelor’s  degree,  majoring 
in  biology,  at  Asbury  College,  an  A.B.  degree  in  educa- 
tion at  the  University  of  Kentucky,  and  a master’s  degree 
from  Duke  University. 

After  teaching  biology  in  Lakeland  and  Jacksonville 
Beach  schools  and  at  the  Womens’  College  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  and  Florida  State  University, 
Miss  Cleveland  enrolled  in  the  Medical  School  of  Tulane 
University  where  she  received  her  Doctor  of  Medicine 
degree  in  pediatrics. 

Since  1958,  Dr.  Cleveland  has  been  a medical  mis- 
sionary at  the  Ellen  Thoburn  Cowen  Memorial  Hospital 
at  Kolar,  South  India,'  serving  as  pediatrician  and  as 
secretary  of  the  All-India  Medical  Council  with  primary 
responsibility  for  scholarship  students. 

A former  roommate  and  devoted  friend  describes  her 
as  an  avid  reader,  intelligent,  versatile,  and  efficient.  She 
has  a keen  sense  of  humor,  an  appreciation  of  the  good

in  everyone  and  with  friendliness  toward  all.  In  the 
words  of  her  friend,  “She  is  the  most  Christian  Christian 
I have  ever  known.”  Further  evidence  of  the  esteem  in 
which  she  is  held  is  that  a unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  at  First  Church,  Lakeland,  is  named  for  her.

or  sex — the  gentle  hands  of  care  and  love  of  the  Indian 
nurse,  trained  by  Christian  teachers,  as  well  as  her  pro- 
fessional competence,  do  more  to  impress  her  people  with 
the  simple  truth  of  her  worth  and  dignity  than  volumes 
of  books.”

The  Living  Word : 


Time  to  Begin  Again 


It  is  not  difficult  to  fly  high  on  the  wings  of  victory. 
Success  is  invigorating;  it  makes  one  optimistic.  De- 
feat, on  the  other  hand  deflates  us.  As  the  youth  deject- 
edly said  it:  “I  had  my  chance  and  I blew  it.”  Then, 
as  one  who  ga^e  in  easily  to  pessimism,  he  added,  “I  will 
never  have  a chance  like  that  again.” 

Is  this  the  only  answer  to  defeat?  Can  it  ever  be

turned  into  victory?  What  does  God  do  with  his  world 
and  with  us  when  his  plan  and  purposes  fail? 

Those  who  are  familiar  with  the  Bible  know  that  when 
things  turn  out  badly  God  says:  “It  is  time  to  begin 

again.”  This  is  what  he  did  when  King  Saul  disappointed 
him  through  disobedience,  jealousy  and  fear.  He  raised 
up  David  to  be  king  in  Saul’s  place.  He  did  not  dissolve 
the  monarchy  or  allow  Israel  to  drift  without  a helmsman 
at  the  wheel. 

In  anointing  David  to  be  king,  God  was  once  again 
putting  his  hope  into  persons.  It  seems  that  he  has  no 
other  way.  When  he  begins  again,  he  finds  another  per- 
son to  take  over. 


It  is  sobering  to  realize  how  greatly  God  depends  upon 
us  in  his  purposes  for  our  community.  We  may  not  be 
anointed  for  service  as  David  was,  but  we  are  no  less  set 
apart  for  it  as  persons  with  a sacred  responsibility. 

Bishop  Gore  of  the  Church  of  England  used  to  pre- 
pare the  candidates  for  ordination  before  the  service  so 
that  it  would  mean  what  it  should  to  them.  He  would  ad- 
dress the  class  and  say  to  them,  “Tomorrow  I shall  ask 
you:  ‘wilt  thou,  wilt  thou,  wilt  thou?’  But  there  will 

come  a day  when  another  will  say  to  you:  ‘Hast  thou, 
hast  thou,  hast  thou?’  ” They  were  to  be  responsible 
servants  of  God. 

What  you  and  I are  requested  to  do  in  our  own 
churches  may  seem  to  be  such  a small  service,  that  to 
dignify  it  by  comparing  it  with  the  raising  up  of  a David 
to  be  king,  or  the  calling  and  ordination  of  one  to  be  a 
preacher  may  seem  far-fetched.  But  if  you  were  the 
minister  of  the  church  or  the  director  of  Christian  educa- 
tion, you  would  realize  how  great  is  the  need. 

I watched  a D.R.E.  make  a phone  call  recently  to  ask 
a person  to  teach  a Sunday  School  class  of  youth.  The 
one  on  the  other  end  of  the  line  was  too  busy  and  said 
“No.”  I saw  tears  fill  the  eyes  of  the  person  before  me. 
She  turned  and  said  to  me  “It  just  seems  that  nobody 
cares  enough.” 

As  she  turned  back  to  the  phone  to  call  another  per- 
son, I thought  of  God’s  problem  in  finding  responsible 
persons  who  care  enough  to  help  in  the  Kingdom.

‘Tremendous  Significance  . . 


Dear  Friends: 

With  this  issue  we  come  to  the  end  of  an  era.  The 
Florida  Methodist  began  to  be  issued  as  the  official  publi- 
cation of  our  annual  conference  50  years  ago.  Through 
the  years  it  has  had  some  excellent  editors  and  has  con- 
tributed richly  to  the  life  of  our  conference  as  a whole. 
Sadly  enough,  we  have  never  supported  the  Florida 
Methodist  with  subscriptions  in  the  manner  it  deserves. 
Many  of  you  who  are  close  to  the  life  of  the  conference 
know  how  frequently  and  how  variedly  attempts  have 
been  made  to  expand  our  subscription  rolls.  One  thing 
is  indisputable,  the  news  and  program  of  the  conference 
must  be  communicated  to  a greater  number  of  our  people. 

In  an  effort  to  do  this  a different  format  will  be  adopt- 
ed and  the  Conference  Council  staff  will  seek  to  present  all 
pertinent  conference  news  and  materials  to  an  even  great- 
er number  of  readers  than  ever  before.  I would  personally 
like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Buhrman,  who 
has  stepped  in  at  a critical  moment  in  the  life  of  the 
Florida  Methodist  and  has  done  the  conference  a magni- 
ficent service.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  her  talents  and 
her  dedication  in  carrying  on  this  fine  work. 

As  you  receive  this  copy  of  the  Florida  Methodist  the 
annual  conference  will  be  about  to  begin  its  sessions.  I 
wish  to  lay  upon  the  heart  of  all  lay  delegates  the  great 
importance  and  responsibility  which  is  theirs  in  repre- 
senting the  lay  leadership  of  Florida  Methodism.  This 
125th  annual  session  will  be  of  tremendous  significance 
in  the  life  of  the  church.  Important  issues  must  be  faced 
and  decided.  Every  lay  delegate  has  a voice  and  a vote. 
This  is  a part  of  the  democratic  process  by  which  we 
function.  But  it  is  not  altogether  democratic  unless  the 
people  of  the  churches  are  represented  by  their  lay  dele- 
gates as  well  as  their  ministers. 

Bethune-Cookman  College,  at  Daytona  Beach,  is  one 
of  our  fine  Methodist  schools.  President  Moore  indicates 
they  are  looking  for  a church  bell  for  use  on  the  college 
campus.  It  just  may  be  that  some  congregation  has  a bell 
which  it  is  not  using  and  which  it  would  be  pleased  to 
have  installed  on  the  campus  at  Bethune-Cookman.  If 
this  is  the  case,  please  get  in  touch  with  me  at  your  earli- 
est convenience. 

Asbury  Towers,  Sarasota  District,  is  one  of  the  most 
attractive  and  well  equipped  new  retirement  apartment 
dwellings  in  the  entire  state  of  Florida.  It  is  now  complete 
and  many  new  residents  are  already  occupying  its  facili- 
ties. We  anticipate  that  every  apartment  will  be  in  use 
within  the  very  near  future.  Congratulations  to  the  far- 
sighted leaders  of  the  Sarasota  District  who  have  given 


an  unlimited  amount  of  time,  thought,  and  administrative 
skill  in  planning  and  executing  this  project.  Every  Metho- 
dist in  Florida  should  visit  Asbury  Towers  at  his  earliest 
convenience. 

The  architect’s  drawings  for  a new  Methodist  Building 
have  been  tentatively  drawn.  This  structure  has  been 
planned  to  house  and  service  the  staff  of  a growing  church. 
The  elevation  drawings  are  attractive  and  the  interior  ar- 
rangements have  been  designed  after  broad  consultation. 
One  thing  is  certainly  evident,  our  present  office  facilities 
are  inadequate  and  will  be  woefully  limited  for  Method- 
ism’s growing  responsibilities.  The  conference  will  hear 
the  report  of  the  committee  which  has  spent  a vast  amount 
of  time  and  thought  during  the  year  in  preparing  its 
report.  Whatever  is  done  must  be  the  decision  of  the 
conference  as  a whole  for  the  project  is  one  in  which  we 
are  all  involved  and  from  which  the  church  as  a whole 
will  receive  the  benefit.  I would  like  to  express,  on  be- 
half of  the  conference,  a very  deep  sense  of  appreciation 
to  those  lay  and  clerical  members  who  have  served  us  all 
so  unstintedly  throughout  the  twelve  months  since  our 
last  session  in  Lakeland. 

Now  let  me  make  a report  concerning  recent  Sunday 
services.  On  April  9 it  was  my  great  pleasure  to  preach 
at  the  two  morning  services  at  First  Methodist  Church, 
Lakeland.  On  the  16th  I was  at  Temple  Terrace  in  Tampa, 
and  on  the  23rd  at  Waldo  for  the  observance  of  the  100th 
anniversary  of  its  historic  congregation.  On  the  30th  I 
was  at  Bushnell  for  the  consecration  of  the  new  sanctuary 
and  in  the  afternoon  at  DeBary.  On  April  6 I had  the 
privilege  of  speaking  to  the  first  Legislative  Prayer 
Breakfast  in  Tallahassee  when  a majority  of  the  members 
of  our  legislature,  the  governor’s  cabinet  and  the  supreme 
court  were  present. 

On  May  7 I preached  at  the  Winter  Haven  Drive-In 
early  morning  service  and  at  Winter  Park  for  the  eleven 
o’clock  service.  There  were  ten  days  during  which  I visit- 
ed in  all  twelve  of  our  districts  conferring  with  ministers 
and  pastoral  relations  committees. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  thank  you  for  your  prayers  and 
for  your  cooperation  in  our  Lord’s  work  during  this  year. 
I trust  that  your  local  church  has  been  a blessing  to  you, 
your  family,  and  your  community.

The  philosophy  of  the  Wesley 
Foundation  at  Florida  State  Univer- 
sity, Tallahassee,  as  expressed  in  its 
articles  of  operation  reads:  “We  op- 
erate not  as  an  ‘extension’  of  the 
church,  nor  as  a church,  but  rather 
as  the  Church,  and  a Methodist  ex- 
pression of  The  Church,  serving  a 
distinctive  task  in  the  academic  com- 
munity.”

“Our  Giving  to  the  Growth  and 
Expansion  Fund  will  make  possible 
a chapel  adequate  to  seat  the  stu- 
dents who  are  now  turned  away  from 
worship  at  the  Wesley  Foundation  in 
Tallahassee,”  explains  Miss  Eulalie 
Ginn.  “The  fund  is  our  chief  source 
for  growth  and  expansion  of  campus 
ministry  at  all  other  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  state.  Florida 
Southern  College,  Camp  Develop- 
ment, Church  Extension  and  other 
growth  and  expansion  projects  are 
also  dependent  upon  the  fund — to 
fail  to  pay  the  fund  in  full  limits  the 
work  of  our  church.”

Mary  Lou  Barbre — Nurse  in  Bolivia 

She  Merits  Advance  Special  Work  Funds 


Trinity  Church,  Pompano  Beach,  not  yet  ten  years  old, 
has  had  a medical  missionary  in  La  Paz,  Bolivia,  since  the 
fall  of  1964  in  the  person  of  Miss  Mary  Lou  Barbre  who 
serves  at  the  Pfeiffer  Hospital,  the  oldest  Methodist  Hos- 
pital in  South  America.  Mary  Lou,  a reserved,  studious 
and  dedicated  young  woman  was,  as  a high  school  girl, 
the  pianist  for  the  first  service  of  this  congregation,  and 
from  her  childhood  has  wanted  to  be  a missionary  or  a 
servant  of  the  Church  in  some  capacity. 

A native  of  Crossville,  Illinois,  the  daughter  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Joseph  Barbre,  active  Methodists,  Mary  Lou 
graduated  from  Pompano  Beach  High  School,  the  Jack- 
son  Memorial  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  in  Miami,  and

then  took  special  training  in  obstetrical  nursing  at  the 
Margaret  Hague  Maternity  Hospital  in  Jersey  City,  New 
Jersey.

Miss  Barbre  has  been  a special-term  missionary  at 
the  Pfeiffer  Hospital  which  has  pioneered  in  the  medical 
care  of  the  Bolivian  people  since  it  opened  in  1920  with 
equipment  consisting  of  three  beds  and  a pressure-cooker 
sterilizer!  It  now  has  accommodations  for  fifty-five  adults, 
seventy-five  children,  and  twenty-five  infants,  and  oper- 


It Is  Never  Too  Late 

We  have  one  more  week  during  this  fiscal  year  to 
give  practical  expression  to  our  love  for  the  cause 
of  Christian  missions.  Some  individuals  and  some 
churches  have  done  more  than  ever  before  but  as 
a Conference  we  are  running  behind  last  year  in 
our  giving  to  world  and  national  advance  specials.

ates  a splendid  School  of  Nursing.  It  is  improving  its 
services  by  revising  the  electrical  system,  renovating  the 
X-ray  department  and  enlarging  the  laboratory,  and  in 
order  to  serve  all  of  Bolivia  the  hospital  has  set  up  out- 
post clinics  in  the  more  remote  regions  of  the  interior  to 
help  thousands  who  would  otherwise  be  completely  with- 
out medical  care. 

Modern  science  and  the  Christian  conscience  make 
modern  life-saving  equipment  a necessity  in  any  hospital 
in  the  world.  Pfeiffer  is  doing  all  in  its  power  to  meet  the 
needs  of  its  patients  on  a very  limited  budget.  In  spite  of 
the  extremely  low  income  of  the  majority  of  its  constitu- 
ents this  hospital  gets  eighty-five  percent  of  its  annual 
budget  from  its  patients.  This  fact  should  challenge  us 
to  do  our  best  to  provide  the  remaining  fifteen  percent  of 
its  minimal  budget. 

Mary  Lou  was  regarded  as  an  outstanding  nurse  when 
she  served  as  a supervisor  in  her  home-town  hospital.  She 
is  highly  respected  in  her  home  church  which  recently 
provided  transportation  to  Pompano  Beach  and  return 
that  she  might  make  a brief  visit  to  her  relatives  and 
friends  in  Trinity  Church.  During  her  stay  she  made  a 
deep  impression  on  her  hearers  when  she  told  of  the  des- 
perate need  for  incubators  for  premature  babies  and  dem- 
onstrated her  complete  dedication.

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Plans  for  New  Methodist  Building  to  be 
Presented  at  Annual  Conference 


Plans  for  the  proposed  new  Methodist  Building,  to 
serve  as  Conference  headquarters  in  Lakeland,  will  be 
presented  at  the  1967  Annual  Conference  sessions,  May 

30- June  4. 

The  Rev.  Robert  C.  Holmes  of  Lakeland,  chairman  of 
the  Conference  Center  Committee  which  was  created  by 
the  1965  Annual  Conference,  said  blueprints,  drawings, 
design  specifications,  costs  and  other  information  relative 
to  the  proposed  building  are  ready  for  consideration. 

Similar  information  was  presented  at  the  May  2 meet- 
ing of  the  Conference  Council  in  Leesburg. 

The  design  specifications  of  the  proposed  building 
prepared  by  the  architect,  A.  Gilbert  McCree  of  Orlando, 
calls  for  a two-story  brick  and  stone  structure  (see  per- 
spective) totaling  25,000  square  feet. 

Features  include  an  entrance  lobby,  a 56-seat  chapel, 
a conference  room  to  accommodate  130  persons,  several 
small  meeting  rooms,  library,  lunch  room,  printing  de- 
partment, mail  room,  and  offices  for  staff  members  of  the 
Conference  Council. 

The  projected  cost  is  approximately  $490,000,  includ- 
ing site  improvements. 

The  chapel  is  a $35,000  project  of  the  Conference 
Board  of  Lay  Activities  as  a memorial  to  the  late  Howard 
Berg,  long-time  Conference  lay  leader  and  president  of 
the  board.  It  is  intended  for  worship  services  by  the 
staff  and  other  groups  meeting  in  the  building,  and 
would  be  available  also  for  personal  meditation. 

The  proposed  building  would  be  located  on  a 3Vfc- 
acre  site  on  the  Bartow  Highway,  adjoining  the  grounds 
of  the  Lakeland  Senior  High  School. 

The  1966  Annual  Conference  authorized  the  commit- 
tee to  buy  the  tract  for  $52,500.

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The  Living  Word : 


Every  Man  Counts 


Hardly  had  the  class  session  opened  and  the  teacher 
announced  the  subject  for  the  morning  when  a young 
adult  spoke  up.  “Just  a minute  please,”  he  said.  “We 
have  been  having  a number  of  lessons  lately  on  the  judg- 
ment of  God,  What  about  this  question  of  judgment?  Is 
this  something  that  you  talk  about  in  Sunday  School,  but 
which  doesn’t  really  mean  very  much  out  of  life?” 

His  question  went  directly  to  the  issue  of  the  integrity 
of  God.  Does  he  mean  what  he  says?  Does  history  show 
that  God  has  judged  mankind?  Or  is  this  a flaming  con- 
viction of  biblical  writers  only? 

Historians  have  been  quite  vocal  in  their  belief  that 
the  moral  life  of  a people  makes  a difference  in  the  fate 
of  their  nation.  Here  is  James  A.  Froude  declaring  that 
in  the  long  pull,  history  will  show  that  “it  is  well  with  the 
good  . . . and  it  is  ill  with  the  evil.”  Here  is  Arnold  Toyn- 
bee who  insists  that  there  is  a principle  at  work  within 
the  breakdown  of  civilizations. 

In  the  above  reading,  Jeremiah  is  given  a summons  to 
address  the  nation.  God’s  judgment  was  for  all,  therefore 
he  was  told  to  announce  it  “to  all  the  cities”  (26:2a).  It 
was  as  simple  and  awesome  as  this. 

But  when  one  begins  to  pierce  beneath  the  surface  of 
this  fact,  there  is  a deeper  undercurrent  of  truth  than  is  at 
first  apparent.  It  is  part  of  the  great  democracy  of  God 
that  called  for  all  to  hear  the  announcement  of  the  coming 
evil.  Every  man  counted;  none  were  insignificant. 

Dr.  Charles  M.  Laymon,  director  of  the  Department 
of  Religion,  Florida  Southern  College,  points  up  the  re- 
sponsibility which  rests  on  each  of  us.  Read  Jeremiah 
26:  1-6. 

An  anecdote  is  told  concerning  a college  professor 
who  desired  to  illustrate  to  his  students  the  fact  that  each 
individual  counted  in  a world  where  there  were  millions 
of  people.  He  took  a glass  of  water— a single  glass— and 
carefully  moved  it  from  one  side  of  his  desk  to  the  other. 
Then  he  said:  “Gentlemen,  I have  changed  the  order  of 
the  universe.”  And  he  had;  the  movement  of  one  glass 
of  water  had  done  it. 

Not  only  does  every  man  count,  but  God  has  used 
persons  of  different  lands  to  take  the  gospel  to  other  lands. 
It  was  a Jew  who  took  the  gospel  to  Rome;  a Frenchman 
who  brought  it  to  Scandinavia;  a Scotsman  who  preached 
to  Ireland;  and  a Scandinavian  who  envangelized  Scot- 
land. The  all-ness  of  God’s  spreading  of  his  word  is  thus 
illustrated  from  a different  standpoint.  All  men  count  in 
sharing  the  truth  as  well  as  in  receiving  it.  No  one  in 
Judah  in  today’s  lesson  could  say  that  he  had  not  been 
informed  of  God’s  will  and  way. 

In  summoning  Jeremiah  to  address  all  the  people,  God 
was  “hoping”  that  this  would  stay  the  tide  of  rebellion 
and  sin.  He  said  to  the  prophet:  “It  may  be  that  they 
will  listen,  and  every  one  turn  from  his  evil  way”  (vs.  3). 

The  God  of  Israel  did  not  delight  in  judgment.  As  the 
Scripture  put  it,  he  wished  that  he  might  “repent  of  the 
evil"  which  he  intended  to  send  upon  them.  In  this  same 
vein,  I once  knew  a teacher  who  said  that  if  he  found 


himself  enjoying  berating  his  class,  he  would  immediately 
stop.  As  he  put  it,  under  such  circumstances  he  was  not 
“sterile  for  the  task”. 

God,  however,  was  not  to  be  sentimental  and  pass  over 
lightly  the  sins  of  the  people.  He  could  not  do  this  and  be 
God  at  the  same  time.  His  very  integrity  was  at  stake. 
There  were  conditions  for  survival  that  had  to  be  met. 
They  must  listen,  walk  in  the  law,  and  heed  the  words 
of  the  prophets  (vs  4-5). 

Conditions!  There  are  always  conditions  to  be  met  if 
individuals  and  society  are  to  know  the  fulness  of  God’s 
life  for  them. 

The  night  before  President  Roosevelt  died,  he  wrote: 
“Today  we  are  faced  with  the  pre-eminent  fact  that,  if 
civilization  is  to  survive,  wre  must  cultivate  the  science  of 
human  relationships — the  ability  of  all  people,  of  all 
kinds,  to  live  together  and  work  together  in  the  same 
world,  at  peace.” 

These  conditions  for  survival  remain  the  same  today, 
even  more  so  since  we  have  the  atomic  bomb.

The  Florida  Annual  Conference,  meeting  in  its  125th 
annual  session  in  Lakeland,  took  action  on  several  im- 
portant mutters  of  church  wide  interest,  elected  lay  and 
clerical  delegates  to  the  1968  General  Conference,  and 
voted  to  postpone,  at  least  for  one  year,  the  construction 
of  the  new  conference  center  building. 

The  conference  voted  763  to  80  for  union  with  the 
Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church.  The  vote  to  abolish 
the  Central  (Negro)  Jurisdiction  of  The  Methodist 
Church  was  620  to  108. 

Election  of  lay  and  clerical  delegates  to  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdictional  Conference,  also  meeting  in  1968, 
was  held. 

Bishop  James  W.  Henley,  area  Bishop,  presided  over 
the  sessions  of  the  conference  which  heard  reports  and 
recommendations  from  all  boards  and  agencies  of  the 
church. 

Plans  for  the  work  of  the  church  under  the  newly 
established  Conference  Council  were  outlined  to  the  dele- 
gates. The  Rev.  John  J.  Rooks,  former  superintendent 
of  the  Lakeland  District  and  now  Conference  Program 
Superintendent,  presented  the  report  and  plans  to  the 
conference. 

The  report  of  the  conference  statisticians  revealed 
that  the  Methodists  of  Florida  added  5,600  members  to 
the  church  rolls  during  the  year. 


The  605  churches  of  the  Conference  contributed  a 
record  $21,986,028  for  “all  purposes.” 

The  statistical  report  also  revealed  a decline  in  Church 
School  enrollment  of  2,941  during  the  last  conference 
year.  Average  attendance  also  showed  a drop  of  3,786 
over  the  preceding  year. 

Total  membership  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  Florida 
now  stands  at  295,909.

dent; Hoyt  Tatum  to  the  Miami  District,  replacing  the 
Rev.  Clare  Cotton  who  joins  the  Conference  Staff  as  a 
Program  Director;  the  Rev.  Robert  C.  Boggs  to  the  Tampa 
District,  replacing  the  Rev.  Durward  McDonell,  who  was 
appointed  to  First  Church,  Miami.

The  twenty-second  annual  School  of  Christian  Mission, 
sponsored  by  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  will  be  held  July  24-28 
at  Florida  Southern  College  in  Lakeland.

Hail  and  Farewell 

For  The  Florida  Methodist  this  issue  is  “30,”  which  in  newspaper  lan- 
guage means  “the  end.” 

It  has  been  the  official  newsmagazine  of  the  Florida  Conference  for 
many  years  (nobody  seems  to  know  exactly  how  many),  but  they  were 
lean  years  from  the  standpoint  of  financial  support.  In  recent  years,  our 
largest  number  of  subscribers  was  only  13,000  even  though  our  Confer- 
ence is  one  of  Methodism’s  largest  with  nearly  300,000  members. 

So— heeding  the  advice  of  the  Cabinet,  the  Conference  Council  and 
others— the  Commission  on  Public  Relations  & Methodist  Information, 
the  publisher  since  1961  regretfully  recommended  to  the  1967  Annual 
Conference  that  publication  of  The  Florida  Methodist  be  suspended 
with  this  issue. 

The  new  Conference  Council  recognizes  that  church  communication 
is  a vital  necessity  if  our  Methodists  are  to  be  well  informed.  To  bridge 
the  gap  the  Council  staff  will  use  these  means: 

• Publish  a monthly  program  journal,  starting  this  fall,  to  feature 
information  about  the  programs  and  projects  of  our  Conference  boards 
and  agencies.  This  will  be  mailed  free  to  all  ministers,  and  lay  men  and 
women  who  hold  certain  positions  in  the  Conference,  District  and  Local 
Church.  Subscribers  to  The  Florida  Methodist  will  receive  the  program 
journal  until  their  present  subscriptions  expire.  There  will  be  no  sub- 
scription campaign,  but  any  Methodist  may  subscribe  for  $1.50  a year. 

• Continue  to  publish  a monthly  Florida  Conference  news  insert 
in  Together  magazine,  which  subscribers  to  The  Florida  Methodist 
have  received  free  since  last  fall.  To  continue  to  receive  Together,  begin- 
ing  in  August,  the  magazine’s  regular  Church  Plan  subscription  rate  of 
$2.52  a year  will  prevail  ($5  yearly  otherwise) . We  urge  you  to  see  your 
pastor  or  Together  agent  at  once.

Mr.  Peters,  who  has  been  serving  as 
the  assistant  administrator  at  Variety 
Children’s  Hospital  will  become  admin- 
istrator of  the  hospital  at  the  oldest 
Christian  Medical  college  in  continuous 
service  in  the  world. 

The  couple  — and  their  children:

It  started  six  years  ago  when  the 
Peters  were  members  of  the  Methodist 
Church  in  Eustis.  The  members  began 
studying  the  meaning  of  stewardship. 
“In  discussing  stewardship  with  the 
class”  said  Mrs.  Peters,  “we  concluded 
that  to  do  God’s  will  is  our  main  pur- 
pose”. 

That  led  to  years  of  corresponding 
with  the  Methodist  Board  of  World 
Missions  and  the  decision  to  accept  a 
three-year  appointment  to  India  which 
they  may  renew  if  there  still  is  a need 
for  their  services  at  the  end  of  the 
time. 

The  Peters  have  left  for  Drew  Uni- 
versity where  they  will  undergo  six 
weeks  of  indoctrination  before  leaving 
for  India.
